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Swears in councilwoman 


Pelham grants license

After three tries, Pelham 
lounge owner Jim Ryan finally 
succeeded in getting the Pelham 
Council to approve a retail liquor 
license. 

The action on the license was 
taken during a brief meeting 
Monday at which the council’s 
first woman member was sworn 
in. 


Beverly Hall voted in favor of 
the license along with Coun- 
cilmen Ray Hamilton and Ken 
Maynard. Bob Cleveland and 
Willard Payne were opposed. 

Although he has had reserva- 
tions about the lounge since Ryan 
first approached the council for a 
license, Maynard made the mo- 
tion for approval. 

It was Ryan’s persistence as 
much as anything else that pro- 
mpted him to make the motion, 


Maynard noted. The letters of 
recommendation submitted by 
Ryan, along with his willingness 
to discuss his plans for improving 
the business, also influenced his 
decision, Maynard said. 

Ryan was denied the license at 
a previous council meeting when 
Hamilton moved that the license 
be granted. 

Saying he was for the free 
enterprise system, Hamilton 
pointed out the lounge could be 
closed if the business was not 
conducted properly. 

But the lounge owner didn’t 
give up his efforts to win the 
council’s confidence. 


He continued to insist Monday 
that he would have a nice place 
and that the objectionable ac- 
tivities that took place when the 
lounge was the Coo Coo’s Nest 
would not continue. 


He also repeated his intentions 
of enlarging the interior of the 
building as well as the parking 
area. 

Questioned by Maynard about 
a nearby drainage ditch, Ryan 
said he plans to fill it in as soon as 
the other work is completed. He 
estimated it would be about six 
months before he got to it. 

After swearing in the new 
council member, City Clerk 
Willie Mae Dennis noted that 
Hall is the 30th person she has 
sworn into office. 

‘‘Hooray for women!’’ Dennis 
exclaimed as she placed the new 
name plate on the council table in 
front of the first woman member. 

Hall will serve until October 
1984, when the term expires. She 
was appointed to replace John 
Tanner after his election to the 
state legislature. 


1983: Year in review

The county commission and chairman Tommy 
Snowden consider locations in Pelham and 
Alabaster for the long-proposed license branch of- 
fice to the courthouse. The commission approves 
Myra Davis as administrative assistant after 
Mildred Ray leaves her post as the last commission 
clerk. 

Snowden and commissioners John Ames and 
Archer take the county’s dire financial straits to 
Shelby Medical Center where they ask for and get 
$450,000 in the form of a ‘contract’ for health 
related services. Such temporary financial relief is 
sought again before the year ends, sparking a 
lawsuit. 


MARCH 

True to form, the month roars in, with most of 
the roaring coming from Calera and educatio 
circles. 

‘*...We are to far ahead for him to caught up. 
We are works to fast for him...’’ Thus goes a note 
to a parent from a Thompson Elementary teacher 
which is published in the Reporter. Principal 
Leslie Harrison responds that the teacher wrote 
the note too quickly to have it proofed for errors 
before being sent home. Judging from letters to 
the editor, many readers are incensed by both note 
and response, while others are bothered by a lack 
of appreciation for teachers. 

Led by Columbiana resident Wayne Sikes, 
charges against SCHS principal Don Bulger and 
three school employees are filed with the State 
Ethics Commission. The charges against Pat 
Bulger -- which she calls ‘ridiculous’ -- are dismiss- 
ed by the end of the month. 

Charges against Juanita Lightsey end up being 
dismissed and bus driver Edwina Jones later 
resigns. Bulger is eventually cited for using a 
school pickup, but by the time the issue is resolved 
in May, other charges against him have been 
reduced to a list of recommendations from the 
county board of education. 

The Calera council and mayor Carl Prichard 
come to odds over control of the park board. A 
freeze is put on capital expenses. When the 
volunteer rescue squad is denied requested money 
for a used vehicle on March 8, its members stage a 
walkout. Councilman Roy Hadaway resigns. 

Three days later the unit’s demand is met, but 
added demands for better housing and the right to 
answer calls outside the city cause further reper- 
cussions, 

Two weeks later, as money for the truck is ap- 
proved and the spending freeze is lifted, coun- 
cilman Doug Lesueur resigns. A suggestion that 
the rescue unit shares the firehall fires up 
volunteer firemen. The uproar continues into 
April. 

Meanwhile, the county commission votes ‘to 
study’ a proposal to invest some $7,500 in setting 
up a high-tech research park off US 280, and 
Westinghouse in Montevallo announces its closing 
after 30 years. Jefferson County eventually lands 
the proposed high-tech park, and an outside firm 
buys Westinghouse. 

Jack van Pelt, along with the rest of the state’s 
hospital planning board, is fired by Gov. George 
Wallace, who stacks the deck his way and puts up 
in the air the still lingering question of who'll get 
to build a hospital on US 280. 

Adding to March’s roar, 70 mph winds down 
power lines, the annual horse racing bill is adver-

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tised in the newspaper, and the first of two zoning 
elections is called for US 280’s Beat 13. 

Police harassment ends in Helena, and the 
county finally chooses Pelham over Alabaster for 
its branch office. 


APRIL 

Weather continues to make the news as farmers 
and economists worry about the spring being too 
wet and too cold. 

Arthur Davis and Mark Jones are now on the 
Calera council, and by the month’s end a plan to 
renovate the old rescue unit’s facility irons out 
some problems. However, the touchy question of 
answering fire and rescue calls outside the city is 
still simmering. 

The circuit court orders Hall to move his truck- 
ing firm, and even after UM builds a baffle 
around its wood chip burner, Cardinal Crest 
residents are still angry about the noise. 

Wilsonville and Calera High jump out to an ear- 
ly lead in the Reporter’s Great Computer 
Giveaway Contest. Calera Elementary makes a 
strong showing for second, but Wilsonville’s 
109% participation in subscription sales wins it 
the computer. 

Standing in a flooded Attention Home, director 
Brenda Lee says it’s time to find a new facility. 

Columbiana councilwoman Jessie Jones says it 
is time for a sewer and applies for a grant. A 
Reporter investigation of Columbiana’s water per- 
sonnel and system points out problems both real 
and potential. 

The county wants to crack down on city issued 
industrial bonds, and establish commercial 
building permits and inspections. A proposed air- 
port authority is put on hold, and Snowden in- 
troduces the idea of the county going to its fourth 
new computer system in a dozen years. 


MAY 

The county agrees to take bids on a new com- 
puter system, but does not act on a grant that’s ap- 
parently available for airport expansion after 
Harold Davenport asks how one builds a runway 
in a swamp. 

The proposed airport authority draws anti- 
aircraft flak from a 300-name petition presented 
by Bill Knowles. Problems also arise in complete 
bids for the computer because of the July 1 
deadline established to accommodate the new 
branch office. 

As it works out, the county has twice the 
machine anyone even realized in its present Bur- 
roughs system. Snowden puts Archer and Daven- 
port on the job of trying to get the county’s 
money’s worth out of the Burroughs. 

Alabaster’s annexation -- passed the year before 
by a 505-245 vote -- gets Justice Department ap- 
proval, but zoning in Beat 13 falls to a 35-56 vote. 

Rescue workers and volunteers find a 100-year 
old Wilton woman lost in the woods, and Oak 
Mountain Estate residents find they have bad 
sewage problems. Pelham eventually turns down 
the residents’ request for sewer expansion into the 
subdivision. Dog racing dies again. 

Principal Mary Roach retires from Thompson 
Middle after 40 years in education. 

Speculation stirs about who will run for the 
court ordered elections, when they will be held, 
and just where the heck all the new district lines 


are. Continued on page 4

As the old year ended, law en- 
forcement authorities still had no 
clues on the disappearance of two 
people suspected of being victims 
of foul play. 

Guy Kirby of Alabaster drop- 
ped from sight in 1975 and Ann 
Cadle of Montevallo has been 
missing since 1981. 

However, police and the courts 
have succeeded in putting a 
number of perpetrators of violent 
crimes in jail. 

Otis Chapman was sentenced 
to life without parole last month 
for robbing a Columbiana 
woman. A co-defendant, Philip 
Mixon, was sentenced to 10 
years. 

Michael Skinner was sentenc- 
ed to life for first degree escape. 
He had previously received two 
20 year sentences for robbery and 
kidnapping. 

ein a related case, Joseph Skin- 
ner received sentences of 10 years 
for each of two charges. 

eAfter being convicted of at- 
tempted murder in a beating case, 
Billy Joe Nabors was sentenced 
to 25 years. 

*Eugene Cross was sentenced 
to five years for attempted

Suit may 


challenge 


annexation 


Angry citizens of the 1982 ann- 
nexed area of Alabaster are tak- 
ing their complaints to court. 

John Sarris, one of the 
disgruntled citizens, is leading a 
move to prove the recent annexa- 
tion was illegal. 

According to his attorney, Carl 
Johnston, the suit challenges an 
act under which the annexation 
election was held. 

The basis for the challlenge is 
that the bill did not comply with 
Section 106 of the Alabama Con- 
stitution That law states that 
when a riece of local legislation is 
introduced for consideration by 
the legislature, a notice must be 
published in the local newspaper 
-- which it was. 

The terms of this notice cannot 
be changed or the bill becomes 
defective. 

However, Sarris contends that 
because the geographic descrip- 
tion of the city of Alabaster 
substantially differs from that in- 
itially enacted, the bill is invalid. 

Johnston said they hope to 
submit the lawsuit as soon as they 
get ‘‘needed materials assembled. 
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No sewer means animal deaths

Every day workers at the 
Shelby County Humane Society 
look out the window of their 
Cramped quarters at their new 
building -- but they can’t move 
in. 
The building is finished, except 
for a few minor details and one 
major detail -- there is no sewer. 

“It’s so frustrating,’ declares 
Humane Society Director Anne 
Speakman. 

She points out that the delay in 
opening the new shelter means 
that animals have to be put to 
sleep needlessly because there 
isn’t enough space to keep them 
in the present facility. 

“There’s room for 100 animals 


next door,’’ Speakman reported, 
‘but we can only keep 30 here.”’ 

The new building was to have 
been occupied this spring after 
the county had put in a sewer 
line. 

Since the highway department 
was not able to get to the project, 
Harbert Construction 
volunteered to do the work. 

However, a change in work 
schedules also forced the firm to 
withdraw from the project. 
Now the county is tied up again 
replacing washed out bridges. 

The cold weather added to the 
frustration of Humane Society 
employees when the pipes in the 
old building burst. 

Besides having to haul water, 


Speakman said workers had to 
crawl under the building to 
remove spilled sewage. 

Although 325 animals were 
adopted during the year and 83 
pets returned to ‘lost’ owners, 
2,549 homeless animals still had 


to be put to sleep. 
The percentage of animais 


adopted -- 10.98% -- is slightly 
better than the national average 
of 10% despite the fact most 
societies count even the animals 
not considered adoptable, 
Speakman explained. 


Besides the usual dogs and cats 
that are picked up and brought 
in, the shelter this year has also 
housed a virtual zoo -- opossums, 
ducks, pigs, raccoons, deer, rab- 


bits, bats, a snake, goat, burro, 
pony and a SO Ib. turtle. 

According to the director, 
$2,300 worth of pipe for the 
sewer line is ready to be installed 
along with $1,100 worth of 
manholes, $500 worth of rings 
and covers and the necessary 
gravel. 


Now that the county can’t 
move On installing the sewer line, 
Speakman said the shelter is back 
to square one. 


““We may have to go to a septic 
tank in order to get into the 
building,’’ she said. 

The sewer line was supposed to 
have been done this month. 


Westover FD strives to solve daytime calls

Westover Volunteer Fire chief 
Pete Patmalnee is starting the 
new year by looking for a solu- 
tion to manpower shortages for 
daytime fires. 

Patmalnee said the Westover 
department has been having a 
*‘bad problem’’ handling calls 
during the day because it has no 
one to rely on to answer these 
calls. 


Since the volunteers are 


employed elsewhere -- many of 
them outside the immediate area 
-- difficulties have risen in con- 
tacting them in an emergency. 

When emergencies have arisen, 
the Chelsea Volunteer Fire 
Department has stepped in to 
assist. Chelsea chief Vern Craig 
said that although the CVFD’s 
first obligation is to their own 
area, it is willing to help as much 
as it can, whenever it can. 

Craig described Westover’s 


difficulties as a ‘‘tough situa- 


In an effort to solve the pro- 
blem, Patmalnee said, the 
Westover group is trying to 
reorganize so it can fill its 
daytime response void. 

‘Ideally, we would be able to 
pay someone to work during the 
day, but we just don’t have the 
funding,’’ he said, adding ap- 
preciation to Chelsea for the 
“‘world of help’’ it has given. 


Palmalnee said that Westover 
was available for mutual aid to 
any neighboring department if 
the need arose. 


He said he sees promise for the 
future in plans for two complete- 
ly equipped trucks and work to 
be done on the building. 


““We’ve had some very good 
support from the community,” 
he said.

the 911 service, emergency 
business is given on a rotating 
basis to Hank’s and to other ser- 
vices located there. 

Since Shelby County has said it 
does not want the service, does 
not pay for the service, and pro- 
vides no input, there is no rota- 
tion. 

Upon billing Shelby County 
$5,704 on March 24, 1980, Ran- 
die said his office received a rep- 
ly, ‘‘Shelby County does not par- 
ticipate in the 911 program. -- 
Mildred Ray, commission clerk.”’ 

John House of the Birm- 
ingham Regional Emergency 
Medical Service System 
(BREMSS) echoed Randle. It is 
possible that the 911 dispatchers 
don’t know what services are 
available in Shelby County if they 
have not been notified, he said. 

“T’ve been in service for ten 
and a half years and I don’t have 
to notify anybody,’’ was the rep- 
ly from Billy Price of Central 
Shelby Ambulance Service to the 


question of notification. 

‘*He (Hank) is the one who 
came here and caused all the pro- 
blems. Before he moved down 
here 911 called me,’’ He said. ‘‘I 
notify 911 that I am in service, 
but I don’t notify Hank Tyler 
about anything.”’ 

Price added that the new north 


Shelby ambulance provided him 
by SMC has been in operation 
since November 1983 and has 
made 73 emergency calls. 

What about Jimmy Gill of 
Harpersville? Did he notify 
Hank’s? 

*‘No I never made a first 
call...,’’ Gill said.’” He (Hank’s) 
definitely knew we had an am- 
bulance in Columbiana and 
Harpersville. I’ve dealt with him 
before and I saw him at the 
hospital meetings.” 

So do you call 911 for local 
ambulance service or not? 

**I would never say don’t call 
911,”’ said Randle of the Birm- 
ingham Civil Defense. ‘‘It works

amounts to a restraint of trade, 
because Hank’s has been left to 
struggle on its own and it has not 
received equal support. 

SMC administrator Roland 
Bradford sees things differently. 

**We consulted with our at- 
torney and the State of Alabama 
to see what was legal. Our board 
sifted through both proposals 
(Hank’s versus Central 
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Shelby/Harpersville Ambulance 
Serive) and sifted through them 
to be sure we couldn’t be accused 
of restraint of trade.”’ 

Bradford said that he did not 
want to leave anyone out, but the 
SMC board of directors made the 
decision as to which proposal was 
best. 

**I feel that the decision was 
fair, forthright and above 
board,’”’ Bradford added.

Be prepared 


There is an obvious problem with com- 
munications in an critical area -- am- 
bulance service. Call 911? Call the 
sheriff? Call the Boy Scouts? 


In light of the confusion that has sur- 
faced, we think it’s time the county 
government made it the life or death 
priority it is, and provide the citizenry 
with a 24-hour, central emergency 
operator. There’s no point in having am- 
bulances trip over each other, and no 
point in someone suffering for lack of ser- 
vice, 


Either establish a system strictly for the 
county, join in the 911 effort and have all 
county emergency services listed, or fund 
the sheriff’s office and help it push for an 
apparently needed frequency. (The sheriff 
could temporarily add Hank’s to his 
dispatch list until the matter is resolved.) 

In the meantime -- like the Boy Scouts 
-- we suggest that you be prepared. Know 
the phone number of your nearest rescue 
unit and call it first. Know the sheriff’s 
number, and fire numbers. Know them all 
-- before it’s too late.

JUNE 

School lets out, but work by principal Elizabeth 
Smith and construction crews is going full speed to 
have Inverness Elementary completed by fall. 

Reporter research shows that 59% of the coun- 
ty’s grads are seeking college entrance, as com- 
pared to 37% statewide. Also, CAT exams results 
show county students scoring higher than both the 
state and national averages. 

After being charged with contempt of court, 
Hall moves his trucks. 

A local bill establishing commercial building 
permits and inspections sails through the senate 
with backing by Spencer Bachus. It draws strong 
opposition at a public hearing and is eventually 
blocked by realtor and representative Don Mur- 
phy, Bill backer John Ames charges that Murphy 
has a conflict of interest. 

After estimates for a new computer are placed 
at $600,000, compared to $457,000 over five years 
with the old Burroughs, the county decides against 
replacement. The county also turns down SMC’s 
request for co-sponsorship of two ambulances to 
improve emergency services, but finally names 
members to the proposed airport authority. 

Pelham came under attack for the controversial 
rezoning of 26 acres on Helena Road owned by 
Steve Russo. The rezoning took place in a ‘public 
meeting’ in one room, while area residents waited 
in the council chambers to protest. A strong public 
outcry led to the setting of a new meeting. 

The Albert L. Scott Library opens in Alabaster, 
plans for the massive Riverchase Galleria are an- 
nounced, and armadillos begin crawling into 
Shelby County. 


JULY 

New school superintendent Ellie Glasscox says 
in a Reporter interview that he’ll tackle morale 
and be accessible to the public. The board names 
Randy McDonald as new TMS principal, promp- 
ting a law suit by a first accepted, then rejected 
Charlotte Lusco, 

Graduates add a slight upswing to unemploy- 
ment figures which had been falling since January. 
Housing starts for the month jump from 34 in 
1982, to 97 for the corresponding month in °83. 

George Dailey sets in motion 4 proposal to 
divide Montevallo into districts to help ensure 
black representation on the council. 

Pelham axes Oak Mountain Estate’s request for 
sewer service, and in Pelham Plaza, the county 
opens its long awaited branch office but limits it to 
the providing hunting, fishing, marriage, and 
drivers licenses. 

After getting an opinion from the attorney 
general, Calera expands fire and rescue services to 
1,5 miles outside the city limits, on a fee basis. 

Murphy is cleared by the Ethics Commission of 
Ames’ charges of conflict of interest. Ames 
challenges Snowden’s right to choose a bank to 
desposit funds from the new branch office. 


AUGUST 

In a widely criticized move, the State 
Democratic Executive Committee announces it 
will not hold primaries before the general elections 
in an effort to save money. 

Inverness Elementary holds registration after 
school boundaries have been set, NSCFD 
residents get a drop in fire insurance ratings, and 
mayor Prichard resigns from the Calera Water 
Board to protest a 10% rate hike. 

Twelve-year old Bo Hall of Wilton saves his 
mother’s and sister’s lives after their car plunges 
into Mahan Creek, and a thrifty Harpersville 
council plunks down cash for an 8.3-acre park. 

The proposed 400-acre Southlake development 
on Valleydale Road draws a concerned crowd of 
250 residents to a county planning and zoning 
commission meeting. The project is tabled until 
September it when sails through the commission. 

As school nears starting day, the state an- 
nounces that seven new kindergarten classes will 
be available here, sending schools and teachers 
scurrying to ready for 140 new students, 

Montevallo residents respond favorably to the 
task force’s survey. Half the respondents favor a 
sales tax. The city gets a $295,000 grant for hous- 
ing needs and Columbiana lands its sewer grant 
for $240,000. 

Meanwhile, a statewide drought and 106 degree 
temperatures are cooking the county’s farms. 

SEPTEMBER 

The heat wave continues into September, caus- 
ing concern for students in unairconditioned 
schools. Parents at Shelby Elementary protest the 
split of a class of 13 second graders, caused when 
enrollment figures cause the school to lose one 
teacher. 

Wilsonville successfully annexes Sunrise but 
voters turn down Columbiana’s efforts to take in 
a 20 square mile area. 

With at least one illegal vote cast, zoning was 
again rejected in Beat 13 - this time by a 61-60 
margin. 


Montevallo orders a district voting map for the 
town. By the end of November city elections will 
never be quite the same again as the council ap- 
proves the district map. 

The county begins hashing out its budget for the 
year which will end up being $8 million -- one 
million more than 1982-83, The county again 
turns an eye to SMC’s tax take. The attorney 
general tells Snowden he can pick the bank he 
wants for branch office deposits. 

The fair comes to the county, lost and chilled 
hikers are rescued at Oak Mountain, and one and 
two at a time candidates begin signing up for the 
legislative races, 


OCTOBER Deviner asks the Helena council for 
districting so that blacks there can be elected to the 
council. The argument is made that the town is too 
small to divide. The request goes nowhere. 

One stop car tag buying goes into effect in the 
courthouse, causing much confusion on both sides 
of the counter on opening day, Commissioner Ar- 
cher says not enough time was given to training, 
and the employees will have to be retrained as the 
county upgrades its computer. 

The SDEC handpicks Frank ‘Butch’ Ellis, Son- 
ny Moore, and John Tanner, who will run against 
Republicans Don Murphy, Jim Entrekin, and Al 
Knight, respectively. After not receiving the 
Democratic appointment, Ed Gentry announces 
he’s running as an Independent. 

The Attention Homes gropes for funding as 
crowds grope for a place in line at the food 
giveaways. The county agrees to give the home 
$10,000 on the condition that it gets the local 
municipalities to chip in. Russo sues Pelham over 
his zoning denial. 

The elections draw some attention from 
citizens, and $8,330 worth of overpayments to the 
board of registrars draws attention from state 
auditors. The audit charges former registrars 
Doris Turner and S,M. Mahan, plus registrar J.T. 
Spates. The audit also names Snowden as im- 
properly paying the disputed sums. Collecting the 
overpayments is left to district attorney Billy Hill. 


NOVEMBER 

The county appears to hedge on asking SMC for 
money, and the board of education pushes for an 
additional five mill property tax to raise $1.5 
million for education. The tax hike will be voted 
on in 1984, 

In extensive interviews, the Reporter makes a 
point of asking all candidates if they would sup- 
port a legislative pay raise. Some say yes, some no, 
some maybe. 

On November 8 county voters turn out in only a 
slightly higher percentage than statewide to show 
strong support for Ellis. Moore gets heavy com- 
petition from unsuccessful newcomer Entrekin, 
and Knight actually polls more votes than Tanner 
in Shelby County. However, Tanner’s votes from 
district sharing Bibb County give him the election, 
completing a Democratic sweep, 

All county legislators say they did not support 
the pay raise which is passed in their first day in 
Montgomery, and they later support bills that 
might help control such raises. 

SMC buys two ambulances for the county 
without help from the commission. One is station- 
ed in north Shelby, the other in Columbiana. 

Dr. Frank Abernathy, who is later arrested on 
heroin charges, announces plans for Camellia 
Manor -- a facility for the terminally ill. 

Almost miraculously, none of the 35 Haitians 
aboard a bus which flips over on I-65, are serious- 
ly injured. 


DECEMBER 

With the economy loosening, Christmas shop- 
pers do the same with their pursestrings, and area 
merchants announce fast sales. 

Pelham High thanks J.E. ‘Ned’ Bearden for the 
land and support he has given the school, and Vin- 
cent officials thank Clarence Gorman for land he 
donates for a park. 

Montevallo divides into districts, zoning in Beat 
12 is challenged by a law suit (again), and a private 
sewer system on US 280 snags on a right of way. 
County students exceed the average on the first 
statewide graduation exams. 

Weather again draws big headlines as flooding 
and tornado type winds cause Over $2 million in 
property damage in Shelby County. 

Finally the county approves the airport authori- 
ty; Vincent’s city council elects Nolan Clinkscale 
to replace a resigned Mayor Don Greene, and Pat 
Roper to replace Clinkscale on the council; and 
the county finally approves the airport authority. 

The Shelby County Tax Watch Group files suit 
to prevent the county from tapping further into 
SMC’s designated tax take, also asking for an ac- 
counting and a giveback of what has already been 
taken; Calera goes back nearly to square one with 
the opening of more sewer bids; and once again 
the freezing cold, ice and rains came.

Gov. George Wallace gave the Alabama tax- 
payers a belated Christmas present a few days 
ago when he announced there would not be a 
special session of the Legislature in January. 

Due in part to the 50 percent pay hike the 
lawmakers gave themselves in November, the 
cost of a special session has soared. The 
legislative payroll alone is now close to 
$100,000 a week, and that does not include the 
small army of clerical aides nor the day-to-day 
operational expenses. 

Wallace had been under pressure to call yet 
another session to find ways of generating more 
money for the Highway Department. Higher 
education forces also hoped to be included in 
the call. They are seeking $15 million for 
research and development projects. 

The governor’s office gave no reason for the 
decision not to call the session. The 1984 
Regular Session begins Feb. 7.

Selling alcohol to minors is a 
crime. But apparently there are 
few complaints, and few of- 
fenders get caught. 

At least that’s the impression 
one gets from the infrequency 
with which the offense appears in 
muncipal courts in Shelby Coun- 


y. 

In Montevallo where an under- 
cover newspaper survey pointed 
up that such sales do take place, 
Police Chief Allen Needham said 
complaints were very few and he 
could recall no arrests during the 
past year. 

However, Needham said, ‘‘If 
we catch them, we _ arrest 
them...”’ 

“This is the type of thing you 
really need to have some under- 


cover officer go in on,’’ 
Needham added. ‘“‘It is not a real 
easy thing to enforce.’’ 

According to District Court 
Judge Patti Smith in Colum- 
biana, State Code §28-3A-25 nro- 
vides some pretty heavy penalties 
for selling alcoholic beverages to 
minors. 

Smith summarized the code as 
follows: 

“It shall be unlawful for any 
licensee to sell, furnish or give 
away alcoholic beverages to any 
minor Or permit any minor to 
drink or consume any alcoholic 
beverage on the licensee’s 
premises.”’ 

The penalties are from $100 to 
$1,000 and at the discretion of 
the judge may include imprison- 


ment in the county jail at hard 
labor for not more than six mon- 
ths on the first conviction, to up 
to one year for three convictions. 
According to Smith, after a 
person is found guilty and 
punished, the ABC Board can 
have his or her license revoked. 
The District Judge also pointed 
out another provision in the state 
code, §16-1-10, which provides 
that the sale of alcoholic 
beverages to school children, or 
possessing alcoholic beverages at 
any public, secondary, or grade 
school is a felony punishable by 
one to three year’s imprisonment. 
Another action that can be 
school is a felony punisable by 
one to three years imprisonment.

Be prepared 


There is an obvious problem with com- 
munications in an critical area -- am- 
bulance service. Call 911? Call the 
sheriff? Call the Boy Scouts? 


In light of the confusion that has sur- 
faced, we think it’s time the county 
government made it the life or death 
priority it is, and provide the citizenry 
with a 24-hour, central emergency 
operator. There’s no point in having am- 
bulances trip over each other, and no 
point in someone suffering for lack of ser- 
vice. 


Either establish a system strictly for the 
county, join in the 911 effort and have all 
county emergency services listed, or fund 
the sheriff’s office and help it push for an 
apparently needed frequency. (The sheriff 
could temporarily add Hank’s to his 
dispatch list until the matter is resolved.) 

In the meantime -- like the Boy Scouts 
-- we suggest that you be prepared. Know 
the phone number of your nearest rescue 
unit and call it first. Know the sheriff’s 
number, and fire numbers. Know them all 
-- before it’s too late.

JUNE 

School lets out, but work by principal Elizabeth 
Smith and construction crews is going full speed to 
have Inverness Elementary completed by fall. 

Reporter research shows that 59% of the coun- 
ty’s grads are seeking college entrance, as com- 
pared to 37% statewide. Also, CAT exams results 
show county students scoring higher than both the 
state and national averages. 

After being charged with contempt of court, 
Hall moves his trucks. 

A local bill establishing commercial building 
permits and inspections sails through the senate 
with backing by Spencer Bachus. It draws strong 
opposition at a public hearing and is eventually 
blocked by realtor and representative Don Mur- 
phy, Bill backer John Ames charges that Murphy 
has a conflict of interest. 

After estimates for a new computer are placed 
at $600,000, compared to $457,000 over five years 
with the old Burroughs, the county decides against 
replacement. The county also turns down SMC’s 
request for co-sponsorship of two ambulances to 
improve emergency services, but finally names 
members to the proposed airport authority. 

Pelham came under attack for the controversial 
rezoning of 26 acres on Helena Road owned by 
Steve Russo. The rezoning took place in a ‘public 
meeting’ in one room, while area residents waited 
in the council chambers to protest. A strong public 
outcry led to the setting of a new meeting. 

The Albert L. Scott Library opens in Alabaster, 
plans for the massive Riverchase Galleria are an- 
nounced, and armadillos begin crawling into 
Shelby County. 


JULY 

New school superintendent Ellie Glasscox says 
in a Reporter interview that he’ll tackle morale 
and be accessible to the public. The board names 
Randy McDonald as new TMS principal, promp- 
ting a law suit by a first accepted, then rejected 
Charlotte Lusco. 

Graduates add a slight upswing to unemploy- 
ment figures which had been falling since January. 
Housing starts for the month jump from 34 in 
1982, to 97 for the corresponding month in ’83. 

George Dailey sets in motion & proposal to 
divide Montevallo into districts to help ensure 
black representation on the council. 

Pelham axes Oak Mountain Estate’s request for 
sewer service, and in Pelham Plaza, the county 
opens its long awaited branch office but limits it to 
the providing hunting, fishing, marriage, and 
drivers licenses, 

After getting an opinion from the attorney 
general, Calera expands fire and rescue services to 
1.5 miles outside the city limits, on a fee basis. 

Murphy is cleared by the Ethics Commission of 
Ames’ charges of conflict of interest. Ames 
challenges Snowden’s right to choose a bank to 
desposit funds from the new branch office. 


AUGUST 

In a widely criticized move, the State 
Democratic Executive Committee announces it 
will not hold primaries before the general elections 
in an effort to save money, 

Inverness Elementary holds registration after 
school boundaries have been set, NSCFD 
residents get a drop in fire insurance ratings, and 
mayor Prichard resigns from the Calera Water 
Board to protest a 10% rate hike. 

Twelve-year old Bo Hall of Wilton saves his 
mother’s and sister’s lives after their car plunges 
into Mahan Creek, and a thrifty Harpersville 
council plunks down cash for an 8.3-acre park. 

The proposed 400-acre Southlake development 
on Valleydale Road draws a concerned crowd of 
250 residents to a county planning and zoning 
commission meeting. The project is tabled until 
September it when sails through the commission. 

As school nears starting day, the state an- 
nounces that seven new kindergarten classes will 
be available here, sending schools and teachers 
scurrying to ready for 140 new students. 

Montevallo residents respond favorably to the 
task force’s survey. Half the respondents favor a 
sales tax. The city gets a $295,000 grant for hous- 
ing needs and Columbiana lands its sewer grant 
for $240,000. 

Meanwhile, a statewide drought and 106 degree 
temperatures are cooking the county’s farms. 

SEPTEMBER 

The heat wave continues into September, caus- 
ing concern for students in unairconditioned 
schools. Parents at Shelby Elementary protest the 
split of a class of 13 second graders, caused when 
enrollment figures cause the school to lose one 
teacher. 

Wilsonville successfully annexes Sunrise but 
voters turn down Columbiana’s efforts to take in 
a 20 square mile area. 

With at least one illegal vote cast, zoning was 
again rejected in Beat 13 -- this time by a 61-60 
margin. 


Montevallo orders a district voting map for the 
town. By the end of November city elections will 
never be quite the same again as the council ap- 
proves the district map. 

The county begins hashing out its budget for the 
yea’ which will end up being $8 million -- one 
million more than 1982-83. The county again 
turns an eye to SMC’s tax take. The attorney 
general tells Snowden he can pick the bank he 
wants for branch office deposits, 

The fair comes to the county, lost and chilled 
hikers are rescued at Oak Mountain, and one and 
two at a time candidates begin signing up for the 
legislative races. 


OCTOBER Deviner asks the Helena council for 
districting so that blacks there can be elected to the 
council. The argument is made that the town is too 
small to divide. The request goes nowhere. 

One stop car tag buying goes into effect in the 
courthouse, causing much confusion on both sides 
of the counter on opening day. Commissioner Ar- 
cher says not enough time was given to training, 
and the employees will have to be retrained as the 
county upgrades its computer. 

The SDEC handpicks Frank ‘Butch’ Ellis, Son- 
ny Moore, and John Tanner, who will run against 
Republicans Don Murphy, Jim Entrekin, and Al 
Knight, respectively. After not receiving the 
Democratic appointment, Ed Gentry announces 
he’s running as an Independent. 

The Attention Homes gropes for funding as 
crowds grope for a place in line at the food 
giveaways. The county agrees to give the home 
$10,000 on the condition that it gets the local 
municipalities to chip in. Russo sues Pelham over 
his zoning denial, 

The elections draw some attention from 
citizens, and $8,330 worth of overpayments to the 
board of registrars draws attention from state 
auditors, The audit charges former registrars 
Doris Turner and S.M. Mahan, plus registrar J.T. 
Spates. The audit also names Snowden as im- 
properly paying the disputed sums. Collecting the 
overpayments is left to district attorney Billy Hill. 


NOVEMBER 

The county appears to hedge on asking SMC for 
money, and the board of education pushes for an 
additional five mill property tax to raise $1.5 
million for education. The tax hike will be voted 
on in 1984. 

In extensive interviews, the Reporter makes a 
point of asking all candidates if they would sup- 
port a legislative pay raise. Some say yes, some no, 
some maybe, 

On November 8 county voters turn out in only a 
slightly higher percentage than statewide to show 
strong support for Ellis. Moore gets heavy com- 
petition from unsuccessful newcomer Entrekin, 
and Knight actually polls more votes than Tanner 
in Shelby County, However, Tanner's votes from 
district sharing Bibb County give him the election, 
completing a Democratic sweep. 

All county legislators say they did not support 
the pay raise which is passed in their first day in 
Montgomery, and they later support bills that 
might help contro! such raises. 

SMC buys two ambulances for the county 
without help from the commission. One is station- 
ed in north Shelby, the other in Columbiana. 

Dr. Frank Abernathy, who is later arrested on 
heroin charges, announces plans for Camellia 
Manor -- a facility for the terminally ill. 

Almost miraculously, none of the 35 Haitians 
aboard a bus which flips over on I-65, are serious- 
ly injured. 


DECEMBER 

With the economy loosening, Christmas shop- 
pers do the same with their pursestrings, and area 
merchants announce fast sales, 

Pelham High thanks J.E. ‘Ned’ Bearden for the 
land and support he has given the school, and Vin- 
cent officials thank Clarence Gorman for land he 
donates for a park. 

Montevallo divides into districts, zoning in Beat 
12 is challenged by a law suit (again), and a private 
sewer system on US 280 snags on a right of way. 
County students exceed the average on the first 
statewide graduation exams. 

Weather again draws big headlines as flooding 
and tornado type winds cause over $2 million in 
property damage in Shelby County. 

Finally the county approves the airport authori- 
ty; Vincent's city council elects Nolan Clinkscale 
to replace a resigned Mayor Don Greene, and Pat 
Roper to replace Clinkscale on the council; and 
the county finally approves the airport authority. 

The Shelby County Tax Watch Group files suit 
to prevent the county from tapping further into 
SMC’s designated tax take, also asking for an ac- 
counting and a giveback of what has already been 
taken; Calera goes back nearly to square one with 
the opening of more sewer bids; and once again 
the freezing cold, ice and rains came.

Gov. George Wallace gave the Alabama tax- 
payers a belated Christmas present a few days 
ago when he announced there would not be a 
special session of the Legislature in January. 

Due in part to the 50 percent pay hike the 
lawmakers gave themselves in November, the 
cost of a special session has soared. The 
legislative payroll alone is now close to 
$100,000 a week, and that does not include the 
small army of clerical aides nor the day-to-day 
operational expenses. 

Wallace had been under pressure to call yet 
another session to find ways of generating more 
money for the Highway Department. Higher 
education forces also hoped to be included in 
the call. They are seeking $15 million for 
research and development projects. 

The governor’s office gave no reason for the 
decision not to call the session. The 1984 
Regular Session begins Feb. 7.

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Selling to ininors carries stiff penalties 


Selling alcohol to minors is a 
crime. But apparently there are 
few complaints, and few of- 
fenders get caught. 

At least that’s the impression 
one gets from the infrequency 
with which the offense appears in 
muncipal courts in Shelby Coun- 
ty. 
In Montevallo where an under- 
cover newspaper survey pointed 
up that such sales do take place, 
Police Chief Allen Needham said 
complaints were very few and he 
could recall no arrests during the 
past year. 

However, Needham said, “‘If 
we catch them, we _ arrest 
them...”’ 

‘This is the type of thing you 
really need to have some under- 


cover officer go in on,’’ 
Needham added. ‘‘It is not a real 
easy thing to enforce.”’ 

According to District Court 
Judge Patti Smith in Colum- 
biana, State Code §28-3A-25 pro- 
vides some pretty heavy penalties 
for selling alcoholic beverages to 
minors. 

Smith summarized the code as 
follows: 

“It shall be unlawful for any 
licensee to sell, furnish or give 
away alcoholic beverages to any 
minor or permit any minor to 
drink or consume any alcoholic 
beverage on the _ licensee’s 
premises."’ 

The penalties are from $100 to 
$1,000 and at the discretion of 
the judge may include imprison- 


ment in the county jail at hard 
labor for not more than six mon- 
ths on the first conviction, to up 
to one year for three convictions. 
According to Smith, after a 
person is found guilty and 
punished, the ABC Board can 
have his or her license revoked. 
The District Judge also pointed 
out another provision in the state 
code, §16-1-10, which provides 
that the sale of alcoholic 
beverages to school children, or 
possessing alcoholic beverages at 
any public, secondary, or grade 
school is a felony punishable by 
one to three year’s imprisonment, 
Another action that can be 
school is a felony punisable by 
one to three years imprisonment

. Tater Hill stands as monument 


to Sterrett’s past and future 


by Jim Zales 

Tater Hill, about 700 feet high and a favorite climbing spot for the 
young, is the major landmark of Sterrett. The town -- as such -- is 
located at the junction of State 25 and County 55, between Calcis and 
Vandiver in east Shelby County. 

Sterrett is truly a piece of the heart of Alabama, and America. Like 
many other small, unincorporated towns across our nation, it might 
seem insignificant on the surface. But it is rich in local history, 
nostalgia, and, apparently, the strength and endurability of its people. 

Bordered on the east by the rugged Penitentiary Mountains, Sterrett 
is a quiet community composed of past and present. The homes are 
large and small, rich and poor. There are two stores, the post office, 
five churches, two creeks, a number of ponds, and small ranches. 

The Central of Georgia Railroad has a double track running 
through the center of ‘town.’ It also has a snake farm and nudist col- 
ony nearby. 

As you move about the town -- nearly always within the shadow of 
Tater Hill -- there are a number of vintage, Nineteenth Century struc- 
tures. 

The most prominent structure is Cosper’s Commissary, located in 
the center of town just across the railroad bridge on County 55. It was 
constructed in the 1830’s. 

Across the highway, in the plantation architectural style of the Old 
South, sits the Cosper House. 

Sterrett got its name from a railroad worker -- named Sterrett -- 
who believed the community should have an identity. It dates from 
about the same time Shelby County was organized in 1817 as a part of 
the Alabama Territory. 


Mrs. Geraldine White, whose family goes back a long way back in 
Sterrett, runs one of the stores there. According to her the old town 
had a jug factory which made pottery items, a blacksmith shop which 
one of her ancestors operated, and Dyke’s Mill on Kelly Creek where 
residents brought grain to be ground into meal. 

A number of sawmills were located in and around Sterrett, she says. 
They made railroad ties, small barrels to hold the railroad spikes, and 
lumber -- much of which was sold to a growing Birmingham. 

Tater Hill is part of the Penitentiary Mountains, where some of 
Mrs. White’s ancestors are buried. These mountains are so rugged 
that no roads were built through them and logging was delayed until 
the late 1950’s when Belcher Lumber purchased the land and cut 
roads. 

Another long-time resident of this town of 700, is Shirley Spradley, 
age 90.

Spradley said there were only about 75 people in Sterrett when he 
was born there in 1893. Spradley and his wife, 86, have been married 
62 years. He believes Sterrett is an ideal place to live, and has worked 
in around there all his life. 

His only criticism of the place is the ‘‘mischievousness”’ of some of 
the young boys. But ‘‘It ain’t any worse than what I did as a boy,”’ 
he admitted, when asked what they did that was so bad. 

Spradley farmed and raised cattle until World War I when he went 
into the Army. When he returned, he and his brother started a sawmill 
with 50 dollars each. He has worked in and around Sterrett all his life. 

Alabama State Representative Sonny Moore has been a resident of 
Sterrett since 1947. 

Moore, 59, lives on the side of Tater Hill, and has served four terms 
in the legislature since 1975. 

Instrumental in the structure of the town and surrounding area, 
Moore helped develop the Sterrett-Vandiver water system between 
1968 and 1971. 

Sterrett Cemetery lodges many deceased members of the town’s 
families -- Goodwins, Johnsons, Churchwells, Spradleys, Strachners 
and others. 

A smaller, unnamed cemetery atop a hill outside of town on County 
45, has only nine graves. Although all these graves are marked with 
stones, only one has an inscription. (A few feet away someone has 
taken the liberty of creating a living garbage dump.) 

The Sterrett Cemetery offers at least one example that the town is,

To most people Valentine’s Day means candy, 
flowers or cute cards from secret admirers. 
But the day now means something much bigger 
to Shelby County’s School System. A special elec- 
tion will be held then which could add three mills 
of tax to the school system coffer. 
The Shelby County Commission officially 
granted the election Monday. It has been re- 
quested by a petition of over 1,000 persons. 
The action comes the wake of action taken last 
Wednesday by the Shelby County Board of 
Education. 
Education Board members unanimously called 
for the special Valentine vote, despite the fact that 
a presidential preference primary will be held 
March 13. A special election will cost the county 
over $7,000. ; 
According to school officials, the new tax, if 
passed, would expire in 2003. It will allow the bor- 
rowing of $6 million toward $13 million needed 
for construction in existing or new schools. 

Included in the proposed use of the tax are new 
inside activity buildings for elementary schools 
and additional special education classrooms. 

Susan Coyne, chairman of the referendum com- 
mittee of the Parent Teacher Council, added that 
a new Thompson High School is being discussed.

When Civil Defense director Bill Tucker -- who 
handles voting machines in elections -- asked if the 
vote could be held four weeks later so that it could 
be decided in a regular election, school officials 
were quick to shoot him down.

An elusive robber gave lawmen 
the slip Monday in north Shelby 
after holding up a U Tote M 
employee. 

Bill Higgins,a field supervisor 
with the convenience store chain, 
was going from store to store 
picking up receipts when he was 
flagged down on Caldwell Mill 
Road (County 29). 

The holdup man, thought to be 
in his early 30’s, ordered Higgins 
out of the car at gunpoint, then 
drove off with an undisclosed 
amount of money. 

However, the car quit on him a 
few minutes later, forcing him to 
flee into the woods on foot. 

Sheriff’s deputies and 
members of several police depart- 
ments searched the area until 
dark without finding the gun- 
man. 

Higgins told investigators the 
robber was wearing an orange 
vest and had an orange flag 
similar to those used by road 
crews. 

He was ordered to slide over on 
the seat, Higgins said, but when 
he didn’t move fast enough, the 
gunman ordered him out of the 
car. 

The holdup occurred a half 
mile off Cahaba Valley Road

Zoning pros, cons aired at Horizon 280 meet

Zoning support and zoning opposition got 
scrambled together Tuesday at the Horizon 280 
Association’s monthly breakfast meeting. 

Before the hour long discussion subsided, it had 
transcended the general topic of zoning to touch 
on issues ranging from apparent public relations 
failures on the part of Horizon 280, to legal 
challenges of the zoning bill itself. 


The discussion was aired in front of 37 people, 
including Shelby County Senator Frank ‘Butch’ 
Ellis, Represenatives Sonny Moore and John Tan- 
ner, county commissioner John Ames, and tem- 
porary chairman of the planning and zoning com- 
mission, Al Knight. 

As the meeting’s main speaker, Knight said one 
key difference between the county’s zoning board 
and similar groups, lies in the word ‘authority.’ 
For instance, municipal zoning boards merely 
recommend actions, while the county zoning 
board has the authority to act on its own. 

Knight said the zoning law is modeled after 
guidelines set up by a national group of county 
commissioners. 

In Beat 12, the only area of the county affected 
by the zoning law, the bill establishing it is cur- 
rently being challenged by a lawsuit. 

Knight defended the zoning commission setup, 
but said he’d like to see it “‘made more workable 
in the county’’ by shortening the time lapse bet- 
ween requests and final actions. 


He noted several points in the zoning setup that 
sometimes draw public fire, such as: 

eSix zoning board members are appointed by 
elected officals. One member is appointed by the 
county bar association. 

*As appointed officials, the members operate as 
an extension of the county commission, but they 
aren’t directly answerable to it. 

The zoning board has no control over mining. 

‘*] wouldn’t call them (these points) controver- 
sial, but they do lead to complaints,”’ Knight said. 


“If you say you have ‘authority,’ (people) are 
automatically against you,’’ said Motel for Pets 
owner David Carlton during the discussion. He 
said by being appointed instead of elected, the 
zoning board removes itself one step from answer- 
ing to the people. 

“We have to throw out Leon before we can 
throw you (Knight) out,’’ Carlton said, referring 
to county commissioner Leon Archer at the guest 
table. Although he has no objections to present 
composition of the zonning board, he said it ‘‘may 
have a Hitler on it down the road.”’ 

One Horizon member responded that appointed 
zoning board members are removed from political 
pressures developers could apply in seeking zoning 
changes. 

A coutention raised by Joe Scotch is that the 
commission doesn’t zone enough land for in- 
dustrial and commercial development. 

Horizon president Leo Karpeles, member John 


Brewer and others insisted that zoning 1s man- 
datory for keeping property values at a premium 
for both corporate and individual landowners. 
Furthermore, without zoning assurances, national 
corporations hedge on sinking millions into new, 
tax paying developments. 

Without zoning in Beat 13 -- which borders US 
280 on the north and saw zoning defeated twice in 
elections last year -- they said ‘junkyards’, steel 
mills, car lots, or anything could be built in the 
area. 

‘““As we see it,’” Brewer said, “‘the longer it takes 
to get these beats to vote for zoning, the more pro- 
blems we’re going to have.’ Non-desirable 
businesses established prior to zoning would be 
grandfathered in should zoning pass, he said. 

‘I’m one of the ‘junkyards’ he's referring to,”” 
commented visitor Johnny Davis who operates an 
auto salvage dealership on US 280. ‘*Beauty lies in 
the eyes of the beholder. I don’t see a junkyard. I 
see a good business.”’ 

Knight -- and others readily agreed -- told Davis 
““there’s a big difference in the business you 
operate and some of the others.” 

Davis, who was born in the area, said most 
‘“locals’’ view zoning as a sweetheart deal for large 
landowners and developers, and something they 
have to turn out every 30 days to vote against. 

“You've ruffled the wrong feathers too soon,” 
Davis said of zoning defeats in Beat 13. 

“We've done a poor job with our public rela- 
tions,’” Karpeles commented. 


Represenative Sonny Moore said that betore he 
introduces an advertised bill to limit zoning elec- 
tions to once a year, a public hearing on the issue 
will be held. 

Moore and Representative John Tanner both 
indicated to the group that they would work in 
Montgomery to see that 280’s development was 
tasteful and fair. 

Archer, a former zoning board member, said 
that for zoning matters to revert to the county 
commission, it would have to become a full time 
body. The job, he said, was a tough one. 

Phillip Morris of Southern Living magazine, 
who helped initiate Horizon 280 and its goal of 
controlled growth along the 280 corridor, said the 
crux of the entire issue is not so much the actual 
use of land, but rather how it is used. 


Morris urged both proponents and opponents 
of zoning strive for quality ‘‘community ap- 
pearance.”’ 

Senator Frank ‘Butch’ Ellis said he had been 
watching zoning discussions in Shelby County for 
20 years. The underlying problem in zoning, he 
said, was a lack of communications. 

‘But I think there’s a solution,’” Ellis said. 

Following the monthly breakfast meeting at 
Lloyd’s Restaurant, Karpeles indicated that the 
stirring discussion was generally positive in that 
both sides of the issue were aired in front of the 
legislative delegation, and besides, no one threw

doubles its pay rate

After some _ hesitation, 
members of the Columbiana City 
Council voted a raise in salary for 
the city’s next administration. 

The council’s present salary of 
$100 monthly is being doubled to 
$200 a month. The mayor will 
receive a monthly increase of 
$100, bringing his salary to $400 
per month. 

When Mayor Buck Falkner 
asked for discussion on the sub- 
ject, Councilman Frank Owen 
first suggested a $500 monthly 
figure for the Mayor. 

But some felt that figure was a 
little high since the position is on- 
ly parttime. 

**Do what’s best for the city,” 
responded Falkner, ‘‘] may not 
be here.”’ 

Councilman Lewis Walker said 
he thought the salaries should be 
increased if there was unanimous 
approval. 

Councilman Harold McCord 
also expressed agreement pro- 
viding the budget would stand it. 
He noted that ‘‘a whole lot of ag- 
grevation’’ goes along with serv- 
ing on the city’s governing body. 

The raises will go into effect 
when the next administration 
takes office in the fall. According 
to law, salaries must be set by 
January 10 prior to a new ad- 
ministration taking office, and 
cannot be changed during the 
term. 

Because members of two chur- 
ches on State 25 had registered so 
many complaints about a 
business near them, the council 
decided last year to vote on the 
annual business license renewal 
for Sub Tierra Rentals and Li- 
quidators. 

Although Councilman Harold 
McCord noted that the ap- 
pearance of the salvage business 
owned by Benny Davis was 
‘‘worse than ever,’’ the council 
nevertheless renewed the license. 

Church members had objected 


to the looks of the business and 
to the smoke and odor from bur- 
ning refuse. 

The business license fee for 
Davis is $100. 

Before taking any action on a 
request from the DAY founda- 
tion (Developing Alabama 
Youth), the council decided to do 
some investigating. 

The foundation -- which pro- 
vides counseling and schooling 
for delinquent youth -- had asked 
the city for $624. 

A letter from foundation presi- 
dent Ken Williams explained the 
figure was based on the number 
of young people from Colum- 
biana referred to the program. 

Williams reported that seven 
students from Columbiana Mid- 
die School are enrolled in the 
DAY program, which is based in 
Alabaster. 

Municipalities are being asked 
for funds to pay a bus driver to 
transport students to the center 
each day. 

When Jones asked why the 
Board of Education isn’t respon- 
sible for paying a driver, the 
council decided to delay taking 
action until that information is 
obtained. 

Two bids were accepted at the 
meeting: one on gasoline and 
diesel fuel for city vehicles, the 
other on a house to be removed 
from city property. 


W.H. Thomas Oil Co, of Clan- 
ton was the low bidder on fuel; 
Monroe Shield bid $112.50 for 
the old Stinson home adjacent to 
city hall. 

In other action, the council 
voted to appoint McCord to the 
vacancy on the gas board created 
by the death of Jimmy Curtis. 

McCord, however, reported 
that he will only be able to fill the 
position temporarily because he 
is planning to move outside the 
city limits. 

The term expires in 1987.

The probelm in Shelby County 
is that many people do not seem 
to know the name of the rescue 
unit nearest them, much less its 
telephone number. There are now 
14 rescue services in the county, 

If you panic, dial the county 
sheriff’s office at 669-4181. 

That was the recommendation 
of the Shelby County Emergency 
Medical Service, Inc., at the 
meeting of the Advisory Council 
Tuesday afternoon. The officers

is the patient,’?’ Endress com- 
mented.

Doctor, ex-lawman 


A drug investigation begun in 
November has resulted in indict- 
ments against two Shelby County 
men -- a 49-year old physician 
and a 77-year old former police 
chief. 

Dr. Frank Abernathy of 
Maylene and Charles ‘*Chuck’’ 
Harris of Siluria have been in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury on 
heroin charges. 

Harris’ sister, 65-year old 
Beulah Hill of Sulligent, was also 
named in the grand jury indict- 
ment handed down last week. 

In addition to the federal drug 
charges, Abernathy is charged 
with possession of a sawed-off 
shotgun. 

US Attorney Frank Donaldson 
announced this week that the in- 
dictment against the Maylene 
physician included ten counts: 
conspiracy to import heroin, 
eight counts of importing heroin, 
and possession of heroin with the 
intent to distribute it. 

Harris and Hill were both 
charged with conspiring to im- 
port heroin and two counts of im- 
portation. 

According to Donaldson, the 
investigation of the case was 
begun by the police department 
in Bangkok, Thailand this past 
November. 

Through the ,cooperative ef- 


forts of investigative agencies in 
Alabama, the case was completed 
last month. 

Harris was arrested December 
19 at Abernathy’s home and the 
shotgun was found during a 
search of the premises. The doc- 
tor surrendered the following 
day. 

If convicted of the drug 
charges, Abernathy.faces a total 
of 150 years in prison and a 
$250,000 fine. 

The firearms charge carries an 
additional 10 year prison term 
and a $10,000 fine.

UM pipes freeze 


but harm contained 


It could have been worse -- a 
whole lot worse, University of 
Montevallo Maintenance Super- 
visor Holland Floyd said about 
broken pipes caused by the 
December freeze. 

The campus buildings where 
the most serious damage occur- 
red were Reynolds and : Main, 
Floyd reported. Those are the 
buildings with sprinkler systems. 

In his opinion, Floyd said, the 
campus was fortunate to get off 
with only about $2,000 worth of 
damage. 

That figure could be higher, he 
said, depending on how much 
carpet was ruined. 

He also noted that the $2,000 
figure doesn’t take into account 
the overtime of the half dozen 
employees who worked around 
the clock during the freeze. 

Although the wood chip boiler 
was shut down during the 
Christmas holidays, Floyd 
reported that the coal heating 
system was in operation. 

However, employees who tried 
to work in their offices the week 
following Chirstmas reported it 
was too cold to stay. 

Floyd pointed out the difficul- 
ty of keeping pipes from freezing 
in old buildings the size of those 
on the UM campus. 

‘*Water even froze in pipes go- 
ing to the boiler,’’ the 
maintenance supervisor related. 

The problem, he explained,

Old time movie and radio star 
Happy Hal Burns played his 
guitar, sang songs and told 
jokes... And although some 
Calera city business was handled 
smoothly at Monday night’s 
council meeting, the pleasant 
beginning belied the mood the 
meeting would take. 

A revenue sharing budget, an 
appeal to have more members ap- 
pointed to the city’s adjustment 
board, and reappointments to the 


City’s industrial development and 


planning and zoining boards were 
all approved. 

However... 

©There were verbal battles over 
a plan by Mark Jones to con- 
Struct two new ball fields on 46 
acres of land at Oliver Park. 

That plan -- which was delayed 
until the Park and Recreation 
could meeting on January 12 -- 
would have used $24,489 in 
revenue sharing funds already 
earmarked for the park and car- 
ried over from 1982-83 money. 

©There were verbal battles over 
a proposal by Mayor Carl 
Prichard to move a_ metal 
building from the old Calera 
landfill to the city shop. 

That delayed action would 
have used an unappropriated 
$4,502 from current revenue 
sharing funds. 

©There was a verbal battle over 
a proposal by Prichard to allow 
city shop mechanic James Cog- 
gins to take a city vehicle home 
with him to Alabaster. 

The denied action was intended 
to give the mechanic compensa- 
tion for extra duties as assistant 
shop superintendent -- a posiiion 
he assumed without extra pay. 

“‘Happy’’ Hal Burns, a old 
time star of Western movies and 
the Grand Old Opry, appeared 
with company representative 
Rodney Long to promote Energy 
Centers of Birmingham. 

The company will be perform- 
ing energy audits for residents of 
Calera by telephone appoint- 
ment, to help them conserve 
energy. It will also attempt to sell 
solar products. 

Long notified the council of his 
operations in Calera and he told 
the body of his plans to push for 
solar equipment easement laws. 

**Even though small, y’all seem 
to see further into the future than 
other cities,’’ Long said. 


Mr. and Mrs. William Rose 
wanted to replace a temporary 
single-wide trailer home located 
on property not zoned for that 
purpose with a double-wide. 

After being turned down for a 
variance by the Calera zoning 
board, they took an appeal to the 
adjustment board. 

Because board member Horace 
Bright owns property adjoining 
that of the Roses, he removed 
himself from the appeal hearing 
which left only councilman Jones 
to hear the case. In turn Jones 
suggested the couple take its ap- 
peal to court for relief. 

However, with the help of 
Budget Home Center’s Dave 
Smith, the Roses said such action 
would deny them the right of 
local appeal. 

They asked Mayor Prichard to 
grant them the right of local ap- 
peal by appointing additional 
members to the adjustment 
board. Prichard agreed. 

Smith argued that all mobile 
homes should not be lumped into 
one group because prices range 
from $7,900 to $59,000. He also 
suggested that cases of site built 
homes versus plant built homes

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should never become court 
issues. 

Photos were also given to 
council members to prove a 
double-wide trailer would be an 
improvement to the area in ques- 
tion. 

**T would like to see some peo- 
ple appointed (to the board) with 
no prejudices against mobile 
homes,’’ Smith told the mayor. 

* * * * 

Councilman Jones introduced 
a plan to build two new ball fields 
on 46 acres of park land. The 
fields would allow for a 100-foot 
buffer zone for Farris Subdivi- 
sion. 

The plan was attacked im- 
mediately by councilman W.B. 
Watts and Prichard. Watts 
argued that 100 feet is larger than 
most building lots and would be a 
waste of valuable property. 

Prichard argued that land to be 
left for an access road would lead 
to excessive expenses due to 
geographic conditions. 

Jones asked Watts and 
Prichard to put themselves in the 
place of Farris Subdivision 
residents. He argued that a 
smaller buffer zone would 
disrupt life there. 

“I’ve stated my position, It’s 
up to the council,’ Jones said 
firmly. But that was not the end 
of the argument. 

Prichard said a_ previously 
drawn master plan called for an 
access road to the park in an area 
that would mean less construc- 
tion expense. 

Councilman Jeff Pilgreen also 
argued that people might want to 
use the land for something other 
than ball, and that Jones’ plan 
called for two other fields at a 
later date. 

Prichard jumped on the oppor- 
tunity to point out that the 
original master plan was good. 
But Jones challenged the value or 
the original plan which did not 
include a topographical map. 

He said it actually placed ball 
fields over a creek. 

‘*The plan was not drawn with 
a park consultant,’’ Jones said 
over an Opposing point of view 
by Prichard. 

“That property cost this city a 
lot of money and we will be pay- 
ing for it for several years,’ 
Prichard said. ‘‘I feel strongly 
that we should take great care to 
be sure every citizen of town 
benefits...”’ 

The mayor again proposed that 
the original plan be used. 

‘You can’t put a field in a 
creek,’’ Jones replied, adding that 
only two ball fields were planned 
and that possible additional fields 
could be located elsewhere in the 
park. 

Councilman Arthur Davis 
brought arguments to a close 
when he suggested that Jones pre- 
sent his plan to the Park and 
Recreation Board prior to council 
action. 

“| don’t want them to have 
any idea we will approve this,”’ 
Prichard said firing one last shot 
before the issue was passed by. 


Calera meet goes sour 


Mayor Prichard found the go- 
ing rough when he proposed that 
a metal building be moved from 
the old landfill to the city shop 
for storage space. 

That would have been done 
with an unappropriated $4,502 
from current revenue sharing 
funds. 

Watts suggested that a new 
building might be constructed for 
the same amount or little more. 
He also argued that the Calera 
Water Board had requests before 
the council which have not been 
granted. 

Too, Watts pointed out that 
the building is being utilized in 
reference to fire department 
smoke training exercises. 

Prichard said the city was 
responsible for storing its equip- 
ment and preventing accidents 
which could happen if children 
were able to get to the equipment 

He added that current condi- 
tions at the city shop make inven- 
tory control almost impossible. 

The mayor opposed granting 
funding for the Water Board 
which he called a ‘‘self generating 
income department.”’ 

Davis again brought arguments 
to a close by moving that the 
revenue sharing budget be ap- 
proved without an allocation for 
the unused $4,502. 

Jones seconded the motion 
which was passed over Pilgreen’s 
and Prichard’s opposition. 

Pilgreen argued that the metal 
building is being shot up at the 
landfill and he did not think a 
new $5,000 building could be 
built for moving costs.

Revenue sharing uses which 
were approved Monday night in- 
clude: 

Flood Control, $2,674; equip- 
ment lease, $7,022; ordinance 
codification $4,000; fire 
breathing compressor, $2,000; 
police communication equip- 
ment, $5,538; rescue communica- 
tion equipment, $3,300; 17th 
Avenue sewer extenstion $22,000; 
recreation building repairs, 
$1,651. 

An amount of $24,489 was car- 
ried over from last year for park 
use, though no plan was approv- 
ed.

Prichard and Jones were both 
defeated on efforts to give shop 
mechanic James Coggins com- 
pensation for extra duties. 

Prichard wanted Coggins to be 
given the right to take a city vehi- 
cle home with him. Jones wanted 
Coggins to be paid the state’s gas 
mileage rate. 

Pilgreen pointed out that 
citizens already complain about 
city employees taking vehicles 
home and other councilmen 
argued that no gas mileage is paid 
for other employees.

In final actions, Bill Schroeder 
was reappointed to the city’s in- 
dustrial development board and 
W.M. Davis was reappointed to 
the city’s planning and zoning 
board.

Parnell Library spiffed up 


With interior work on 
Montevallo’s Parnell Memorial 
Library completed, efforts have 
turned to improving the outward 
appearance of the former South 
Central Bell building. 

An entrance is being con- 
structed to make the library more 
accessible to the handicapped and 
to improve the aesthetic ap- 
pearance of the building. 

Library Board Chairman Dr. 
Elizabeth Rodgers told the 
Reporter that the addition will 
also make the building more 
energy efficient. 

She said that a dedication of 
the building and open house will 
be held when the work is finished 
-- probably in the spring. 


Located at the

The second phase of the library 
renovation project is being 
financed by a 60-40 matching 
federal funds grant. 

Funding secured under the 
Federal Jobs Bill amounts to 
$21,000. That had to be matched 
with $14,000 in local money. 


A steering committee ap- 
pointed by the library board has 
raised $24,086 towards the entire 
renovation project which in- 
cludes a contractor’s fee of 
$70,000 for the interior work. 

A new library was made possi- 
ble initially by a donation of

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Columbiana council 


doubles its pay rate

After some _ hesitation, 
members of the Columbiana City 
Council voted a raise in salary for 
the city’s next administration. 

The council’s present salary of 
$100 monthly is being doubled to 
$200 a month. The mayor will 
receive a monthly increase of 
$100, bringing his salary to $400 
per month. 

When Mayor Buck Falkner 
asked for discussion on the sub- 
ject, Councilman Frank Owen 
first suggested a $500 monthly 
figure for the Mayor. 

But some felt that figure was a 
little high since the position is on- 
ly parttime. 

‘Do what's best for the city,”’ 
responded Falkner, ‘I may not 
be here.”’ 

Councilman Lewis Walker said 
he thought the salaries should be 
increased if there was unanimous 
approval. 

Councilman Harold McCord 
also expressed agreement pro- 
viding the budget would stand it. 
He noted that ‘‘a whole lot of ag- 
grevation’’ goes along with serv- 
ing on the city’s governing body. 

The raises will go into effect 
when the next administration 
takes office in the fall. According 
to law, salaries must be set by 
January 10 prior to a new ad- 
ministration taking office, and 
cannot be changed during the 
term. 

Because members of two chur- 
ches on State 25 had registered so 
many complaints about a 
business near them, the council 
decided last year to vote on the 
annual business license renewal 
for Sub Tierra Rentals and Li- 
quidators. 

Although Councilman Harold 
McCord noted that the ap- 
pearance of the salvage business 
owned by Benny Davis was 
‘‘worse than ever,’’ the council 
nevertheless renewed the license. 

Church members had objected 


to the looks of the business and 
to the smoke and odor from bur- 
ning refuse. 

The business license fee for 
Davis is $100. 

Before taking any action on a 
request from the DAY founda- 
tion (Developing Alabama 
Youth), the council decided to do 
some investigating. 

The foundation -- which pro- 
vides counseling and schooling 
for delinquent youth -- had asked 
the city for $624. 

A letter from foundation presi- 
dent Ken Williams explained the 
figure was based on the number 
of young people from Colum- 
biana referred to the program. 

Williams reported that seven 
students from Columbiana Mid- 
dle School are enrolled in the 
DAY program, which is based in 
Alabaster. 

Municipalities are being asked 
for funds to pay a bus driver to 
transport students to the center 
each day. 

When Jones asked why the 
Board of Education isn’t respon- 
sible for paying a driver, the 
council decided to delay taking 
action until that information is 
obtained. 

Two bids were accepted at the 
meeting: one on gasoline and 
diesel fuel for city vehicles, the 
other on a house to be removed 
from city property. 


W.H. Thomas Oil Co. of Clan- 
ton was the low bidder on fuel; 
Monroe Shield bid $112.50 for 
the old Stinson home adjacent to 
city hall. 

In other action, the council 
voted to appoint McCord to the 
vacancy on the gas board created 
by the death of Jimmy Curtis. 

McCord, however, reported 
that he will only be able to fill the 
position temporarily because he 
is planning to move outside the 
city limits. 

The term expires in 1987.

The probelm in Shelby County 
is that many people do not seem 
to know the name of the rescue 
unit nearest them, much less its 
telephone number. There are now 
14 rescue services in the county, 

If you panic, dial the county 
sheriff’s office at 669-4181. 

That was the recommendation 
of the Shelby County Emergency 
Medical Service, Inc., at the 
meeting of the Advisory Council 
Tuesday afternoon. The officers 
who endorsed the recommenda- 
tion were chairman Danny En- 
dress of Pelham, Lacey Lowery 
of Montevallo, and Mike Ellis of 
Alabaster.

It could have been worse -- a 
whole lot worse, University of 
Montevallo Maintenance Super- 
visor Holland Floyd said about 
broken pipes caused by the 
December freeze. 

The campus buildings where 
the most serious damage occur- 
red were Reynolds and: Main, 
Floyd reported. Those are the 
buildings with sprinkler systems. 

In his opinion, Floyd said, the 
campus was fortunate to get off 
with only about $2,000 worth of 
damage. 

That figure could be higher, he 
said, depending on how much 
carpet was ruined. 

He also noted that the $2,000 
figure doesn’t take into account 
the overtime of the half dozen 
employees who worked around 
the clock during the freeze. 

Although the wood chip boiler 
was shut down during the 
Christmas holidays, Floyd 
reported that the coal heating 
system was in operation. 

However, employees who tried 
to work in their offices the week 
following Chirstmas reported it 
was too cold to stay. 

Floyd pointed out the difficul- 
ty of keeping pipes from freezing 
in old buildings the size of those 
on the UM campus. 

‘*Water even froze in pipes go- 
ing to the boiler,’’ the 
maintenance supervisor related. 

The problem, he explained, 


Doctor, ex-lawman indicted 


A drug investigation begun in 
November has resulted in indict- 
ments against two Shelby County 
men -- a 49-year old physician 
and a 77-year old former police 
chief. 

Dr. Frank Abernathy of 
Maylene and Charles ‘‘Chuck’’ 
Harris of Siluria have been in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury on 
heroin charges. 

Harris’ sister, 65-year old 
Beulah Hill of Sulligent, was also 
named in the grand jury indict- 
ment handed down last week. 

In addition to the federal drug 
charges, Abernathy is charged 
with possession of a sawed-off 
shotgun. 

US Attorney Frank Donaldson 
announced this week that the in- 
dictment against the Maylene 
physician included ten counts: 
conspiracy to import heroin, 
eight counts of importing heroin, 
and possession of heroin with the 
intent to distribute it. 

Harris and Hill were both 
charged with conspiring to im- 
port heroin and two counts of im- 
portation. 

According to Donaldson, the 
investigation of the case was 
begun by the police department 
in Bangkok, Thailand this past 
November. 

Through the ,cooperative ef-

forts of investigative agencies in 
Alabama, the case was completed 
last month. 

Harris was arrested December 
19 at Abernathy’s home and the 
shotgun was found during a 
search of the premises. The doc- 
tor surrendered the following 
day. 

If convicted of the drug 
charges, Abernathy.faces a total 
of 150 years in prison and a 
$250,000 fine. 

The firearms charge carries an 
additional 10 year prison term 
and a $10,000 fine.

And although some 
Calera city business was handled 
smoothly at Monday night's 
council meeting, the pleasant 
beginning belied the mood the 
meeting would take. 

A revenue sharing budget, an 
appeal to have more members ap- 
pointed to the city’s adjustment 
board, and reappointments to the 
City’s industrial development and 
planning and zoining boards were 
all approved. 

However... 

*There were verbal battles over 
a plan by Mark Jones to con- 
Struct two new ball fields on 46 
acres of land at Oliver Park. 

That plan -- which was delayed 
until the Park and Recreation 
could meeting on January 12 -- 
would have used $24,489 in 
revenue sharing funds already 
earmarked for the park and car- 
ried over from 1982-83 money. 

©There were verbal battles over 
a proposal by Mayor Carl 
Prichard to move a_ metal 
building from the old Calera 
landfill to the city shop. 

That delayed action would 
have used an unappropriated 
$4,502 from current revenue 
sharing funds. 

©There was a verbal battle over 
a proposal by Prichard to allow 
city shop mechanic James Cog- 
gins to take a city vehicle home 
with him to Alabaster. 

The denied action was intended 
to give the mechanic compensa- 
tion for extra duties as assistant 
shop superintendent -- a position 
he assumed without extra pay. 

‘‘Happy’’ Hal Burns, a old 
time star of Western movies and 
the Grand Old Opry, appeared 
with company representative 
Rodney Long to promote Energy 
Centers of Birmingham. 

The company will be perform- 
ing energy audits for residents of 
Calera by telephone appoint- 
ment, to help them conserve 
energy. It will also attempt to sell 
solar products. 

Long notified the council of his 
operations in Calera and he told 
the body of his plans to push for 
solar equipment easement laws. 

‘Even though small, y’all seem 
to see further into the future than 
other cities,’’ Long said. 


Mr. and Mrs. William Rose 
wanted to replace a temporary 
single-wide trailer home located 
on property not zoned for that 
purpose with a double-wide. 

After being turned down for a 
variance by the Calera zoning 
board, they took an appeal to the 
adjustment board. 

Because board member Horace 
Bright owns property adjoining 
that of the Roses, he removed 
himself from the appeal hearing 
which left only councilman Jones 
to hear the case. In turn Jones 
suggested the couple take its ap- 
peal to court for relief. 

However, with the help of 
Budget Home Center's Dave 
Smith, the Roses said such action 
would deny them the right of 
local appeal. 

They asked Mayor Prichard to 
grant them the right of local ap- 
peal by appointing additional 
members to the adjustment 
board. Prichard agreed. 

Smith argued that all mobile 
homes should not be lumped into 
one group because prices range 
from $7,900 to $59,000. He also 
suggested that cases of site built 
homes versus plant built homes

Photos were also given to 
council members to prove a 
double-wide trailer would be an 
improvement to the area in ques- 
tion.

Councilman Jones introduced 
a plan to build two new ball fields 
on 46 acres of park land. The 
fields would allow for a 100-foot 
buffer zone for Farris Subdivi- 
sion. 

The plan was attacked im- 
mediately by councilman W.B. 
Watts and Prichard. Watts 
argued that 100 feet is larger than 
most building lots and would be a 
waste of valuable property. 

Prichard argued that land to be 
left for an access road would lead 
to excessive expenses due to 
geographic conditions. 

Jones asked Watts and 
Prichard to put themselves in the 


place of Farris Subdivision 
residents. He argued that a 
smaller buffer zone would 


disrupt life there. 

‘I’ve stated my position. It’s 
up to the council,’’ Jones said 
firmly. But that was not the end 
of the argument. 

Prichard said a _ previously 
drawn master plan called for an 
access road to the park in an area 
that would mean less construc- 
tion expense. 

Councilman Jeff Pilgreen also 
argued that people might want to 
use the land for something other 
than ball, and that Jones’ plan 
called for two other fields at a 
later date. 

Prichard jumped on the oppor- 
tunity to point out that the 
original master plan was good. 
But Jones challenged the value ot 
the original plan which did not 
include a topographical map. 

He said it actually placed ball 
fields over a creek. 

‘The plan was not drawn with 
a park consultant,’’ Jones said 
over an Opposing point of view 
by Prichard. 

“That property cost this city a 
lot of money and we will be pay- 
ing for it for several years,”’ 
Prichard said. ‘‘I feel strongly 
that we should take great care to 
be sure every citizen of town 
benefits...”’ 

The mayor again proposed that 
the original plan be used. 

“You can’t put a field in a 
creek,’’ Jones replied, adding that 
only two ball fields were planned 
and that possible additional fields 
could be located elsewhere in the 
park. 

Councilman Arthur Davis 
brought arguments to a close 
when he suggested that Jones pre- 
sent his plan to the Park and 
Recreation Board prior to council 
action. 

**} don’t want them to have 
any idea we will approve this,” 
Prichard said firing one last shot 
before the issue was passed by. 


Calera meet goes sour 


Mayor Prichard found the go- 
ing rough when he proposed that 
a metal building be moved from 
the old landfill to the city shop 
for storage space. 

That would have been done 
with an unappropriated $4,502 
from current revenue sharing 
funds. 

Watts suggested that a new 
building might be constructed for 
the same amount or little more. 
He also argued that the Calera 
Water Board had requests before 
the council which have not been 
granted. 

Too, Watts pointed out that 
the building is being utilized in 
reference to fire department 
smoke training exercises. 

Prichard said the city was 
responsible for storing its equip- 
ment and preventing accidents 
which could happen if children 
were able to get to the equipment 

He added that current condi- 
tions at the city shop make inven- 
tory control almost impossible. 

The mayor opposed granting 
funding for the Water Board 
which he called a ‘‘self generating 
income department.”’ 

Davis again brought arguments 
to a close by moving that the 
revenue sharing budget be ap- 
proved without an allocation for 
the unused $4,502. 

Jones seconded the motion 
which was passed over Pilgreen’s 
and Prichard’s opposition. 

Pilgreen argued that the metal 
building is being shot up at the 
landfill and he did not think a 
new $5,000 building could be 
built for moving costs.

Revenue sharing uses which 
were approved Monday night in- 
clude: 

Flood Control, $2,674; equip- 
ment lease, $7,022; ordinance 
codification $4,000; fire 
breathing compressor, $2,000;

Alabama Scene

Has the cost of running for the State 
Legislature gotten out of hand? It would seem 
so. Not too many years ago the rule of thumb 
was that for $5,000 you could run a creditable 
race for the House, and for $10,000 you could 
make a strong campaign for a State Senate seat. 

Financial disclosure records in the office of 
the Secretary of State on the special legislative 
election in November clearly indicate what has 
happened to campaign costs. You hear a lot 
about the ‘‘high cost of living’’ but that can be 
amended to read ‘‘the high cost of running.” 

Candidates for the State Senate in the 
November election spent an average of $27,316. 
While this was down slightly from the record 
high average of $31,048 set in the 1982 election, 
it should be remembered that only about half of 
the legislative seats were contested in 
November, and in many of those the eventual 
winners had no more than token opposition. 

Far and away the biggest spender last 
November was incumbent Sen. Jim Smith of 
Huntsville. His opponent was an independent 
who scarcely got out of his own neighborhood 
during the campaign, but Smith nonetheless 
spent an incredible $96,230 in the race. This 
was an extreme example of the old political 
maxim of ‘‘running scared.””

The Montevallo City Council has decided to continue their 
practice of serving without pay and to keep the mayor’s total 
compensation at $3,000. Even so, the city needs more money 


than the budget provides for. 


The reason is the city’s sewer system. 

At Monday’s meeting, Mayor Ralph Sears reported the need 
for expanding the system, noting that an additional one cent 
sales tax might be used to finance the project. 

He asked the finance committee to meet with the water board 


this week to assess the situation. 


Sears told the council that the 20-year old sewer plant needs to 
be expanded in order to meet population growth. 

The present capacity of the system is 500,000 gallons per day, 
but city administrator Don Hughes said that is sometimes ex- 


ceeded. 


Hughes noted that the state has issued the city a permit to 
operate the sewerage plant while working to upgrade the system. 

If the council decides to add one cent to the penny already col- 
lected from the six cents charged on every dollar, it would bring 
in an estimated additional $100,000 a year. 

Hughes estimated that expanding the sewerage plant would 
cost anywhere from $250,000 to $1 million, depending on the ex- 


tent of the project.

Tax refund program 


helps fight ¢ 


Alabama taxpayers who check 
item 34c on their tax form may 
keep a child from being neglected 
or abused. 

A checkmark beside that item 
indicates the taxpayers’ will- 
ingness to give part of their re- 
fund to programs targeted at 
preventing child abuse and 
neglect. 

Last year, the State Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security 
received almost 24,000 reports of 
child abuse and neglect. And 
social workers believe the number 
of unreported incidents would 
run the number much higher. 

In order to deal with the pro- 
blem, the state legislature created 
a 14-member board last year to 
administer funds for prevention 
programs. 

Although the board is separate 
from DPS, it works together to 
inform the public of the need for 
funds and how they will be used. 

Alabama DPS Commissioner 
Leon Frazier, who also serves on 
the board, reports that programs 
which educate parents in child 
care and home management ‘‘go 
a long way toward preventing 
abuse and neglect.’’

He said that half of the funds 
collected will be distributed by 
the board to community services 
and programs, with the half be- 
ing invested for future use. 

According to Frazier, the 
board will select projects to be 
funded from grant proposals. 
They will be chosen, he said, 
after the Child Abuse Trust Fund 
monies are in place and have been 
released by the State Revenue 
Department for the board’s use. 

Taxpayers who do not qualify 
for a refund but would still like to 
help the program, may check 
item 34c and add their doantion 
to their tax payment.

Opportunity knocks for vets 


Six years ago, when Danny 
Triplett got out of the army, he 
was without a high school 
diploma. 

He was unemployed for several 
months before finding a job. 


Even after he got a job, 
Triplett realized that he was miss- 
ing Out on a lot of things at work 
because he had not completed 
high school. 

Several years later he received a 
letter from an organization that 
could provide a solution to this 
problem. 

Veterans Upward Bound -- an 
adult education program for 
educationally disadvantaged 
veterans -- offered Triplett the 
chance to prepare for a high 
school equivalency test. 


Triplett was so convinced the 
program could help him that in 
1981 he traveled from his home in 
Alabaster to Chilton County 
every weekday for three months 
to participate. 

During this time he took 
refresher courses in English and 
Math, and then passed his GED. 

Triplett now says he’s thankful 
for the assistance Veterans Up- 
ward Bound gave him and recom- 
mends it to other veterans who 
might be in a similar situation. 

According to outreach coor- 
dinator Bruce Graham, the pro- 
gram’s purpose is to help 
veterans like Triplett move ahead 
in life through education and 
career planning. 

Besides providing GED train- 
ing, the program also offers col- 


lege preparatory training, 
academic counseling, and career 
counseling. 

For those who are interested, 
the program will be offered in 
Shelby County January 16 - May 
11, Monday through Thursday 
evenings at the Shelby County 
Vocational Center. 


Any veteran in Shelby County 
who served on active duty 181 
continuous days, was discharged 
under conditions other than 
dishonorable and, is in need of 
GED or preparatory training is 
eligible to participate. 

There is no tuition and books 
are furnished free.

School suit dropped 


by former teacher 


A decision by the Alabama 
Supreme Court in a non-tenured 
teacher case has affected a suit 
filed against eight school officials 
in Shelby County. 

The $4.8 million lawsuit filed 
by former teacher Lynn Horton 
against eight Shelby County 
school officials, will apparently 
be dismissed. 

An adverse decision by the 
state’s high court in a similar 
case, prompted Alabama Educa- 
tion Association attorney Victor 
Price to file a motion for 
dismissal in his client's case. 

That motion is being con- 
sidered by Circuit Court Judge 
Kenneth Ingram. 

No action was taken during a 
Dec. 20 hearing on a motion filed 
by an attorney for the Board of 
Education. That motion asked 
for a ruling in the board’s favor 
without a trial. 

Horton had been a teacher of 
the visually impaired for a year in 
the Shelby County School system 
prior to the non-renewal of her 
contract in the spring of 1981. 

When the non-tenured teacher 
filed a lawsuit the following year, 
it charged the school officials 
with negligence in failing to pro- 
perly evaluate her. 

Defendants named in the suit 
were: Charles Knowles, former 
superintendent of education; 
Barbara Whitman, board presi- 
dent; board members, Bill Fan- 
cher, John P. Sumners and J.H.

Wilton depot goes to Calera

The old clapboard building -- separated into two sections -- moved 
slowly down State 25 Friday. 

Asbestos roof shingles were knocked off as the 37-foot roof span hit 
cedar trees growing close to the road. 

The uprooted building, on its way to a new home ten miles down the 
road, was the Wilton depot. Built in the 1890’s, when thetown was a 
bustling railroad center, the old clapboard building was no longer 
wanied by the railroad. 

The building, however, is just what members of the Heart of Dixie 
Railroad Club have been looking for. Fhey accepted the town of 
Wilton’s offer to move the building and will use it as a museum in the 
park they’re developing in Calera. 

Wilton acquired the depot from the Norfolk Southern Railroad 
after a new train station was built this year. But the town couldn’t 
come up with the money to move and restore the old building, so it 
was offered to the railroad club. 

After it determined that it would cost some $10,000 to move the 
building and put a foundation under it, the club had 15 days in which

Construction is expected to 
start soon on a Catholic elemen- 
tary school in north Shelby 
County. Registration for the new 
parochial school starts Monday. 

Our Lady of the Valley Church 
has been planning for six months 
to build the facility on its 16 acres 
on Cahaba Valley Road (State 
119). The school will be the se- 
cond phase of the church’s 
master plan to develop its land 
there. 

Church pastor Michael J. 
White announced Monday that 
final plans for the $650,000 
school have been approved by the 
Most Rev. Joseph G. Vath, 
Bishop of Birmingham, Site and 
construction plans have also been 
approved by planning and zoning 
commission chairman Paul 
Owens, White said. 

The 15,000-square foot facility 
will accommodate 250 students, 
grades one through eight. It is 
targeted for completion in time 
for classes this fall.

Diocese of Birmingham in 1969. 

Charlotte Lusco, chairman of 
the church’s education commit- 
tee, said the school will become 
accredited by both the State of 
Alabama and the Southern 
Association of Schools and Col- 
leges. 

Architect for the project is Ed- 
ward Bailey & Associates of Bir- 
mingham, and general contractor 
is Gary C. Wyatt of Hoover. 

Members of the church plann- 
ing committee include Terry Col- 
afrancesco, Alaim Gallet, Bill 
Darmstadt and Edwina Carlisle.

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Dog racing 
issue lands 
in Pelham

“*Do you favor the creation of the Pelham Municipal Racing Com- 
mission...?’’ 

Win, lose or show, a group of unnamed businessmen are placing a 
longshot, $1,300 bet that greyhound dog racing can be established in 
Pelham. 

A general bill calling for Pelham residents to vote on the commis- 
sion which would oversee the race track in pari-mutuel wagering, is 
being advertised for the next four weeks in the legal section of this 
newspaper. 

In the past, similar bills have never gone any farther than the adver- 
tising stage. 

As of Tuesday morning at press time, both Senator Frank ‘Butch’ 
Ellis and Representative John Tanner said they had not been con- 
tacted about introducing the bill in the legislature. The Reporter was 
unable to reach Representative Sonny Moore for comment. 

“I’m not championing dog racing and I’m not intending to,’’ Tan- 
ner said. ‘‘I’'ve never been opposed to people voting on things, but this 
is a horse of a different color.’’ 

‘It’s not my bill,’’ Ellis said, ‘‘and I don’t intend to sponsor it.”’ 

The Pelham council some three years ago voted to accept a resolu- 
tion which would allow the often debated racing issue to be voted on, 
providing it was approved by the legislature. (Such a vote would also 
require the signature of the governor, unless a veto was over thrown.) 

The initial action by the council was pushed for by Kimbrough & 
Associates, a Pelham based public relations firm which had been hired 
by the unnamed interest group to do so. 

The firm’s president, Tom Kimbrough, delivered the bill this Mon- 
day to the Reporter for publication which is necessary before the bill 
can ever be introduced in the legislature. 

The $1,296.50 advertising cost is being paid, Kimbrough said, ‘‘by a 
group of responsible Pelham citizens who wish their names withheld 
for the present time, who do not wish to be annoyed by opponents to 
dog racing.’’ 

**As soon as a chairman for the supporters is chosen, an announce- 
ment will be made,’’ he said. 

Both Tanner and Ellis indicated the bill does not stand much chance 
of being passed, but noted that as a general bill, it could, conceivably, 
be introduced by any member of the legislature. 

Kimbrough said his clients ‘‘feel a dog-track in the Metro- 
Birmingham area is inevitable and consequently the citizens of Pelham 
and Shelby County should be the ones to benefit from it.’ 

‘*Pelham and Shelby County are growing rapidly and we need the 
income to keep our tax base low and provide financial means for a 
healthier economy,’’ Kimbrough said. 

After all expenses, the bill calls for the following local breakdown 
of the proceeds: 

18% to the board of education and/or any new municipal school 
system 

2% for higher education 

3% for the sheriff’s office

Racing reactions quiet 


with council members

News of a renewed dog track 
effort for Pelham, took city 
council members by surprise 
Monday night. 

When informed that a bill call- 
ing for a citywide vote on the 
issue had been presented for 
publication in the Reporter, 
council responses ranged from 
“I’m opposed’’ to ‘‘no com- 
ment.’’ 

Only one council member, 
Beverly Hall, acknowledged she 
was aware of an effort to revive 
the matter which, in the past, has 
nevered passed the legal adver- 
tisement stage. 


Hall refrained from making 
any comment on the proposition. 

However, K.O. Maynard was 
the only councilman to let his 
views be known about the most 
recent dog track bill. 

“ve been opposed since the 
first one, and I’ll fight this one,”’ 
he said firmly. ‘*This residential 


area is no place for a dog track.’’ 

Councilman Ray Hamilton 
blew through his lips, looked at 
the floor and showed his surprise. 

‘‘Anyone can take these type 
things to your paper,’’ he said, 
reaching for words to express his 
feelings. ‘‘I’m sorry, I thought 
the issue was dead.”’ 

Mayor Burk Dunaway said 
that people have a right to vote 
on such matters, but refused to 
give a public statement of posi- 
tion. 

**T can’t dictate... But it’s bet- 
ween me and me if I have to pull 
the lever to vote,’’ he said. 

**T would hestitate to state my 
position because I would want to 
hear the presentation,’’ said 
Councilman Bob Cleveland. He 
acknowledged, however, that the 
law provides people the right to 
vote on such issues and to ask the 
legislature to take them up. 

Councilman Willard C. Payne 
said he had no opinion at this 
time.

Pelham residents stood and applauded the deci- 
sion made by the city planning commission 
Wednesday, which will keep a cemetery out of 
their back yards. 

Although most of the 35 acres developers plann- 
ed to use were outside the city limits, they asked 
the commission to approve the approximately ten 
acres within the city’s boundaries. 

With the planning commission’s vote against 
making the acreage a special district, the request 
will go no further. 

Following Wednesday’s meeting, residents of 
Brookfield subdivision were still worried the 
developers would go ahead with the cemetery on 
unincorporated land. 

But John Shugrue, one of the partners of 
Oakwood Inc., assured the Reporter that all plans 
to locate the cemetery in Pelham have been aban- 
doned. 

“‘We’re going to look for land elsewhere,”’ he 
reported. 

Nearly 100 area residents -- including some 
from Oak Mountain Estates -- turned out for the 
hearing at city hall to protest the proposed 
cemetery. 

Petitions signed by all the homeowners in 
Brookfield were handed over to the commission 
and a number of people in the audience told why 
they were against the development. 

One reason given was the loss of privacy in the 
backyards which bordered the proposed cemetery. 

Bill Hamilton was one of those homeowners. 
He pointed out that rather than disrupt a funeral, 
he would go indoors. 

The 25 foot buffer zone, he pointed out, would 
not be adequate if homeowners were using their 
swimming pools or cooking out. 

Clovis Wheeles and others insisted their proper- 
ty values would be lowered if a cemetery were 


Calera Mayor opposes 
100’ park buffer zone

The plan for continued development of Oliver 
Park was approved by the Calera Park Board last 
week. 

When the subject was brought up at Monday’s 
council meeting though, both mayor Carl 
Prichard and councilman W.B. Watts still ob- 
jected to a 100-foot buffer zone between the park 
and Farris subdivision. 

When councilman Mark Jones first presented 
the plan at the Jan. 9 council meeting, the mayor 
expressed concern that changing the location of an 
access road would lead to additional expense. 

The road wasn’t mentioned Monday, but 
Prichard and Watts still insisted the 100-foot buf- 
fer zone would cost the use of valuable land. 

Watts reported that residents of Dunwar 
Estates, for which there were no plans made for a 
buffer, are now asking for a 100-foot buffer zone 
to the west of the park. 

‘*We'd be tying our hands in the future,’’ the 
mayor pointed out. 

If the buffer zone could be used for something 
like nature trails or a picnic area, Watts said he 
wouldn’t object to it. 

“I’m for utilizing the property,’’ he declared 

Councilman Larry Farris, who is also a park 
board member, said some minor changes in the 
plan, which include uses for the buffer zone, will 
be presented at the next council meeting. 

At that meeting, the council will vote on accep- 
ting or rejecting the plan. 

Another topic discussed at the previous meeting 


which came up again Monday was the $4,502 in 
revenue sharing money which has not been 
allocated. 

J.C. Rowe asked that the money be given to the 
water board to be used as a down payment on a 
backhoe. 

Farris was in favor of the money being given to 
the water board, noting that the board wasn’t ask- 
ing for ‘‘extra’’ money but for something that was 
really needed. 

After ascertaining from City Clerk Lemoyne 
Payton that the board had in excess of $40,000 in 
the bank, Prichard said the town has a lot of other 
unmet needs that deserve attention, 

Prichard wants the money used for moving a 
metal building from the landfill to the city shop to 
provide storage space. 

Although Watts made a motion to give the 
money to the water board, it died for lack of a se- 
cond.

Dear Mr. Simpson: 

Sometime in the year 1916 or 1917 three men 
unloaded two bunches of wild mustangs in Col- 
umbiana, Alabama. 

Four blocks west of the court house, on West 
College Street, there is a hill where, at one time, 
they burned coke to make charcoal, To this day 
it is known as coalchute hill. I suppose they 
picked up the chute because, with a stock law in 
force, people brought their stock to this hill and 
drove them through a chute to a dipping vat. 
This is where they unloaded the mustangs. 

Four men, dressed like cowboys, drove them 
off coalchute hill and put them in Mr. Laney 
Isbell’s barn. 

Two blocks west of the court house, on West 
College Street, Mr. Isbell, the county tax collec- 
tor, lived with his family in a big rambling 
house with a large barn out back, 

This is where Buster and Gordon Isbell 
pumped water from their papa’s well to water 
the mustangs. 


People came from all around to look at 
them, and some to buy, giving $75.00 a pair for 
them. Sometimes it took from three to five men 
to get them out of the lot. 

The first pair was bought by Aaron Davis, 
who hauled lighter pine into town from up 
Pumpkin Swamp way. A month later he came 
into town with his mustangs hitched to his pine 
wagon, with a log fastened to the collar of each 
horse. 

They sold every mustang and came back later 
and sold mules, housing them in a long tin barn 
that stood in the vacant lot that is next to the 
Shelby County Reporter today. 

And that is the story of the wild mustangs.

Fred’s Corner

Can there ever be a true NCAA college foot- 
ball national champion? 

Now that tempers have cooled over the recent 
selection of number four ranked Miami over 
number three ranked Auburn for national 
honors, I would like to put my two (or three) 
cents in on the subject. 

This year’s disappointing AP Poll and UPI 
Poll results for Alabamians have sparked com- 
ments that the current method of choosing a 
national champion by vote is a bad one. 

The claim is certainly not new. Coach Pat 
Dye’s calling for a credible national champion- 
ship is really no different from complaints from 
other dejected coaches in past years. Yet the 
‘mythical’ national championship selection by 
the poll continues to move ahead unchanged. 

Even the recently proposed method of cor- 
recting the situation was not new. Use of ex- 
isting college bowl games as playoffs has been 
touted for years. Still, nothing has been done to 
accomplish this goal. 

Why? 

I think it is because no one has really sat 
down, worked out the details, and moved to 
put a solution into practice. Someone simply 
says use bowl games as playoffs and leaves it at 
that. 

Too, big money bowl officials are not going 
to support anything that will take away from 
their games. 

Well, if no one else is going to get down to 
specifics on what should be done, and how, I 
will. 

One of the most crucial points of any playoff 
plan is how playoff teams are selected. Ob- 
viously, the first thing is to do away with 
popularity polls, 

Don’t base eligibility for playoff action on 
rankings which are established by the vote of 
coaches -- who generally favor teams in their 
Own areas -- Or sports writers -- who rely on 
supposed sectional strengths and big names. 

Instead, pick the winners of each conference 


in the country, To clear up any confusion, 
make every team in the country join a con- 
ference (even if only as an associate member), 
for a total of 16 conferences, 

Most big college football teams now play an 
11 game schedule, including a lot of out of con- 
ference games, 

Do away with all nonconference games and 
require each team to play every opponent in its 
own conference. If a conferences is too big for 
this, break it into smaller groups. 

This must be done to have a true champion- 
ship system. To boot, a shorter regular season 
might make playoff bowls easier to handle. 

Number of victories should be the prime fac- 
tor for determining a conference winner, and 
all conference winners will be considered as 
championship contenders. (Points scored and 
who beat who should only be used as tie 
breakers.) 

The conferences cannot be aligned with 
bowls, 

Drop the names of all bowl games into a hat 
and hold a blind drawing to determine which 
bowls will host first round playoffs. The draw- 
ing will continue to see which of the remaining 
bowls will host quarter, semi-final and final 
games. 

Once the drawings are held, schedule the 
bowl game dates accordingly. 

Example: The drawings might match the 
Southeastern Conference Champion against the 
Southwestern Conference. 

In this manner, no politics and no big money 
would be involved in the process. 

Semi-final playoff survivors go against each 
other for number one, 

The AP and UPI Polls, if they still exist, 
could be used to rank the teams which did not 
make the playoffs. 

But don’t hold your breath for all this. Non- 
conference champions, the UPI and AP Polls, 
and the current bowl invitation system won’t 
fold their traditions easily. It would do away 
with too much that a lot of folks have going. 


Alabama Scene

Although it has happened many times in the 
past, some Alabamians still wonder how can it 
be so -- the Special Education Trust Fund, from 
which schools are funded, overflows with tax 
dollars, but the State General Fund, from 
which most state agencies are funded, is in dire 
financial condition. 


That was the report given last week to 
members of the legislative budget committees 
by State Finance Director Henry Steagall. He 
forecast that the SETF will close out the current 
fiscal year with a surplus of $136 million, and 
that by the end of the 1984-85 fiscal year it 
could be as much as $306 million. But in the 
same breath, he said taxes going to the General 
Fund weren’t expected to increase more than $1 
million next year. 

How can this be so --- how can one part of 
state government be flush, the other almost 
broke? One word -- earmarking. The taxes ear- 
marked for schools, particularly the sales and 
income taxes, are generating revenue at a 
record clip, indicative of the turnaround in the 
economy. People are making more money, so 
the income tax goes up; people are spending 
more money, so the sales goes up. 


But not so the levies earmarked for the 
General Fund. They are increasing, but ever so 
slowly. And because the taxes are earmarked, 
there’s no way to transfer some of the SETF 
surplus to the General Fund. That was tried 
once and it almost triggered World War ill. 

What will be the answer? Steagall provided 
it. An increase in taxes of perhaps $175 million 


in the upcoming regular session of the 
Legislature.

The governor of Alabama is George C. 
Wallace Jr., although he has never used the 
“‘junior’’ title; his son is named George C. 
Wallace III, yet he has always been identified as 
George Jr.; thus the new arrival born last week 
in Montgomery is indeed George C. Wallace 
IV. And for the record, the State Constitution 
specifies that a candidate for governor must be 
30 years old, hence young George Wallace IV 
cannot run until the year 2016... 

The Auburn University Board of Trustees 
has named Dr. James E. Martin as the new 
president of that university, His election came 
swifter than had been anticipated. There had 
been earlier reports that a new president was 
not likely to take over until this fall. Martin at- 
tended Auburn on a basketball scholarship in 
the early 1950s... 

What was intended to be an investigation to 
determine if Wheeler Foshee was qualififed to 
be assistant director of the Department of 
Aeronautics became instead a head-hunting ef- 
fort by the committee to fire the department 
director, Jim Rowe. Rowe had been highly 
critical of Foshee’s appointment to the 
$43,000-a-year job, but what Rowe failed to 
take into consideration is that he didn’t have 
nearly as many friends in the Legislature as did 
Foshee. Rowe has submitted his resignation, 


although Gov. Wallace has asked him to recon- 
sider that decision.

A municipal Racing 
Commission is hereby created and 
established for and in the City of 
Peiham, a municipal corporation, and 
said Racing Commission is vested 
with the powers and duties specified 
in this Act, and all other powers 
necessary and proper to enable it to 
execute fully and effectually the pur- 
poses of the Act, The official name of 
said Commission shall be The 
Pelham Municipal Racing Commis:

The members of the 
Commission shall be qualified elec- 
tors not less than twenty-one (21) 
years of age, who shall be resided in 
the City of Pelham for a the period of 
three (3) years next preceding their 

appointment. Each Commissioner 
Shall take the same constirutional 
oath of office as other municipal ot- 
ficers, and shall give bond payable to 
the City of Pelham in the amount of 
$25,000, conditioned that such 
member will faithfully and properly 
perform the duties of his office. The 
premiums on such bonds shail be 
paid by the Commission from the 
funds out of which the members of 
the Commission are compensated.

The charity trust fund shall 
be administered as directed by the 
Racing Commission. 

In determining profits derived trom 
such racing on such charily days, 
said profits shall include all taxes 
payable to the City of Pelham or any 
agency therof for such days’ opera- 
lions. The licensee of said tracks 
shall only be entitied to deduct trom 
the profits accruing from all receipts 
on such charity days of racing their 
actual operating costs, which costs 
shail be those expenses incurred by 
the race track solely by reason of 
holding said charity days of racing 
and shall not be deemed to include 
such expenses constant from day to 
day and which would have been incur- 
ted had the race on (hal day not been 
held, including, but not limited to, 
Such items as capital expenditures, 
interest on debts, real estate taxes 
and annual license fee, donations, 
bad debts, and such other items of 
daily or prorated expenses as the 
Commission may by rule prescribe 
and provided, however, that such ex- 
penses shall be deemed to be a dona- 
tion to the charity or Charities 
benefiting from said racing days. 

There shall be only one greyhound 
dog racing facility in Pelham. 

Section 9. No race or racing shall 
be permitted on Sunday. No person 
under nineteen (19) years of age shall 
be employed in any manner about 
said race track excep! a3 exercise 
boys, jockeys, handlers, grooms, 
ushers and concessionaires; nor 
shail persons under nineteen (19) 
years of age be permitied to attend 
any face. 

Section 10, The original license 
issued in accordance with the terms 
of this Act shali be for a period to 
allow ten (10) full calendar years of 
facing following the construction and 


equipping of the racing plant or facili.» 


ty or for the length of time required 
for the amortization of the capital in- 
vestment, whichever is longer, and 
shall be granted so as to expire on the 
31st day of December following such 
fen (10) full calendar years of racing 
or the amortization of the capital in- 
vestment. On or before the 1st day of 
December of the last year of the 
original license, the Racing Commi- 
sion shall accept application in the 
manner, form and requiring the re- 
quisite qualifications all as prescrib- 
ed in this Act for additional periods of 
not more than three (3) calendar 
years. On or befor the 1st day of 
January thereafter, the Commission 
shail convene to consider and act 
upon such applications. Subsequent 
applications shall be accepted and 
license issued in the same manner. If 
a licensee shali apply for a renewal 
license, the same shall not be denied 
excep! for good cause provided, 
however, the Commission may re- 
quire that such licensee furnish the 
requisite information and meet the re- 
quisite qualifications required by this 
Act. 

The license granted under this Act 
sha}l set forth in addition to any other 
information prescribed by the Racing 
Commission the name of the 
licensee, the location of the race 
track, duration of the race meeting 
and the kind of racing desired to be 
conducted and shall show the receipt 
by the Commission of a license tee 
set by the Commission, provided, 
however, that such license fee shall 
not exceed One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00) annually. No such license 
shall be transferable, nor shail it app- 
ly to any other place, track, or 
enclosure except the one specified in 
the license. 

Section 11. (a) The Commission 
may Suspend or revoke the license of 
any licensee conducting a race 
meeting, upon the willful violation of 
any of the provisions of the Act, or 
any rule or raguiation promulgated by 
the Commission or may invoke & ~ 


civil and criminal penalties otherwise 
(p) It Is uniaw' ful for any member of 


said Racing Commission, of any 
licensee under this chapter directly 
of indirectly, 10 make any contribu- 
tion whatsoever to any political party 
or 10 any candidate for any State, 
County, or Municipal office, and upon 
proof being presented of any such 
prohibited contribution having been 
made by the licensee, the Commis- 
sion shall immediately and per- 
manently revoke the license of such 
licensee. 

(c)it any member of said Racing 
Commission violates, consents to, or 
participates in, any violation of the 
provisions of this Act, in addition to 
such other civil and criminal 
penalties otherwise applicable, such 
member shall be subject to removal 
from office, 

(d) No disciplinary action may be 
taken hereunder until the licensee 
has been presented with notice in 
writing specifying the time and place 
of a disciplinary hearing, said notice 
setting out in substance the nature of 
the accusation, and inviting the 
licensee to appear, with or without 
counsel, as the licensee may decide, 
the licensee being afforded an oppor: 
tunity to face and examine his ac- 
cusers, call witnesses and testify if 
he chooses. 

Section 12. The Commission is 
empowered to compel the production 
ol any and all books, memoranda, or 
documents showing the receipts and 
disbursements of any person, 
association or corporation licensed 
to conduct race meetings under the 
provisions of this Act. The Commis- 
sion may at any time require the 
removal of any employee or official 
employed by any licensee hereunder 
whenever it has reason to believe that 
such employee or official is guilty of 
any improper practice In connection 
with racing, has failed to comply with 
any condition of the license, or has 
violated any rule adopted by the Com- 
mission. The Commission shall have 
the power to require that the books 
and financial or other statements of 
any licensee be kept in a manner and 
method provided by the Commission, 
and the Commission shall be 
authorized to visit, investigate, and 
place audilors and inspectors in the 
offices, tracks, or place of business 
of any person, association of corpora- 
tion licensed under this Act. 

The Commission shall have power 
to summon witnesses before its 
meetings; to administer oaths to 
such witnesses, and to require 
testimony on any issues betore it. 

Section 13. The Commission shall 
have the power to grant, reluse, sus- 
pend, or withdraw licenses to all per- 
sons connected with race tracks, in- 
cluding all salaried employees, gate 
keepers, announcers, ushers, 
starters, officials, drivers, dog 
owners, agents, trainers, handiers, 
grooms, stable foremen, exercise 
boys, veterinarians, valets, sellers of 
racing forms or bulletins, and atten- 
dants in connection with the wager- 
ing machines, pursuant to such rules 
and regulations as the Commission 
may trom time to time adopt and 
upon the payment of license fee as 
shall, from time to time, be fixed and 
determined by the Commision in ac- 
cordance with the position and com- 
pensation of such person. Any such 
license may be revoked by the Com- 
misison, at is discretion, and any per- 
son whose license Is revoked shall be 
ineligible to participate in such oc- 
Cupation connected with racing 
unless the license is returned by the 
Commission with permission to 
operate thereunder. The Commision 
may deny or revoke a license to any 
person who has been refused or 
denied a license by any other state 
racing commission of racing 
authoriy, or who has furnished the 
Commission with an application con- 
taining falsified information. 

Section 14. The Commission shall 
make rules governing, permitting, 
and regulating the wagering on races. 
“Pari-Mutuels Wagering” shall be 
legal to the extent that, and so long 
as, the same is carried on and con- 
ducted strictly in conformity with this 
Act, and not otherwise. Only the per- 
SONS, associations, or Corporations 
receiving a license from the Commis- 
sion shall have the right or privilege 
to conduct this type of wagering 
within the City of Pelham, and the 
licenses shall restrict and confine 
this form of wagering to a space 
within the race meeting grounds. All 
other forms of wagering on the result 
of the races shall be illegal, and any 
or all wagering outside of the 
enclosure of such races, where such 
faces shail have been licensed by the 
Commission, shail be illegal. 

No person or corporation shall 
directly of indirectly purchase 
parimutuels tickets for another for 
hire or for any gratuity and no person 
shall purchase any part of a pari- 
mutuels ticket through another, 
wherein he gives or pays directly or 
indirectly such other person anything 
of value. 

Section 15. Every licensee conduc- 
ting race meetings under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall pay to the Ex- 
Officio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis- 
sion, @ tax in an amount equal to six 
per cent (6%) of the total moneys 
wagereo in all pari-mutuels pools 
conducted on any race track licensed 
under this Act. The commission of a 
licensee on a pari-mutuels pool shali 
in no event exceed eighteen parcent 
(18%) of the amount wagered in said 
pari-mutuels pool, which amount 
shall inciude the six percent (6%) tax 
heretofore provided. Atter the deduc- 
tion of the six percent (6%) for the 
use of the commission and the 
percentage commission of the 
licensee, the remainder of the totals 
wagered in each pool shail be divided 
among the winners in each pool ac- 
cording to the Rules of Racing outlin- 
ed by the Commission, which Rules 
shall generaily conform to practices 
now in effect at other lawfully licens- 
ed dog race tracks in the United 
States. Each redistribution shal) be 
made in @ sum equal to the next 
lowest multiple of ten. The licensee 
is entitled to retain the odd cents of 
all redistribtuions to be known as 
"breakage to a dime"’, and all moneys 
represented by any unclaimed, un- 
cashed or abandoned pari-mutuels 
tickets known as “outs” tickets. 
Under the pari-mutuels aystem of 
wagering herein provided, the 
licensee shall be permitted to provide 
Separate pools for bets to win, place, 
show, @ daily double, exactas, trifec- 
tas, a Quinella and a double quinella, 
of Such other pool as may from time 
to time be approved by the Commis- 
sion, Each pool shall be redistributed 
separately as herein provided. Should 
there be no winning ticket sold on 
any pool that conforms to the intent 
of that pool, provisions will be made 
in the Rules of Racing adopted by the 
Commission to assure the distribu- 
tion of the net amount of such pool. 

The licensee shail be required to 
use a totalizator machine to record 
ihe wagering and compute the odds. 
Rules and reguaitions governing the 
Operation of each of the pools shall 
be set out in book form by the Racing 
Commission. The licensee shall col- 
lect from each person attending the 
face meetings under the provisions 
of this Act ten (10) cents admission 
lax, Licensees shall make payment of 
such taxes to the Ex-Officio 
Treasurer of the Racing Commission 
once each quarter (three months) 
which payment shail be accompanied 
by a report on the races covered by 
such payment and such other infor- 
mation as the Commission may re- 
quire. 

Section 16, If any free passes or 
complimentary cards shall be issued 
to guests by any license, such 
licensee shall nevertheless be 
responsible for payment of the ad- 
mission tax upon such complimen- 
tary admission cards or passes as 
though they had been sold at regular 
admission price. However, nothing 
herein contained shail be construed 
to prohibit the issuance of tax tree 
passes to officials and actual 
employees of the licensee, or other 
persons actually engaged in working 
ai such track, including persons ac- 


tually employed and accredited by 
the press or other news service; pro- 
vided, that the Issuance of all such 
tax lree passes shall be governed by 
the regulations and orders of the 
Commission and a list of all such of- 
ticers, employees, and news service 
representatives shail be filed with the 
Commission. 

Section 17. The license fees, com- 
missions, and excise lexes imposed 
herein shall be in lieu of al license, ex- 
cise, and occupational taxes to the 
State of Alabama, or any county, city, 
town or other political subdivision 
inereot, provided however that any 
person firm of corporation who 
operates a restaurant, bar or other 
concession on the premises shall be 
subject to the usual city, county and 
state taxes that are normally leview 
upon such businesses including 
sales taxes, 

Section 18. Any corporation, 
association, or person who directly or 
indirectly holds any dog race without 
having procured a license as 
prescribed in this Act shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, Any person wager- 
ing upon the results of such a race, 
except in the pari-mutuel method of 

ing when the same ts con- 
ducted by a licensse and upon the 
grounds of enclosure of said 
licensee, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, Any corporation, 
organizaiton, assoiciation, or person 
who violates any provision of this 
Act, for which penalty is not express- 
ly provided, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, Upon conviction of any of 
the above misdemeanors in a court of 
competent jurisdiction, the penalty 
shall be a fine of not less than One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00), nor more 
than One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00), or by imprisonment of not 
less than five days nor more than six 
months, or both, such fine and im- 
prisonment to be in the discretion of 
the court. 

Section 19. All tees, commissions, 
faxes and other moneys, including 
tines and forfeitures, received under 
the provisions of this Act shall be 
paid to the Ex-Officio Treasurer of the 
Racing Commission within ten (10) 
days following the quarterly receipt 
therof and shall be forthwith 
deposited or caused to be deposited 
to the account of the Pelham 
Municipal Racing Commission 
Deposits shai, to the extent prac- 
ticable, be deposited in interest bear- 
ing accounts or securities. All such 
moneys remaining after payment of 
the expenses incurred in the ad- 
ministration of this Act, including the 
payment of the salaries and expenses 
of the members and employees of the 
Commission, shall be distributed 
within forty-five (45) days of receipt of 
the Commission to the City of 
Pelham, the proceeds of which shall 
be used by said municipality in the 
following percentages and for the 
following purposes: 

(a) Eighteen percent (18%) for the 
Shelby County Board of Education to 
be used for the operation of the 
public schools in Shelby County, 
Alabama, privided however in the 
event one or more municipalities in 
Shelby County shall create a separate 
school system then and in such event 
or events the distribution as herein 
provided shall be prorated between 
the Shelby County Board of Educa- 
tion and such separate municipal 
school system based on the student 
population. 

(b) Two percent (2%) for higher 
education in Shelby County. 

(c) Three percent (3%) for use by 
the Sheriff's Department of Shelby 
County as the Sheriff shail from time 
to time determine. 

(d) Twenty-seven percent (27%) for 
use for the benefit of the cilizens of 
Shelby County as the governing body 
of the county shall from time to time 
determine. 

(e) Fifty percent (50%) Shall remain 
unearmarkded and may be spent in 
any manner provided by law, for the 
benefit of the citizens of Pelham, 
Alabama as the governing body of 
that municipality shall from time to 
time determing. 

Section 20. No person who 
engages in the practice of illegal 
bookmaking dog races, or whe know. 
ingly taken any part in such practices, 
shall be eligible as an applicant for 
any license or permit to operate a 
race track or a race meeting under the 
Provisions of this Act, or to be con: 
nected therewith in any capacity; and 
any association of corporation which 
has as an officer, director, 
Stockholder, executive or any other 
person financially interested therein 
or who knowingly employs any per- 
son who engages in such practices 
shall likewise be ineligible as a 
licensee, and the Commission is 
hereby empowered to inquire into 
such matters in entertaining any such 
applications and otherwise ad- 
ministering this Act. 

Section 21. Any person who shail 
influence or have any understanding 
or connivance with any owner, groom 
Or other person associates with or in- 
terested in any kennel or dog, or race 
in which any dog participates, to 
Prearrange or predetermine the 
results of such race, or any person 
who shall stimulate or depress a dog 
for the purpose of affecting the 
results of a race, shall be guilty of a 
felony and upon conviction thereot, 
shali be imprisoned in the state 
prison for not jess than one year nor 
more than ten years, or shall be fined 
not less than One Thousand Dollars 
{$1,000,00) nor more than Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($5,000.00) or both, in 
the discretion of the court. 

Section 22. It is the intent of this 
Act to improve the economic well be- 
ing of the citizens of the City of 
Pelham, by providing an increased 
tax base, jobs for the citizens herein, 
and the promotion of conventions, 
tourism, and recreation in the City of 
Pelham. it is the intent of this Act to 
provide for strict toca) control of the 
facing plant or plants and the opera- 
tion of said plants by Shelby County 
citizens so as to minimize the 
Possibility of undesirable gambling 
elements from ever controlling this 
industry. 

Section 23, All laws or parts of 
laws in conflict with this Act are 
repealed, 

Section 24, The provisions of this 
Act are severable. In the event any 
section or part therol is declared in- 
valid, such declaration shall not af- 
fect the validity of the part and sec- 
tions which remain. 

Section 25. The governing body of 
the City of Pelham shail on the first 
Tuesday alter thirty (30) days have 

from the effective date of 
this Act call and provide for holding a 
Teterendum for the purpose of deter- 
mining if this Act shall become 
Operative. The question to be voted 
On shall be stated on the batlots or 
voting machine tabs substantially as 
foliows: 
“Do you favor the creation of the 
Pelham Municipal Racing Commis- 
Sion to regulate licensing and super- 
vision of dog racing and wagering 
theron as provided in Act No, 
Tend approved 
te ang . 98?" 

It the majority of the votes cast in 
the referendum are "Yes" racing shall 
be legal in the City of Penam as 
herein provided, and this Act shall 
become operative therein; if the ma- 
jority of the votes cast in the election 
are No", an additional referendum to 
be called by the municipal goverhing 
body at a time selected by them and 
‘set in accord with the provisions of 
this Section shall not be held within 
two years of such vote provided 
pemretl additional referendums 
cal the municipal governing“ 
a shall not require further ection 

approval by the Legislature or 
the Govemor. The municipal phn 
commission shali certify the results 
Of the referendum to the Secretary of 
State of Alabama within thirty (30) 
days after the eleciton returns are 
canvassed.

Fuller family leaves town 
for tepee living in woods

Most people don’t live in tepees -- but most people don’t have the 
love affair with the Indian that Butch Fuller has. 

Ever since he was a youngster in Slapout, Ala., Fuller had dreamed 
about living in a tepee. So last year he took the plunge -- along with his 
wife and four children. 

A technician with Alabama Power Company, Fuller and his family 
lived in Montevallo before moving to the wooded acreage in Brierfield 
to set up housekeeping in a tepee. 

In Montevallo they had a kitchen, a bathroom, a living room and a 
bedroom for themselves and the children. 

Now, with everyone in one room, they have as much togetherness as 
anyone could possibly want. Sometimes, even more. 

Add to that the inconveniences of hauling water for washing and 
drinking, cooking over an open fire or on a Coleman stove, reading by 
lantern light, and going outdoors to a small tent to use the 
bathroom... One might think they’d be ready to call it quits by now. 

That’s not the case though. After four months -- during which there 
were torrential downpours and a record cold spell -- the Fullers are 
still enthused about their rustic way of life. 

“In fact,’’ Fuller says, ‘“‘we’ve been talking just recently about 
maybe extending our time in the tepee beyond the year we agreed on.”’ 

Fuller’s romance with the Indian way of life could be the result of 
the Creek blood he inherited from his mother’s side of the family. 

His coloring is that of an Indian, and with his long hair pulled back 
in a pony tail and a bone choker around his neck, Fuller could pass for 
a brave. 


His fair skinned, blue-eyed wife doesn’t fit the stereotype of an In- 
dian woman, though. Even though, Ginger Fuller says she’s adapted 
amazingly well to the Indian way of life. In fact, she claims that she 
was just as anxious as her husband to try the ‘grand experiment.’ 

Although Mrs. Fuller had only camped out three times in her life 
prior to the big move, her husband’s enthusiasm for tepee life became 
contagious, 

Plans for the move had been discussed for quite awhile, but the time 
to act came sooner than they expected. 

The date they were aiming at was July, 1984. However, when they 
lost the lease on their Montevallo house in September, they viewed it 
as Opportunity knocking early. 

Their new home -- an authentic Cheyenne tipi (the Indian spelling) 
-- was made by a craftswoman in Florida. 

In the 18x20-foot interior are mattress beds, a kerosene heater, a 
pole on which clothes are hung, and several wooden boxes for storage. 
Books and games are placed next to walls. 

‘*We brought too much when we came,” laughed Mrs. Fuller. ‘“‘We 
had to take two loads back and store it with our other belongings.’’ 

Getting back to nature has wrought changes in their lives other than 
their physical surroundings, the couple point out. 

‘““We wake up earlier than we used to,’”’ Mrs. Fuller explains. 
*‘When the sun comes up, it gets too light in here.’’ 

The reverse is true too. ‘‘We used to be night owls,’’ Fuller noted. 
“*Now in we turn in early.’’ 

Having the outdoors so close can be disconcerting, though. For in-

WIN takes county recipients off welfare 


Sixty-one people who have 
been receiving public assistance 
in Shelby County are now self 
supporting. 

The reason they have been able 
to come off the welfare rolls is 
because of the WIN (Work In- 
centive) program. 


Administered by the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security 
and the state Employment Ser- 
vice, the program provides 
assistance in finding employ- 
ment. 

Begun in the 1970's, the pro- 
gram is aimed at applicants for 
Aid to Dependent Children, and 
those already receiving ADC 
payments. 

Tom Medders, director of the 
Employment Service in Shelby 
County, reported that 128 in- 
dividuals signed up for the WIN 
program during the 1983 fiscal 
year. 

‘‘That brought the total 
number of people on board -- as 
of September -- to 209,’ Medders 
said last week. 


Twenty-eight of those who 


found employment were placed 
by the state agency, with 33 fin- 
ding jobs on their own after 
receiving counseling from the 
agency. 

Statewide, more than 2,600 
low income people found 
employment through the WIN 
program. 

Leon Frazier, state DPS com- 
missioner, noted that 61 percent 
of the state’s ADC recipients live 
in the 16 counties which currently 
have active WIN programs. 

It would not be cost effective 
to operaie the program in some 
counties, Frazier explained, 
because of limited job oppor- 
tunities resulting from a depress- 
ed local economy. 

ADC applicants from those 
counties are not required to sign 
up for the WIN program. Other 
exemptions from the progam are: 
physical disability, being 65 years 
of age or over, or having children 
under the age of six. 

According to Frazier, the WIN 
program resulted in the removal 
of more than 2,000 ADC reci- 
pients in Alabama from the case

While law requires contributions to be listed prior 
to elections, however, the records do not include post-election 
gifts. 

Don Murphy lost his bid for Senate District 14, yet he came 
out on the plus side by collecting $12,513.35 more than his cam- 
paign reportedly cost him. 

On the other hand, Frank ‘Butch’ Ellis, Jr. won the Senate 
race, yet according to the disclosure files, it cost him $2,754.47 
more than he collected contributions. 

Jim Entrekin was unsuccessful in his bid for the House 
District 41 seat. Yet after expenses, he came out on the plus side 
by $139.45. 

Sonny Moore won all round, beating Entrekin and landing 
$1,630.14 more in pre-election contributions, than he spent. 

Al Knight lost the race for House District 40 and spent in the 
effort $2,989.55 more than he received in contributions. Ed 
Gentry also lost his race for the same seat. But according to the 
records he filed, he spent to the penny what the campaign cost 
him. 

John Tanner was the winner in the House District 40 race, but 
it cost him $3,694.65 more than his pre-elections contributions. 

Tanner said prior to the elections that some political action 
groups -- such as AEA -- don’t send in contributions until after 
the voters pick the winner.

Hospital ‘boss’ resigns

In the wake of R. Roland Bradford’s resignation, the Shelby 
Medical Center board of directors is searching for a new hospital ad- 
ministrator. 

Bradford resigned abruptly last week at a special meeting of the 
hospital board. The board named as interim administrator SMC direc- 
tor of corporate planning and developing, Norman Price. 

According to Joe Arledge, director of the board’s personnel com- 
mittee, the special meeting was called Tuesday, January 17, and held 
that night. Arledge said Bradford submitted his resignation and the 
board accepted it. 

‘*] think it was in the interest of both parties that he resigned and we 
accepted,’” Arledge told the Reporter. 

When questioned, Arledge said Bradford was not involved in 
anything which was dishonest or might have jeopardized patient care. 

Board chairman Jerome Turner said the hospital directors were ex- 


pected to form a search committee at their regular meeting this Tues- 
day (after morning press deadlines.) 

‘*We’re looking for someone who can lead the hospital, to meet the 
medical needs for Shelby County,’’ Turner said. ‘‘This is our primary 
goal -- good patient care at a cost that’s reasonable.’’ 

Price, who came to SMC two years ago, is a former executive direc- 
tor of the West Alabama Health Council, and a health planner at 
South Arkansas Health Systems Agency. 

He earned a masters in business and health administration from 
East Texas State University, and a BS in business and public ad- 
ministration from Auburn University. Price now lives in Montevallo. 

Bradford, who lives in Hoover, came to SMC in August, 1979, after 
holding positions at Brookwood Medical Center and other health 


agencies. 


SMC was chartered as the county hospital in 1956. It has grown toa 
210 bed capacity and boasts an annual budget of some $34.5 million. 


Educators urge new trustees 
to support county school tax

A school trustee orientation session Monday night turned into a pep 
rally for the February 14 school tax vote. 

The session, held in Columbiana, was intended to inform 42 recent- 
ly elected trustees from 14 county schools about their duties and 
obligations. But what the nearly 100 persons who attended heard, was 
a call to arms in support of the proposed three mill tax. 

State Superintendent of Education Dr. Wayne Teague led the first 
cheers. ‘I don’t know what you’re doing about that referendum. But 
you ought not leave a stone unturned to get that thing passed.”’ 

Teague added that trustees are the only contact many people will 
ever have with the school system. He said that two-thirds of the people 
in the nation don’t have children in school. 

Dr. Michael Books, a trustee for Riverchase Middle School, also 


called support of the tax in order to help the whole school system. 
“If you want to be ineffective, just concentrate on one school,’’ he 
said. ‘You must have a vision beyond that school.’’ 
But the pep rally began in earnest when Herschel Hale, a trustee for 


Thompson Schools, took the floor. 


Hale pointed out that the Shelby County Parent Teacher Organiza- 
tion is the sponsoring organization for the upcoming vote. He asked 
the new trustees to financially help the organization -- to the tune of 


$2,500 -- promote the tax vote. 


“‘Our idea is that there are some 12,000 students. Figure what you 
represent, and pick off your part to help raise money,’’ he said. 

The biggest push for support, however, came from Shelby County 
Superintendent of Education Ellie Glasscox.

Later, Ames let his anger over the 
suit show. 

‘*The four people who formed 
that idiotic committee against the 
hospital are doing a terrible 
disservice to Shelby County,”’ 
Ames said. ‘‘We've got an elected 
governing body dealing with the

Judge dismisses ten cases 


in Pelham gambling raid 


Deficiencies in  indict- 
ments against ten men 
charged with gambling in 
Shelby County have led to 
the dismissal of their cases. 

The defendants were 
among 24 indicted last 
August following a July 
gambling raid of the 
AMVETS club in Pelham. 


Judge Robert Arm- 
strong, who made the rul- 
ing, said the prime reason 
for dismissal was failure to 
give specific acts. 

However, District At- 
torney Billy Hill said the 
cases will be presented 
again to the next grand 
jury.

“These are cases,”” Jones explained, “that the school has given up 
on.’’ Most were referred to the program by the court. 

Even though the school system turns over the pro rata share of 
money received from the state for the 58 countywide students the 
DAY program buses daily to its center in Siluria, public school funds 
cannot be used for the bus driver’s salary. 

The reason, Jones explained, is because the van is furnished by the 
Alabaster Rotary Club and does not meet school bus standards. She 
noted that the school system does pay for maintenance on the van, as 
well as the salaries of two DAY teachers and an aide. 

The city’s $624 donation was based on the seven students from Col- 
umbiana enrolled in the program. 

With construction on the city’s long awaited sewer project only a 
few months off, former county highway director Jimmy Ray spoke 
with the council about what will be involved. 

Ray was hired by the city to oversee the project, which will be fund- 
ed with a $300,000 federal grant (of which the city pays $60,000). 

After some discussion, the council voted to replace 8-inch line with 
10-inch line from the housing project to the State 25 bypass. 

The difference in cost would be $11,000, but Ray said it would be 
well worth the difference if future growth is anticipated south along 
County 47. 

Ray said the project will also involve extending sewer line north of 
Columbiana from the bypass, out County 47. The engineer reported 
that 5,000 linear feet of 8-inch line will be laid in that area. 

Another 5,500 feet of 10 and 12-inch line will be replaced in other 
sections of the city, Ray said. 

He told the council that contracts for the construction should be 
ready to be let by late May and anticipated work would be completed 
near the end of October. 

The council also voted to run a 6-inch line 194 feet down Hwy 70 to 
Nelson Lathan’s property line, with Lathan paying the difference in 
cost between it and a 4-inch line. An employee of the city water board, 
Lathan has been using a septic tank -- no longer serviceable -- while 
adjacent homes have had access to city sewer. 

It was pointed out that the 6-inch trunk line to Lathan’s home will 
also benefit others in the area. 

Another item the council approved was the donation of $2,500 
toward the restoration of the old county courthouse. 

Jones said she had assumed that amount in the budget was earmark- 
ed for that project, but recently learned that it was designated as 
miscellaneous donation. 

Since the Shelby County Historical Society had been expecting the 
money to help get the museum ready to open, the council agreed to use 
the entire fund for that purpose. 

In other business, the council approved the placement of a mobile 
home for Bell Glass at the intersection of Old Hwy 25 and the bypass. 
There was no objection from neighbors, Wayne Gould told the coun- 
cil, and there are other trailers in that area. 

The trailer will replace the old rundown house in which Glass now 
lives.

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Columbiana defends raises, 
responds to citizen complaints

The population of Columbiana declining? 

Not so, said Columbiana Mayor Buck Falkner 
at Thursday’s council meeting. 

In response to a letter printed in last week's 
Reporter, Falkner reported that the population 
totaled 2,655 in 1980 and is continuing to grow. 
Letter writer Bob Hume gave the 1970 census 
figure which was 2,448. 

‘People are calling every day wanting to rent 
houses or apartments in Columbiana,’’ the mayor 
said, ‘‘We must be doing something right.”’ 

When it came to the council’s salary increase, 
Hume indicated in his letter that he didn’t think 
anything the council had done was in any way 
right. Hume came to Thursday’s meeting to pur- 
sue the subject. 

Salaries for the next administration will give the 
mayor a $100 a month raise, bringing his annual 
earnings to $4,800. The council’s monthly 
paycheck was doubled to a $2,400 a year. 

‘*Aren’t there any checks and balances on these 
things -- do you raise it as much as the traffic will 
bear,’’ Hume asked. 

‘We use horse sense,’’ Falkner replied. 

Councilman Harold McCord pointed out that, 
‘‘a lot more time is spent on city business than 
most people think.’’ 

“You don’t get better people by paying more 
money,’’ Hume replied, adding that Montevallo’s 
council doesn’t receive a salary. 


When Hume asked if the taxpayers had been 
asked for their thinking on the raise before it was 
approved, Councilman Frank Owen said citizens 
have the opportunity to attend meetings and voice 
their opinions. 

“Do the taxpayers have any recourse now?’’ 
Hume asked. 

Not once an ordinance is passed, Falkner told 
him. 

Then he asked Hume if any other business with 
a $750,000 budget could operate on $16,800. 
‘‘That’s our total salaries,’’ Falkner said. 

One reason Hume had objected to the raises was 
the refusal of the council to grant the Columbiana 
Library’s request for an extra $555. The amount 
was needed to give the three part-time library 
employees the same 4% raise as other city 
employees. 

**We’ve allocated $20,000 to the library in our 
budget,’’ the mayor reported. 

However, that sum is the city library’s only 
source of revenue other than fines and donations 
from Friends of the Library. 

Columbiana Librarian Barbara Roberts said the 
library couldn’t keep going without the money 
brought in from fines and donations. 

Falkner contended that the majority of the peo- 
ple living in Columbiana were, ‘‘happy with the 
way things are going.’’ 

‘I’ve had a lot of calls about the raises’’ 
(expressing dissatisfaction) Hume replied.

hospital board, which the at- 
torney general said was alright.

‘‘With improved classroom facilities, as well as the learning- 
teaching environment, things have got to improve,” he said. 

Glasscox said that 67 teachers are having to do their jobs in storage 
rooms, offices, hallways, and mobile classrooms. He also handed out 
copies of a detailed proposal on how the proposed tax will meet the 
building needs of the school system. 

Glasscox said the reason the election is being held separately from 
the presidential preferance primary, is that it’s ‘important enough to 
deserve center stage.’’ He said that the cost difference between adding 
it to the primary, and holding a separate election would only be 


$1,000. 


“Obviously we are going to have some opposition,’’ Glasscox add- 
ed. ‘‘But we are trying to look at where the needs are, working in the 
school system (as a whole). Once we address these needs, we can ad- 


dress others.”’ 


‘‘Shelby County has everything to gain and an awful lot to lose,”’ an 
unidentified woman said in support of the tax.

Montevallo signs compact

“I’m on cloud nine,’’ State Superintendent of 
Education Wayne Teague said Thursday, as he 
spoke to a gathering of educators and Montevallo 
city officials. 

The statement was spawned by the signing of a 
compact pledging increased cooperation among 
the public schools in Montevallo, the University of 
Montevallo and the city. 

‘There are very few places in America that have 
this kind of cooperation,” Teague told the group 
gathered in the Montevallo Middle School library. 


The signing of the compact was one of the 
recommendations of a task force assigned to 
enhance the economic and educational develop- 
ment of the city. 

Mayor Ralph Sears pointed out that the signing 
of the compact marks a ‘‘new stage in the city’s 
romance with education.”’ 

Even though increased cooperation has been 
called for, the mayor reported that the city has 
been helping education since the 1830’s when a 


Presbyterian academy was established in 
Montevallo. 

In his remarks, UM President Dr. Jim Vickrey 
stressed the need for reforms in education, saying 
that an increase in local support should be an en- 
couragement to state leaders. 

At the present time, the state superintendent is 
traveling throughout Alabama presenting his 
‘Plan for Excellence in Education.’ Judging by the 
mail he’s received, Teague said he believes the ma- 
jority of Alabamians ‘‘are ready to see excellence 
in education.”’ 

Before the compact was signed, brief remarks 
were made by: Dr. Bill Fancher, UM Dean of 
Education and member of the Shelby County 
Board of Education; Jimmy Jones, Montevallo 
Elementary School principal; Norman Payne, 
Montevallo High School principal. 

Shelby County Superintendent of Education 
Ellie Glasscox was present for the occasion along 
with board president Barbara Whitman and other 
board members. The city council and task force 
were also represented.

Representatives of the city and 
educational institutions in 
Montevallo have pledged increas- 
ed cooperation to improve the 
quality of education in the city. 

One of the aims of an educa- 
tional compact signed there last 
week, is to provide any assistance 
that might be needed in securing 
Southern Accreditation of Col- 
leges and Schools for the city’s 
three public schools.

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Citizens seek Harpersville annexation 


Kelley and Terry Threatt were at the meeting to 
see if the council had an answer to the request for 
annexation presented in December. A crowd at- 
tending that meeting gave the council a petition 
containing 74 names. Most of those signing were 
husband and wife. 


Because the petition was not left with the coun- 
cil, no official action could be taken. 

However, Mayor J.W. Donahoo told the two 
men who were present Tuesday, that the council 
had taken the matter under advisement. 


Explaining the difficulty of annexing one area 
when two others have also asked to come into the 
city, the mayor said that those left out would say 
they were being discriminated against. 

It would also be a liability to the city to bring in 
new areas, Donahoo said, because city services 
such as police and garbage pickup, would have to 
be provided for new residents. 

However, the tax revenue derived from those 
areas, should they be annexed, would be ‘‘a 
mighty small amount, the mayor noted.” 


Another alternative Kelley asked about was 
dividing the city into voting districts. 

‘That hasn’t been discussed at all,”’ remarked 
councilman Knox Rayfield. 

The district method of voting calls for the town 
being divided so one district has a majority of 
black voters. 

According to a survey conducted by the Birm- 
ingham Regional Planning Commission, 40% of 
the town's 934 residents are black.

teachers and students. 

‘*Better teachers’? has often 
been quoted as the means to ob- 
tain better education. It will be 
difficult to retain, or to attract, 
the better teachers with worse 
facilities. Many of us could not, 
or would not, work in some of 
the facilities we provide our 
teachers. 

Where will the money go? The 
Shelby County Parent-Teacher 
Council, in cooperation with the 
office of the Superintendent of 
Education and local PTA/PTO 
organizations throughout the 
county, will be distributing infor- 
mation on this in the next few 
days. 

The special election for this 
issue may cost considerably less 
than the $7,000 figure that has 
been quoted. If my information 
is correct, Shelby County would 
have borne half the cost of a 
primary election if this issue had 
been included. 

Is our tax bite too big for 
schools? I say no! Consider the 
following data supplied by the 
Birmingham League of Women 
Voters in 1983: 

For Shelby County: Local 
Millage for Support of Schools - 


12; Teacher-Pupil ratio - 23:1; 
*81-’82 Expenditure per pupil - 
$1,418. 

For Mountain Brook: Local 
Millage for Support of Schools - 
34.7; Teacher-Pupil ratio - 16:1; 
and ’81-’82 Expenditure per pupil 
- $2,580. 

For Homewood - Local 
Milleage for Support of Schools - 
32.3; Teacher-Pupil ratio - 16:1; 
and ’81-’82 Expenditure per pupil 
- $2,587. 

When we see comparisons and 
ratings of Alabama’s educational 
expenses, etc,, with other states, 
we are always near the bottom. 
We actually rank fairly high in 
state funding for education, but 
pitifully low in local tax support. 

Yes, the more money we pro- 
vide our educators, the more they 
will spend. They will spend it on 
buildings, safer buses, modern 
equipment, salaries and all the 
other things that they must to 
provide our children a better 
educational opportunity and our 
teachers a better place to work.

Hunters appeal for compassion when dogs fall victim to rape

An urgent appeal for compassion is being raised by Calera deer 
hunters for the release and return of their hunting dogs. The animals 
are believed to have fallen victim to steel fox traps. 

Since December of 1983, five hunting dogs belonging to members of 
the Calera Sportsman Club and the Indian Hills Hunting Club have 
either disappeared, been found dead, or have returned to their masters 
missing toes or legs. 

The club members say they are not out to cause trouble, but they are 
asking that trappers at least let them know when their dogs are caught. 

The appeal could be considered a magnanimous one since the injury 
and death of the hunting dogs have allegedly occured on land the 
hunters lease from Gulf States Paper Company, or lands adjoining the 
leased areas. 

The hunters say trapping without permission on leased land is not 
permitted. Club members insist that while they have the right to trap 
on the land they lease, none of their members are trappers. 

Yet they found one trap on the land -- a trap with no permit number 
or identification on it. 

The Reporter met last week with Bobby, Pat and Butch Phillips, 
Vick Manasco and Ed Smith at the Calera Sportsman Club House. At 
that time, an unmarked steel fox trap and a dog missing its right front 
leg were displayed. 

The Phillips and Manasco represented the Calera Club while Smith 
represented the Indian Hills group. The Calera group leases land off 
County 310 below the I-65 over-pass, and the Indian Hills groups 
leases land off County 86 south of Prospect Church. 

Smith reports that on two occasions one of his dogs got caught in a 
fox trap during the Christmas holidays. He also stated that he found a 
trap on either hunting club land or land adjoining it where he claimed 
no one is supposed to have traps. 

Smith brought with him a hunting dog owned by Edwin Carden 
which was released to run deer during Christmas week, and which 
stayed gone nearly 17 days. When the dog was found, its right front 
leg had been damaged to the point that veterinarian John Gates had 
to amputate it at the shoulder. 


“The leg had rotted to the point that he couldn’t put it back, ” 
Smith said, looking sympathetically at the animal. ‘‘The dog’s no 
good for hunting anymore.”’ 

This is the first year we’ve actually experienced losing dogs and hav- 
ing them come back wounded from being in a trap,’’ says Bobby 
Phillips. 

He reports that two dogs were lost Wednesday, December 13, and 
that one of the animals did not return until New Year’s day. It Was 
missing two toes on the left foot with ‘‘obvious trap marks,’’he says. 

“‘One of the dogs missing from that day has never returned,’’ he 
adds. 

According to Pat Phillips, the first dog was returned after they 
received a call from Bill Geeslin of Buxahatchee Country Club. 

‘‘When we got up there, the collar that fit around her neck (when 
the dog was first released) seemed like it was weighing her down,”’ she 
says. 

‘‘Trappers are supposed to take a choke collar and release hunt 
dogs,’’ she adds. ‘‘One man’s dog was taken out of a trap and thrown 
on a creek bed, almost dead.”’ 

The hunters are asking that trappers not set their traps from now 
on, until deer season (November 18 thru January 16) is over. 

They also point out that all hunting dogs wear a collar with a name 
and phone number on it, and that a trapper could at least be compas- 
sionate enough to call if a dog is caught. 

Smith is quick to point out that all traps are supposed to be marked 
with the owner’s name, and a permit number. He says that the trap he 
found had no markings on it at all. 

‘*A game warden said that a trapper is responsible for any domestic 
animal caught,’’ Smith also interjects. But the hunters agree that all 
they want is the return of their dogs. 

‘‘We burn up gallons of gas looking for dogs and here they are 
dead,’’ Pat Phillips says. 

Butch Phillips adds that at one location, he actually found dog re- 
mains in the center of a perfect circle. The circle, he says, was the 
results of a dog trying to escape by dragging a trap in every direction, 
the full length from its stake.

Side terminal batteries

Serious fires and explosions 
have occured on some boats 
equipped with side terminal bat- 
teries and portable fuel tanks. 

Marine Police Director 
William B. Garner said the 
danger was stressed at a recent 
National Boating safety Council 
meeting. 

Garner emphasized that boats 
equipped with such batteries can 
pose a real threat when steered in- 
to a turn. 


If not properly insulated and 
secured in a battery box there is a 
possibility the battery can slide 
across the deck, bringing the ter- 
minals in contact with the side of 
the fuel tank. 


Garner urges any boater using 
side terminal batteries to make 
certain such batteries are tightly 
secured and the terminals are 
properly insulated as required by 
Electrical Systems Standard.

the enclosure of licensed race tracks; 
to provide for the distribution of 
license fees, taxes, commissions and 
other moneys received under the pro- 
visions of the act; and to provide cer- 
tain penalties for the violation of this 
act and for other purposes relative 
thereto, and to provide for a reteren- 
dum of the voters of the City of 
Pelham on the question of whether 
the act will become effective in said 
municipality; to authorize the employ- 
ment by sald Racing Commission of 
special legal counsel in addition to 
representation by the Office of the Ci- 
ty Attorney of said city; to prohibit 
members of sald Racing Commission 
from making political contributions; 


to provide tor the severability of the 
parts, sections and provisions of aald 
Act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legisiature of 
Alabama: 

Section 1, A municipal Racing 
Commission is hereby created and 
established for and in the City of 
Pelham, a municipal corporation, and 
sald Racing Commission is vested 
with the powers and duties specified 
In this Act, and all other 
necessary and proper to enable it to 
execute fully and effectually the pur- 
poses of the Act. The official name of 
said Commission shall be The 
Pelham Municipal Racing Commis- 
sion, the same being sometimes 
reterred to herein aa the Racing Com- 
mission or the Commission, Said 
Commission shall consist of three (3) 
members to be appointed as 
hereinatter provided, The member of 
the Alabama Legislature representing 
House District 40 shall appoint one 
(1) member of said Commission to 
serve for a period of one (1) year from 
sald effective date; 

the Mayor of Pelham, Alabama 
shall appoint one (1) member to serve 
for a period of two (2) years from sald 
effective date; and the City Council of 
Pelham, Alabama by majority vote of 
the members present shall appoint 
one (1) member to serve for a period 
of three (3) years from said effective 
date, As the terms of each Commis- 
sion member shall expire, such 
member's successor shall be ap- 
pointed for a period of three (3) years 
by the appointing authority who made 
the original appointment. If a vacancy 
shall occur for any reason, then that 
vacancy shall be filled for the unex- 
pired term in the same manner as 
original appointments are made. in 
the event that any vacancy shail exist 
on the Commission for a period in ex- 
cess of thirty (30) days, then the 
Governor of the State Of Alabama 
shali Till such vacancy in lieu of ap- 
pointement by the appointing 
authority as herein designated. Initial 
appointment of the Pelham Municipal 
Racing Commission shall be made 
within fifteen (15) days after this act 
Is approved by the voters of the City 
of Pelham, Alabama as |s herein pro- 
vided. 

Section 2. All books, records, 
maps, documents and papers held by 
the Commission shall constitute 
public records, and be available for 
copying, examination and inspection 
during all normal business hours by 
any agency, official or person. 

Section 3. The members of the 
Commission shall be qualified elec- 
tors not less than twenty-one (21) 
years of age, who shall be resided in 
the City of Pelham tor a the period of 
three (3) years next preceding their 
appointment. Each Commissioner 
shall take the same constirutional 
oath of office as other municipal of- 
ticers, and shall give bond payable to 
the City of Pelham in the amount of 

$25,000, conditioned that such 
member will faithfully and properly 
perform the duties of his office. The 
premiums on such bonds shall be 
paid by the Commission from the 
funds out of which the members of 
the Commission are compensated. 
The Commission may employ such 
assistants and employees as may be 
necessary. The Commission may 
also employ accounting, In- 
vestigative, publicity and public rela- 
tions and architectural firms for 
assistance in implementing and en- 
forcing its duties under this Act. 

The Commission shall select one 
of Its members to act as Chairman 
thereof, The Chairman so selected 
shal! hold office for a period of one (1) 
year or until his successor shall be 
selected. The Commision shall meet 
on the call of its Chairman, but no 
less than once each three (3) months 
for the conduct of its business. 

A member of the Racing Commis- 
sion must not be, nor ahall he be, a 
member of any board of directors or 
an officer, partner or associate In any 
organization financially interested in 
any race track, or face meeting licens- 
ed by the Commission, or any 
licensee hereunder; nor shall he rece 
any dog or be financially interested In 
any dog in any race meeting licensed 
by the Commision. 

Section 4. The compensation of 
each member of the Commission 
shall be One Thousand Five Hundred 
Dollars ($1,500.00) per month. One (1) 
member of said Commission shall be 
required to be In attendance at each 
racing event and said designated 
mamber shall receive an additional 
Fifty Dollars ($50.00) per diem while 
engaged in the performance of his 
duties. Each Racing Commissioner 
engaged in the performance of his 
duties when traveling within the State 
of Alabama but outside Shelby Coun- 
ty shall receive Fifty Dollars ($50.00) 
per diem and when traveling outside 
the State of Alabama, One Hundred 
Dollars ($100.00) per diem pilus 
transportation expenses, 

Section 5. The Finance Director or 
other chief fiscal officer of the City of 
Peiham shall be Ex-Officio Treasurer 
of the Racing Commission, and shail 
collect ail the license fees, taxes and 
moneys provided in this Act, and 
shall supervise, check and audit the 
Operation of the pari-mutuels wager- 
ing pools and the conduct and 
distribution thereof. 

Section 6. The Racing Commis- 
sion shall have the authority to 
employ legal counsel of its selection 
to advise the commission and repre- 
sent it in all proceedings. The com- 
pensation of such counsel shall be 
paid out of the general fund of the Ci- 
ty of Pelham, 

Section 7. \t shall be the duty of 
the Racing Commission to carry out 
the provisions of this Act; and it shall 
‘have the foliowing specific duties: 

(1) To tix and set dates upon which 

racing meetings may be held or 
operated. 
(2) To make an annual report to the 
governing body of the City of Pelham 
of its operation, showing its own ac- 
tlons and rulings, and receipts deriv- 
ed under the provisions of this Act, 
and such suggestions as it may deem 
proper for the more effective ac- 
complishment of the purpose of this 
Act. 

(3) To require each applicant to: 

(a) (f an individual, group of in- 
dividuals or partnership, each in- 
dividual or partner shall be a resident 
of the State of Alabama for al least 
tive (5) years immediately preceding 
the date of the license issued. 

(b) If @ corporation, each incor- 
porator, stockholder, director, and of- 
ficer shall be a resident of the State 
of Alabama for at least five (5) years 
immediately preceding the date of 
the license issued. 

(c) Set forth on such application for 
a license the following information: 

() The full name of each individual 
Or partner, their business and home 
address, their present business, oc- 


dividuals for @ period of fifteen (15) 
years prior to the date of such ap- 
plication. 

(i) The name and address of each 
of the incorporators, stockholders, 
directors, and officers of any corpora- 
tion making such application and the 
Present business, occupation, or pro- 
fession of each of such incor- 
porators, stockholders, directors, and 
officers and each residence end 
business address and each business, 
occupation, and profeasion 
in by such incorporators, 
stockholders, directors, and officers 
for @ period of fifteen (15) years prior 
to the date of such appplication. 

(i) The exact location where it is 
desired to conduct or hold a racing 
meet and a complete set of architec- 
tural renderings and construction 
plans showing the site, topography, 
the type of construction, the track 
design, and the concession plans, 
together with sufficient proof of 
capitalization to construct and 
Operate said facility. If such proof of 
capitalization

shall be given together with the writ- 
ten commitment of such person, firm 
or corporation to make such loan or 
underwrite such indebtedness. 

(iv) Whether such racing plant is to 
be owned by applicant or leased, and 
\f leased, the owner thereof shall 
moet the same residence fe- 
quirments as an applicant and the 
same information shall be furnished 
for such owner aa le required to be 
furnished for an applicant. 

(v) if the applicant is to enter into a 

it contract with any per- 
Bon of legal entity, then such person 
or other legal entity shail meet the 
same residence requirement and the 
same information shall be furnished 
concerning such person or legal enti- 
ty as Is required of an applicant. 

(vi) The kind of racing to be con- 
ducted and the dates requested. 

(vii) Such other Information as the 
Racing Commission may require. 

(vill) To disclose any indictment for 
or conviction of any felony and any 
conviction of a misdemeanor involy- 
ing a crime of moral turpitude on the 
part of the applicant, its officers, 
directors, stockholders, partners, 
aesociates, or any person financially 
interested in said applicant. 

(4) To require an oath of every appil- 
cant, or by the president or executive 
officer of the association or corpora- 
tion, stating that the Information con- 
tained in the application is true. 

(5) To make uniform rules and 
regulations governing the holding, 
conducting, and operating of ail race 
tvacks, race meetings, and races held 
in the City. 

(6) Recelve all applications for the 
initial ticense within thirty (30) days 
following the appointment of the 
Commissioners and to grant, reject or 
otherwise act upon all such applica- 
tions within ten (10) days after the 
last day for receiving such applica- 
tions. 

(7) All books records, maps, 
documents, and papers of the Com- 
mission, Including those filed with 
the Commission as well as those 
prepared by or for it, shall at all times 
be open for the personal inspection 
at the office of the Commission dur- 
ing its normal business hours by any 
officer of the State of Alabama, or of 
any county, municipality, or other 
subdivision of the State, or of any of- 
ficial investigative body or commit- 
tee, provided that such officer, in- 
vestigative body or committee shall 
be authorized to carry out such in- 
spection and examination, and no 
person having charge or custody 
thereot shall refuse this right to any 
officer or investigative body or com- 
mittee, and It shall be the expreas du- 
ty of such person to assist such of- 
ticer or committee in locating records 
or information desired by them. Any 
member or employee of the Commis- 
sion who violated the provisions of 
this section shall be removed from of- 
fice and forfeit his bond. 

Section 8 Any person, associa- 
tion, or corporation dasiring to 
operate a race track in the City of 
Pelham shall have the right to apply 
to the Commission, subject to the 
provisions of this Act, to hold and 
conduct one or more race meeting at 
such track each year, provided that 
no auch license shall be granted to 
any person, association, or corpora- 
tlon, or to any track, for a period 
longer than three hundred (300) rac- 
ing days in any one (1) year. 

The Commission may extend said 
limitations of time for greyhound rac- 
ing not to exceed three (3) days at any 
one track beyound the period other- 
wise provided by law so that any such 
track shall conduct a charity day or 
days of racing for any one or more 
recognized charities in the City of 
Pelham which has a tax exempt 
status as provided for under (he inter- 
nal Revenue Code. The total of all pro- 
fite derived for the operation of such 
racing on such charity days, in- 
cluding all moneys which would 
otherwise be received by the Com- 
mission as taxes for such deys’ 
operations, shall be and become a 
part of @ charity trust fund for which 
such racing on such days is con- 
ducted. The charity trust fund shall 
be administered as directed by the 
Racing Commission. 

{In determining profits derived from 
such racing on such charity days, 
sald profits shall include all taxes 
payable to the City of Pelham or any 
agency therof for such days’ opera- 
tions. The licensee of sald tracks 
shall only be entitled to deduct from 
the profits accruing from all receipts 
on such charity days of racing their 
actual operating costs, which costs 
shall be those expenses Incurred by 
the race track solely by reason of 
holding said charity days of racing 
and shail not be deemed to include 
such expenses constant from day to 
day and which would have been incur- 
red had the race on that day not been 
held, including, but not limited to, 
such items as capital expenditures, 
interest on debts, real estate taxes 
and annual license fee, donations, 
bad debts, and such other items of 
dally or prorated expenses as the 
Commission may by rule prescribe 
and provided, however, that such ex- 
penses shall be deomed to be adona- 
tlon to the charity of charities 
benefiting from said racing days. 

There shall be only one greyhound 
dog racing facility in Pelham. 

Section @. No race or racing shall 
be permitted on Sunday. No person 
under nineteen (19) years of age shall 
be employed in any manner about 
said race track except as exercise 
boys, jockeys, handlers, grooms, 
ushers and concessionaires; nor 

shall persone under nineteen (19) 
years of age be permitted to attend 


any race. 

Section 10. The original license 
issued in accordance with the terms 
of this Act shall be for a period to 
allow ten (10) full calendar years of 
racing following the construction and 
equipping of the racing plant or facili- 
ty or for the length of time required 
tor the amortization of the capital in- 
vestment, whichever is longer, and 
shall be granted so as to expire on the 
31st day of December following such 
ten (10) full calendar years of racing 
or the amortization of the capital in- 
vestment. On or before the ist day of 
December of the last year of the 
original license, the Racing Commi- 
sion shall accept application in the 
manner, form and requiring the re- 
quisite qualifications all as prescrib- 
ed In this Act for additional periods of 
not more than three (3) calendar 
years. On or befor the 1st day of 
January thereafter, the Commission 
shall convene to consider and ect 
upon such applications. Subsequent 
applications shall be accepted and 
license issued in the same manner. if 
a licensee shall apply for a renewal 
license, the same shall not be denied 
except for good cause provided, 
however, the Commission may re- 
quire that such licensee furnish the 
requisite information and meet the re- 
Quisite qualifications required by this 
Act. 
The license granted under this Act 
shall set forth In addition to any other 
information prescribed by the Racing 
Commission the name of the 
licenses, the location of the race 
track, duration of the race meeting 
and the kind of racing desired to be 
conducted and shall show the receipt 
by the Commission of a license fee 
set by the Commission, provided, 
however, that such license fee shall 
not exceed One Thousand Doliara 
($1,000.00) annually, No auch license 


shall be transterabie, nor shall |t app- qu’ 


fy to any other place, track, or 
enclosure except the one specified in 
the license. 

Section 11. (a) The Commission 
may suspend or revoke the license of 
any licensee conducting @ race

any rule or regulation promulgated by 
the Commission of may invoke a fine 
Not to exceed $10,000 per offense in 


(b) It is unlawful for any member of 


ing Commission, of any 
Nesnbes under thia chapter directly 
or indirectly, 10 make any contribu- 
tion whatsoever to any political party 
or to any candidate for any State, 
County, or Municipal office, and upon 
proof baing presented of any such 
prohibited contribution having been 
made by the licensee, the Commis- 
sion shall immediately and per- 
manently revoke the license of such 
icensee. 
(c)it any member of said Racing 
Commission violates, consents to, oF 
participates in, any violation of the 
provisions of this Act, in addition to 
such other civil and criminal 
penalties otherwise applicable, such 
member shall be subject to removal 
trom office. 

(d) No disciplinary action may be 
taken hereunder until the nie 
has been presented with not in 
writing specifying the time and place 
of a disciplinary hearing, sald notice 
setting out in substance the nature of 
the accusation, and inviting the 
licensee to appear, with of without 
counsel, a8 the licensee may decide, 
the licensee being afforded an oppor: 
tunity to face and examine his ac- 
cusers, call witnesses and testify if 
he chooses. 

Section 12, The Commission |s 
empowered to compel the production 
of any and all books, mamoranda, or 
documents showing the receipts and 
disbursements of any person, 
association or corporation licensed 
to conduct race meetings under the 
provisions of this Act. The Commis: 
sion may at any time require the 
removal of any employee or official 
employed by any licensee hereunder 
whenever It has reason to believe that 
such employee or official is guilty of 
any Improper practice In connection 
with racing, has failed to comply with 
any condition of the license, or has 
violated any rule adopted by the Com: 
mission, The Commission shall have 
the power to require that the books 
and financial or other statements of 
any licensee be kept in s manner and 
method provided by the Commission; 
and the Commission shall be 
authorized to visit, investigate, and 
place auditors and inspectors in the 
offices, tracks, or place of business 
of any person, association or corpora- 
tion licensed under this Act. 

The Commission shall have power 
to summon witnesses before its 
meetings; to administer oaths to 
such witnesses, and to require 
testimony on any issues before it. 

Section 13. The Commission shall 
have the power to grant, refuse, sus- 
pend, or withdraw licenses to all per- 
sons connected with race tracks, in- 
cluding all salaried employees, gate 
keepers, announcers, ushers, 
starters, officials, drivers, dog 
owners, agents, trainers, handlers, 
grooms, stable foramen, exercise 
boys, veterinarians, valets, sellers of 
racing forms or bulletins, and atten- 
dants in connection with the wager- 
ing machines, pursuant to such rules 
and regulations as the Commission 
may from time to time adopt and 
upon the payment of license fee as 
shail, from time to time, be fixed and 
determined by the Commision in ac- 
cordance with the position and com- 
pensation of such person. Any such 
license may be revoked by the Com- 
misison, at is discretion, and any per- 
son whose license is revoked shall be 
ineligible to participate in such oc- 
cupation connected with racing 
unless the license is returned by the 
Commission with permission to 
operate thereunder. The Commision 
may deny or revoke a license to any 
person who has been refused or 
denied a license by any other state 
facing commission of racing 
authorly, or who has furnished the 
Commission with an application con- 
taining falsified information. 

Section 14. The Commission shall 
make rules governing, permitting, 
and regulating the wagering on races. 
“Parl-Mutuels Wagering” shall be 
legal to the extent that, and so long 
as, (he same is carried on and con- 
ducted strictly in conformity with this 
Act, and not otherwise. Only the per- 
sons, associations, or corporations 
receiving a license from the Commis- 
sion shall have the right or privilege 
to conduct this type of wagering 
within the City of Pelham, and the 
licenses shall restrict and confine 
this form of wagering to a space 
within the race meeting grounds. Ali 
other forms of wagering on the result 
of the races shall be illegal, and any 
or all wagering outside of the 
enclosure of such races, where such 
races shail have been licensed by the 
Commission, shall be Illegal. 

No person or corporation shall 
directly or Indirectly purchase 
parimutuels tickets for another for 
hire or for any gratuity and no person 
shall purchase any part of a pari- 
mutusis ticket through another, 
wherein he gives or pays directly or 
indirectly such other person anything 
of value. 

Section 15. Every licensee conduc- 
ting race meetings under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall pay to the Ex- 
Officio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis: 
sion, @ tax in an amount equal to six 
per cent (6%) of the total moneys 
wagered in all pari-mutuels pools 
conducted on any race track licensed 
under this Act. Fhe commission of a 
licensee on a pari-mutuels poo! shal! 
in no event exceed eighteen percent 
(18%) of the amount wagered in said 
pari-mutuela pool, which amount 
shall include the six percent (6%) tax 
heretofore provided. After the deduc- 
tion of the six percent (6%) for the 
use of the commission and the 
percentage commission of the 
licensee, the remainder of the totals 
wagered in each pool shall be divided 
among the winners in each poo! ac- 
cording to the Rules of Racing outlin- 
ed by the Commission, which Rules 
shall generally conform to practices 
now in effect at other lawfully licens- 
ed dog race tracks in the United 
States. Each redistribution shali be 
made in a sum equal to the next 
lowest multiple of ten. The licensee 
is entitied to retain the odd cents of 
‘all redistribtuions to be known as 
“breakage to a dime", and all moneys 
Tepresented by any unclaimed, un- 
cashed of abandoned pari-mutuels 
tickets known as “outs” tickets. 
Under the pari-mutuels system of 
wagering herein provided, the 
licensee shall be permitted to provide 
separate pools for bets to wih, piace, 
show, @ dally double, exactas, trifec: 
tas, a Quinella and a double quineila, 
or such other pool as may from time 
to time be approved by the Commis- 
sion. Each pool shall be redistributed 
Separately as herein provided. Should 
there be no winning ticket solid on 
any pool that conforms to the intent 
of that pool, provisions will be made 
In the Rules of Racing adopted by the 
Commission to assure the distribu- 
tion of the net amount of such pool, 

The licensee shall be required to 
use a totalizator machine to record 
the wagering and compute the odds. 
Rules and regualtions governing the 
operation of each of the pools shall 
be set out in book form by the Racing 
Commission. The licensee shail col- 
lect from each person attending the 
race meetings under the provisions 
of this Act ten (10) cents admission 
tax. Licensees shall make payment of 
such taxes to the Ex-Officio 
Treasurer of the Racing Commission 
once each quarter (thres months) 
which payment shall be accompanied 
by a report on the races covered by 
such payment and such other infor- 
mation as the Commission may re- 


ire. 

Section 16. If any free passes or 
complimentary cards shall be issued 
to guests by any license, such 
licenses shall nevertheless be 
responsible for payment of the ad- 
mission tax upon such complimen- 
admission cards or passes as 
though they had been sold at regular 
admission price. However, nothing 
herein contained shall be construed 
to prohibit the issuance of tax free 
passes smh ang on and actual 

the 


persons 
at such track, including persons ac- 


tually employed and accredited by 
the press or other news service; pro- 
vided, thal the iasuence of all such 
tax free passes shall be governed by 
the regulations and orders of the 
Commission and 4 (ist of all such of. 
ficers, employees, and news service 
representatives shall be filed with the 
Commission. 

Section 17. The license teas, com- 
missions, and excise texes imposed 
herein shall be in Neu of al license, ex- 
cise, and occupational taxes to the 
State of Alabama, or any county, city, 
town or other political subdivision 
thereof, provided however that any 
person firm of corporation who 
operates a restaurant, bar or other 
concession on the premises shall be 
subject to the usual city, county and 
state taxes that are normally leview 
upon such businesses including 
sales taxes. 

Section 18 Any corporation, 
association, or person who directly or 
indirectly holds any dog race without 
having procured 4 license as 
prescribed In this Act shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. Any person wager- 
ing upon the results of such a race, 
except in the pari-mutuel method of 
wagering when the same is Con- 
ducted by a licensse and upon the 
grounds or enclosure of said 
licensee, shall be gulity of a misde- 
meanor. Any corporation, 
organizaiton, assolciation, or person 
who violates any provision of this 
Act, for which penalty !s not express- 
ly provided, shail be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. Upon conviction of any of 
the above misdemeanors in a court of 
competent jurisdiction, the penalty 
shall be a fine of not less than One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00), nor more 
than One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00), or by imprisonment of not 
lass than tive days nor more than six 
months, or both, such fine and im- 
prisonment to be in the discretion ot 
the court. 

Section 19. All fees, commissions, 
taxes and other moneys, including 
fines and forfeitures, received under 
the provisions of this Act shali be 
paid to the Ex-Officio Treasurer of the 
Racing Commission within ten (10) 
days following the quarterly receipt 
therof and shall be forthwith 
deposited or caused to be deposited 
to the account of the Pelham 
Municipal Racing Commission. 
Deposits shall, to the extent prac- 
ticable, be deposited in interest bear- 
ing accounts or securities. All such 
moneys remaining alter payment of 
the expenses incurred in the ad- 
ministration of this Act, including the 
payment of the salaries and expenses 
of the members and employees of the 


Commission, shall be distributed: 


within forty-five (45) days of receipt of 
the Commission to the City of 
Peiham, the proceeds of which shall 
be used by said municipality in the 
following percentages and for the 
following purposes: 

(a) Eighteen percent (18%) for the 
Shelby County Board of Education to 
be used for the operation of the 


public schools in Shelby County, . 


Alabama, privided however in the 
event one or more municipalities in 
Shelby County shail create a separate 
school system then and in such event 
or events the distribution as herein 
provided shal! be prorated between 
the Shelby County Board of Educa- 
tion and such separate municipal 
school system based on the student 
population. 

(b) Two percent (2%) for higher 
education in Shelby County. 

(c) Three percent (3%) for use by 
the Sheriff's Department of Shelby 
County as the Sheriff shall from time 
to time determine. 

(d) Twenty-seven percent (27%) for 
use for the benefit of the citizens of 
Shelby County as the governing body 
of the county shall trom time to time 
determing. 

(e) Fifty percent (50%) shall remain 
unearmarkded and may be spent in 
any manner provided by law, for the 
benefit of the citizens of Pelham, 
Alabama as the governing body of 
that municipality shall trom time to 
time determine, 

Section 20. No person who 
engages in the practice of illegal 
bookmaking dog races, or who know- 
ingly taken any part in such practices, 
shall be eligible as an applicant for 
any license or permit to operate a 
race track or a race meeting under the 
provisions of this Act, or to be con- 
nected therewith in any capacity; and 
any association or corporation which 
has es an officer, director, 
Stockholder, executive or any other 
person financially interested therein 
or who knowingly employs any per- 
son who engages in such practices 
shall likewise be ineligible as a 
licensee, and the Commission is 
hereby empowered to Inquire into 
such matters in entertaining any such 
applications and otherwise ad- 
ministering this Act. 

Section 21. Any person who shall 
influence or have any understanding 
or connivance with any owner, groom 
or other person associates with or in- 
terested in any kennel or dog, or race 
in which any dog participates, to 
prearrange or predetermine the 
results of such race, or any person 
who shall stimulate or depress a dog 
for the purpose of affecting the 
results of a race, shall be guilty of a 
felony and upon conviction thereo!, 
shail be imprisoned in the state 
prison fot not less than one year nor 
more than ten years, or shall be fined 
not less than One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00) nor more than Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($5,000.00) or both, in 
the discretion of the court. 

Section 22. It is the intent of this 
Act to Improve the economic well be 
ing of the citizens of the City of 
Pelham, by providing an increased 
tax base, jobs for the citizens herein, 
and the promotion of conventions, 
tourism, and recreation in the City of 
Peiham. It Is the intent of this Act to 
provide for strict local control of the 
racing plant or plants and the opera- 
tion of said plants by Shelby County 
citizens so a8 to minimize the 
possibility of undesirable gambling 
elements trom ever controlling this 
industry. 

Section 23. Ali jaws or parts of 
laws in conflict with this Act are 


repealed. 

Section 24. The provisions of this 
Act are severable, In the event any 
section or part therof is declared in- 
valid, such declaration shal) not af- 
fect the validity of the part and sec- 
tions which remain. 

Section 25. The governing body of 
the City of Pelham shall on the first 
Tuesday after thirty (30) days have 
elapsed trom the effective date of 
this Act call and provide for holding a 
referendum tor the purpose of deter- 
mining if this Act shail become 
operative. The question to be voted 
on shall be stated on the ballots or 
voting machine tabs substantially as 
tollows: 

“Do you favor the creation of the 
Peiham Municipal Racing Commis. 
sion to regulate licensing and super. 
vision of dog racing and wagering 
theron as provided in Aci No, 
----- approved 
------- , 198-7" 

If the majority of the votes casi in 
the referendum are “Yes" racing shall 
be fegal in the City of Peham as 
herein provided, and this Act shail 
become operative therein; if the ma. 
jority of the votes caat in the election 
are “No”, an additional referendum to 
be called by the municipal 
body at « time selected by them and 
set in accord with the provisions of 
this Section shall not be held within 
two years of such vole provided 
however, that additional referendums 
called by the municipal governing 
body shall not require further action 
Or approval by the Legislature or by 
tne Governor. The municipal election 
commission shall certify the results 
of the referendum to the Secretary of 
State of Alabama within thirty (30) 
days after the eleciton returns are 
canvassed. 


Section 26. This Act shall become 
effective upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

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Heat without safety can mean disaster

Every year the onset of cold weather causes an 
increase in the danger of injury and property 
damage from fire. 


Recognition of this danger isn’t paranoia or cry- , 


ing wolf. The disaster of a fire can strike anyone. 
At stake is the loss of your life, family, home, 
pets, and personal belongings. 

But disaster can be prevented. Safety factors 
under extreme weather conditions -- such as those 
which hit Shelby County in December and last 
week -- gain even more importance. A good rule 
might be: The colder the weather, the more safety 
conscious one must be with heating sources. 

There are various ways of home heating used in 
Shelby County, other than central heat. The main 
ones are wood stoves and fireplaces, gas heaters, 
kerosene heaters, and electric heaters -- all of 
which have the potential to be dangerous if not 
given proper safety considerations. 

The old-fashioned wood stove has regained 
popularity in recent years. But, according to Lt. 
Bart Wilkerson of the North Shelby County Fire 
District, Lt. Terry Ray of the Pelham Fire Depart- 
ment, these stoves have also become a leading 
cause in home heating fires, frequently causing 
flue and chimney fires. 

“*These types of fires can create temperatures of 
up to 2000 degrees,’’ Wilkerson said. He pointed 
out that if you have a fire in your chimney, the 
first thing you should do is call the fire depart- 
ment. 

Secondly, completely close the damper(s) and 
douse the fire with small amounts of water. This 
creates steam which will often extinguish the fire 
in the chimney. But you should use caution. 

“Using a large amount of water at one time can 
cause cracks in the metal and masonry of wood 
stoves and fireplaces,’’ Ray said. ‘‘About a quart 
at a time would be good.”’ 

To avoid flue and chimney fires, they said you 
should burn only dry hardwood. Burning pine 
and/or garbage in your stove creates an excess of 
creosote which can be ignited by a small spark. 

Another preventive measure is to have your 
chimney cleaned at least every year or two, depen- 
ding on the build-up of residues. (Both the Pelham 
and north Shelby fire departments perform free 
home heating inspections upon request in their 
districts.) 


As for gas heaters, Ed Waldrip of Wan-Bon 
Gas Company in Westover said one of the most 
common dangers stem from buying used heaters. 

“‘A lot of appliance dealers in Birmingham 
make these heaters look good on the outside,’’ he 
said, ‘‘but a lot have valves on the inside that leak. 
I saw one that looked like it came off of Noah’s 
Ark and had about 300,000 miles on it.’’ 


**The cost of new valves and the labor to install 
them can be as much as $250,”" Waldrip said. 
“*Propane is heavier than air and natural gas is 
lighter than air, so these heaters have to be con- 
verted over. Most people don’t know this and the 
appliance dealers don’t always tell them.”’

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Comfort and danger

Another problem Waldrip cited is that when 
one gas company discovers a defective gas unit 
and puts a cut-off on it, another company 
sometimes comes along and puts it back in service. 

“‘They do it because the driver doesn’t know 
any better or maybe just to make a sale,” he said. 

Waldrip recommended that Shelby County 
adopt an inspection department similar to the one 
in Jefferson County. He added that gas heater 
owners should have their units inspected and ad- 
justed at least every two years. 

Truitt Ray of R&S Gas Company in Colum- 
biana, said his drivers are trained to spot faulty 
equipment and inform the customer of its danger. 

“*Gas heaters need an access to fresh air (such as

keeping a window open a little) and should be wat- 
ched closely to make sure they burn with a good 
blue flame,’’ Ray said. ‘‘The most common pro- 
blem with heaters is that the burners get dirty and 
soot up. They get cobwebs in them and air ad- 
justments work their way loose.”’ 

Kerosene heaters have also gained popularity 
recently in Shelby County. 

But the Insurance Information Institute (II) of 
New York City has noted that kerosene heaters 
“should only be used in adequately ventilated 
areas. They consume oxygen as they burn. 
Without enough oxygen there is incomplete com- 
bustion which creates carbon monoxide -- an 
odorless, poison gas.”’ 

The III also noted that kerosene heaters can 
emit other pollutants such as carbon dioxide, 
nitrogen dioxide, and sulphur dioxide. These gases 
are a risk to pregnant women, asthmatics, those 
with heart trouble, the elderly, and the very 
young. 

According to the III, these hazards can be 
avoided by following heater manufacturer’s in- 
structions and by adopting other common sense 
measures. Furthermore, the institute strongly 
stressed you have a fire extinguisher nearby at all 
times. 

Likewise, electric heaters require safety con- 
sciousness. The Alabama Attorney General’s Of- 
fice of Consumer Protection urges that you be 
sure your electric heater has an automatic shut-off 
switch which terminates electric power if the 
heater is tipped over. 

The office added that to prevent electric shock, 
avoid using a portable heater anywhere near a 
bathtub, shower, or sink. Never touch an electric 
heater if you are wet. 

More safety information can be obtained from 
your heater dealer, your fire department, or your 
insurance company. 

But the most important factor in preventing 
fires or asphyxiation just might be ‘plain ol’ com- 
mon sense’. For safety’s sake, heaters and fires 
must be respected, and that respect can make the 
difference between winter comfort tragedy. 

There’s a saying that ‘‘a good scare is always 
worth more than good advice.’’ However, follow- 
ing the home heating safety tips can not only pre- 
vent a disaster, but might even prevent the good 
scare.

Question: “‘Is there really a 
risk of a non-smoker develop- 
ing cancer from working in 


an office full of cigarette 
smoke?” 
ANSWER|ine: We still don’t 


know whether exposure to 
second-hand smoke _ results 
in cancer or other diseases, 
but recent studies indicate 
that smoke-filled rooms are 
far from healthy. One study, 
reported in the New England 
Journal of Medicine, involved 
more than 2,000 smokers and 
non-smokers. Results showed 
that the nonsmokers inhaling 
other people’s smoke had the 
same lung damage as light 
smokers or smokers who 
do not inhale. The damage 
affected the small airway 
passages of the lungs, but 
the effect of that damage to 
a person’s health is not yet 
known. Lung damage to 
average and heavy smokers 
was far worse. Another study 
showed that a smoke-filled 
room needs six times as much 
air circulated per hour as one 
without cigarette smoke, in 
order to maintain the same 
amount of oxygen.

cal cancer. You should get a 
Pap test at least every three 
years, once you've had two 
initial negative tests one year 
apart. The Pap test is impor- 
tant because it is extremely 
accurate in detecting cervical 
cancer while the cancer is still 
in an early, localized stage. 
That’s when chances of cure 
are best. The other form of 
uterine cancer — endometrial 
cancer — affects mainly older 
women. A special tissue sam- 
pling is recommended at 
menopause, as part of a com- 
plete pelvic exam. Also re- 
commended is a pelvic exa- 
mination every three years 
from age 20 to 40, and an- 
nually therearter. 


Question: “I find that when 
I'm sitting in front of the 
typewnter, | simply must 
smoke. Would I be better 
off smoking cigars or a pipe 
instead of cigarettes?” 


ANSWER|]ine: That de- 
pends on how you smoke 
them. Naturally, you would 
be far better off if you stop- 
ped smoking altogether. Cigar 
and pipe smokers — as a rule 
— inhale less than cigarette 
smokers, so they have less of 
a risk of smoke-induced lung 
cancer, although they are still 
more likely to get it than 
nonsmokers. However, pipe 
and cigar smokers are espe- 
cially subject to cancer of the 
lip, mouth and nasopharynx 
area. One problem of switch- 
ing from cigarettes is that 
smokers who inhale usually 
continue doing so even after 
taking up cigars or pipes. 
Since cigar and pipe tobacco 
is stronger, such smokers ex- 
pose themselves to even great- 
er risk of lung cancer.

According to Leon Frazier, 
commissioner of the state 
Department of Pensions and 
Security, ‘‘All reports are 
thoroughly investigated.’’ 


Most of the callers request to 
be anonymous. Most of them are 
neighbors, coworkers, and 
relatives of the suspects. 


Information received from the 
hotline is referred first to local 
DPS offices for investigation. 
Most persons convicted of 
welfare frauds are ordered to 
repay benefits wrongly received, 
but some receive jail sentences, 
Frazier indicated.

Question: ‘“‘Is there really a 
risk of a non-smoker develop- 
ing cancer from working in 
an office full of cigarette 
smoke?” 


ANSWER|]ine: We still don’t 
know whether exposure to 
second-hand smoke _ results 
in cancer or other diseases, 
but recent studies indicate 
that smoke-filled rooms are 
far from healthy. One study, 
reported in the New England 
Journal of Medicine, involved 
more than 2,000 smokers and 
non-smokers. Results showed 
that the nonsmokers inhaling 
other people’s smoke had the 
same lung damage as light 
smokers or smokers who 
do not inhale. The damage 
affected the small airway 
passages of the lungs, but 
the effect of that damage to 
a person’s health is not yet 
known. Lung damage to 
average and heavy smokers 
was far worse. Another study 
showed that a smoke-filled 
room needs six times as much 
air circulated per hour as one 
without cigarette smoke, in 
order to maintain the same 
amount of oxygen.

tive, are susceptible to cervi- 
cal cancer. You should get a 
Pap test at least every three 
years, once you’ve had two 
initial negative tests one year 
apart. The Pap test is impor- 
tant because it is extremely 
accurate in detecting cervical 
cancer while the cancer is still 
in an early, localized stage. 
That's when chances of cure 
are best. The other form of 
uterine cancer — endometrial 
cancer — affects mainly older 
women. A special tissue sam- 
pling is recommended at 
menopause, as part of a com- 
plete pelvic exam. Also re- 
commended is a pelvic exa- 
mination every three years 
from age 20 to 40, and an- 
nually thereafter. 


Question: “I find that when 
I'm sitting in front of the 
typewniter, I simply must 
smoke. Would I be better 
off smoking cigars or a pipe 
instead of cigarettes?” 


ANSWER|]ine: That de- 
pends on how you smoke 
them. Naturally, you would 
be far better off if you stop- 
ped smoking altogether. Cigar 
and pipe smokers — as a rule 
— inhale less than cigarette 
smokers, so they have less of 
a risk of smoke-induced lung 
cancer, although they are still 
more likely to get it than 
nonsmokers. However, pipe 
and ciyar smokers are espe- 
cially subject to cancer of the 
lip, mouth and nasopharynx 
area. One prodlem of switch- 
ing from cigarettes is that 
smokers who inhale usually 
continue doing so even after 
taking up cigars or pipes. 
Since cigar and pipe tobacco 
is stronger, such smokers ex- 
pose themselves to even great- 
er risk of lung cancer.

Illegal filings cause ‘tax gap’ 


Who is responsible for the tax 
gap that left the United States 
short about $50 billion in 1981? 

The Internal Revenue Service 
has an idea that the main persons 
responsible are the individual tax- 
payers who file returns, but fail 
to report their full income. 

And who are these individuals? 
According to a recent IRS state- 
ment, samples include the 
plumber ‘who does a little work 
off the books’ in the evening, 
charging less if customers pay in 
harder to trace cash; the couple 
who carelessly omit interest from 
their savings account on their tax 
return; the waiter who reports 
only a part of his tip income; and 
the wheeler-dealer who fails to 
report income from stock tran- 
sactions. 

Other components to the tax 
gap include those who overstated 
their personal deductions and 
business expenses. The IRS 
thinks it lost 313 villion there.

Safety tips 
for heater use 


, : Wood Stoves 

Make sure there is enough clearance between the stove and 
combustible floors, walls, ceilings, furniture, and drapes. 
*Place stove on a fire-proof base. 
*Have a mason or other competent person inspect the chimney. 
Burn only dry, well-seasoned hardwood. 
*Consider Opening a window a crack for ventilating, especially if 
your house is tightly insulated. 
*Dispose of ashes in a closed metal container outside the house. 
*Don’t connect a wood stove to a fireplace chimney unless the 
fireplace has been sealed off. 
*Don’t start a fire with flammable fluids. 
*Don’t burn trash in the stove. 
*Don’t let a wood fire burn unattended or overnight. 
®*Make Sure your stove is made of sturdy, suitable material such 
as cast iron or steel. Look for stoves listed by Underwriters’ 
Laboratories (UL) or other recognized testing laboratories. 
*lf you purchase a used stove, check it for cracks or other 


defects. The legs, hinges, grates, and draft louvers should be 
checked carefully. 


Gas Heaters 

*Always have your heater professionally installed and inspected. 
*Don’t put heater near drapes, furniture or other flammable 
materials. 
*Keep a window partially open and the room well ventilated for 
proper combustion. 
*Never use flammable liquids such as gasoline around a space 
heater. The flammable vapors can flow from one part of the 
room to another and be ignited by the open flame. 
Never use an unvented heater overnight in the room where peo- 
ple sleep. Deadly amounts of carbon monoxide could ac- 
cumulate and asphyxiation might occur. 
¢Purchase a heater with a guard around the flames to keep 
children and pets away from the heat source. 
elf your heater must be lit manually, always light the match 
before turning on the gas. This avoids the risk of a flare-up from 
accumulated gas. 
*If you have a gas leak don’t use electrical switches or 
telephones. Open windows and doors and call your utility com- 
pany on a neighbor’s phone. 
*Keep lint and dust from gathering around the heater. Follow 
cleaning instructions which come with the heater. 

Kerosene Heaters 
*Keep away from combustible materials or fumes. 
*Keep children (especially with loose clothing) and pets a safe 
distance away. 
Don’t use in small closed areas. 
©Be sure your heater has a recognized seal of approval such as 
Underwriters’ Laboratories (UL) label. This means the heater 
has performed well under test conditions and meets acceptable 
fire safety standards. 
*Be sure your heater has a battery operated lighting device. It 
eliminates the need for matches. 
@Heaters should have a safety shut-off device which extinguishes 
the flame if the unit is jarred or tipped over. 
*A properly operating kerosene heater emits no smoke or strong 
odor during normal operation. A faint odor when you enter the 
room is normal, Also, there is a strong odor when they’re turned 
on or off or run out of fuel. 
eCheck the fuel gauge regularly. 
Have adequate ventilation to other rooms and a source of fresh 
outside air such as a window open about an inch. 
Check the wick every week or two during the heating season. If 
it is dirty, clean it according to manufacturer’s instructions. 
Wipe up any kerosene spillage immediately. 
Remove dust and dirt from in and around the heater regularly. 
*Kerosene heaters require 1-K grade kerosene. When colored or 
cloudy kerosene is burned it will give off an odor, smoke, and 
cause increased indoor pollution levels because the fuel’s higher 
sulphur content sharply boosts sulphur dioxide emissions. Also, 
kerosene other than 1-K grade can gum up the wick. 
eNever use a substitute such as gasoline or camp stove fuel. It 
could start a fire or explode. 
eParents of babies, toddlers, and young children, as well as pet 
owners, should be aware that touching any part of an operating 
kerosene heater above the open flame could result in a serious 
burn. Safety cages are available. 
Never attempt to move a lighted kerosene heater. Even a carry- 
ing handle could cause a burn. Extinguish the flame and allow 
the heater to cool before moving it. 
@Never refuel a kerosene heater when it is still hot. Wait for it to 
cool. 
Fire officials strongly urge that kerosene heaters be turned off 
before you go to sleep. 
Have a smoke detector and fire extinguisher in your house. 
eStore kerosene in a safe place away from heating sources, 
preferably in a garage or shed. 
eWhen refueling refill only 90% of the tank. Cold kerosene ex- 
pands in a heater tank as it warms to room temperature and 
could overflow.

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Postmaster questions linger 
after shooting in Maylene

Investigating authorities were still not certain Tuesday if the death 
of Maylene Postmaster Carolyn Terrell was murder or suicide. 
Alabaster police, however, say it appears that the 37-year old 


postmaster took her own life. 


Still, homicide hasn’t been ruled out. 
Postal authorities in Birmingham were waiting Tuesday at press 
time for results of FBI tests on gloves Terrell was wearing at the time 


of death, 


The postmaster’s body was found around 6 p.m. Thursday in the 


mail vestibule of the post office. 


She had been shot in the temple with a .38 calibre handgun which 
was found near the body. Police report that it was her gun. 
They say it appears the postmaster had been sitting on a mail cart 


when the shot was fired. 


She was found on the floor, next to the cart, by Star Route carrier Ber- 
man Young when he stopped to pick up the mail. 


Alabaster police investigator Sgt. Larry Rollan, who is assisting 
postal investigators with the case, reported that nothing in the post of- 
fice was Cisturbed. He said there are no suspects at this time. 

An antc sy was performed on Terrell’s body at Cooper Green 
Hospital and her gloves were sent to the FBI laboratory in 
Washington DC to determine if they contained gun powder residue. 

Terrell had been postmaster at Maylene two years. She began her 
career with the U.S. Postal Service at the Wilton Post Office in 1972. 

Frances Rawlings has been named officer in charge of the Maylene 
Post Office until a new postmaster is named. 

A resident of Route 5, Montevallo, Terrell is survived by her hus- 
band, J.V. Terrell and daughters Towana and Tara. 

Other survivors are: five sisters, Minnie Aldrich, Rockcreek, Mable 
Pickett, Montevallo, Sara Lucas and Dottie Epinosa, California, Ann 
Holt, Birmingham; one brother, Bobby Lucas, Alabaster.

Man held for shotgun slaying

A Calera man was jailed Satur- 
day night for the alleged shotgun 
slaying of his wife. 

Montevallo police arrested 
Ronald James Anderson, who 
will turn 36 next week, at the 
scene of the shooting. He is 
charged with the murder of 
Shirley Wyonia Anderson, 36. 

Anderson is also charged with 
the attempted murder of Albert 
Ezell Hamm, owner of the

According to police and 
sheriff's reports: 

The couple and two of their 
children were visiting and drink- 
ing some at Hamm’s home 
behind the former Humble Oil 
service station,.when an argu- 
ment broke out. 

Anderson took one child, 


returned to their Route 2 Calera 
house (in Chilton County), and 
picked up a 12 gauge shotgun. 
On the way back to Hamm’s, he 
stopped at a store and reportedly 
bought boxes of magnum buck 
and .00 buck shells. 

Back in Hamm’s yard, Ander- 
son opened fire into the mobile 
home, apparently hitting his wife 
and Hamm several times. The se- 
cond child was not hit.

Lawmen seek truck stop suspect

they have several suspects in the 
truck stop shooting death of a 
Montevallo man.

Public transportation rolling into county

Question: What takes you 
from point ‘A’ to point ‘B’ if you 
don’t have a car -- or if you leave 
your car at home in the garage? 

Answer: Public transportation. 

By March | of this year, public 
transportation is expected to 
become a reality in Shelby and 
Chilton Counties. 

The service is being made 
available through a $200,000 
federal urban mass transit grant 
which was established to set up 
and operate transportation in 
rural areas such as Shelby and 
Chilton Counties. 


The county commissions in the 
two-county area have appointed 
the Chilton-Shelby Mental 
Health Center (CSMHC) to han- 
dle the funding. Through that 
agency the Chilton-Shelby Rural 
Transportation Program has 
been established. 

According to Lou Vick, direc- 
tor of special projects for 
CSMHC, who is now also coor- 
dinating public transportation, 
the service will provide transpor- 
tation to the general public to and 
from most anywhere in the two 
counties. 

The five-day a week service will 


be provided through fixed routes, 
or into areas where requests are 
made for urgent transportation. 

Rides will costs $1 for each one 
way trip. Discounts will be given 
to the elderly, handicapped and 
children, Vick said. 

To start, transportation will be 
provided through two vans -- one 
in each county. Next fall, the pro- 
gram expects to let bids on two 
small transit type buses. 

Vick said the service should 
solve the problems many people 
face in trying to go shopping, 
visit the doctor, or just visit 
friends. 


New school buses are on the way in,

New school buses are on the way in to Shelby 
County -- what is presumed to be asbestos is on 


the way out. 


At last week’s Board of Education meeting in 
Columbiana, board members voted to order 22 
new buses at a total cost of $513,100.96. 

They also approved employing Dampier-Harris 
and Associates of Alabaster as architects for the 
removal project of a material presumed to be 


asbestos. 


During the school bus discussion, Superinten- 
dent of Education Ellie Glasscox reported the 
system is getting two diesel engine buses with an 

_ eye to saving fuel. 

They will be used in the Columbiana area so the 

transportation department can keep a close check 


on the amount of fuel used. 


The diesel powered chassis were ordered from 
Patton International Trucks at 


$19,589.48. 


Bill Strickland in Pelham was awarded the bid 
for 20 gasoline powered chassis. His bid was 


$15,093. 


The reason the bus order is larger than usual 
this year is because the school system is playing 
catch-up. With pro-ration in effect, there were no 


buses ordered last year.

The program will require 
Vick’s services as a parttime 
director, the services of a fulltime 
secretary/ dispatcher, at least two 
fulltime van drivers, and other 
parttime and volunteer workers. 

The grant also provides for the 
purchase of the two initial route 
vans, one van for urgent re- 
quests, and a backup vehicle, 
Vick said. 

For at least the first year, the 
program will not cost the county 
or any municipalities any money. 
The mental health service will in- 
itially be providing some $75,000 
in matching funds or in-kind ser- 
vices. 

**We’re going to start out slow- 
ly and build on to this thing,”’ 
Vick said. ‘‘If our requests (for 
transportation) are coming for a 
given area, we’ll target that area. 
We have to get ridership to make 
this thing work." 

The long range goal of the pro- 
gram, he said, is to coordinate 
the new service with other groups 
-- such as RSVP, Community Ac- 
tion, Senior Citizens, mental 
health and others -- so that 
money is saved through elimina- 
tion of duplicated routes.

Will the proposed 3 mill tax for education to be voted on February 
14 improve the quality of education in Shelby County? 

School officials answer with a resounding ‘yes!’ 

“It’s depressing and demoralizing to students,’* says Thompson 
High School Principal Allen Fulton, ‘‘to try and study under condi- 
tions that exist at Thompson.” 

He says that because of a heating system that can’t be regulated, 
some classrooms are too hot while others are too cold. There are also 
problems with the plumbing, the wiring and a leaking roof. 

The school was built in 1950 and later expanded. 

Thompson and other schools in the county also have a problem with 
insufficient classroom space. 

If the three-mill tax passes, it will bring in approximately $900,000 a

year. That amount will allow the board to borrow $6.5 million for 
building needs it classifies as ‘urgent.’ 

Those ‘urgent’ needs (additional classrooms, covered walkways, 
new band rooms and a new high school at Thompson) add up to a 
total of $9.7 million 

The additional $3.2 million is expected to come from the general 
operating budget. Superintendent of Education Ellie Glasscox told the 
Reporter every effort will be made to tighten the budget enough to 
fund the ‘urgent’ needs projects within the next three years. 

The reason for the tax vote being set on February 14, the 
superintendent explains, is to ‘isolate it from other major issues.’ 

Some critics of the Valentine Day date think the election would not 
cost the county anything if it were included on the ballot with the 
March primaries. ' 

Probate Judge Tommy Snowden reports that is not the case. If a 
local issue is on the March ballot, Snowden says the county would 
have to pay half the cost of the election -- approximately $7,000. 

By holding a separate election for the education tax vote, Snowden 
figures the difference in cost will be $800. 

Besides the assertion that better instructional facilities will improve 
the quality of education, the point has also been made that better 
schools will help the growth and development of the county. 

‘*Real Estate people tell me that one of the first things they’re asked 
by prospective home buyers, is about schools’’ says Wilsonville resi- 
dent Betty Rayfield. 

The same point was made recently by members of a task force in 
Montevallo, who recommended ways to enhance the economic 
development of the city. 

Quality schools or not, rapid growth has been predicted for the 
county, amounting to a 37.5% increase by 1990. 

With Thompson High School already at capacity with 830 students, 
parents in the Alabaster area are concerned about classroom space 
because 1,350 elementary school students are now on the way. 

According to THS principal Allen Fulton, a new high school with 
space for 1,200 students would cost some $5 million. 

But Superintendent of Education Ellie Glasscox says the board 
hopes to keep the cost closer to $4 million, leaving more money to ad- 
dress building needs at other county schools. 

The superintendent denied the assertion of one unidentified person 
who wrote the Reporter saying that all of the money borrowed as a 
result of the increased tax revenue would be used for Thompson. 

Admitting that Thompson is one of the top priorities, Glasscox said 
that any school where there is a space problem is also considered a top 
priority. 

In answer to the claim made by some people that Thompson can be 
renovated, trustee Hershel Hale said that a contractor several years 
ago called the facility a ‘throw-away’ building. 

‘*We've been told,’’ he reported, ‘‘that it would cost as much or 
more to renovate the building than it would to construct a new one.’ 

Stressing the need for additional classrooms at his school, Calera 
Elementary School Principal Philip Haynie asked how test scores can 
be improved when teachers are hampered by the facilities. 

Haynie reports a kindergarten class and a Sth grade class -- both in 
mobile classrooms -- do not have adequate space; learning disability 
classes have to meet in a small office in the library; the speech and 
gifted classes have to meet in the library’s audio visual room; there is 
no designated instructional space for physical education. 

Other county schools have similar needs. 

On the list of ‘urgent’ building needs are additional classrooms for 
six schools, indoor activity areas at three others, and new band rooms 
for two schools. 

Other projects where capital outlay funds will be used include:

Another question that has 
arisen is what happens if one 
Shelby County school district 
votes in the increase, and the 
other votes it down? (The Vin- 
cent area has, since 1927, been in 
a district separate from the rest of 
the county system -- a situation 
brought about by state law.) 

According to Glasscox, if this 
happens, the area voting in the 
tax will be the only one to receive 
any of its benefits, and the only 
one taxed.

Shelby Medical Center will ap- 
parently ‘coast’ for a while with 
Norman Price as its interim ad- 
ministrator, 

At last week’s meeting of the 
SMC board of icine: no ac- 
tion was taken on forming a 
search committee to screen ap- 
plicants for the Position R. 
Roland Bradford vacated by his 
abrupt resignation January 17. 

The board did, however, go in- 
to two executive sessions, closing 
the meeting to the press while it 
discussed the “good name and 
character’’ of personnel involved 
in two different matters. 

The board also agreed to wait 
until next week before commit- 
ting itself on more than $1 
million worth of heart 
catheterization lab equipment. 

Chief of staff Dr. Stacy Childs 
Suggested to the board that more 
research on the equipment was 
needed to make sure it met 
specifications for mobility in the 
operating room. 


Board member C.E. ‘Bull’ 


Carter questioned the need to act 
immediately on a tentatively ac- 
cepted bid by a German 
manufacturer. Board member 
Calvin Carter, who is heading the 
committee on the equipment, 
noted that the low bid brand is 
even considered unsafe. 

Price said the hospital was not 
legally obligated to purchase 
from the low bidder. Further- 
more, he said the German com- 
pany had since lowered its bid by 
$20,000 and another company 
had changed its bid to $1.6 
million. 

According to Price, the 
hospital had time for further 
study and still get it ordered in 
time to open the new catheteriza- 
tion facility by October. 

Childs also reported that doc- 
tors had successfully removed a 
number of simulated kidney 
stones. 

The new equipment and pro- 
cedure -- when fully operational 
within the next two months -- will 
allow patients to have stones 
removed through minor surgery. 


Such patients are now having to 
be transferred to other hospitals, 
Childs said. 

Childs also reported on a pro- 
blem in the radiology department 
that involved the separation of 
authority between medical and 
administrative personnel. Childs 
said the medical executive com-

Schools need tax, ‘extras’ 


Letter to the Editor:

Some people complain of 
waste, but are not specific and 
certainly offer no viable method 
for eliminating the waste. | am 
certain that waste exists, but as 
long as our administrators are 
human we shall have waste. The 
reason is simple -- waste is usually 
the result of a mistake and all 
humans make mistakes. 

The main point of my letter is, 
however, not the tax referendum, 
but concern for the school 


system. Our schools need more 
than just money. Sure, we all pay 
taxes, buy cookies and candy and 
bulbs, etc. But how many of us 
give any of our time to the 
schools. How many of us parents 
belong to a PTA or PTO? And if 


we belong, do we ever attend a 
meeting? This kind of support is 
frequently much more important 
than the giving of money through 
the purchases of cookies or can- 
dy. Recently the principal of the 
Montevallo Elementary school 
asked for volunteers to paint the 
classrooms which had not been 
painted in several years. This pro- 
vided the Montevallo community 
with an excellent opportunity to 
save the school some money and 
much more importantly to 
demonstrate to the teachers that 
someone cared, The turn-out was 
good, but could have been better. 
Of course, many parents may not 
have known about the painting 
project. My message to those 
parents is that they could have 
known if they had wanted to 
know. The painting was spon- 


sored by the PTO (paiiit was sup- 
plied by the county). So, to know 
about such events in the future, 
all one has to do is to join the 
PTO and then tell their child’s 
PTO classroom representative or 
some member of the PTO ex- 
ecutive committee to be sure to 
call when there is a special pro- 
ject. The calls for help usually go 
only to those who are most likely 
to respond. The most important 
result of this project was not, 
however, the new paint but the 
message that the teachers receiv- 
ed as a consequence. Our 
children received the same 
message. They know that the 
paint was really for them. 


I think that if we continue to 
do ‘extra’ things for our schools 
that our children, their teachers 
and the schools’ administrators 
will soon realize that we also ex- 
pect something extra from each 
‘of them.

This was certainly different from the old days 
of train travel, I thought.

The legislative investigation being made of 
the Department of Aeronautics grows more 
incredible---and shameful---by the day.

Rowe found out swiftly that 
‘‘whistle-blowing’’ can be hazardous to your 
health, especially if the appointee has friends in 
high places and a brother in the State Senate. 
Foshee has all of that. 

A legislative committee was then created to 
presumably look into the charges made by 
Rowe. To say the committee was stacked with 
Foshee friends is a slight understatement. 

These six legislators on the committee--- 
headed by Sen. Charles Bishop of Jasper--- 
made it clear at the outset that they were out to 
protect Foshee and to get rid of Rowe for dar- 
ing to open his mouth. Two days of hearings 
were enough to convince Rowe that he was 
doomed. Rather than put up with the commit- 
tee’s assault, led by Sen. Bishop, who is not a 
candidate for any awards for courtesy, Rowe 
retired. 

Under most circumstances, that would have 


ended the controversy. But the committee 
members want some more blood. Now they 
have hired a private eye... at taxpayers ex- 
pense...to continue the probe. They are deter- 
mined to dig up something to besmirch Rowe. 

Meanwhile, Wheeler Foshee, who was sup- 
posed to be the subject of the investigation, 
continues to draw his $43,000-a-year salary. 

Perhaps the most regrettable effect of this 
sham of an investigation is that it will surely 
discourage any other state employees or of- 
ficials from calling public attention to wasteful 
practices.

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Almont fire dues become issue

The subject of fire dues is 
becoming a hot potato in Al- 
mont. 

Two years ago Montevallo 
stopped answering fire and rescue 
calls outside its city limits -- 
which cut off neighboring Al- 
mont from its customary protec- 
tion. 

Therefore the community 
voted to form the Community 
West Fire District and charge 
residents dues. The dues -- which 
amount to just over $50 per year 
-- are used to contract with 
Montevallo, for fire and rescue 
service. 

The problem: according to 
district trustee Rev. Albert Jones, 
people aren’t paying their dues. 
According to city officials, that 
means the contract for services is 
breached and may become void. 

“‘We’re in a pinch,’’ Jones 
says. ‘‘They (city officials) said 
they’re going to cut it off if we 
don’t do something pretty 
quick.’’ 

The fire district is holding a 
special, public meeting at 7 p.m. 
in the basement of the Pilgrim’s 
Rest Baptist Church, Monday, 
February 6, to discuss the situa- 
tion. Jones is urging all Almont 
residents to attend. 

City officials will be on hand, 
as well as a fire district lawyer. 
The lawyer will be explaining the 
district’s legal rights to place a 
lien on area homes that haven’t 
paid dues. 

Ultimately, if dues aren’t paid, 
the fire district can foreclose on 
residents’ houses, then sell them 
to cover the dues. 

‘*We don’t want to have to do 
that,’’ Jones stresses. ‘‘We’re try- 
ing to be lenient with people. 

He says some of the 50 or so 
families that haven’t paid 
anything in two years probably 
don’t because they didn’t vote for 
the district to begin with. Legally, 
that doesn’t matter, they have to 
pay. 

With many families, Jones 
thinks the problem is simply a 
lack of communication. They 
don’t know they can apply for 


hardship deferments. 

Jones also notes that his 
premiums dropped $120 when he 
notified his agent that his home 
was in a ‘Class 6’ fire district. 
Some people aren’t aware of the 
certificates (they’ll be available 
Monday) to send to their agents, 
and still pay ‘Class 10’ rates. 


Montevallo Mayor Ralph Sears 
said that the city has again waiv- 


ed several of the monthly $350 
backpayments the district owes. 

‘*But we can’t keep waiving the 
payments forever,’’ he said. 

Since October, Montevallo has 
made two fire calls and 11 rescue 
calls to Almont. 

Other district trustees are: 
Henry Tolbert, Amos Nicks, 
Fred Alexander, Will Brantley, 
Roger Smitherman, and Foster 
Dove.

Pelham bumps Thompson for county cage title

History repeated itself in Pelham last Friday night. The Pelham 
Panthers beat Thompson 57-53 for the county basketball title, in a 
wild, over-time finals match on their home court. 

With the win, the Panthers continued the annual saga of alternating 
county championships with Thompson which has spanned four years. 

Only 20 seconds showed on the regulation game clock as Pelham led 
the defending county champion Thompson Warriors 48-46. 

The situation was critical... 

A Panther foul had just sent Warrior Jerome Taylor to the free- 
throw line and the home crowd knew the importance of the moment. 

A long, drawn out chant of ‘‘Pressure! Pressure!...’’ descended 
upon Warrior ears. 

Thompson coach Thomas Johnson called time out to talk with his 
squad. Taylor followed the pause by cooly hitting both ends of a one- 
and-one. That tied the match at 48-all and threw three over-time 
minutes on the clock. 

The mix of Warrior/Panther fans -- filling two levels of seats in 
Pelham’s gym and spilling over into a standing room only situation -- 
went beserk. 

It was almost as if someone had written a story book script for the 
battle between the two Shelby County basketball giants. 

The Warriors entered the championship final with a record of 16-5 
while the Panthers brought a record of 15-6. 

In 1983, history told a different story. Thompson beat Pelham 
65-53. Pelham, however, defeated Thompson in over-time in 1982. 
But in 1981, Thompson beat Pelham in tripple over-time... 


This year Pelham was determined to take its turn again at the top, 
and now only three minutes of over-time stood in its way. 

Thompson made a threatening move to make it two titles in a row 
by controlling the opening tip. But the curse of alternating winners 
would not be denied as foul trouble struck the Warriors like a bolt. 

Panther Eddie Reeves made four straight free-throws down the 
stretch. 

Pelham’s Bryan Hughes added two more free-throw points before 
Reeves added another and a final Pelham bucket put the game on ice 
57-53. 


‘Free throws made everything,” an estastic Hughes later said as his 
teammate John North carried out the tradition of cutting the net. 

Did he really think his team could win? 

“Yeah... all the way,’’ Hughes grinned. ‘‘We beat them once before 
this year. There was no doubt.”’ 

A dejected coach Johnson spoke horsely of the Warrior loss. 

“We played hard but we just didn’t win,”’ was all he could manage. 

Apart from giving Pelham the county title, the win also handed the 
Panthers a 16-6 record -- identical with Thompson’s. 

That means that both schools will now be at each other’s throats for 
the 3A Area 9 title to be decided February 20-24 in Childersburg. 

But Shelby County, Chilton County, Bibb County, Childersburg 
and Sylacauga will all have something to say about that. * 


For the record, Tony Hale led the Warriors in last Friday’s losing 
effort with 16 points, while North paced the Panthers with 22 points 


of his own. 


However, Thompson can take some solice from the countv tourna- 
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ment. The Warrior B-Team managed to knock off Montevallo 49-37, 
to win that class of the county tournament. 

The B-Team Warriors were led by Elliott Bivins with 16 points.

A Bill to be Entitled An Act 

Relating to the City of Pelham, a 
municipal corporation; and create a 
Peinam Municipal Racing Commis- 
sion for the reguiation. licensing, 
qualitication for licensing, and super- 
vision of Greyhound racing, and 
wagering (hereon, to prescribe the 
composition, qualification, appoint- 
ment, terms of office; powers and 
duties of the commission, to 
prescribe certain qualificaitons tor 
applicants tor licenses; to provide for 
and regulate the pari-mutuels or cer- 
titicate method or wagering within 
the enctosure of licensed race tracks, 
to provide for the distribution of 
license tees, taxes, commissions and 
other moneys received under the pro- 
visions of the act; and to provide cer- 
tain penalties for the violation of this 
act and for other purposes relative 
thereto, and to provide for a referen- 
durn of the voters of the City of 
Pelham on the question of whether 
the act will become effective in said 
municipality; to authorize the employ- 
ment by said Racing Commission of 
special legal counsel in addition to 
representation by the Office of the Ci- 
ty Attorney of said city, to prohibit 
members of said Racing Commission 
trom making political contributions; 


to provide for the severability of (he 
parts, sections and provisions of said 
Act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama: 

Section 1. A municipal Racing 
Commission is hereby created and 
established for and in the City of 
Pelham, a municipal corporation, and 
said Racing Commission is vested 
with the powers and duties specified 
in this Act, and all other powers 
necessary and proper to enable |t to 
execute fully and effectually the pur- 
poses of the Act. The official name o! 
said Commission shall be The 
Pelham Municipal Racing Commis: 
sion, the same being sometimes 
reterred to herein as the Racing Com: 
mission of the Commission, Said 
Commission shall consist of three (3) 
members to be appointed as 
hereinafter provided. The member of 
the Alabama Legislature representing 
House District 40 shall appoint one 
(1) member of said Commission to 
serve for a period of one (1) year from 
said etfective date; 

the Mayor of Pelham, Alabama 
shail appoint one (1) member to serve 
for a period of two (2) years trom said 
sttective date; and the City Council of 
Pelham, Alabama by majority vote of 
the members present shall appoint 
one (1) member to serve for a period 
of three (3) years trom said effective 
date As the terms of each Commis: 
sion member shall expire, such 
member's successor shall be ap- 
pointed for a period of three (3) years 
by the appointing authority who made 
the original appointment. Ifa vacancy 
shall occur for any reason, then that 
vacancy shall be filled for tha unex: 
pired term in the Same manner as 
original appoiniments are made, In 
the event that any vacancy shall exist 
on the Commission fora period in ex- 
cess of thirty (30) days, then the 
Governor of the State Of Alabama 
shall Till such vacancy in lieu of ap- 
pointement hy the appointing 
authorily as herein designated, Initial 
appointment of ihe Pelham Municipal 
Racing Commission shali be made 
within fitteen (15) days after this act 
iS approved by the voters of the City 
of Petham. Alabama as |s herein pro- 
vided, 

Section 2. All books, records, 
maps, documents and papers held by 
the Commission shall constitute 
public records, and be available for 
copying, examination and inspection 
during all normal business hours by 
any agency, official or person. 

Section 3, The members of the 
Commission shalt be qualified elec- 
tors not less than twenty-one (21) 
years of age, who shall be resided in 
the City of Pelham for a the period of 
three (3) years next preceding their 
appointment, Each Commissioner 
shall take the same constirutional 
cath of office as other municipal of- 
ficers, and shall give bond payable to 
the City ot Pelham in the amount of 
$25,000, conditioned that such 
member will faithfully and properly 
perform the duties of his office. The 
premiums on such bonds shall be 
paid by the Commission from the 
funds out of which the members of 
the Commission are compensated 
The Commission may employ such 
assistants and employees as may be 
necessary. The Com,mission may 
also employ accounting, in- 
vestigative, publicity and public rela 
tions and architectural firms for 
assistance in implementing and en- 
forcing its duties under this Act 

The Commission shall select one 
of its members to act as Chairman 
thereol, The Chairman so selected 
shall hold office for a period of one (1) 
year or until his Successor shall be 
selected The Commision shall meet 
on the call of its Chairman, bul no 
less than once each three (3) months 
tor the conduct of its business, 

A member of the Racing Commis: 
sion must not be, nor shail he be, a 
member of any board of directors or 
an officer, partner or associate in any 
organization financially interested in 
any race track, or race meeting licens- 
ed by the Commission, or any 
licensee hereunder; nor shall he race 
any dog or be financially Interested in 
any dog in any race meeting licensed 
by the Commision, 

Section 4, The compensation of 
each member of the Commission 
shat! be One Thousand Five Hundred 
Dollars ($1,500.00) per month, One (1) 
member of said Commission shall be 
required to be in attendance at each 
facing event and said designated 
mamber shall receive an additional 
Filty Dollars ($50.00) per diem while 
engaged in the performance of his 
duties, Each Racing Commissioner 
engaged in the performance of his 
duties when traveling within the State 
of Alabama but outside Shelby Coun- 
ty shall receive Filty Dollars ($50.00) 
per diem and when traveling outside 
the State of Alabama, One Hundred 
Dollars ($100.00) per diem plus 
transportation expenses. 

Section 5. The Finance Director or 
other chief fiscal officer of the City of 
Pelham shall be Ex-Officio Treasurer 
of the Racing Commission, and shal! 
collect all the license fees, taxes and 
moneys provided in this Act, and 
shall Supervise, check and audit the 
operation of the parimutuels wager- 
ing pools and the conduct and 
distribution thereot 

Section 6 The Racing Commis- 
sion shall have the authority to 
employ legal counsel of its selection 
to advise the commission and repre- 
sent it in all proceedings. The com- 
pensation of such counsel shall be 
paid out of the general lund of the Ci- 
ty of Pelham, 

Section 7, It shall be the duty of 
the Racing Commission to carry out 
the provisions of ihis Act; and i! shall 
have'the following specific duties: 

(1) To tix and set dates upon which 

racing meetings may be held or 
operated. 
(2) To make an annual report to the 
governing body of the City of Peinam 
of its operation, showing its own ac: 
tions and rulings, and receipts deriv- 
ed under the provisions of this Act, 
and such suggestions as it may deem 
proper for the more effective ac- 
complishment of the purpose of this 
Act. 

(3) To require each applicant to: 

(a) if an individual, group of in- 
dividuals or partnership, each in- 
dividual or partner shall be a resident 
of the State of Alabama for at least 
five (5) years immediately preceding 
the date of the license issued. 

(b) {f a corporation, each incor- 
porator, stockholder, director, and of- 
ticer shall be a resident of the State 
of Alabama for at least tive (5) years 
immediately preceding the date of 
the license issued. 

(c) Set forth on such application tor 
a license the following information: 

(i) The full name of each individual 
or partner, their business and home 
address, their present business, oc- 
cupation, or profession, and each 
residence and business address and 
each business, occupation, and pro- 
fession engaged in by such in- 
dividuals for a period of fifteen (15) 
years prior to the date of such ap- 
plication, 

(i) The name and address of each 
of the incorporators, stockholders, 
directors, and officers of any corpora- 
lion making such application and the 
present business, occupation, or pro- 
fession of each of such incor: 
porators, stockholders, directors, and 
olficers and each residence and 
business address and each business, 
occupation, and profession engaged 
in by such incorporators, 
stockholders, directors, and officers 
fer a period of fifteen 115) years prior 
to the date of such appplication, 

(ii) The exact location where it is 
desired to conduct of Nold a racing 
meet and a complete set of architec. 
tural renderings and construction 
plans showing the site, topography, 
the type of construction, the track 
design, and the concession plans, 
together with sufficient proof of 
capitalization to construct and 
operate said tzcility. ! such proof of 
Capitalization conlot pistes Wel @ 
loan or Other indebtedness wil) be in- 
curred by such applicant, then the 
name and address of each person, 


firm or corporation making such loan 
or underwriting such indebtedness 
shall be given together with the writ: 
ten commitment of such person, firm 
of corporation to make such loan or 
underwrite such indebtedness. 

(iv) Whether such racing plant Is to 
be owned by applicant or leased, and 
if leased, the owner thereof shall 
meet the same residence re- 
quirments as an applicant and the 
same information shall be furnished 
for such owner as is required to be 
furnished for an applicant. 

(v) (f the applicant ts to enter into a 
management contract with any per- 
son of legal entity, then such person 
or other legal entity shail meet the 
same residence requirement and the 
same information shall be furnished 
concerning such person or legal ent!- 
ty as is required of an applicant. 

(vi) The kind of racing to be con- 
ducted and the dates requested. 

(vii) Such other information as the 
Racing Commission may require. 

(vill) To disclose any indictment for 
of conviction of any felony and any 
conviction of a misdemeanor Involv- 
ing a crime of moral turpitude on the 
part of the applicant, its officers, 
directors, stockholders, partners, 
associates, of any person financially 
interested In said applicant. 

(4) To require an oath of every appli- 
cant, or by the president or executive 
officer of the association or corpora- 
tion, stating that the information con- 
tained in the application is true. 

(5) To make uniform rules and 
fegulations governing the holding, 
conducting, and operating of all race 
tracks, race meetings, and races held 
in the City 

(6) Receive ali applications for the 
initial license within thirty (30) days 
foliowing the appointment of the 
Commissioners and to grant, reject or 
otherwise act upon all such applica- 
tions within ten (10) days after the 
last day for receiving such applica: 
tions. 

(7) All books records, maps, 
documents, and papers of the Com- 
mission, including those filed with 
the Commission as well as those 
prepared by or for it, shal! at all times 
be open for the personal inspection 
at the office of the Commission dur- 
ing its normal business hours by any 
officer of the State of Alabama, or of 
any county, municipality, or other 
subdivision of the State, or of any of- 
ficial investigative body or commit: 
lee, provided that such officer, in- 
vestigative body of committee shall 
be authorized fo carry out such in- 
Spection and examination, and no 
person having charge of custody 
thereof shall retuse this right to any 
officer or investigative body or com- 
mittee, and it shall be the express du- 
ty of such person to assist such of- 
licer or committee in locating records 
of information desired by them Any 
member or employee of the Commis: 
sion who violated the provisions of 
this section shall be removed from of- 
fice and forfeit his bona 

Section 8. Any person, associa- 
tlon, of corporation desiring to 
operate a race track in the City of 
Pelham shall have the right to apply 
to the Commission, subject to the 
provisions of this Act, to hold and 
conduct one or more race meeting at 
Such track each year, provided that 
no such license shall be granted to 
any person, association, of corpora- 
tion, of to any track, for a period 
longer than three hundred (300) rac- 
ing days in any one (1) year. 

The Commission may extend said 
limitations of time for greyhound rac- 
ing not to exceed three (3) days at any 
One track beyound the period other 
wise provided by law so that any such 
track shall conduct a charity day or 
days of racing for any One or more 
recognized charities in the City of 
Pelham which has a tax exempt 
Status as provided for under the Inter- 
nal Revenue Code, The tota! of all pro- 
tits derived for the operation of such 
racing on such charity days, in- 
cluding all moneys which would 
otherwise be received by the Com- 
mission as heey for such days’ 
operations. become a 
part of A oharty hide funder which 
such racing on such days is con- 
ducted. The charity trust fund shalt 
be administered as directed by the 
Racing Commission 

In determining profits derived from 
such racing on such charity days, 
Said profits shall include all taxes 
payable to the City of Pelham or any 
agency thero! tor such days’ opera- 
lions. The licensee of said tracks 
shall only be entitled to deduct from 
the protits accruing from all receipts 
on such charity days of racing their 
actual operating costs, which costs 
shall be those expenses incurred by 
the race track solely by reason of 
holding said charity days of racing 
and shall not be deemed to include 
such expenses constant from day to 
day and which would have been incur- 
red had the race on that day not been 
held, including, bul not limited to, 
Such items as capital expenditures, 
interest on debts, real estate taxes 
and annual license fee, donations, 
bad debts, and such other items of 
daily or prorated expenses as the 
Commission may by rule prescribe 
and provided, however, that such ex- 
penses shall be deemed to be a dona- 
tion to the charity or charities 
benefiting trom said racing days. 

There shall be only one greyhound 
dog racing facility in Pelham, 

Section 9. No race or racing shall 
be permitted on Sunday No person 
under nineteen (19) years of age shall 
be employed in any manner about 
said race track except as exercise 
boys, jockeys, handlers, grooms, 
ushers and concessionaires; nor 
shall persons under nineteen (19) 
years of age be permitted to attend 
any race 

Section 10. The original license 
issued in accordance with the terms 
of this Act shall be for a period to 
allow ten (10) full calendar years of 
racing following the construction and 
equipping of the racing plant or tacili- 
ty or for the length of time required 
for the amortization of the capital in- 
vestment, whichever is longer, and 
shall be granted so as to expire on the 
31st day of December following such 
ten (10) tull calendar years of racing 
or the amortization of the capital in- 
vestment. On or before the 1st day of 
December of the last year of the 
original license, the Racing Commi- 
sion shall accept application in the 
manner, form and requiring the re- 
quisite qualifications ali as prescrib- 
ed in this Act for additional periods of 
not more than three (3) calendar 
years. On of befor the 121 day of 
January thereafter, the Commission 
shall convene to consider and act 
upon such applications, Subsequent 
applications shall be accepted and 
license issued in the same manner. If 
a licensee shall apply for a renewal 
license, the same shall not be denied 
except for good cause provided, 
however, the Commission may re- 
quire that such licensee furnish the 
requisite information and meet the re- 
quisite qualifications required by this 
Act 

The license granted under this Act 
shall set forth in addition to any other 
information prescribed by the Racing 
Commission the name of the 
licensee, the location of the race 
track, duration of the race meeting 
and the kind of racing desired to be 
conducted and shall show the receipt 
by the Commission of a license fee 
set by the Commission, provided, 
however, that such license fee shall 
not exceed One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00) annually. No such license 
shall be translerable, nor shall it app- 
ly to any other place, track, or 
enclosure except the one specified jn 
the license. 

Section 11. (a) The Commission 
may suspend or revoke the license of 
any licenses conducting a race 
meeting, upon the willful violation of 
any of the provisions of the Act, or 
any rule or regulation 
the Commission or may invoke a fine 
not to exceed $10,000 per offense in 
lieu thersol in addition to such other 
civil and criminal penalties otherwise 
applicable. 

(o) tt ts untawlul for any member of 


said Racing Commiasion, or any 
licensee under this chapter directly 
or indirectly, to make any contribu- 
tion whatsoever to any political party 
or to any candidate for any State, 
County, or rgabainse —_ and — 
proof being presen any 
prohibited contribution having been 
made by the licensee, the Commis- 
sion shall immediately and per- 
manently revoke the license of such 
licensee. 

(cf any member of said Racing 
Commission violates, consents to, or 
participates in, any violation of the 
provisions of this Act, in addition to 
such other civil and criminal 
penalties otherwise applicable, such 
member shall be subject to removal 
from office. 

(d) No disciplinary action may be 
taken hereunder until the licensee 
has been presented with notice in 
writing specifying the time and place 
of a disciplinary hearing, said notice 
setting out in substance the nature of 
the accusation, and inviting the 
licansee to appear, with or without 
counsel, as the licensee may decide, 
the licensee being afforded an oppor- 
tunity to face and examine his ac- 
cusers, call witnesses and testify |! 
he chooses, 

Section 12, The Commission |s 
empowered to compel the production 
of any and all books, memoranda, or 
documents showing the receipts and 
disbursements of any person, 
association or corporation licensed 
to conduct race meetings under the 
provisions of this Act. The Commis- 
sion may at any time require the 
removal of any employee or official 
employed by any licensee hereunder 
whenever |t has reason to believe that 
such employee or official is guilty of 
any improper practice in connection 
with racing, has tailed to comply with 
any condition of the license, or has 
violated any rule adopted by the Com- 
mission. The Commission shal! have 
the power to require that the books 
and financial or other statements of 
any licensee be kept in a manner and 
method provided by ihe Commission; 
and the Commission shall be 
authorized to visit, investigate, and 
place auditors and inspectors in the 
offices, tracks, or place of business 
of any person, association or corpora- 
tion licensed under this Act, 

The Commission shall have power 
to summon witnesses before its 
meetings; to administer oaths to 
such witnesses, and to require 
testimony on any issues before it. 

Section 13. The Commission shall 
have the power to grant, refuse, sus- 
pend, or withdraw licenses to all per- 
sons connected with race tracks, in- 
cluding all salaried employees, gate 
keepers, announcers, ushers, 
starters, officials, drivers, dog 
owners, agents, trainers, handlers, 
grooms, stable foremen, exercise 
boys, veterinarians, valets, sellers of 
facing forms or bulletins, and atten- 
dants in connection with the wager- 
ing machines, pursuant to such rules 
and regulations as the Commission 
may from time to time adopt and 
upon the payment of license fee as 
Shall, from time to time, be fixed and 
determined by the Commision in ac- 
cordance with the position and com- 
pensation of such person. Any such 
license may be revoked by the Com- 
misison, at is discretion, and any per- 
son whose license is revoked shail be 
ineligible to participate in such oc- 
cupation connected with racing 
unless the license ts returned by the 
Commission with permission to 
operate thereunder. The Commision 
may deny or revoke a license to any 
person who has been refused or 
denied a license by any other state 
facing commission or racing 
authoriy, or who has furnished the 
Commission with an application con- 
taining falsified information. 

Section 14. The Commission shall 

“make rules governing, permitting, 
and regulating the wagering on races. 
“Pari-Mutuels Wagering" shall be 
legal to the extent that, and so long 
as, the same is. carried on and con- 
ducted strictly in conformity with this 
Act, and not otherwise. Only the per- 
sons, associations, or corporations 
receiving a license from the Commis- 
sion shall have the right or privilege 
to conduct this type of wagering 
within the City of Pelham, and the 
licenses shall restrict and confine 
this form of wagering to a space 
within the race meeting grounds. Ali 
other torms of wagering on the result 
of the races shall be illegal, and any 
or all wagering outside of the 
enclosure of such races, where such 
races shall have been licensed by the 
Commission, shail be illegal, 

No person of corporation shail 
directly or indirectly purchase 
parimutuels tickets for another tor 
hire or for any gratuity and no person 
shall purchase any part of a pari- 
mutuels ticket through another, 
wherein he gives or pays directly or 
indirectly such other person anything 
of value. 

Section 15. Every licensee conduc- 
ling race meetings under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall pay to the Ex- 
Officio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis- 
sion, a tax in an amount equal to six 
per cent (6%) of the total moneys 
wagered in all pari-mutuels pools 
conducted on any race track licensed 
under this Act. The commission of a 
licensee on a pari-mutuels pool shall 
in no event exceed eighteen percent 
(18%) of the amount wagered in said 
Pari-mutuels pool, which amount 
shall include the six percent (6%) tax 
heretofore provided. After the deduc- 
tion of the six percent (6%) for the 
use of the commission and the 
percentage commission of the 
licensee, the remainder of the totais 
wagered in each pool shall be divided 
among the winners in each poo) ac- 
cording to the Rules of Racing outlin- 
ed by the Commission, which Rules 
shall generally conform to practices 
now in effect at other lawtully licens- 
ed dog race tracks in the United 
States. Each redistribution shall be 
made in a sum equal to the next 
lowest multiple of ten, The licensee 
is entitled to retain the odd cents of 
all redistribtuions to be known as 
“breakage to a dime”, and all moneys 
fepresented by any unclaimed, un- 
cashed or abandoned parimutuels 
tickets known as “outs” tickets, 
Under the pari-mutuels system of 
wagering herein provided, the 
licensee shall be permitted to provide 
separate pools for bets to win, place, 
show, a dally double, exactas, trifec- 
tas, a quineila and a double quineila, 
or such other pool as may from time 
to time be approved by the Commis- 
sion. Each poot shall be redistributed 
Separately as herein provided. Should 
there be no winning ticket sold on 
any pool that conforms to the intent 
of that pool, provisions will be made 
in the Rules of Racing adopted by the 
Commission to assure the distribu- 
tion of the net amount of such pool. 

The licensee shall be required to 
use a totalizator machine to record 
the wagering and compute the odds 
Rules and reguaitions governing the 
operation of each of the pools shall 
be set out in book form by the Racing 
Commission, The licensee shall col- 
lect from each person attending the 
face meetings under the provisions 
of this Act ten (10) cents admission 
tax, Licensees shal! make payment of 
such taxes to the Ex-Officio 
Treasurer of the Racing Commission 
once each quarter (three months) 
which payment shall be accompanied 
by 4 report on the races covered by 
such payment and such other infor- 
mation as the Commission may re- 
quire. 

Section 16, if any free passes or 
complimentary cards shall be issued 
to guests by any license, such 
licensee shall nevertheless be 
responsible for payment of the ad- 
mission tax upon such complimen- 
tary admission cards or passes as 
though they had been sold at regular 


by admission price. However, nothing 


herein contained shall be construed 
to prohibit the issuance of tax tree 
passes to officials and actual 
employees of the licensee, or other 
persons actually engaged jn working 
at such track, including persons ac- 


tually employed and accredited by 
the press or other news service; pro. 
vided, that the issuance of all such 
tax free passes shall be governed by 
the regulations and orders of the 
Commission and a list of all such of. 
ficers, employees, and news service 
representatives shall be filed with the 
Commission. 

Section 17. The license fees, com- 
missions, and excise texes imposed 
herein shail be in lieu of al license, ex- 
cise, and occupational taxes to the 
State of Alabama, or any county, city, 
town of other political subdivision 
thereo!, provided however that any 
person firm or corporation who 
operates @ restaurant, bar or other 
concession on the premises shall ba 
subject to the usual city, county and 
state taxes that are normally leview 
upon such businesses including 
sales taxes. 

Section 18. Any corporation, 
association, or person who directly or 
indirectly holds any dog race without 
having procured a@ license as 
prescribed in this Act shall be guiity 
of a misdemeanor. Any person wager- 
ing upon the results of sych a race, 
except in the pari-mutuei method of 
wagering when the same is con- 
ducted by a licensse and upon the 
grounds of enclosure of said 
licensee, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. Any corporation, 
organizaiton, assoiciation, or person 
who violates any provision of this 
Act, for which penalty |s not express. 
ly provided, shall be gulity of a misde- 
meanor. Upon conviction of any of 
the above misdemeanors in a court of 
competent jurisdiction, the penalty 
shall be a fine of not less than One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00), nor more 
than One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00), or by imprisonment of not 
less than five days nor more than six 
months, or both, such fine and im- 
prisonment to be in the discretion of 
the court. 

Section 19. All fees, commissions, 
taxes and other moneys, including 
tines and forfeitures, received under 
the provisions of this Act shall be 
paid to the Ex-Officio Treasurer of the 
Racing Commission within ten (10) 
days following the quarterly receipt 
therof and shall be forthwith 
deposited or caused to be deposited 
to the account of the Pelham 
Municipal Racing Commission. 
Deposits shall, to the extent prac- 
ticable, be deposited in interest bear: 
ing accounts or securities, All such 
moneys remaining after payment of 
fhe expenses. incurred in the ad- 
ministration of this Act, including the 
payment of the salaries and expenses 
of the members and employees of the 
Commission, shall be distributed 
within forty-tive (45) days of receipt of 
the Commission to the City of 
Pelham, the proceeds of which shall 
be used by said municipality in the 
following percentages and for the 
following purposes; 

(a) Eighteen percent (18%) for the 
Shelby County Board of Education to 
be used for the operation of the 
public schools in Shelby County, 
Alabama, privided however in the 
avent one or more municipalities in 
Shelby County shal! create a separate 
school system then and in such event 
or events the distribution as herein 
provided shall be prorated between 
the Shelby County Board of Educa- 
tion and such separate municipal 
School system based on the student 
population. 

(b) Two percent (2%) for higher 
education in Shelby County. 

(c) Three percent (3%) for use by 
the Sheriff's Department of Shelby 
County as the Sherilf shall from time 
to time determine. 

(d) Twenty-seven percent (27%) for 
use for the benefit of the citizens of 
Shelby County as the governing body 
of the county shall from time to time 
determine. 

{e) Fifty percent (50%) shall remain 
unearmarkded and may be spent in 
any manner provided by law, for the 
benelit of the citizens of Pelham, 
Alabama as the governing body of 
that municipality shall from time to 
time determine. 

Section 20. No person who 
engages in the practice of lilegal 
bookmaking dog races, or who know- 
ingly taken any part in such practices, 
shall be eligible as an applicant for 
any license or permit to operate a 
face track of a race meeting under the 
provisions of this Act, or to be con- 
nected therewith in any capacity; and 
any association or corporation which 
has as an officer, director, 
stockholder, executive or any other 
person financially interested therein 
or who knowingly employs any per- 
son who engages in such practices 
shall likewise be Ineligible as @ 
licensee, and the Commission is 
hereby empowered to inquire into 
such matters in entertaining any such 
applications and otherwise ad- 
ministering this Act, 

Section 21. Any person who shall 
influence or have any understanding 
or connivance with any owner, groom 
or other person associates with or in- 
terested in any kennel or dog, or race 
in which any dog participates, to 
prearrange or predetermine the 
results of such race, or any person 
who shall stimulate or depress a dog 
for the purpose of affecting the 
results of a race, shall be guilty of a 
felony and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be imprisoned in the state 
prison for not less than one year nor 
more than ten years, or shall be fined 
not less than One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00) nor more than Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($5,000.00) or both, in 
the discretion of the court, 

Section 22. it is the intent of this 
Act to improve the economic well be- 
ing of the citizens of the City of 
Pelham, by providing an increased 
tax base, jobs for the citizens herein, 
and the promotion of conventions, 
tourism, and recreation in the City of 
Pelham. It is the intent of this Act to 
provide for strict local contro! of the 
facing plant or plants and the opera- 
tion of said plants by Shelby County 
citizens so as to minimize the 
possibility of undesirable gambling 
elements from ever controlling this 
industry. 

Section 23. All laws or parts of 
laws in conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 

Section 24. The provisions of this 
Act are severable. In the event any 
section or part therol is declared in- 
valid, such dectaration shall not al, 
fect the validity of the part and sec- 
tions which remain. 

Section 25. The governing body of 
the City of Pelham shall on the first 
Tuesday after thirty (30) days have 
elapsed from the elfective date of 
this Act call and provide for holding a 
telerendum tor the purpose of deter- 
mining if this Act shall become 
operative. The question to be voted 
on shall be stated on the batlots or 
voting machine tabs substantially as 
follows: z

Pelham Municipal Racing Commis- 
sion lo regulate licensing and super- 
vision of dog racing and wagering 
theron 2s provided in Act No. 
----- approved 


If the majority of the voles cast in 
the referendum are Yes" racing shail 
be legal in the City of Peham an 
herein provided, and this Act shall 
become operative therein; if the ma 
jority of the votes cast in the election 
are "No", an additional referendum to 
be called by the municipal governing 
body at a time selected by them and 
sel in accofd with the provisions of 
this Section shall not be held within 
two years of such vote provided 
however, that additional referendums 
called by the municipal governing 
body shall not require turther action 
or approval by the Legisiature or by 
the Governor. The municipal election 
commission shail certily the results 
of the referendum to the Secretary of 
State of Alabama within thirty (30) 
days after the eleciton returns are 
canvassed 


Section 26. This Act shall become 
effective upon its passage and ap-

Question: “Why did the 
American Cancer Society 
withdraw its recommendation 
of annual chest x-rays for the 
detection of lung cancer?” 


ANSWER|line: Data currently 
available indicate that there’s 
no evidence of a reduction 
in mortality from lung cancer 
by having x-rays every year. 
However, in individual situa- 
tions a physician might pro- 
perly see a need for periodic 
x-ray examinations and 
sputum cytology. The 
Society continues to empha- 
size programs of lung cancer 
prevention that will stress 
the health advantages of 
quitting smoking and not 
Starting to smoke cigarettes. 
The Society had formerly re- 
commended chest x-rays for 
heavy smokers and others 
considered to be at high 
risk.

ANSWERIline: The concept 
of identifying hidden cancer 
by measuring variations in 
tissue temperatures is based 
on scientific principles.

ANSWERI|ine: Much has been 
said about vitamins and can- 
cer, especially vitamin C. 
Solid research still is needed 
to clearly establish the value 
of any vitamins for cancer 
prevention or treatment. Pro- 
perly prescribed vitamins 
might contribute to an im- 
proved sense of well-being 
in some patients who may 
in fact be in need of over- 
coming a specific deficiency

Helena 
solves its 
cash woes 


by Fred Guarino 

The City of Helena experienced a $25,000 
positive cash flow in 1983 and is now on a sound 
financial standing. And, at least one resident of 
Dearing Downs, Howard Stoltzner, will see 
something done to correct a six-year-old sewer 
problem in the subdivision. 

Helena City Councilmen heard the good news 
and gave the sewer improvement assurance during 
at its meeting Monday night. 

According to a 1983 audit presented by Joe 
Hawley of Hawley and Company, expenditures 
dropped from $585,606 in 1982 to $380,135 in 
1983, giving the city a positive cash flow of some 
$25,000. 

‘This is probably the best year we’ve had,’’ said 
counsultant Zack Rogers III. 

Council members officially accepted the audit 
report following an explanation session by Hawley 
and Rogers. 

Regarding Dearing Downs, mayor Charles 
Penhale assured Stoltzner that action will be taken 
by this May to stop four homes on Whirlaway Cir- 
cle from flushing their sewage into Stoltzner’s 
back yard. 

The problem reportedly results from the fact 
that homes on land developed by Harris Develop- 
ment Company were tied into a dead section of the 
city’s sewerage system. 

Mayor Penhale confirmed that the homes were 
tied into the dead line. 

He promised Stoltzner that because of the situa- 
tion, Harris Development will not be allowed to 
complete a planned second portion of Dearing 
Downs until the situation has been corrected. 

Pelhale also promised that Harris will correct 
the situation by May, or the city will do the work 
and assess the cost against Harris Development 
property. 

Councilman Ron Erwin pointed out that the ci- 
ty has already stopped issuing sewer permits in the 
area. 

Stoltzner lives on the opposite side of 
Whirlaway Circle from the offending homes. He 
told council members, ‘‘In the mornings when 
those homes flush their toilets, you can’t imagine 
the mess.”’ 

In other action, the city passed a resolution pro- 
mising that it will not misuse a $275,000 communi- 
ty development block grant targeted for street im- 
provement. 

The council also asked the Shelby County 
Humane Society to produce records of the number 
of stray animals it handles from Helena. 

The request was made by council members so 
the city could determine if it wants to participate 
financially in a proposed countywide animal con- 
trol program. .- 

The program, if put into effect, would give the 
humane society the authority to trap strays and to 
cite animal owners for violations in return for 
financial support from the city.

Calera okays plan 


for sewer project

Construction will begin in 
about two weeks on the long- 
awaited sewerage treatment 
system in Calera. 

That was the word the Calera 
Council heard Monday night 
from Ben Carr, who’s in charge 
of planning the project. 

Carr said the project will take 
about 500 days of construction 
time, This would put the comple- 
tion date in August 1985. 

The project will bring Calera in 
compliance with regulations of 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency, the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Environmental Mangae- 
ment and other agencies. 

Carr added that the state will 
allot the city $686,000 to help 
build a road to the sewer plant, 
but will take back all of it except 
$103,000.

The 
mayor said a copy will be placed 
in the public library, and other 
copies will be at city hall, for any 
member of the public to read.

The Alabaster City Council spent most 
of its time spending money Monday. It also 
tentatively approved a plan to build a new 
fire station. 

The first stages of construction of the 
new fire station were outlined by architect 
John Barrett of P. Lauren Barrett, Ar- 
chitects, Inc. He said the construction 
would be carried out in phases, and pro- 
posed that the first phase be to move the 
present fire station to another location. 

Alabaster presently uses a 900-square 
foot metal building for its fire station, said 
fire chief John Cochran. 

‘‘The need has been there for several 
years for more room. The living quarters 
and offices are just kind of made up,”’ 
Cochran said. 

The new station would contain about 
8,000 square feet of space, and would 
house four fire trucks and a rescue vehicle, 
along with offices and living quarters. 

Barrett said the metal building in use was 
suitable only for storage or as a garage. 
The rough estimate for the cost of a new 
station is $320,000, he said 

The council approved Barrett's plan, but 
will have to wait until city attorneys remove 
an arbitration clause in the contract, that 
Barrett objected to, before work gets 
underway.

‘*It should have been done long 
ago,’’ one woman in the audience 
remarked. ‘‘Those of us who 
have paid are being jeopardized 
by those who haven’t.”’ 

The $50 dues may either be 
paid in full in October, Jones 
reported, or they may be paid 
semi-annually. 

Montevallo City Administrator 
Don Hughes said he figured that 
amounted to 14 cents a day. 

Commending Almont residents 
on their decision to form a fire 
district, Montevallo Fire Chief 
Mike Mahan pointed out that 
they got the ‘‘best protection for 
the least money.”’ 

However, 55 of the 200 
families in the district have not 
made any payments since it was 
created three years ago, Jones 
said. 


In some cases, he pointed out, 
it was assumed by a person who 
didn’t vote for the district that 
they didn’t have to pay the dues. 

‘*When the district was voted 
in,’’ the trustee explained, 
‘everyone who lives here was 
automatically in it.’’ 

Holding up a copy of the con- 
stitution and by-laws, Jones 
stressed that the legal action they 
allow will be used. 

That means a lien will be at- 
tached to the property of those 
who haven’t paid. The fire 
district can then foreclose on the 
home and sell it to cover the dues 
that are owed. 

‘“*We’ve tried to be lenient,’ 
Jones said, ‘‘but the city 
(Montevallo) has told us point 
blank to get the money in.”’ 

If people can’t afford to pay, 
they can apply for hardship 
deferments, he explained, adding 
that no one had asked for one. 

Jones emphasized the reduc- 
tion in insurance rates with 
Montevallo coverage, saying in 
his case, the savings amounted to 


$126 a year. 
Almont has a class 6 rating 
which could be lowered if 


Montevallo gets the 4 rating they 
narrowly missed last year.

Tax vote could be special 
Valentine for Thompson 


Herschel Hale hopes to get a 
special valentine for Thompson 
High School next Tuesday. 

The passage of a three-mill 
property tax on February 14 will 
make it possible for the outdated 
facility to be replaced, said Hale, 
speaking before the Alabaster Ci- 
ty Council Monday. 

“It’s our turn,’’ said Hale. 
‘*We have voted to upgrade other 
school systems, and now it is 
Alabaster’s and Thompson’s 
turn.”’ 

Hale said that possible sites for 
a new high school are on County 
Road 264, behind Thompson 
Elementary and near the present 
football field. 

If the property tax is approved, 
the construction of the new facili- 
ty could begin by 1987, according 
to Hale, who said that some 
school board members have 
toured the present building and 
considered it in bad enough con- 
dition to be razed. 

‘‘There were plans to build a 
new school 14 years ago,’’ Hale 
said, ‘‘but nothing was done.”’

By enrollment, Thompson is 
the largest high school in the 
county, with about 830 students.

DA files civil suit 
in registrars’ case 


Shelby County District At- 
torney Billy Hill has filed a civil 
suit to collect overcharges by the 
former board of registrars. 

The overcharges came to light 
during an audit completed by the 
State of Alabama Examiners of 
Public Accounts published last 
October. 

The audit claimed that a total 
of $6,945 was overcharged to the 
county commission by former 
registrar chairman Doris Turner, 
former registrar S.M. Mahan, 
and J.T. Spates who still serves 
on the board. 

The audit and suit also names 


Tommy Snowden as being jointly 
liable through his position as 
chairman of the county commis- 
sion. 

The suit was filed February 1 in 
Shelby County Circuit Court. As 
of this Monday, papers had 
either not yet been served or not 
yet filed on Spates and Snowden.

If anything lately has stirred up local 
opinion, it’s the proposed three-mill 
school tax. Strong pros and cons have 
been voiced and written, but at the bot- 
tom line -- where it counts the most -- 
the schools need the money. 

Initially, the board of education did a 
poor job of explaining to the people of 
Shelby County just what the tax will 
do, how it will be used, and details as to 
just why and where it’s needed. 

It is unfortunate that no public 
meetings were held to discuss the pro- 
posed tax; that more time was not made 
available to study the issue. After all, 
when it comes to requiring people to dig 
into their pockets, again -- for cookies, 
magazine subscriptions, whatever -- 
giving them a full explanation on the 
use of the money is not much to ask. 
This is especially so when asking for 
‘revenue enhancements’. But now, 
most of the questions have been 
answered. 

If opponents were concerned with 
waste in the system, the matter should 
have been dealt with during the 1982

elections. It should have been attacked 
last year, and again this year, when the 
board planned its budget for the $26 
million in taxes it already gets from us. 

Other opponents, with cause, still 
question the share -- or lack of share -- 
their schools would receive from the ad- 
ded tax. Their basic question -- ‘What’s 
in it for us?’ -- is a legitimate point, for 
them. 

The quality of public education af- 
fects each and every resident of Shelby 
County. It affects all our futures. An 
additional three-mill tax won’t cure all 
our educational woes at all county 
schools. But it will help. 

Alabama and Shelby County pump 
relatively little into public education, 
and we get pretty much what we pay 
for. 

It’s all just a matter of where one 
draws the bottom line. We draw the line 
at the feet of our youth, and contend 
that we can surely afford three mills 
more in taxes that will, in the long run, 
benefit us all.

| have noted with interest in the 
past few weeks the articles and 
letters which support and oppose 
the proposed three mill tax to be 
voted on February 14, 1984. 
Many of us in Shelby (edited) 
have decided to withhold support 
for the aformentioned tax. The 
reasons are as follows: 

1.) Shelby Elementary will 
receive none of the capital funds 
generated by the proposed tax. 
Our school building is a 1939 
structure which exists with no im- 
provements other than the addi- 
tion of electricity, in-door plumb- 
ing, and a telephone. The Shelby 
Elementary PTO has in the past 
provided by fund raising efforts 
$23,000 for the building and im- 
provement of a gymnasium on 
the school grounds. The only 
funds provided by the county on 


this project was for the purchase 
and installation of carpeting of 
the gymnasium floor. 

n addition, the PTO has pur- 
chased other items such as a 
photocopier, fans for our school 
which is not air conditioned, and 
we are now preparing to purchase 
a computer, We receive only the 
minimal basic support from the 
county. I challenge the 
superintendent of education to 
show that the expenditure per 
pupil holds true at Shelby 
Elementary. 

2.) The current superintendent 
has failed to give straight anwers 
to questions presented on behalf 
of the PTO at board meetings. 
He was immovable in his decision 
to remove our second grade 
teacher and mobile classroom, 
The enrollment of the first and 
second grade has increased and

If you ever want to know how to kill the big 
buck... 

Don’t bother asking Darrell Dawson, Junior 
McCluskey or Robert Brooks. 

These guys may have beat out 61 other area 
hunters for the top three ‘Big Buck’ awards 
presented by Vandiver Trading Post, but they are 
most unwilling to give up any secrets. 

As far as that goes, they won’t even give straight 
answers to where they live. (All claim to be from 
Vandiver, but sources have it they truly live in 
Sterrett...) 

Take Dawson for example. Please! He killed a 
180-pound, seven point, first prize buck this year. 
Ask him where he shot it. 

“In the body,’’ he responds. 

‘*Hey, I don’t disclose my places...,’’ he adds 
with a look that would freeze deer -- and most 
reporters -- in their tracks. 

About the only thing the bearded, stone-faced 
Dawson will say is that he uses a 12 gauge shotgun 
pump, and that he usually goes after game with 
dogs or by stalking. 

Ask how long he’s been hunting: ‘‘Thirty 
something years.”’

*} got brothers that won’t let me hunt with 
them. They accuse me of having the best stands, 
dogs and places,’”’ the champion hunter pouts . 

“1 have to hunt by myself because my four 
brothers are so jealous they won’t let me go with 
them. One named Michael didn’t even kill a deer 
this year,”” he laughs with evil delight. 

From there he tells you about seeing bears in 
Shelby County and about mountain lions he’s 
heard about. 

Robert Brooks, who placed third with a 
150-pound, eight pointer this season, is younger 
than his two counterparts, but he has already 
learned not to give away secrets. 

Brooks has been hunting about four years and 
he killed 12 deer this season alone. His choice of 
weapon is the .306. 

While Brooks won’t say where he does his hun- 
ting, he will admit, “‘I scout about two weeks 
before deer season comes. Rainy days make the 
best time I like to hunt.”’ 

Dawson will only say that he likes to hunt all 
deer season long and McCluskey will only tell you 
that he hunts ‘‘whenever the sun is shining.”’

If you ever want to know anything about the 
best hunting places in Shelby County... 

If you ever want to know how to kill the big 
buck... 

Don’t bother asking Darrell Dawson, Junior 
McCluskey or Robert Brooks. 

These guys may have beat out 61 other area 
hunters for the top three ‘Big Buck’ awards 
presented by Vandiver Trading Post, but they are 
most unwilling to give up any secrets. 

As far as that goes, they won’t even give straight 
answers to where they live. (All claim to be from 
Vandiver, but sources have it they truly live in 
Sterrett...) 

Take Dawson for example. Please! He killed a 
180-pound, seven point, first prize buck this year.

No person 
under nineteen (19) years of age shall 
be employed in any manner about 
Said race track except a5 exercise 
boys, jockeys, handlers, grooms, 
ushers and concessionaires; nor 
shall persons under nineteen (19) 
years of age be permitted to attend 
any race. 

Section 10. The original license 
issued in accordance with the terms 
of this Act shall be for a period to 
allow ten (10) full calendar years of 
racing following the construction and 
equipping of the racing plant or facili- 
ty or for the length of time required 
for the amortization of the capital in- 
vestment, whichever is longer, and 
shall be granted so as to expire on the 
31st day of December following such 
ten (10) full calendar years of racing 
or the amortization of the capital in- 
vestment. On or before the 1st day of 
December of the last year of the 
original license, the Racing Commi- 
sion shall accept application in the 
manner, form and requiring the re- 
quisite qualifications all as prescrib- 
ed in this Act for additional periods of 
not more than three (3) calendar 
years. On or befor the 1st day of 
January thereafter, the Commission 
shall convene to consider and act 
upon such applications. Subsequent 
applications shall be accepted and 
license issued in the same manner. If 
a licensee shali apply for a renewal 
license, the same shall not be denied 
except for good cause provided, 
however, the Commission may re- 
quire that such licensee furnish the 
requisite information and meet the re- 
quisite qualifications required by this 
Act 

The license granted under this Act 
shall set forth in addition to any other 
information prescribed by the Racing 
Commission the name of the 
licensee, the location of the race 
track, duration of the race meeting 
and the kind of racing desired to be 
conducted and shail show the receipt 
by the Commission of a license fee 
set by the Commission, provided, 
however, that such license fee shail 
not exceed One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00) annually. No such license 
shall be transferable, nor shall it app- 
ly to any other place, track, or 
enclosure except the one specified in 
the license. 

Section 11. (a) The Commission 
may suspend or revoke the license of 
any licensee conducting a race 
meeting, upon the willful violation of 
any of the provisions of the Act, or 
any rule or regulation promulgated by 
the Commission or may invoke a fine 
not to exceed $10,000 per offense in 
Hieu thereof in addition to such other 
civil and criminal penalties otherwise 


applicable. 
(b) tt is unlawful for any member of 


said Racing Commission, or any 
licensee under this chapter directly 
or indirectly, to make any contribu: 
tion whatsoever to any political party 
or to any candidate for any State, 
County, or Municipal office, and upon 
prot being presented of any such 
prohibited contribution having been 
made by the licensee, the Commis- 
sion stall immediately and per 
manently revoke the license of such 
licensee.

Section 12 The Commiasion is 
merpowered to compel the production 
of any and all books, memoranda, or 
documents stiowing the receipts and 
Vishursements of any person, 
association or corporation licensed 
fo Conduct Mee meetings under the 
provisions of Its Act The Commis: 
siou may at any tine require the 
cemioval of Any employee or official 
employed by any icensee hereunder 
wherever (1 has reason to Delleve that 
sudrr employee or official if guilty of 
any improper practice in connection 
with macing, has failed to comply with 
any condition af the toanse, of has 
violated any rule adopted by the Com 
mission The Commission shall nave 
the power to require that the books 
and Hnancial or olner statements of 
any Heensee be kept in a manner and 
method provided by the Commission; 
and the Gommission shall be 
authorized to visit, investigate, and 
place audilors and inspectors in the 
otfices, tracks, or place of business 
of any person, association or corpora: 
tion licensed under this Act 

The Commission shall have power 
to summon witnesses before iis 
meetings; to administer oaths {to 
such Witnesses, and to require 
lestimony on any issues before it, 

Section 13. The Commission shall 
have the power to grant, refuse, sus- 
pend, or withdraw licenses to all per- 
sons connected with race tracks, in- 
cluding all salaried employees, gate 
keepers, announcers, ushers, 
starters, officials, drivers, dog 
owners, agents, trainers, handlers, 
grooms, stable foremen, exercise 
boys, veterinarians, valets, seilers of 
facing forms or bulletins, and atten- 
dants in connection with the wager- 
ing machines, pursuant to such rules 
and regulations as the Commission 
may from time to time adopt and 
upon the payment of license fee as 
shail, from time to time, be fixed and 
determined by the Commision in ac- 
cordance with the position and com- 
pensation of such person. Any such 
license may be revoked by the Com- 
misison, at i8 discretion, and any per- 
son whose license is revoked shall be 
ineligible to participate in such oc- 
cupation connected with racing 
unless the license ts returned by the 
Commission with permission to 
operate thereunder, The Commision 
may deny or revoke a license to any 
person who has been refused or 
denied a license by any other stale 
racing commission of racing 
authoriy, or who has furnished the 
Commission with an application con- 
taining falsified information 

Section 14. The Commission shal! 
make rules governing, permitting, 
and regulating the wagering on races. 
“Pari-Mutuels Wagering’ shall be 
legal to the exten! that, and so long 
as, the same is carried on and con- 
ducted strictly in conformity with this 
Act, and not otherwise. Only the per- 
sons, associations, or corporations 
receiving a license from the Commis- 
sion Shall have the right or privilege 
to conduct this type of wagering 
within the City of Pelham, and the 
licenses shall restrict and conline 
this form of wagering to a space 
within the race meeting grounds. All 
other forms of wagering On the result 
of the races shall be |iiegal, and any 
or ali wagering outside of the 
enclosure of such races, whefe such 
races shall have been licensed by the 
Commission, shall be illegal, 

No person of corporation shail 
directly or indirectly purchase 
patimutuels tickets for another Jor 
hire or for any gratuity and no person 
shall purchase any part of a pari- 
mutuels ticket through another, 
wherein he gives or pays directly or 
indirectly such other person anything 
of value. 

Section 15. Every licensee conduc- 
ting race meetings under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall pay to the Ex- 
Olficio Treasurer of the Racing Com: 
mission for the use of the Commis- 
sion, a tax in an amount equal to six 
per cent (6%) of the total moneys 
wagered in all pari-mutuels pools 
conducted on any race track licensed 
under this Act. The commission of 2 
licensee on 4 pari-mutuels poo! shall 
in no event exceed eighteen percent 
(18%) of the amount wagered in said 
pari-mutuels pool, which amount 
shail include the six percent (6%) tax 
heretofore provided. After the deduc- 
tion of the six percent (6%) for the 
use of the commission and the 
percentage commission of ihe 
licensee, the remainder of the totals 
wagered in each poo! shall be divided 
among the winners in each pool ac- 
cording to the Rules of Racing outlin- 
ed by the Commission, which Rules 
shall generally conform to practices 
now in effect at other lawfully licens- 
ed dog race tracks in the United 
States. Each redistribution shall be 
made in a sum equal to the next 
lowest muitiple of ten. The licensee 
is entitled to retain the odd cents of 
all redistribtuions to be known as 
“breakage to a dime", and all moneys 
represented by any unclaimed, un- 
cashed or abandoned pari-mutuels 
tickets known as “outs” tickets 
Under the pari-mutuels system of 
wagering herein provided, the 
licensee shall be permitted to provide 
separate pools for bets to win, place, 
show, a daily double, exactas, tritec- 
tas, a quinetia and a double quinella, 
or such other pool as may from time 
to time be approved by the Commis- 
sion. Each pool shall be redistribuled 
separately as herein provided. Should 
there be no winning ticket sold on 
any pool that conforms to the intent 
of that pool, provisions will be made 
in the Rules of Racing adopted by the 
Commission to assure the distribu- 
tion of the net amount of such pool, 

The licensee shali be required to 
use a totalizator machine to record 
the wagering and compute the odds. 
Rules and reguaitions governing the 
operation of each of the poois shall 
be set out in book form by the Racing 
Commission. The licensee shall col- 
tect trom each person attending the 
race meetings under the provisions 
of this Act ten (10) cents admission 
tax, Licensees shall make payment of 
such taxes to the Ex-Officio 
Treasurer of the Racing Commission 
once each quarter (three months) 
which payment shali be accompanied 
by a report on the races covered by 
such payment and such other infor. 
mation as the Commission may re- 
quire 

Section 16, I! any tree passes or 
complimentary cards shall be issued 
to guests by any license, such 
licensee shall nevertheless be 
responsible for payment of the ad- 
mission tax upon such complimen- 
tary admission cards of passes as 
though they had been sold at regular 
admission price. However, nothing 
herein contained shall be construed 
to prohibit the issuance of tax free 
passes to officials and actual 
employees of the licensee, or other 
persons actually engaged in working 
at such track, including persons ac- 


tually employed and accredited by 
the press or other news service; pros 
vided, that the issuance of all such 
tax tree passes shall be governed by 
the regulations and orders of the 
Commission and a list of all such of- 
ticers, employees, and news service 
representatives shall be filed with the, 
Commission. . 

Section t7. The license fees, com. 
missions, and excise texes imposed 
herein shall be in lieu of al license, ex- 
cise, and occupational taxes to the 
State of Alabama, or any county, city, 
town or other political subdivision 
thereof, provided however that any 
person firm of corporation who 
Operates a restaurant, bar or other 
concession on the premises shall be 
subject to the usual city, county and 
state taxes that are normally leview 
upon such businesses including 
sales taxes, 3 

Section 18. Any corporation, 
association, or person who directly or 
Indirectly holds any dog race without 
having procured a license as. 
prescribed in this Act shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, Any person wager- 
ing upon the results of such a race,. 
except in the pari-mutuel method of 
wagering when the same is con- 
ducted by a licensse and upon the 
grounds or enclosure of said 
licensee, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. Any corporation, 
organizaiton, assoiciation, or person 
who violates any provision of this 
Act, for which penalty is not express- 
ly provided, shall be guilty of amisde. 
meanor. Upon conviction of any of 
the above misdemeanors in a court of 
competent jurisdiction, the penalty 
Shall be a fine of not less than One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00), nor more 
than One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000,00), or by imprisonment of not 
less than tive days nor more than six 
months, or both, such tine and im- 
prisonment to be in the discretion of 
the court. 

Section 19. All fees, commissions, 
taxes and other moneys, inciuding 
fines and forfeitures, received under 
the provisions of this Act shall be 
paid to the Ex-Officio Treasurer of the 
Racing Commission within tea (10) 
days following the quarterly receipt 
therot and shall be forthwith 
deposited of caused to be deposited 
to the account of the Pelham 
Municipal Racing Commission. 
Deposits shall, to the extent prac- 
ticable, be deposited in interest bear: 
ing accounts or securities. All such 
moneys remaining after payment of 
the expenses incurred in the ad- 
ministration of this Act, including the 
payment of the salaries and expenses 
of the members and employees of the 
Commission, shall be distributed 
within forty-tive (45) days of receipt of 
the Commission to the City of 
Peiham, the proceeds of which shail 
be used by said municipality in the 
following percentages and for the 
following purposes: 

(a) Eighteen percent (18%) tor the 
Shelby County Board of Education to 
be used tor the operation of the 
public schools in Shelby County, 
Alabama, privided however in the 
event one or more municipalities in 
Shelby County shall create a separate 
school system then and in such event 
or events the distribution as herein 
provided shall be prorated between 
the Shelby County Board of Educa- 
{lon and such separate municipal 
school system based on {he student 
population 

(b) Two percent (2%) for higher 
education in Shelby County. 

(c) Three percent (3%) for use by 
the Sheriff's Department of Shelby 
County as the Sheriff shall from time 
to time determine. 

(d) Twenty seven percent (27%) tor 
use for the benefit of the citizens of 
Shelby County as the governing body 
of the county shall from time to time 
determine. 

(e) Fifty percent (50%) shall remain 
unearmarkded and may be spent in 
any manner provided by law, for the 
benefit of the citizens of Pelham, 
Alabama as the governing body of 
that municipality shail from time to 
time determine. 

Section 20. No person who 
engages in the practice of illegal 
bookmaking dog races, or who know- 
ingly taken any part in such practices, 
shall be eligible as an applicant for 
any license or permit to operate a 
race track or a race meeting under the 
provisions of this Act, or to be con- 
nected therewith in any capacity; and 
any association or corporation which 
has as an officer, director, 
stockholder, executive or any other 
person financially interested therein 
or who knowingly employs any per- 
son who engages in such practices 
shall likewise be ineligible as a 
licensee, and the Commission is 
hereby empowered to inquire into 
such matters in entertaining any such 
applications and otherwise ad- 
ministering this Act. 

Section 21. Any person who shall 
influence or have any understanding 
or connivance with any owner, groom 
or other person associates with or in- 
terested in any kennel or dog, or race 
in which any dog participates, to 
prearrange or predetermine the 
results of 6uch race, or any person 
who Shall stimulate or depress a dog 
for the purpose of affecting the 
results of a race, shall be guilty of a 
felony and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be imprisoned in the state 
prison for not less than one year nor 
more than ten years, or shall be fined 
not less than One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00) nor more than Five Thou- 
sand Doilars ($5,000,00) or both, in 
the discretion of the court. 

Section 22. It is the intent of this 
Act to improve the economic well be- 
ing of the citizens of the City of 
Paiham, by providing an increased 
tax base, jobs for the citizens herein, 
and the promotion of conventions, 
tourism, and recreation in the City of 
Pelham. It js the intent of this Act to 
provide for strict focal control of the 
racing pliant or plants and the opera- 
tion of said plants by Shelby County 
citizens so as to minimize the 
possibility of undesirable gambling 
elements trom ever controlling this 
industry. 

Section 23. All laws or parts of 
jaws in conflict with this Act are 
repealed, / 

Section 24, The provisions of this 
Act are severable. in the event any 
section or part therot is declared in: 
valid, such declaration shall not al- 
tect the validity of the part and sec- 
tions which remain. “ 

Section 25, The governing body of 
the City of Peltam shall on the first 
Tuesday after thirty (30) days have 
elapsed from the effective date of 
this Act call and provide for holding a 
referendum for the purpose of deter: 
mining if this Act shall become 
Operative. The question to be voted 
on shall be stated on the ballots or 
voting machine tabs substantially as 
follows:

DAY program hits money problems 


by Shelba Nivens 

Bob Brental (not his real name) had a problem 
accepting authority. 

He was in the eleventh grade and had been 
bounced out of several Shelby and Jefferson 
County schools. Finally, he wound up in juvenile 
court for breaking the law. 

Today, after participating in the DAY 
(Developing Alabama Youth) program, Brental 
is an honor student at 
Montevallo where he serves in student govern- 
ment. 

Brental’s story is only one of several success 
stories to come out of the DAY program since it 
began in August 1982. Around 30 other young 
people are currently finding help from DAY with 
their personal and academic problems. 

However, the program itself is having a little 
difficulty in finding help for some of its problems. 

The school and counseling center, under direc- 
tion of the DAY Foundation, Inc., is located in 
the old two-story brick building at the corner of 
11th St. and Railroad Ave. in Siluria. According 
to Foundation president Ken Williams, the non- 
profit organization had to spend $10,000 to get the 
ground floor of the building usable, and it is still 


Growing up is sometimes rough

Growing up is sometimes a rough process. Not 
everyone has the same opportunities, not everyone 
has the same success. 

For some of those in Shelby County that are 
having trouble with the growing up process, DAY 
is (Developing Alabama Youth) providing an 
alternative to darkness of criminal record. 

Students of DAY are from 13 to 18 years old. 
They are adjudicated through Judge Patti Smith’s 
juvenile court. 

Their offenses range from agency petitioned 
youth in need of supervision, to those arrested for 
drug offenses, disorderly conduct, burglary, and 
other non-violent crimes.

STRICKLAND 


the University of 


badly in need of repairs. 

He told the Reporter that at least $20,000 is 
needed to make the upstairs usable, and another 
$20,000 is needed by October 1985 to exercise a 
lease/ purchase option on the building and 
grounds. 

Government grants help pay day-to-day 
operating expenses, he said, and grants may be ob- 
tained to pay rental costs. However, state and 
federal grants do not allow the purchase of 
buildings or land with their funds. 

Teachers and teacher aides are paid by the 
Shelby County Board of Education. 

The education board also provides lunch at 
Thompson High School and gasoline and 
maintenance for a van bus which was donated by 
the Alabaster/ Pelham Rotary Club. However, 
there is presently no funding for a bus driver. 

Of the 30 students enrolled in DAY, 18 to 22 of 
them ride the school van each day. It makes two 
runs, morning and evening, picking up students 
from all areas of the county. 

‘*Most of the parents just can’t afford to drive 
them back and forth every day,’’ said project 
director J.K. Terrell. 

Williams said DAY cannot operate without a 


work can become a major cause for delinquent 
behavior in a youth. They offer DAY as an alter- 
native to placing a potentially ‘sound’ youth into 
juvenile detention facilities. 

So DAY students receive individual counseling 
daily, if needed. They learn basic employment 
skills, social skills, and behavior problems are cor- 
rected. 

According to DAY director J.K. Terrell, the 
counseling program is as important as the 
academic program. Students are involved in in- 
dividual, group and family counseling sessions. 

**If a teenage member of the family has a pro- 
blem, then the entire family has a problem,”’ Ter- 
rell said.

school bus for transportation. He has appealed to 
municipalities in the county for contributions 
toward the school bus driver’s salary for the cur- 
rent year -- $652.10 a month, counting benefits -- 
for the current year. 

According to Terrell, the driver also monitors 
activities as a recreational therapist and helps in 
the classroom. 

DAY paid the bus driver’s salary for the last 
quarter of 1983 with operational funds which were 
exhausted before the year was out. 

‘In fact, the only way we paid the December 
salary was because I gave an extra donation of 
$250,’’ Williams told city mayors. 

In letters to the mayors, Williams is urging that 
city councils ‘‘meet their responsibilities’ by mak- 
ing contributions to DAY based on the present 
enrollment of youth from their municipalities. 

For example, if 10.4% of DAY’s enrollment is 
from a particular city, that city’s contribution 
should be $624. 

Williams said he is having only partial success 
with the collection of these contributions. He has 
received money from Columbiana and has money 
coming in from Pelham and the Shelby County 
Commission.

Bob Brental (not his real name) had a problem 
accepting authority. 

He was in the eleventh grade and had been 
bounced out of several Shelby and Jefferson 
County schools. Finally, he wound up in juvenile 
court for breaking the law. 

Today, after participating in the DAY 
(Developing Alabama Youth) program, Brental 
is an honor student at the University of 
Montevallo where he serves in student govern- 
ment. 

Brental’s story is only one of several success 
stories to come out of the DAY program since it 
began in August 1982. Around 30 other young 
people are currently finding help from DAY with 
their personal and academic problems. 

However, the program itself is having a little 
difficulty in finding help for some of its problems. 

The school and counseling center, under direc- 
tion of the DAY Foundation, Inc., is located in 
the old two-story brick building at the corner of 
11th St. and Railroad Ave. in Siluria. According 
to Foundation president Ken Williams, the non- 
profit organization had to spend $10,000 to get the 
ground floor of the building usable, and it is still

Growing up is sometimes a rough process, Not 
everyone has the same opportunities, not everyone 
has the same success.

Williams said DAY cannot operate without a

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Ask funeral questions now

One of the most important 
consumer concerns is not easily 
dealt with - planning a funeral. 
However, since it is an emotional 
time for survivors and often cost- 
ly, it is wise to make ar- 
rangements in advance. 


Many people are hesitant to 
comparison shop, investigate, 
and plan for funerals. But pre- 
planning can save hundreds of 
dollars. 


Reluctance to preplan that 
final consumer transaction can 
force our loved ones to make has- 
ty, emotional, and expensive 
funeral arrangements. The ar- 
rangements may not be in keep- 
ing with our wishes or our 
relatives’ ability to pay. 


Yere is a list of ways to help 
make the correct decisions now: 
--Write down the desired funeral 
plans and give a copy to the per- 
son you want to carry out your 


wishes. Your attorney should 
also have a copy, and your 
spouse should be informed of the 
whereabouts of all important 
documents. 

--Visit several funeral homes and 
check prices on all arrangements. 
Prices on caskets usually include 
the cost of other basic services. 
--Prepaying is not necessary since 
many consumers may move from 
the locale where arrangements 
were made. Make notations of 
types of products and services 
you wish and their cost now for 
comparison later. 

--Decide on the type of funeral 
service you want, whether 
customary with the body present 
or a memorial service. 

--Decide if you want to be inter- 
red or cremated. Although some 
people think embalming is re- 
quired by law, that is the case on- 
ly in certain situations. It may be 
necessary if the deceased had a 
contagious disease, if the body 
crosses state lines, or is 
transported by plane, train or 


other common carrier. 
--A casket is not required by law 
for cremation in Alabama, but 
most crematoriums prefer it. 
Also, a vault is not required for 
burial. 
--Check closely before purchas- 
ing family burial plots. Other 
family members may move or 
elect not to be buried in the re- 
maining plots. Also check with 
the Attorney General’s Office of 
Consumer Protection for 
cemetery complaints before mak- 
ing a decision. 
--Look into insurance policies 
that provide death benefits. 
Check thoroughly to see if the 
policy will provide what is 
necessary upon death and com- 
pare different types. 
--If you decide to be an organ 
donor, this can be noted on your 
Alabama driver’s license. 
However, it is important to 
discuss your plans with family 
members, friends, lawyers, and 
doctor.

The program staff consists of a 
program director, secretary, bus 
driver, four teachers, and a 
teacher’s aide. Among these are a 
master’s degree level 
psychologist, a master level 
guidance counselor, and a master 
level social worker. 

In counseling sessions, 
students have an opportunity to 
learn and utilize basic therapeutic 
techniques -- such as how to cope 
with peer pressure, how to ven- 
tilate their feelings, how to give 
and accept feedback, and how to 
think rationally. 

In the classroom, students 
work to improve reading and 
math skills through an_ in- 
dividually prescribed instruc- 
tional system. Terrell explained 
that DAY does not have tradi- 
tional classrooms but a self-paced 
system. 

‘‘We strive for mastery of a 
subject,” he said, ‘‘and when 
students are mainstreamed back 
into the regular school at the ap- 
propriate grade level, they are 
A-B students, in most cases for 
the first time.”’ 

The DAY program works on a 
point system with points earned 
in physical education, academics, 
counseling and behavior. Each 
Friday awards are made to 
students with the most points in 
five areas: best behaved, best at- 
titude, most respectful, hardest 
worker, and most improved. 

A “Student of the Week’’ 
award is alsc made with this stu- 
dent receiving a free lunch 
donated by an Alabaster 
restaurant. 

Students may also use points to 
earn a half-day off on Friday. 
Two weeks ago a record was set 
when 16 students earned half-day 
vacations from school. 

After completing the DAY 
program, students have several 
options: return to regular school, 
obtain a GED, transfer to voca- 
tional school or the adult 
workshop for further job skill 
training, go to college, or go to 
full or part-time employment. 

“‘We try to work very closely 
with area school principals, 
guidance counselors and job ser- 
vice counselors to make the tran- 
sition as smooth and positive as 
possible,’” Terrell said. 

In the case of Bob Brental (see 
related story), he and his 
counselor drew up a ‘success 
plan’ which included preparing 
and testing for the GED and the

ACT, and applying to his choice 
of universities. 

Terrell said that the average 
stay at DAY is five to seven mon- 
ths. Academic gains average four 
months per month. He said one 
DAY student went so far as to 
gain three years in two months. 

One 11th grader who entered 
the program didn’t even know 
the number of feet in a yard. 
Now, Terrell said, he is attending 
technical college, studying auto 
mechanics and auto body work. 

A brochure, entitled ‘An 
Academic Alternative to Juvenile 
Detention’ is being prepared to 
help inform the public about 
DAY. Foundation president Ken 
Williams said he hopes to 
unveil it at the February 14 DAY 
board meeting. 

The DAY Foundation -- com- 
posed of community and business 
leaders from across the county -- 
works to help provide funding 
for the program. Distribution of 
the brochure will launch the 
foundation’s ‘A Friend to DAY’ 
campaign, which will solicit tax 
exempt cash gifts and/or per- 
sonal or professional time and 
services for the program., 

Williams said he hopes the 
campaign will recruit retired per- 
sons and others who have time 
and abilities to give to the pro- 
gram. 

Terrell added that people are 
needed to help with maintenance 
and repairs including carpentry, 
plumbing and electrical. Durable 
furniture and other equipment is 
also needed, he said, as are part- 
time. jobs for students in the 
Alabaster/ Pelham area.

Esdale resigns as 
Pelham city judge .

Robert Esdale resigned Tues- 
day morning as Pelham 
municipal judge. The action 
came in the wake of an opinion 
issued Friday by the attorney 
general’s office. 

According to that opinion, 
neither a legislator nor the Clerk 
of the Alabama Supreme Court 
can serve as municipal judges for 
pay. 

The two-pdrt opinion was 
sought by Representative John 
Tanner, a Pelham attorney. 

Esdale had been Pelham city 
judge some eight years. Since 
November 21, 1983, he has also 
been the Clerk of the Alabama 


Supreme Court. 

When contacted Monday in 
Montgomery by the Reporter, 
Esdale was unaware of the at- 
torney general’s opinion. 

To the contrary, he said he 
received a legal opinion last Oc- 
tober ‘‘from one of the leading 
law firms in the state ’’ that he 
could hold both offices. 

Tuesday morning Esdale said 
he disagreed with the attorney 
general, but decided to resign 
anyway. 

‘“‘] have enjoyed being the 
judge,” he said. ‘‘I wouldn’t do 
anything to embarrass the city or 
the supreme court.” 

He said he was surprised that

The 1984 PGA Golf Championship to be played 
at Shoal Creek Country Club in Shelby County 
has been touted as ‘‘the biggest thing ever to come 
to Birmingham.”’ 

But Hall Thompson, developer and owner of 
Shoal Creek Country Club, knows where his golf 
course is. He came before county commissioners 


Monday for support and to seek help in getting 


residents to clean up their act for the big show. 

What Thompson wants is a clean-up campaign 
on the roads leading to Shoal Creek from Jeffer- 
son County: US 280 to Hugh Daniel Drive, Daniel 
Drive itself, County 41 and State 25 from Leeds to 
county 41. 

Thompson estimated that 150,000 people will 
travel to Shelby County during the tournament 
week of August 13 to 19. He also estimated that 90 
million people will see the PGA championship on 
televison. 

““Of course they won’t be seeing the roads,’’ 
Thompson said, ‘‘but there may be some dummy 
trying to paint a bad picture who might do that’’. 

Thompson said Shoal Creek cannot pull off an 
event like the PGA tournament by itself. ‘“You are 
involved,’’ he told commissioners. 

He acknowleged county work already underway 
to widen the road leading to the now famous golf 
course. He said county engineer Gary Ray is 
‘doing a nice neat job.’’ 

But Thompson said county residents might be 
encouraged to clean up their property, pick up 
trash along the roads, and move junky cars out of 
their yards with the county’s support. 

“‘Of course we are not without resources to help 
the county,’’ Thompson said of his country club. 

The course owner added, as an incentive for 
support, that he has deep roots in Shelby County 
and he feels the tournament will be a big help to 
the county.

Chelsea man leaves everything to Uncle Sam 


by Fred Guarino 

Who was Herman Earl Huppert? 

For starts, he was born December 1, 1900. On 
February 3, 1983, at age 82, the Shelby County 
man died at Briarcliff Nursing Home. 

Not much else is known about him -- except that 
he left to the United States of America 
$267,280.50, a house and five acres of land at 
Route 1, Box 97 Chelsea. 

‘He was the type man who stayed a lot to 
himself,’’ said Marvin T. Brasher, a nextdoor 
neighbor of Huppert’s for 20 years. 

Even the executor of Huppert’s will, Baker 

Crow of AmSouth Bank, never met the deceased 
man. 
“‘The only thing I can figure out... I think he 
always banked with our bank and didn’t have any 
other relatives or anyone he was close to,”’ the 
estate administrator said of his selection to handle 
Huppert’s property. 

**You never could be a neighbor as you might 
have liked to,’’ Brasher remembered of his 


neighbor. ‘‘But he was like a perfect gentleman 
when he was around ladies. He didn’t get out and 
associate with people.’’ 

But if anyone knew anything about Huppert, it 
probably was Brasher. 

Huppert contacted Brasher when he became ill 
with cancer of the bladder. That began a friend- 
ship between the two which ultimately led Brasher 
to place the elderly man in Briarcliff Nursing 
Home. . 

Later, Brasher handled the burial ar- 
rangements. He picked out the coffin, got a 
veteran’s administration marker and buried Hup- 
pert in the Columbiana City Cemetery. 

According to Brasher: 

“‘He was the type of man who was stuck on 
health food. He liked to grow vegetables a lot and 
work on his place. 

‘*He lived up on a pile of rocks and all he did 
was move rocks around. I believe he had one 
brother who lived in Rochester, New York, and 
two sisters. 


“I was closest associated with him in his 
sickness... I didn’t get to know him until he got 
ithe. 2? 

Brasher said Huppert called on him to buy 
groceries. ‘‘He didn’t like very much meat except 
fowl... chicken.”’ 

**He called me one Saturday afternoon to take 
him to the hospital,’’ Brasher recalled. Huppert 
had to have a caricerous bladder removed and was 
never able to go home again. 

**I told them (the hospital) to put him in a nurs- 
ing home and I’d look after him. I saw he had 
everything he needed.”’ 

Brasher remembered being called the day Hup- 
pert passed away. 

“*T picked out his clothes and casket and got him 
a lot in Columbiana. He wanted to be buried in a 
military cemetery but the one in Mississippi was 
full.’’ 

Brasher said his neighbor spoke very little about 
his relatives, but indicated that his childhood had 
not been particularly pleasant. According to 


Brasher, Huppert said he broke with his family 
over 20 years ago. 

Shelby County Tax Assessor Bobbie Reynolds 
said the land Huppert left to the USA is appraised 
at $14,110 and the house is valued at $32,230. 
That makes a total appraisal of $46,340. 

The property is located off County 11 between 
US 280 and US 31. 

Assistant US Attorney Buddy Kelly was told 
that Huppert had been grateful to the government 
because it gave him a job with the railroad during 
the depression. 

US Attorney Frank Donaldson said he is sen- 
ding Huppert’s money to the Treasury Depart- 
ment to go into the nation’s general fund. 

He said the property will probably be conveyed 
to the General Services Administration to be sold 
and the proceeds also deposited in the treasury. 

So, in cash and property, Huppert, an elderly 
bachelor who once worked as a railroad postal 
clerk, left $313,620.50 to one of his ‘relatives’ -- 
Uncle Sam.

Two men face charges 


for Montevallo murder 


Two Jefferson County men 
have been charged with the 
murder of Kenneth Ray Lawley 
of Montevallo. 

Lawley was gunned down 
January 28 in a room at the Fifth 
Wheel Truck Stop (formerly the 
Blue Bird) in Brighton, where he 
had stayed the night before. 

Last Wednesday lawmen from 


the Jefferson County sheriff’s 
department arrested Willis James 
Gray, 26, and Joseph Earl 
Turner, 24, both of Roosevelt Ci- 
ty, and charged them with 
Lawley’s death. 

According to investigating 
detective Sgt. Steve Morgan, rob- 
bery was the apparent motive for 
the shooting.

Snowden added to Thomp- 
son’s list of benefits by saying 
that some big industrial leaders 
will come into Shelby County as a 
result of the tournament. He call- 
ed that an opportunity for the 
county to promote itself. 

Thompson mixed his personal 
observations on the upcoming 
tournament with a 12 minute film 
entitled ‘‘A Major for 
Alabama.”’ 

The film stressed that while the 
PGA championship is one of the 
top four golf tournaments in the 
world it will also mark the first 
time a national championship in 
any professional sport has been 
decided in Alabama. 

A voice-over from golf pro 
Jack Nicklaus related that Shoal 
Creek is certainly the best he’s 
ever designed. 

In addition, the film pointed 
out that the 7,000 yard-plus 
course is only seven years old and 
the youngest ever to host a major 
golf tournament. 

Thompson said that only 17 
golf courses in the United States 
rate higher than Shoal Creek, and 
that Shoal Creek is listed among 
the top 50 courses in the world. 

But Thompson said that he did 
not conceive Shoal Creek as the 
site of a professional tournament 
in the beginning.

Counselors help children grow

When something goes wrong, the easiest thing to do is blame 
somebody else. 

But blaming others isn’t usually the right thing to do, so school 
counselors such as Sylvia Davis take steps to help students grow along 
more acceptable lines of development. 

To do this, Davis recently showed her students at Columbiana Mid- 
dle School a film that helps them learn to accept responsibility for 
their actions. 

The film demonstrated a five-step approach to problem solving. 
Following the film, she held a discussion period with the students.

Davis, in order to help the sixth grade class at her school gain a bet- 
ter understanding of themselves, has asked personnel from 
Brookwood Hospital to come to the school. The topics they discuss in- 
clude mood changes, bodily changes during adolesence, and self con- 
cept. 

In the academic realm, Davis is responsible for the 30-minute daily 
remediation class at CMS, as well as the enrichment program. 

Coordinating the testing program at the school is another respon- 
sibility of the guidance counselor. 

She also interprets the results of the CAT tests for students, and 
answers any questions parents may have. 

When students reach the eighth grade, Davis works with the high 
school guidance counselor in registering them and explaining the units 
they need for graduation. 

While most of her work is done in the classroom, Davis also sees 
students individually. 

If anyone has a problem they need help with, the counselor has 
them sign up, then calls them in for a talk as quickly as possible. 

Davis and other school counselors may also refer children to ap- 
propriate agencies, such as the Department of Pensions and Security 
and the DAY (Developing Alabama Youth) Foundation. 

One of the satisfactions Davis said she’s had since coming to CMS, 
was seeing that an abused child was removed from its home and plac- 
ed in foster care. 

High school counselors are more involved with career guidance than 
middle school counselors, Davis reported. 

Montevallo High School counselor Colleen Colley explained that 
she assists students in selecting a course of study and helps them plan 
what they will do after graduation. 

Group sessions are often held for special guidance activities to en- 
courage personal growth and development, Colley said. Topics touch 
on such subjects such as decision making and study habits. 

Counseling is also done on an individual basis for tenth graders and 
seniors Colley related, and for any student who needs help with a pro- 
blem. 

The high school counselor is the testing coordinator for the school 
and responsible for the administration of all state and local testing 
programs. 

Maintaining and safeguarding student records is also the duty of 
middle and high school counselors. 

Although elementary schools in the state do not have guidance 
counselors at the present time, the possibility of adding them is being 
studied by state and local school officials.

Dog track question 


at point of no return?

The years old question of dog 
racing in Shelby County is ex- 
pected to be answered -- one way 
or the other -- this week. 

Governor George Wallace has 
made it known to the state 
legislature that any racing pro- 
posals that ever hope to make it 
out of the starting gate, have to 
be introduced this week. 

Besides the lingering question 
of the bill to allow Pelham voters 
their say on a track there, other 
major ‘contenders vying for 
position include a dog track in 
Huntsville, and the horse track in 
Birmingham. 

It is generally conceded that 
the metro-Birmingham betting 
population cannot support both a 
horse and dog track, 

As nis week began, 
horses were leading by several 
lengths into the final stretch. 

According to local Represen- 
tative John Tanner, the Jefferson 
County delegation has ‘‘spelled 
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out in no uncertain terms’’ that 
they will kill any movement to 
pass the Pelham track bill -- if 
any movement is even made. 

**I’ve told people I wouldn’t 
sponsor a dog track and I have to 
live up to that,’’ Tanner told the 
Reporter. 

He said he was approached 
about introducing the bill two 
weeks ago by Jasper businessman 
John Bankhead. However, Tan- 
ner said all the many calls he’d 
received from area citizens were 
against the track. 

Senator Frank ‘Butch’ Ellis 
had previously indicated that he 
would not support the Pelham 
track, but he was unavailable for 
comment Monday. 

As a general bill, Tanner said 
the Pelham proposal could be in- 
troduced by other legislators. 

Senator Charles Bishop ot 
Jasper has been mentioned as one 
who might introduce the 
measure, but he was unavailable 
for comment. 
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The Shelby County Comission 
will meet Monday morning to ap- 
prove its tax levies for 1984. 

The commission continued the 
action from last Monday’s 
meeting to that date, so that it 
could take into account the 
results of the February 14 school 
tax vote. 

In other action: 

Commissioners approved a 
promotion for Richard Fox to 
move into pay step eight for the 
Shelby County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment, effective from January 27 
of this year. 

A request for this pay increase 
from Sheriff Buddy Glasgow had 
been turned down earlier. But 
because the sheriff’s department 
has had an unfilled vacancy since 
December, the request received 
quick approval Monday. 

Commissioners also approved 
a promotion for Wayne Watts to 
lieutenant in anticipation of the 
retirement of another sheriff’s 
department employee.

Montevallo’s Holland Floyd dies 


L. Holland Floyd, executive 
director of buildings and grounds 
at the University of Montevallo, 
died of an apparent heart attack 
Friday afternoon in Birmingham. 

Floyd, 42, had been at 
Montevallo for about 10 years. 


He was largely responsible for 
securing federal funding for 
UM’s wood chip burner, a 
measure that is saving the school 
some quarter-million dollars an- 
nually in energy costs. 


Floyd was also instrumental in 
procuring federal funds which 
will be used to renovate and air 
condition the dormitories on 
campus. 

A native of Scottsboro, he 
played basketball on three teams 
that participated in state tour- 
naments, and in 1960 he and 
teammate John Blackwell were 
both named to the all- 
tournament team. 

Floyd went to the University of 
Alabama, Blackwell to Auburn, 


and they played against each 
other for the next four years. 
Blackwell, coincidentally, is now 
the business manager at 
Montevallo. 


Floyd, who was primarily a 
reserve forward and center, was 
described in Alabama’s 1963-64 
press guide as a player who 
**made a terrific impression with 
his rebounding ability. He 
believes that when the ball is 
loose, it belongs to him and goes 
after it with plenty of en- 
thusiasm.’’ 

University of Montevallo 
President Jim Vickrey said 
Floyd, 6-7, was ‘‘the biggest man 
on my staff and had, perhaps, the 
biggest job at the University. In 
fact, he was the best at what he 
did of all the professionals with 
whom I’ve worked at half a 
dozen state universities.’’ 


Vickrey called Floyd ‘‘the 
closest thing to an indispensable 
man’’ he’d ever known. 


**But he was more than a big, 
dedicated doer of a man. He was 
a gentle giant, whose caring for 
his own staff, his co-workers, he 
friends and his family -- indeed, 
the entire University community 
-- inspired all of us privileged to 
have been associated with him.”’ 

Floyd was a coach and physical 
education instructor at Miami 
Military Academy for a year after 
his graduation from Alabama. 
He then went to Livingston 
University where he was an in- 
dustrial arts instructor and direc- 
tor of maintenance. 

He also served as director of 
maintenance for the Huntsville 
City Board of Education and 
worked with two private in- 
dustries in north Alabama before 
joining the staff at Montevallo. 

He is survived by his wife, Vera 
E. Floyd; a daughter, Deana; a 
son, Drew; and other relatives. 

Funeral services were held Sun- 
day afternoon in Scottsboro. A 
memorial service was planned for 
11 a.m. Wednesday, February 15

The heart that replaced his 
diseased one has given the 8th 
grade student a new lease on life. 

That life, his mother, Dorothy 
Wann told the Reporter, is like 
that of any other 14-year old boy 
-- with a few minor exceptions. 

He takes daily medication and 
goes for monthly checkups. He 
also has to watch his diet and 
avoid contact sports. 

**‘We don’t make a martyr of 
him though,’’ Mrs, Wann ex- 
plained. She said Eric knows 
what he has to do to stay healthy, 
and he does it.

In fact, he’s now the healthiest 
member of the family, she 
observed. 

The family consists of his 
mother, an adoptive father, 
Richard Wann, and a 16-year old 
sister, Monique Boyd. 

Before surgery was performed 
on her son in November 1981, 
Mrs. Wann said Eric’s weight 
had dropped to 79 pounds, He 
was too weak to sit up. 

Several months after the heart 
transplant, his condition had im- 
proved to the point where he 
could get out and run, and ride a 
bike, she said. 

“My philosophy has always 
been to go for it,’’ Mrs. Wann 
said -- and that’s what we did!” 

Describing the heart her son 
received as one that ‘‘couldn’t 
have been better if we had 
ordered it,’’ the grateful mother 
said it had been donated by the 
parents of a 13-year old Georgia 
boy who died from a brain in- 
jury. 

Dorothy and her husband 
Richard are also from Georgia. A 
transfer by Wann’s company was 
responsible for their move to the 
Birmingham area three years ago. 

After Eric’s condition became 
critical, the family had no time 
for house hunting, so they lived 
in an apartment until this past Ju- 
ly when they bought a home in 
Alabaster. 

Although his heart condition 
kept him out of school for three 
years, Mrs. Wann said the in- 
struction Eric received from 
teachers who visited their home, 
kept him from missing any 
grades. 

‘But he did have to get used to 
being around people his own age, 
again,’’ she said, ‘‘since he had 
been mostly with adults for so 
long.”’ 

Even though he’s unique in 
having a donor heart, Eric seems 
to be accepted as one of the gang 
by his peers. 

About the only hangup is that 
when they go out for ice cream, 
Eric orders diet soda because he 
has to watch his weight. 

Eric seems to take it as a small 
price tO pay a new heart. 


Wallace creates Politburo? 


Letter to the Editor: 

It is time the people in our 
great state recognize the true 
form of government our Gover- 
nor has created since his election.

It was, by any standards, one of Gov. George 
Wallace’s most remarkable speeches. We refer 
to his ‘State of the State Address’ to the 
Alabama Legislature. 

There have been times in the past when 
Wallace has been accused of playing to the 
grandstand, of avoiding issues which might 
upset the electorate. No such charge can be 
made of his speech to the lawmakers. 

Citing the need for huge expenditures in 
education, prisons, highways and mental 
hospitals, Wallace called for the imposition of a 
crunching $293 million in new taxes; he called 
for a war against mediocrity in schools; he told 
state employees the best he could do for them is 
an eight percent pay raise and immediately in- 
dicated some of that would be taken away by 
proposing an increase in their contributions to 
the retirement fund. 

At one point in his long, rambling speech 
Wallace sounded like the Wallace of old as he 
took to task -- without calling his name -- U.S. 
District Judge Robert Varner. It has been 
Varner who has presided over the prison litiga- 
tion. 

Wallace called the requirement by the court 
that each inmate have 60 square feet of living 
space ridiculous. 

“They are not in the penitentiary for 
misbehaving in church,’’ Wallace said. ‘‘Many 
of our college students bunk two and three to a 
dormitory room. Many of us victims do not 
have sixty square feet. I have the space in which 
I can reach whether in this chair or lying in bed. 
The fellow who shot me has more square feet in 
which to live than I do even though he is in the

Eric Boyd doesn’t look as 
though anything out of the or- 
dinary has ever happened to him. 

The Thompson Middle School 
student jogs, plays basketball, 
and lifts weights. He’s interested 
in music and plays trumpet in the 
school band. 

Like most boys his age, Eric is 
interested in cars, so he saves 
money from odd jobs to buy a 
Trans Am. 

What sets Eric apart from his 
contemporaries is his heart -- it 
was transplanted into his body a 
little over two years ago. 

Without the surgery that was 
performed at the University of 
Alabama Medical Center in Bir- 


mingham, Eric wouldn’t have 
reached his 13th birthday, let 
alone his 14th and almost his 
15th. 

The heart that replaced his 
diseased one has given the 8th 
grade student a new lease on life. 

That life, his mother, Dorothy 
Wann told the Reporter, is like

He takes daily medication and 
goes for monthly checkups. He 
also has to watch his diet and 
avoid contact sports. 

‘We don’t make a martyr of 
him though,”’ Mrs. Wann ex- 
plained.

D. Both had or have beliefs 
they practice religiously -- An- 
dropov advocated Atheism while 
Wallace is a firm believer in 
Nepotism. 


E. Both used or use govern- 
ment organizations to stamp out 
opposition to their policies and 
friends. Andropov used the 
K.G.B. while Wallace’s people 
form ‘‘Investigative Commit- 
tees’’ in the legislature such as the 
one which looked into the State 
Aeronautics Board. Its methods 
resulted in the resignation of one 
who bucked the Administration, 
Mr. Rowe. When one looks at 
the whole picture and sifts 
through Wallace’s rhetoric, 
demogoguery, and sees his 
methods for what they really are, 
you have to come to the conclu- 
sion that there are places in this 
world where Wallace fits right in 
-- like Russia, maybe?

Alabama Scene —

It was, by any standards, one of Gov. George 
Wallace’s most remarkable speeches. We refer 
to his ‘State of the State Address’ to the 
Alabama Legislature. 

There have been times in the past when 
Wallace has been accused of playing to the 
grandstand, of avoiding issues which might 
upset the electorate. No such charge can be 
made of his speech to the lawmakers. 

Citing the need for huge expenditures in 
education, prisons, highways and mental 
hospitals, Wallace called for the imposition of a 
crunching $293 million in new taxes; he called 
for a war against mediocrity in schools; he told 
state employees the best he could do for them is 
an eight percent pay raise and immediately in- 
dicated some of that would be taken away by 
proposing an increase in their contributions to 
the retirement fund. 

At one point in his long, rambling speech 
Wallace sounded like the Wallace of old as he 
took to task -- without calling his name -- U.S. 
District Judge Robert Varner. It has been 
Varner who has presided over the prison litiga- 
tion. 

Wallace called the requirement by the court 
that each inmate have 60 square feet of living 
space ridiculous. 

‘*They are not in the penitentiary for 
misbehaving in church,’’ Wallace said. ‘‘Many 
of our college students bunk two and three to a 
dormitory room. Many of us victims do not 
have sixty square feet. I have the space in which 
I can reach whether in this chair or lying in bed. 
The fellow who shot me has more square feet in 
which to live than I do even though he is in the 
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home plate to third base. They talked big talk 
and laughed and had a heck of a big time. They 
were having a ball game and I was pitching for 
the other team. They said I wasn’t big enough 
and maybe too old and probably needed a nurse 
to look after me. When the game was over we 
had beat them 4 to 2, they said that maybe I was 
big enough and not too old. And somebody ad- 
ded: ‘‘Let the nurse go. You don’t need her.”’ 

Shag Stone had a good basketball team on 
Four Mile. The Blackerbys and Moores and 
McEwens and Stones, all of ’em young and all 
of ’em strong. On an outdoor court with the 
wind blowing icicles, they were something. But 
I had a good team, too, down Newala way. The 
Allens and the Edwards and the Galloways and 
the Roaches and the Alexanders, all of ’em 
good. I had brought my team up to play Shag’s 
team. Folks had come from everywhere. Before 
the game was over, the boys got in a racket and 
Shag and I called the game. That was the way it 
was with Shag Stone and Skillet Bird. The way 
it remained for over fifty years.

You will 
have to take them from this governor and | 
believe this legislature as well.’’ 

All in all, it was one of Wallace’s most 
remarkable performances.

At 5’ 7” and 158 pounds, Luvell Bivins -- 
Thompson High School’s outstanding senior 
tailback for 1983 -- has been described as being no 
bigger than a ‘small stack of footballs.’ 

But with 4.5 speed in the 40-yard dash, 2,117 
rushing yards, and 132 points in his last 
year as a Warrior... it’s little wonder that Bivins 
has become the fourth Thompson player in two 
years to sign a football scholarship with Auburn 
University. 

Bivins made it official Wednesday afternoon. 
Auburn recruiter Bobby Wallace looked on as ‘the 
little big man’ put his name on the dotted line.

‘“‘We feel great... so proud,’’ said Bivins’ 
mother Hattie. ‘‘I know he is going to a terrific 
school.’ 

‘It’s the best thing that ever happened,’’ added 
proud papa Andrew. 

While coaches and former Thompson players 
may have been an inspiration for Bivins, this War- 
rior earned his scholarship on his own. 

At age 18, Bivins rushed for 1,374 yards on 142 
attempts for an average of 9.3 yards per carry. 
That was good enough to lead the Warriors to an

In addition, Bivins returned 19 kick offs for 521 
yards -- 27.4 yards per trip. Too, he returned 13 
punts for 222 yards, or 17 yards per trip. 

But what does Bivins think of the Auburn 
scholarship? His only other scholarship offers 
came from North Alabama and Jacksonville 
State. 

“‘T feel great. It’s an honor for me,’ he said 
with a big smile. 

Was the scholarship from Auburn expected? 

**You know with my small size and all, I really 
didn’t think about major college. I thought about 
small schools or no school at all.” 

Then what inspired him to his 1983 perfor- 
mance? 

**...1 had people ahead of me that encouraged 
me to show my ability. Arthur and Demetrius 
were a big influence on me,”’ 

What does he think about joining those other 
Warriors in Auburn? 

“*It’s going to be a lot of fun but a whole lot of 
hard work for someone my size. They’ll say, ‘He 
won’t be that much,’”’ Bivins admitted. 

**But Auburn wouldn’t have given me a scholar- 
ship if they didn’t think I could do it, so I’m going 
to give it my all,’’ he said. 

What does coach Wheeler think about the 
youngster he is losing to major college football? 

**T have said it before... he is probably one of 
the best all around players I have ever coached. It 
shows up in his books -- and his athletics.’’

Montevallo High School’s Rick Dobson signs a

Rick Dobson of the Montevallo High School 
Bulldogs has become the first football player from 
that school in 22 years to sign with a major col- 
lege. 

Last Wednesday afternoon, the 225-pound, 
6’6’’ senior defensive tackle officially signed a 
scholarship with Southern Mississippi. 

The last major college signee from Montevallo 
was Jerry Smitherman who went to play ball for 
the University of Alabama in 1962. 

Dobson only played football for Montevallo 
during his junior and senior years. But last season, 
his presence was a key factor to the Bulldogs 10-2 
over-all record and quarter-final trip to the state 
playoffs. 

A man who can run the 40-yard dash in 4.9 
seconds, Dobson made 97 individual tackles in 
1983, had 76 assists and threw opponents for 
losses 21 times. 

To be sure this youngster did not get away, he 
was recruited by Dyer Carlisle of Southern Miss, 
but was actually signed by the school’s defensive 
coordinator Thamus Coleman. 

He will go to Mississippi as a defensive lineman. 

What does Dobson think about his scholarship 
and what influenced him to sign? 

“T got a couple of offers from some small 
schools but I just wanted to play ball in major col- 
lege,’’ Dobson said. 

“I was really impressed with their campus and 
the staff of the college. When I went for my of- 
ficial visit, we didn’t go to see just about pure 
football,’’ he said. ‘‘Academic advisors met with

**It’s also kind of close to home... only four and 
a half hours away,’’ he added.

More 
than likely, I’ll be red shirted my first year. That’s 
when you eat, sleep and build up to play. 

“It’s according to how things work out in 
August.”’ 

Excited about it all? 

““Very much so.. It’s a highlight of my life!’’ 
Dobson said with pride. 

While the big man from Montevallo signed his 
name to the dotted line, his coach, Richard 
Gilliam, his parents, William G. and Christine 
Dobson,. and fellow football player Taylor 
Blackwell were all at his side. 

What does Mom think of her son’s going to 
Southern Miss? 

‘*We just loved it there. The campus is really 
nice and the people were warm and cordial.” 

What about the scholarship? How do his 
parents feel about that?

Wilton’s Janeice Scoggins considered taking her 
volleyball skills to Birmingham, but she decideed 
that a small-town was more her style. 

Scoggins, a 17-year-old senior at Thompson 
High School, has signed with coach Beverly War- 
ren to play for the University of Montevallo next 
year. She was recruited heavily by the UAB Lady 
Blazers. 

‘*Whenever I can, I always go to the games at 
both UAB and Montevallo,’’ Scoggins said. 
“‘Then when UAB was recruiting me, I went up 
there and visited the apartments where the players 
lived and talked to the players, kind of getting an 
idea of how well they get along together. It was 
really nice, and they called me and everything.”’ 

Of course, volleyball players are rarely wooed 
with the fervor that high school football stars are. 
But that’s all right with Scoggins because this was 
her first major decision, and she had to make it 
alone. 

‘*My parents were pleased when I finally chose 
Montevallo, but they wouldn’t say a word while I 
was making up my mind. They just considered it 
my decision, and they wanted me to make it by 
myself. Of course, now they are happy they’ll 
have their baby girl home for another four years,”’ 
she said. 

Scoggins would have been quite a coup for any 
volleyball coach. She played for the Lady War- 
riors’ 1982 and 1983 3A state champion volleyball 
teams, serving as captain this year. She also was 
named captain for the All-County and All-Area 
volleyball teams. 

The 5-foot-6, 120-pound setter-hitter started her 
high school sports career at Jemison High School 
before moving to Thompson as a sophomore. She 
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was already headed in the direction of UM, but 
she didn’t know it. Jemison coach and physical 
education teacher Debbie Spann is one of the most 
active alumnae of the UM program and a deter- 
mined booster of the Lady Falcons’ sports pro- 
gram. 

But, still, wasn’t it hard to resist the glamour of 
an NCAA Division I school? 

Not for Scoggins. 

‘*When I went up there and saw the apartments 
and all...well, they were nice, nice places to live 
and all, but they were so far away from 
everything. You had to walk a long way to the 
classroom buildings, and everything was spread 
out. It’s like city life, not like a small campus. You 
can’t walk around without wondering if someone 
will attack you or something.’’ Coach Warren 
was a critical factor in the decision, too, Scoggins 
said. She had attended Warren’s summer 
volleyball camps at UM, and she had a lot of con- 
tact on an informal basis with UM players. And 
Thompson Coach Lynn Rushing is a UM alumna. 

“I’ve always been around Montevallo all my 
life. I know all the people and enjoy being around 
them. I know the campus, and I know what kind 
of athletic program Ms. Warren has. Besides, I 
can live at home this year, and my folks and I get 
along real great.’’ 

Scoggins also played basketball at Thompson, 
and was named All-County, and All-State in 
1981-82. In the 1982-83 season she played 
Amateur Athletic Union-USA Junior Olympics 
basketball.

In emergency, 


right information 


could save a life

A young housewife works in 
her kitchen preparing supper 
while her husband goes outside to 
fix the roof on the tool shed. 

She peers out of the kitchen 
window for a moment to see him 
working busily. Suddenly, to her 
horror, she sees him fall to the 
ground. 

She thinks he’s injured himself 
because he isn’t moving. 

The young housewife fumbles 
for the telephone, calls an 
emergency number and hastily 
asks for emergency help. But ina 
state of panic, she only thinks to 
say, ‘‘I live at Route 2, Helena.’’ 
Then hangs up. 

What many Shelby Countians 
apparently don’t realize is that 
such a call, with such unclear 
directions, could result in tragic 
results. 

While friends, relatives, and 
the postman might know where a 
certain route is, the sheriff’s 
department, police department, 
ambulance service or rescue 
squad may not. 

That could cause a critical 
delay in getting help on the scene. 
Rescuers may lose valuable time 
trying to figure out where the vic- 
tim is located. 

Columbiana’s Rescue 88 and 
the Shelby County Sheriff’s 
Department have recently work- 
ed together to solve this kind of 
problem. They have put together 
a number of tips to help insure 
rescue workers can find you when 
the need arises. 

**About 95 percent of the time, 


people do not give good clear 
directions... not only for us but 
for the sheriff's department,”’ 
said Rescue 88 chief Larry Ray. 

He pointed out one case in 
which a Shelby County resident 
died. Because of insufficient ad- 
dress information, Ray said, 
rescue workers never made it to 
the scene. 

Ray doubted that anything 
could have been done to save the 
man in the particular case, but he 
said one never knows when better 
directions could help save a life. 

Not only do emergency service 
groups need clear directions to a 
home to be effective, they also 
need to know what has happened 
-- something Ray said many peo- 
ple don’t bother to tell in times of 
panic. 

‘*That is a very important part 
of our planning... letting us know 
what happened. If its an auto ac- 
cident, you pretty well know 
what you need,”’ Ray said. 

If it’s a medical call, ‘‘and you 
know it is a heart attack, you can 
plan your strategy...,’” he ex- 
plained. 

Ray also pointed out that ac- 
curate information can serve to 
protect rescue workers from in- 
jury as well. 

He pointed out that in the case 
of a shooting, his group would 
like to know the situation in ad- 
vance so that law enforcement 
back-up can be planned. 

To help prepare for an 
emergency situation, Ray and the 
Shelby County Sheriff’s Depart-

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Computers invade classroom 


by Shelba Nivens 
Computers have been bringing about big changes in the 
American life-style for some time. Now, they are bringing about 
big changes in teaching-style at county elementary schools. 
In January all Chapter I teachers in the county received com- 
puters to help them teach basic skills to pupils who need extra 


help. 


Chapter I is a federally funded program that emphasizes the 
basic skills of reading, language and math. 

According to Rebecca Nail of the Shelby County Board of 
Education, Shelby County has previously used its Chapter I 
funds to concentrate on reading. However, next school year, the 
schools expect to be working on both math and reading skills. 


‘We're looking for additional ways to help children,’’ she 
said, adding that a good set of math programs had already been 


bought for each teacher. 


Presently teachers and students are using these in a computer 
awareness program to learn what the computer can do. 

At Chelsea, Chapter I teacher Earlene Isbell has second and 
third grade students doing math on the computer. ‘Students are 
already benefitting from it,’’ she said. 

Sixty-five second and third graders are in the Chapter I pro- 
gram at Chelsea. Each class of eight to 11 students spends 35 to 
45 minutes a day in the special classroom. Along with activities

designed to help them learn to read, each child has a turn at the 


computer. 


Nail said the computer is a good learning device for several 
reasons. As a multi-sensory device it helps to sharpen the senses. 
Students must push the correct buttons, read the screen, think 
and analyze. They are able to put their hands on something 
other than paper and pencil. They do something on the machine 


and it responds. 


The Chapter I program looks at individual needs of students. 
Each child receives individual help in the classroom and is allow- 
ed to progress at his own pace. 

Isbell uses the reward method to help motivate her students. 
‘“‘Then they get where they want to learn,” she said. 


Students must repeat reading lessons until they know them, 
and when they make 100 percent they get to do hands-on ac- 
tivities which are also learning devices. 

Included in the ‘fun learning’ activities are games, film strip 
viewers, cassettes with read-along books and toys. Some of her 


learning activities are commercial materials; 


developed herself. 


The Chelsea teacher said she gets a lot of in-put from a parent 


advisory council. 


Nova Dorough, president of the parent council, said her son 
had reached the point where he did not want to read, but now 
enjoys sharing books with classmates.

ment recommend that all county 
residents put the following list of 
information by their telephones -- 
before something happens: 

*Your name and phone 
numbers by which you can be 
reached. 

eDirections to your home or 
business from a starting point, 
such as an intersection of 
numbered roads, churches or ma- 
jor buildings, or other. well 
known land-marks. Also list ap- 
proximate distances which must 
be traveled on each road from the 
starting point. 

Highway number you live on 
or near. If you live off a main 
road with a number, list the 
number of the main road. 

Also list where to turn off the 
main road and what to took for 
at the turn off point. List how far 
off the main road you live or 
work, and on which side of the 
road, right, left, north, south, 
east or west. 

*List what your home, mobile 
home or business looks like, such 
as color, type of construction, 
and what type of vehicle might be 
parked in the yard. 

*Describe something to look 
for just before getting to your 
home or business so rescuers will 
know when they are getting close. 

*Tell what the situation is. 

In addition to this, Shelby 
County Deputy Tom Barnes also 
suggests that houses or businesses 
be identified at the time of an 
emergency with something like a 
bright shiny can on a stick. 

Barnes indicated that this in- 
formation, ready and available in 
time of emergency, could help to 
avoid additional tragedy or un- 
due worry.

Farmers warned about EDB 


Shelby County farmers are be- 
ing warned not to use the 
pesticide ethylene dibromide -- 
EDB -- as either a soil fumigant, 
fumigant on stored grain, or asa 
spot fumigant on grain milling 
machinery. 

The warning comes directly 
from the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) which first 
banned the substance as a soil 
fumigant last September, and 
which issued an emergency 
suspension order for its use on 
stored grain and grain milling 
machinery on February 3 of this 
year. ~- 

Farmers should be aware of the 
magnitude of this ban, according 
to EPA officials. That is, 
ethylene dibromide cannot be us- 
ed in any form which will affect 
the food chain for both humans 
and animals. 

All farmers are advised to 
check containers and carefully 
read all labels because EDB 
comes under a variety of trade 
names. 

If labels are missing and there 
is any doubt about the contents, 
then do not use it, the EPA 
stresses.

Sewage spills in Pelham creek 


by David F. Moore 

Toilets at Pelham Fire Station No. 2 are flushing directly into 
Bishop Creek. Likewise, drains in the station’s firetruck bays also 
empty straight into the nearby creek. 

As such, the situation is in violation of state and federal water quali- 
ty laws, according to Alabama Department of Environmental 
Management (ADEM) engineer Jim Moore. 

ADEM biologist Larry Eldridge said he has conducted tests on the 
discharge from fire station drain pipes that empty directly into the 
creek. Results of a biochemical test of oxygen demand showed the 
discharge to be ‘‘typical of fresh, domestic sewerage,’ Eldridge told 
the Reporter. 

Another test showed that some chemicals were coming through the 
drains which are possibly affecting oxygen content in the creek. 
Eldridge said that without knowing exactly what the chemicals are, he 
couldn’t fully assess any harm they may be doing. 

From the fire station at US 31, Bishop Creek runs south past 
Green Park trailer park, behind Valley Elementary and South Gate 
trailer park, through Chandalar, Cahaba Valley and Oak Mountain 
Estate subdivisions, and behind Belle-Vista trailer park. 

Although one city well is located further downstream, it is at least a 
mile from the creek. Eldridge said that the possibility of health 
hazards to those drinking city water is ‘‘very, very minute.’’ 

He said the chances were remote, but possible, that discharge from 
the fire station could have come from a disease carrier. 

State and county health authorities, as well as city officials are ex- 
pected to make further studies on the problem. 

One question they’ll be trying to answer is that of the existence -- or 
not -- of a septic tank. When contacted, neither County Health 
Department environmentalist George Holcombe, nor Mayor Burk 
Dunaway knew for certain if the station was hooked to a septic tank. 


Dunaway said that when the station was being built three years ago, 
the plans were to tie into the private package treatment plant owned 
by Green Park. At the last minute, the trailer park changed owners, 
however, and Dunaway said the plan fell through. 

Without sewerage available, Dunaway said sub-contractors for 
builders Roy Martin and Spud Bishop hooked lines from the fire sta- 
tion into whatever system had been used at a city trailer on the Green 
Park entrance road. 

“There might not have even been a tank there,’’ Dunaway said. 
‘*That’s been a long time back.’’ 

The city engineer at that time was the late Joe Portman. 

‘*! didn’t know (there was still a problem) until you called me,”’ 
Dunaway said. ‘‘I knew about it a couple years ago. There was a pro- 


* blem then (with surface leakage of the station’s sewage). They went up 


there and did some work. I assumed it was fixed.”’ 

“If there’s a problem there, we'll fix it,’’ Dunaway said. 

“*The last time I’d been out there, they had a backhoe and | thought 
they’d corrected it,’’ Holcombe said. ‘‘It’s supposed to be fixed.’’ 

“They have a system that not functioning properly,’’ Holcombe 
said Tuesday morning after a follow up check on the site. He said he 
would meet Wednesday morning with a sewer engineer about the 
situation, and would work with the city in any way possible. 

Eldridge said he first checked on an anonymous complaint of 
discharge problems at the fire station on February 16, 1982. 

‘I was assured the first time there was no problem, by George 
Holcombe and the mayor,”’ Eldridge said from the Birmingham 
branch of the ADEM. He said he was told the discharge was going 
through field lines at the time. 

He answered another complaint about the problem on September 
30, 1982. He said he returned later, on October 10, conducted the

County voters flunk 
taxes for school aid

While students were exchanging Valentines last Tuesday, 3,937 
Shelby County voters were saying ‘no’ to a tax increase for school im- 
provements, 

The referendum to increase property taxes by three mills failed by 
736 votes. 

Voters in school districts in the north end of Shelby County and in 
Alabaster were the only ones to approve the additional tax. School 
districts where the vote passed were: Thompson, Helena, 
Pelham/Valley, Inverness, and Riverchase. 

Although the result of the election was disappointing to Superinten- 
dent of Education Ellie Glasscox, he said the 7,138 voters that turned 
out were more than he expected. According to the board of registrars’ 
office, the voter’s list for the county contains between 32,000-33,000 
names. 

The tax increase proposed by Governor George Wallace for schools 
in the state may have been responsible for some of the negative votes, 
Glasscox said. The governor’s proposal was made shortly before the 
local referendum came to a vote. 

Because of the negative vote, school system officials won’t be able to 
borrow the money to pay for $9.7 million worth of ‘urgent’ building 
needs. 

‘‘We’ll keep on doing the best we can with what we’ve got,”’ 
Glasscox said. 

After assessing the reasons why the tax failed to pass, the 
superintendent said it might be put to a vote again sometime in the 
future. 

‘‘The needs don’t go away just because the people have voted 
against paying for them,’’ Glasscox observed. 

Susan Coyne, chairman of the tax referendum committee for the 
County Parent-Teacher Organization, said, ‘‘We owe it to our kids to 
give them the best facilities possible.”’ 

It was her feeling that the tax was turned down, ‘‘because people 
have lost confidence in the board.’’ 

When the school system received one half of a cent from the county 
sales tax that was passed several years ago, some of the schools were 
promised things that were never delivered, Coyne explained. 

She also thought the governor used poor judgement in talking about 
a state tax for education just before the local vote. Voters living on 
the east side of the county registered a firm ‘no’ to the extra tax. 

The eastern vote, broken down by general school districts, went as 
followed: 

®Vincent -- 181 for, 435 against. 

eShelby -- 43 for, 174 against. 

Columbiana -- 190 for, 344 against. 

*Wilsonville -- 79 for, 217 against. 

eChelsea, 144 for, 383 against. 

There was only a 77 vote difference in the Montevallo school 
district, with 423 people in favor and 500 saying no. In Calera, 143 
were for the tax, 246 opposed. 

The north Shelby County vote, broken down by general school 
districts, went as follows; 

eInverness/Riverchase -- 384 for, 276 against. 

Pelham -- 575 votes for, 458 against. 

eHelena -- 164 for, 141 against. 

Even in the Thompson School district -- which would have gotten a 
new high school had the tax passed -- there was only a 153 vote dif- 
ference. There were 847 votes for, 694 against -- a result that apparent- 
ly surprised school officials. 


Students upset by vote 


One group of students expressing their disappointment on the out- 
come of the tax vote were eighth graders at Thompson Middle School. 

‘“‘The high school is in terrible shape,”’ Reggie Green told the 
Reporter. ‘‘There won’t be enough room for us when we get over 
there either.” 

Donna Nolen said she hoped that the high school can at least be air 
conditioned and the bathrooms improved. 

“I’m looking forward to being in high school -- but not to the one 
we've got now,’’ Green remarked.

seeks ballfield funds

With spring in the air, boys are 
counting the days until ball prac- 
tice begins. The problem in Col- 
umbiana is that girls are now 
counting those days, too --- and 
there aren’t enough ball fields to 
go around. 

Charles Jones from the Dixie 
Youth program questioned the 
council last Thursday about prac- 
tice fields which he had heard 
would be built at the middle 
school. 

He was told that federal grant 
money that would have funded 
the project had never come 
through. Mayor Buck Falkner 
assured Jones the council would 
come up with a solution, 
however. 

When the grant application 
was submitted to develop two 
new fields at the middle school, it 
was estimated the cost would be 
somewhere between $6,000 - 
$8,000. 

Jones said he thought the fields 
could be built for $5,000. 

As it stands, Jones reported, 
both the boys’ and girls’ pro- 
grams want to use the practice 


field across the street from the 
Girl Scout Hut. 

**We'd be glad to move over to 
the middle school,’’ Jones said, 
“if the fields were built.’’ 

The mayor pointed out that 
when the county park is 
developed in the Columbiana 
area, there will be fields there for 
the community to use. But he ad- 
mitted that it would be a year or 
two before that facility is built. 

In order to see what can be 
done about fields for this season, 
the council stayed after the 
meeting adjourned to talk about 
possible sources of funding. 

Richard Murphy, district 
manager for Tac-Can cable 
television, had less success in get- 
ting the council’s cooperation. 

Earlier, the council had agreed 
to amend the contract they had 
with Murphy. The new agree- 
ment increased the price of a 
basic package (channels 2-13) 
from $8.25 to $12.95 for all 
subscribers except those over the 
age of 65. 

The increased price was for 
channels 2-20. 

But it 


was Murphy’s 


understanding the senior citizens 
would have to show ‘need’ in 
order to get the $8.25 rate. That 
ordinance, however, was ap- 
parently written to include all 
senior citizens. 


Murphy wanted the council to 
change the ordinance to the way 
he intended it. However, the 
council stood firm in insisting 
everyone over 65 be given the 
cheaper price without regard to 
their economic status. 

Murphy said that so far, only 
four people have asked for the 
lower rate. ‘‘I’m not required to 
advertise it,’’ he said.

County revenue to stay the same 


after tax vote; land exchange okayed

Because an additional school 
tax for Shelby County was 
defeated February 14, county 
property tax millage will not 
change for 1984-85. 

In addition, a land exchange 
between the county and Gulf 
States Paper Company has now 
gone through. 

Both matters were discussed 
Monday during a continuation of 
last week’s regular county com- 
mission meeting. 

Without the proposed three 
mill addition to the school tax, 
property taxes will remain at the 
current 234 mill level. 

A breakdown of county pro- 
perty, Or ad valorem taxes Is as 
follows: 5 mills, general taxes; 
2% mills, special road and bridge 
taxes; 4 mills, hospital tax, and 
12 mills divided among five 
separate taxes all dedicated to the 
schools. 

The state levies 62 mills, and 


various cities and fire districts 
have varying additional millages. 

Homestead and other exemp- 
tions sometimes apply, and the 
assessed value of property is 
determined by applying one of a 
number of formulas. 

A week ago Monday was the 
official deadline for raising coun- 
ty property taxes. Last week’s 
consideration of the tax structure 
was carried over to this week so 
the outcome of the school tax 
vote would be known. 

The only other official action 
Monday was giving tentative ap- 
proval of expenses for tax 
assessor personnel to attend a 
winter training seminar. 

The action was approved on a 
tentative basis because Tax 
Assessor Bobbie Reynolds did 
not include a budget statement 
with her request. 

A budget statement is required 
by the county commission in 
order for department heads to 


prove that an item is in their 
budget. 

The March 7-9 seminar is to be 
attended by Reynolds, Estelle 
Sumners, Mary Ann Thompson, 
Jewell Waldrop, Jim Sumners, 
Steve Hager, and Richard 
Lawrence. 

Commissioner John Ames re- 
quested that a memo be sent 
reminding all department heads 
of the need for budget 
statements, 

The county will now turn over 
to that corporation 64 acres off 
the end of McDow Road for the 
41 acres owned by Gulf States 
near the county vocational 
school. 

Ames told the Reporter that 
the request has already been ap- 
proved by the Shelby County 
Planning Commission, and that 
it is included in that body’s 
master plan.

Pelham answers requests 
for stop sign in Chandawood

Residents of Pelham’s Chandawood Drive will 
receive some relief from traffic problems as the 
result of last Monday night’s city council meeting. 

Charlie Rogers, Steve Staggs and Jerry Eck ap- 
peared and asked the council to install at least one 
stop sign on the road. 

Rogers, who served as the spokesman for the 
group, said that he was ‘“‘concerned about the 
safety of children,” 

He pointed out that at least 16 children live in 
homes along the .9-mile long road, and that only 
one speed limit sign is posted there. 

“I spoke to several patrolmen and they agree 
that people don’t drive posted speed limits and 
there is no incentive for them to slow down 
without a stop sign,’’ Rogers said. 

“Our situation is the same as that of Chandalar 
Lane,” Staggs said. ‘‘It (Chandawood Drive) is a 
major thoroughfare.’’ 

He pointed out that stop signs have eased traffic 
problems on Chandalar Lane. 

Councilman K.O. Maynard moved that at least 
one stop sign be erected at a three-way intersection 
on the road and that two speed limit signs also be 


Councilwoman i.vcily Hall suggested that 
police chief D.O. Watson be allowed to place the 
stop sign wherever he saw fit. That would resolve 
the situation so that it would not have to come 
back before the council, she said. 

Maynard said he had no problem with Hall’s 
suggestion and moved that at least one stop sign 
and two speed limit signs be placed on the street. 
The motion passed without objection. 

In other action: 

*The council approved the placing of six new 
street lights on Pelham roads. Single lights will be 
placed on Wood Dale, Brookfield, Vance Street 
and Wilson Street, while two lights will be placed 
on highway 52. 


Mayor Burk Dunaway said he hoped to receive 
recommendations for other street light locations 
from Alabama Power Company before the next 
council meeting.

Calera gives yard to school 
after deed omission discovered 


Although the Board of Education won’t be get- 
ting any additional revenue from property tax, the 
board did get a piece of property Monday.

Vote carries message 


Many theories are going the rounds 
as to why the vote for the school tax 
failed last week. 

It was a historic vote. No one 
remembers Shelby County voters ever 
turning down a referendum for the 
schools. 

But this time, voters might have been 
trying to tell the school board 
something. We think the message 
behind the vote is: 

‘If we were happier with the educa- 
tion the children are getting, and if we 
knew more about the true needs of the 
schools, some of us might have voted 
the other way.’ 


We think the close vote is a plea to 
the school board and the superinten- 
dent to restore the esteem that sur- 
rounded education when people 
thought of it as nearly sacred. 

It is ironic that the vote came when 


the Shelby County schools are showing 
evidence of improvement, such as in the 
statewide testing scores. 

The pro-education forces could have 
made a better case for the issue, and 
could have worked harder to get it pass- 
ed, 

But fears among many about the cost 
of the new tax -- coupled with disen- 
chantment about the mission of educa- 
tion -- were enough to defeat it. 

Many of the older people in the coun- 
ty are worrying, rightly, about expenses 
in the future. But these are the same 
people who have always been generous 
in voting for education in the past. 

If they can be reached, and convinc- 
ed, that the board of education is 
serious, and will really use the money 
for the good of the children, then we 
think a future vote will have a different 
outcome.

Hello and welcome once again to Fred’s Cor- 
ner. 

Members of the Shelby County Chapter of 
the Humane Society are now making city coun- 
meeting rounds to sell what I think is a good 
idea. 

They want a countywide and municipality 
sponsored animal control program. 

The program would involve the hiring of a 
fulltime animal control expert to oversee the 
capture of stray cats and dogs, as well as the 
granting of power to the humane society to cite 
animal control violators. 

It would also require participating cities to 
purchase stray animal traps to be used by the 
humane society in this effort. 

All fines would go to the city in which 
violators were cited to help them maintain a 
good control of stray cats and dogs in their 
area. 

If you have ever been bitten by a stray dog or 
if you have ever had a child suffer from such a 
bite, it should be obvious what benefits a coun- 
tywide control program could have. 

Too, if you’ve ever had your garbage ripped 


apart and scattered through the yard, or had a 
favorite pet killed by stray dogs, you know 
what a relief to such problems this program 
could be. 

There are benefits from a humanitarian point 
of view, as well. Such a program would cut 
down on the number of animals dying on the 
roads and highways of Shelby County because 
they had no owners to keep them from harm’s 
way. 

Such animals would also be spared the life of 
hunger and disease which goes hand in hand 
with being a stray cat or dog. 

That’s not all. A countywide animal control 
program could also help prevent the un- 
necessary births of hundreds of unwanted 
animals. 

What the humane society would like is for 
enough city contributions to provide a fulltime 
control program, and for the purchase of traps 
by the various cities to be used in the capture of 
strays. 

I think such a program has merit and should 
be instituted. It could help make Shelby County 
a better place to live for animals and humans 
alike.

Either Gov. George Wallace didn’t do his 
homework, or he is playing games with the 
Legislature. 

Wallace had proposed a tax of four-tenths of 
one percent on all wholesale transactions in 
Alabama as a way of providing new revenue for 
the hard-pressed State General Fund. The bill 
didn’t fly. In fact, it was rudely shot down 
before it reached the end of the runway. 

The proposition created a tempest among 
both wholesalers and retailers, so much so in 
fact that one of the governor’s own floor 
leaders, Rep. Roy Johnson of Tuscaloosa, 
made the motion to kill the bill. It never had a 
chance. 

How the governor and his lieutenants could 
have so badly miscalculated on this measure is a 
mystery. Some of Wallace’s critics are convinc- 
ed he knew all along that the proposition would 
be rejected, and once it was, he could dump the 
hot potato in the lap of the legislators. This is 
precisely what he has done. 

Once the measure was dead and buried, 
Wallace had a new General Fund budget sent to 
the House which calls for an across-the-board 
cut of three percent for all GF agencies. Also 
cut from the new budget is the proposed eight 
percent pay boost for state employees. 

If this were a tennis game, which it isn’t, 
Wallace has said to the lawmakers: ‘‘The ball is 
in your court...”

Twenty years ago this fall, five Republicans 
were elected to the U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives from Alabama. Time has taken its toll. 
Glenn Andrews of Anniston was defeated in 
1966 after but one term; Jim Martin of 
Gadsden vacated his office in the same year to 
run for governor (Lurleen Wallace destroyed 
him); John Buchanan was ousted in 1980. Only 
Jack Edwards of Mobile and Bill Dickinson of 
Montgomery survive. And Edwards will retire 
at the end of his present term. 

Rep. Dickinson has no intention of retiring, 
and is even now preparing for a bid for reelec- 
tion. The prospect of being the only Republican 
in the Alabama House delegation doesn’t 
bother him, although he is confident he will not 
be alone next January. Former State Sen. Son- 
ny Callahan of Mobile, a Democrat - turned - 
Republican, is a pre-campaign favorite to win 
the seat Edwards is vacating. The polls present- 
ly suggest that. 

Dickinson, who came within an eyelash of 
losing his seat in 1982 to Wallace faithful Billy 
Joe Camp, feels more secure this year. Camp 
ran on Wallace’s coattails in ’82; Dickinson will 
be running on Ronald Reagan’s coattails this 
year. 
“It’s more fun swimming with the tide than 
against it,’’ Dickinson said.

At the 1984 state indoor track championship 
held earlier this month in Montgomery, she was 
named Most Outstanding Female Athlete of all 
school classes (1A-4A). 

The speedy McCrimon took the honor by winn- 
ing the high jump, long jump and the 60-yard low 
hurdles. To earn it, she had to beat out a Moun- 
tain Brook girl who won two events and set a new 
state record. 

**T was shocked!’ McCrimon recalled of her

triumphant moment. ‘‘We (our team) were going 
to leave and were getting our stuff together when 
they called my name. We had already picked up 
our first place team trophy.”’ 

She called the state award the biggest honor of 
her life. The words ‘‘shocked and happy’’ kept 
popping up when she tried to express her feelings. 

McCrimon’s surprise can be better understood 
when one realizes that she runs for a school with 
no track facilities. A potholed bus parking lot has 
served as her training ground for the past four 
years. 

McCrimon began running at the age of 13 when 
some of her junior high track friends encouraged 
her to try out for the team. 

To go along with small size, McCrimon has a 
quiet voice and a quality of modesty about her

when she talks about her track successes. 

‘I tried it and I liked it,’ she remembered of 
her first running efforts in the ninth grade. ‘‘I 
don’t have much natural ability. It’s just 
something I want to do.”’ 

McCrimon first showed her ability in the ninth 
grade when she placed second in a high jump 
event. 

Troy State University is now interested in her 
running and leaping power. In addition to that, 
McCrimon is also an accomplished volleyball 
player and is considering trying out for the teams 
at UAB, University of Montevallo and Jackson- 
ville State. 

That should come as no surpise to anyone 
because McCrimon lists all county and all area

‘Mama’ goes to church 
to celebrate 99 years 


Grover Cleveland was presi- 
dent and people were riding in 
horse-drawn buggies when Sallie 
Burge was born. 

Now men can fly faster than 
the speed of sound. But despite 
all the changes she has seen in her 
lifetime, the 99 year old 
Montevallo woman still views life 
the same way she always has, 

Family, church, and being 
neighborly have always been im- 
portant to Sallie Burge -- known 
as ‘Mama’ Burge to most of the 
community. 

Although she hasn’t been able 
to attend the Montevallo United 
Methodist Church regularly since 
a fall a year ago, she was there 
Sunday -- sitting in the pew she 
has occupied 61 years. 

Born in Pine Hill on February 
21, 1885, Sarah Stokes joined the 
Methodist Church there when she 
was eight. 

After her marriage to Agee 
Burge in 1904, she moved to

The couple farmed for a living, 
but part of their income went to 
help the less fortunate.

Even though she isn’t able to

Now men can fly faster than 
the speed of sound. But despite 
all the changes she has seen in her 
lifetime, the 99 year old 
Montevallo woman still views life 
the same way she always has. 

Family, church, and being 
neighborly have always been im- 
portant to Sallie Burge -- known 
as ‘Mama’ Burge to most of the 
community. 

Although she hasn’t been able 
to attend the Montevallo United 
Methodist Church regularly since 
a fall a year ago, she was there 
Sunday -- sitting in the pew she 
has occupied 61 years. 

Born in Pine Hill on February 
21, 1885, Sarah Stokes joined the 
Methodist Church there when she 
was eight. 

After her marriage to Agee 
Burge in 1904, she moved to 


Grove Hill. 

The couple farmed for a living, 
but part of their income went to 
help the less fortunate. ‘Mama’ 
Burge looked after the sick and 
delivered babies. 

When there was a death in the 
community, and the family was 
poor, she saw to it there was a 
shroud on the body, and she lined 
the caskets her husband would 
make. 

Still ready and willing to do 
whatever she can, ‘Mama’ Burge 
now pitches in to help fold the 
church paper edited by her 
daughter Maggie Lou Kelly. 

Even though she isn’t able to 
be at church very often, ‘Mama’ 
Burge still goes to the monthly 
meetings of the women’s Charity 
Circle. 

Besides her daughter, ‘Mama’ 
Burge’s family includes two 
grandsons, Pat and Agee Kelly, 
and three grandchildren, Karen, 
Jim, and Patrick.

Artist captures feel of the South 


by John Hood 

Artist Donny Finley likes to paint about what he 
knows best. What he captures in watercolors is the 
calmness of the southern countryside and the quiet 
dignity of people who have spent their lives in 
rural areas. : 

Finley paints in a studio at his home in northern 
Shelby County. There he turns out watercolors 
that are regularly sold in galleries in New 
Orleans and Jackson, Mississippi. His paintings 
are in collections all over the world and in many 
museums. 

To stand out from the thousands of other artists 
painting rural scenes, Finley has to display more 
than good technique. 

**T paint something when I have a gut feeling 
about it, or when I have a good knowledge of a 
subject,’’ Finley says, as he sketches a wooden 
chair lit by the afternoon sun. “I’m at the point 
now where I can tell when something will work 
and when it will not.” 

Finley starts his paintings with a sketch done 
from a photograph he has taken of something that 
interests him. He doesn’t like to work outside that 
much because of the frequent interruptions of 
wind and rain, and because he ‘‘tends to rush the 
painting.’”’ 

Finley transfers the pencil sketch to tracing 
paper and then to a board. At that point, he 
begins to apply the watercolors. He likes water- 
color because it dries quickly and he doesn’t have 
to worry about stretching canvas. 

Finley started drawing while he was growing up 
in Millerville, a small town in Clay County. The 
rural scenes that he saw everyday and the people 
he knew were his subjects; he didn’t have to make

up his pictures. When he started winning awards 
in national competitions, judges started noticing 
how familiar Finley was with his subjects. 

‘I was being more intimate with things and peo- 
ple that I saw,’’ he says. 

In many of his paintings, his 84-year grand- 
mother appears, standing in an orchard, or sitting 
by a window. 

In ‘‘Might Rain’’ she stands in front of a line of 
billowing laundry, her hands on her hips and her 
eyes surveying the sky, daring it to rain. It was this 
watercolor that gave Finley his first big break. 

At the time - 1975 - Finley had graduated from 
Jacksonville State University and was beginning to 
make the rounds of art shows and craft fairs. Just 
married, he was worried that the small sales would 
not support him and his wife. 


After being in Dothan for a week, he had made 
a grand total of $150 showing his work at a shopp- 
ing mall, Finley recalls. But there was one sale that 
made a difference -- a big difference -- in his 
career. 

**He was a businessman from Nashville who 
had stopped by the mall to buy a comb,”’ Finley 
remembers. **He liked ‘Might Rain’ and bought 
it. 

A few weeks later, the man called Finley and in- 
vited him to Nashville to meet some of his friends. 

Finley had two shows planned, but the people 
the businessman wanted him to meet pushed a 
busy schedule out of his mind. 

**Singer Ray Stevens gave a party for me,’’ says 
Finley. Stevens bought some works and so did his

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Pelham girl gets rabies shots after stray cat bite 


by John Hood 

A Pelham girl is undergoing 
painful rabies shots after being 
bitten several times by a stray cat. 
At present, cats are not covered 
by Pelham leash laws, but city of- 
ficials say they will look into the 
problem. 

For years wild, stray cats have 
apparently lived under trailers in 
Southgate Mobile Home Park. 

Residents say the cats are im- 
possible to get near, but until 
recently they weren’t much more 
than an annoyance. 

A flash of white fur and it was 
gone. That is about all three- 
year-old Lou Crissy Dilbeck 
remembers of the stray that at- 
tacked her three weeks ago. 

*‘The kids were outside play- 
ing, waiting for us to go to 
church,”’ said Dilbeck’s mother, 
Sheila. ‘‘All of a sudden Crissy 
ran in screaming, with blood run- 
ning down her arm.” 

Dilbeck is undergoing a series 
of seven injections to ensure she 
doesn’t contract rabies. Besides 
being painful, the shots are ex- 
pensive -- about $750 for all of 
them -- and side effects from the 
serum include high fever and 
nausea. 

‘*Nurses wouldn’t tell me the 
side effects at first,’’ Crissy’s 
mother said. ‘‘They said they 
were so bad I might not want to 
agree to the treatment.’’ 

But, she added, there was real- 
ly no choice about the shots, 
because rabies is always fatal.

Continued from page X-1 
warm sunlight in for heat and 
lighting. 

The new structure is three 
times as large as the old cinder- 
block shelter a few hundred yards 
away. 

It has 22 holding pens, a clinic, 
a cleaning area and offices. The 
pens have runs behind them so 
animals can exercise, and outside 
there is a holding pen for 
livestock. 

The old shelter had only eight 
pens. Speakman said before the 
move dogs were crowded three or 
four to a pen. 

Now, the animals have their 
own enclosure. Speakman said 
there are about 50 animals at the 
shelter. 

“The new building gives the 
dogs some room and it is a better 
place for people to visit,”’ 
Speakman said. ‘‘The old 


building was so dark and dreary, 
I think people will be more will- 
ing to help out. It’s a nicer place 
to work.”’ 

Getting more people out to the 
shelter will increase the chances 
of dogs being adopted, 
Speakman hopes. That in turn 
will ease the worst part of the job 
for her and the other shelter 
workers -- putting unwanted 
animals asleep. 

Since the move, about 27 
animals have had to be 
destroyed, Speakman said. 

The new shelter -- built mostly 
from donations and county sup- 
plied jail inmate labor -- has been 
some two years from plans to 
completion. 

Hootenanny has helped the 
project along by agreeing to per- 
sonal appearances at area 
schools, and greeting visitors to 
the shelter, Speakman said.

Principal Don Bulger 


dies in boat mishap

Students and faculty at Shelby County High 
School were in mourning Monday over the death 
of principal Don Bulger. 

The 49-year old principal drowned in a boating 
accident Friday afternoon while fishing on the 
Alabama river with his wife and another compa- 
nion, Lewis Walker of Columbiana, His body was 
recovered Saturday morning. 

A memorial service was held for Bulger at the 
school Monday, and 500 or more mourners at- 
tended the 3 p.m. funeral services at Bolton 
Chapel in Columbiana. 

Players from the first football team Bulger 
coached when he came to Shelby County High 
School in 1957 were among the crowd that spilled 
out of the chapel and onto the funeral home lawn. 

**His life will live on in the boys he coached,’’ 
said Phillip Sessions, one of the ministers who 
conducted the service. 

Interment was held afterwards at Columbiana 
Cemetery. 

Bulger’s friend, Lewis Walker, gave the 
Reporter the following account of the events sur- 
rounding the accident: 

He met Bulger and his wife, Reggie, at the 
Prairie Creek boat launch Friday morning. That 
section of the Alabama River -- located near 
Autaugaville, between Selma and Montgomery -- 
is a favorite fishing place for numerous Colum- 
biana fishermen. 

The Bulgers had planned to fish from one boat 
while Walker went in another. The couple hadn’t 
been gone long when Walker saw them returning, 
and learned that their boat had hit a stump. 

All three then fished from Walker’s boat until 
lunchtime, when they stopped at Beaver Creek. 

‘Don fussed at his wife and me for eating too 
slow,’’ Walker said. ‘‘He said he was ready to get 
back to fishing.’’ 

With Bulger in the stern piloting the boat -- a 
15-foot fiberglass tarpon -- the boat headed out of 
Beaver Creek into the river. 

A stiff breeze was whipping up the water. 

Bulger attempted to slow the boat when a wave 
came over the bow, but instead of slowing, it stop- 
ped completely. A backwash followed over the 
stern, and the boat began to sink. 

Walker, who was in the bow, attempted to start 
the trolling motor to get the boat to shore, but 
when he realized the boat was sinking, he told the 
Bulgers to grab the life preservers. 

The Bulgers never got life preservers, but 
Walker later found two as he made his way to 
shore. 

**We were in the water and Don called out and 
asked if we were all right,’’ Walker said. ‘I had 
hold of a minnow bucket. Reggie had a floatation

cushion and Don was clinging to a fiberglass ice 
chest.’” 

**He told us he couldn’t hang on -- but his wife 
said, ‘yes you can, just keep on coming,’’’ Walker 
said. 

‘The next time I looked back,’’ Walker said, ‘'I 
didn’t see him.”’ 

Walker estimated the boat was 75 yards from 
land when it sank. The current swept him and 
Mrs. Bulger downstream about 30-40 yards before 
she reached the shore. 

“*Reggie stuck a long tree branch she’d found, 
out into the water and pulled me in,’’ Walker said. 

Remembering a boat he’d seen in Beaver Creek 
during lunch, Walker started walking in that 
direction to get help. 

Some fishermen passed him by out in the river, 
but he was unable to attract their attention. 
However, Mrs. Bulger succeeded in waving them 
in when they came within sight of her on the river- 
bank.

Toilets at Pelham: Fire Station 
Number Two continue to flush 
sewage directly into nearby 
Bishop Creek. 

County health official George 
Holcombe met last week with a 
sewer engineer to discuss the 
situation. In several attempts by 
phone and in person, the 
Reporter was unable to contact 
Holcombe for comment. 

Former Pelham firefighter Bill 
Kline -- who was stationed in a 
nearby mobile home while the 
fire station was being built, and 
later worked out of the new sta- 
tion -- said that to the best of his 
knowledge, a septic tank was 
never installed at the station. 

Instead, Kline said, two 
55-gallon drums were buried, and 
a pit was filled with gravel. This 
led to problems in 1982 of sewage 
backing up into the fire station 


bays, he said. 

Fire chief Bill Bryars said he 
was unaware of exactly how the 
city had solved the backup pro- 
blem. He said the problem was 
similar to troubles city hall once 
had with septic tanks, so he 
didn’t think it was too unusual. 

To alleviate the problem at sta- 
tion number two, Kline said city 
workers laid sewer lines straight 
to the creek. 

**It’s apparent that the system 
has failed again,’’ said state en- 
vironmental engineer Jim Moore. 
**We’ll stay in touch with them 
(health officials) to see if they 
make any progress.”’ 

Mayor Burk Dunaway said one 
solution would be a new sewer 
plant for the north end of the ci- 
ty. That would solve other sewer 
problems in the area, Dunaway 
said. ;

A se- 
cond man was injured in the blaze. 

Ronald James Lee, 19, and Billy Gene Colley, 7, died in a 
blaze that started when fuel for a outdoor stove exploded, accor- 
ding to North Shelby Fire District Chief Winston Boutwell. 

Paula Strader, Colley’s mother, was in the kitchen in the front 
of the trailer where the fire started. She said Ronald’s brother, 
Terry, was attempting to fuel up a borrowed outdoor stove near 
a open-flame heater when the ‘‘blowout started.”’ 

**It was small to begin with,’’ she said, ‘‘but Terry’s pants leg 
was on fire. | screamed fire and tried to put it out.”’ 

Strader said she had to jump over flames to get out the front 
door. 

She said Terry’s father, John Lee, grabbed Colley, who was 
asleep on the couch and told him to go out the back door. 

Shortly, after he saw that he wouldn’t be able to douse the 
growing flames, Strader said John Lee ran to the rear of trailer, 
but couldn’t get out the back door. She said he jumped out a hall 
window to escape. 

When they realized that Colley and Ronald Lee were still in- 
side, Strader said, ‘‘John was hollering for them from the win- 
dow. The heat was too bad. He didn’t hear anything. He would 
have gone back inside if he had heard something.”’ 

Deputy Sgt. Tom Barnes who arrived a few minutes before 
north Shelby firefighters, said he had to hold Terry Lee down to 
keep him from going back into the burning trailer after the other 
two. Lee was released this week from University Hospital in Bir- 
mingham after treatment for second-degree burns on his arms 
and legs 

Boutwell said the trailer was engulfed in flames when 
firefighters arrived at Double Oak Trailer Park at 9:15 p.m., 
about ten minutes after being called. The mobile home park is 
located off US 280 at the western foot of the Double Oak Moun- 
tain. 

The makeshift open-flame heater was being used for heat 
because the power had been shut off earlier in the week, accor- 
ding to Boutwell. Neighbor Kathy Shinn said the brothers were 
in the process of moving out. 

Shinn said she called the fire department after someone beat 
on the side of her trailer and yelled fire. At first she thought her 
trailer was on fire. 

**] grabbed my baby and started to run outside, but my 
daughter saw the fire across the street,’’ Shinn said. ‘‘It’s the 
first fire I’ve ever seen. It was horrible.’’

Armed bounty hunters apparently looking for a bond-jumper 
recently forced their way into two Pelham homes. No one was ap-

At about the same time, a fourth bounty hunter -- without a police 
escort -- entered the house next door, 

A woman was washing dishes when her son answered the front 
door. According to the report, a man with a shotgun pushed her son 
to the floor and pointed the gun at her. 

The report said another man came in through the back door and 
said, ‘‘We’ve got the wrong house, hurry.”’ 

The police report stated that the victim said the bounty hunters did 
not identify themselves. Police reported that they were working for

R.C. McCaine, part-owner of OK Bonding, said that he did not 
know about the incident. He stated that his company had not hired the 


men involved in the incident. 


McCaine said that the certified bond in question was on file in his 
office, but that his former employee Roy McMahan was handling it.

number is disconnected. 


McCaine said that bonding companies hire bounty hunters to find 
bond-jumpers, and the hunters get a percentage of the bond. 

The hunters were apparently searching for a woman who had 
jumped bond on a charge of forging a prescription. 

At press time, no charges had been filed in the case.

Smith Camp residents mad at bridge delay

It’s reportedly a case of 
priorities taking precedent. But 
to some of the families living on 
County 103 at Smith Camp, the 
fact they have been without a 
bridge for over one year is a case 
of the county pushing their needs 
aside. 

Clercy Yarbrough said at least 
16 homeowners in Smith Camp 
are upset, apparently feeling that 
they have been neglected in favor 
of road work on County 41 at 
Shoal Creek -- host of the 1984 
PGA Golf Tournament. 

According to Yarbrough, 
County Commission Jake Morris 
promised that the County 103 
bridge would be replaced shortly 
after it was taken down for safety 


reasons. ‘‘We are hung up 
here,’’ Yarbrough said. ‘‘We 
have got to go way around a dirt 
road another half-mile to get 
out.”’ 

She added that since Morris 
made his promise, the county 
continues to claim it is too tied 
up to do the work. 

“Then we got the Reporter 
(last week) and we found out 
what they were tied up on. We 
found out the county is fixing a 
road so that that man (Shoal 
Creek developer Hall Thompson) 
can have his golf tournament.’’ 

‘*We are people too,”’ she add- 
ed in frustration. 

But county engineer Gary Ray 
vowed the county has not pushed 
Smith Camp aside for a golf tour- 


nament. He said that Morris was 
‘‘anxious’’ to replace the Smith 
Camp bridge last summer. 


‘‘But we had problems on 
other structures on _ primary 
routes,’’ Ray said. He indicated 
that the county continues to have 
other problems and that priorties 


change daily. 
Ray said, however, that 
because of petitions received 


from Smith Camp residents ask- 
ing for a new bridge, Morris has 
gone so far as to reject a less ex- 
pensive option in order to fulfill 
his promise. 

The option would have been to 
pave a detour road the county 
“*bent over backwards to build’’ 
for the residents, Ray said. He

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Harpersville refuses to annex 


two areas because of costs

Residents who had asked to be 
annexed by the town of 
Harpersville got an answer last 
Tuesday -- but it wasn’t the 
answer they wanted. 

The council was unanimous in 
their decision not to annex any 
area at the present time. And the 
resolution it passed said the town 
will not be divided into voting 
districts, 

Gallups Circle, near County 
62, and Chancellor Ferry, on 
County 79, were the two areas 
that wanted inside the city. 


Councilman Thomas Green 
said the reason for denying the 
annexation was because of the 
financial burden it would impose 
on the town, 

“I hope we’ll be able to do it 
sometime in the future,’’ he told 
the six people from those areas 
present at the meeting. 

When Terry Threatt from the 
Gallups Circle area asked how 
much money they were talking 
about, Mayor J.W. Donahoo 
said he couldn’t give an exact 
figure, but that it would run in 


the thousands of dollars. He said 
the city would have to provide 
water lines, paved streets, street 
lights, garbage service and police 
protection. 

With a 5 mill ad valorem tax, 
the town receives $4,500 from 
property taxes. And the areas 
wanting to be annexed would br- 
ing in very little more, the mayor 
noted. 

A petition for annexation sign- 
ed by 74 individuals from Gallups 
Circle -- most of whom were hus- 
band and wife -- was handed to 
the city clerk Tuesday. 

Residents from the Chancellor 
Ferry area had asked to be annex- 
ed a couple of years ago, but were 
never given an answer. 

Wiltha Kelly, from the 
predominantly black Gallups Cir- 
cle area, had also asked the coun- 
cil to consider dividing 
Harpersville into two voting 
districts. The proposal was for 
two candidates to run from the 
black district, and three from the 
other district, with the mayor to 
run at large. 

Even if the council had not 
turned down that proposal, city

loans to poor 


Families with very low incomes 
will be getting a break from the 
Farmers Home Administration. 

A new law is requiring the 
FmHA to make 40 percent of its 
loans to these families. In Shelby 
county, any family of four with 
an income of less than $12,400 
will qualify as ‘very low income’, 
according to Earl Nichols, county 
FmHA supervisor. 

Applicants must be without de- 
cent, safe, and sanitary housing 
to be eligible. 

The loans can be used to buy 
an existing dwelling, to build a 
new One, or to repair an existing 
dwelling. 

Nichols explained that ap- 
plicants must have income ade- 
quate to cover living expenses, 
taxes, insurance and 
maintenance, as well as repay- 
ment of the mortgage. The mor- 
tgage payment may be subsidiz- 
ed, he noted, so that the interest 
rate actually paid may be as little 
as 1 percent.

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Limit on sports 


It’s about time someone put a lid on 
school sports. 

To coincide with state school 
superintendent Wayne Teague’s Plan 
for Excellence, the Alabama High 
School Athletic Association has moved 
to apply limitations of its own to spor- 
ting programs. 

We recognize the part sports play in 
developing our youth. However, prior 
to AHSAA'’s action last week, school 
sporting programs were on the verge -- 
if not well past the point -- of overkill. 

Seasons were getting longer in several 
events. It was cause to wonder about 
the quality of education when so many 
students spent so much time practicing 
sports, playing sports, making banners, 
or cheering from the sidelines on school 
nights. 

When scrimmage is taken more 
seriously than schooling, something is 
wrong. The problem even carries over 
to hiring practices in situations where 
qualified coaches seem more important 
than qualified teachers. 

Teague’s and AHSAA’s lid on sports 
should help reverse some of the trouble 
with such priorities. 

Under the old rules, most senior high 
schools were scheduling 11 football 
games per season. and junior highs had 
10. That has Seem shaved back to 10 
and exgitt, respecauvels 

Volleyball tad mo ‘Sms to the 
number of games. Now semor highs are 


held to 2 dozen games. scmoor highs 
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Varsity basketball has not had its 
game numbers limited, but it is being 
held to only one tournament outside of 
area and region play, unless a tourney is 
played over holidays. Junior highs and 
girls teams are limited to 16 games and 
one tournament outside the county 
playoffs. State playoffs are to take up 
no more than two school days. 


AHSAA has recommended that var- 
sity baseball be scheduled for Friday 
nights and Saturdays, and that only one 
night game be played per week. 

Other reasonable limits have been 
placed on track, golf and tennis. 

The association also recommends 
that: 

eStudents participate in only one 
school night athletic event per week. 

eWhen regular games are played on 
nights preceding school, they should 
end by 10 p.m. 

eNo more than one junior high game 
can be played per week on nights before 
school. 

eAthletics below grade seven should 
be limited to intramurals only, accor- 
ding to policy to be set by the state 
board of education. 

eVarsity football spring training will 
be limited to 15 days in a 30-day calen- 
dar period. 

These policies in themselves won't in- 
sure quality education for the youth of 
Shelby County and the state, but 
they’re a step in the right direction.

budgets, he got the lawmakers to approve a 
proposed constitutional amendment that would 
have required the budgets to be passed before 
any other legislation could be considered. This 
amendment was to be on the ballot for voter 
approval on March 13. However, the 1984 
Legislature has passed a resolution calling for 
the amendment to be taken off the ballot. 
Budget isolation apparently is dead... 

Lt. Gov. Bill Baxley has made some demands 
on the pending Jefferson County horse racing 
bill which may kill that measure for this ses- 
sion.

The police found no evidence 
of a bomb, but the store closed 
early.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. This act shall apply only 
in Shelby County, Alabama. 

Section 2. When used in this act 
the word “code, unless the context 
clearly indicates a different meaning, 
shall mean: not less restrictive than 
the Southern Building Code, as of the 
date of this act, (and its companion 
codes on plumbing and gas, all as 
produced by the Southern Building 
Code Congress, and the National 
Electrical Code of the National Fire 
Protection Association). 

Section 3. The Shelby County 
Commission may by reference, 
adopt, amend, and provide for the en- 
forcement of the code. Such code, 
when adopted as herein authorized, 
shall apply to and govern in ail unin. 
corporated areas of the county and 
also in those parts of the county lying 
within the corporate limits of 
municipalities which have not 
adopted and are not enforcing 
municipal building codes, Such com- 
mission may also repeal any such 
code atter having adopted it. 

The code shall not be adopted by 
such commission except after a 
public hearing on due notice thereof! 
by publication in a newspaper 
published and of general circulation 
in such county, Such notice shall be 
published at least ten days before the 
hearing. The text of the code which it 
is proposed to adopt by reference 
shall be made available for inspection 
at the county courthouse, Nothing 
herein shall be construed to require 
the setting out in full of the text of the 
proposed code in the notice of the 
hearing nor in the resolution or or- 
dinance; but such code or amend- 
ments thereof shall be properly iden- 
tilled as to date and source in the 
notice and in the ordinance or resolu- 
tion adopting |! and a copy thereof 
shall be attached to such ordinance 
or resolution 


A copy thereof shall also be filed in 
the office of the clerk of the county 
commission and in at least one other 
county office where such copies will 
be available for public use, inspec- 
tion and examination. 

When Shelby County has adopted 
the code by relerence pursuant 
hereto, the officer administering 
such code may adopt administrative 
fegulations which incorporate by 
reference such subsequent changes

prescribe the manner of adopting 
such codes; to authorize the prescrip- 
tlon and collection of certain fees 
necessary to effect the enforcement 
of such codes and to prescribe 
penaities for violation of such codes. 

BE iT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. This act shail apply only 
in Shelby County, Alabama. 

Section 2. When used in this act 
the word "code," unless the context 
Clearly indicates a different meaning, 
shall mean: not less restrictive than 
the Souther Building Code, as of the 
date of this act, (and its companion 
codes on plumbing and gas, all as 
produced by the Southern Building 
Code Congress, and the National 
Electrical Code of the National Fire 
Protection Association) 

Section 3. The Shelby County 
Commission may by reference, 
adopt, amend, and provide for the en- 
forcement of the code. Such code, 
when adopted as herein authorized, 
shall apply to and govern in all unin- 
corporated areas of the county and 
also in those parts of the county lying 
within the corporate limits of 
municipalities which have not 
adopted and are not enforcing 
municipal building codes, Such com- 
mission may also repeal any such 
code after having adopted it. 

The code shall not be adopted by 
such commission except alter a 
public hearing on due notice thereof 
by publication in a newspaper 
published and of general circulation 
in such county. Such notice shall be 
published at least ten days belore the 
hearing. The text of the code which it 
Is proposed to adopt by reference 
shall be made available for inspection 
at the county courthouse. Nothing 
herein shall be construed to require 
the setting out in full of the text of (he 
proposed code in the notice of the 
hearing nor in the resolution or or- 
dinance; but such code or amend- 
ments thereol shall be properly iden- 
tified as fo date and source in the 
notice and in the ordinance or resolu- 
tion adopting it and a copy thereof 
shall be attached to such ordinance 
or resolution, 


A copy thereo! shall also be filed in 
the office of the clerk of the county 
commission and in at least one other 
county office where such copies will 
be available for public use, inspec- 
tion and examination. 

When Shelby County has adopted 
the code by reference pursuant 
hereto, the officer administering 
such code may adopt administrative 
reguiations which incorporate by 
reference such subsequent changes 
and amendments of the code, proper- 
ly identified as to date and source, as 
may be adopted by the agency or 
association which promulgated the 
code, if such officer finds that the 
changes and amendments conform 
to nationally recognized standards or 
accepted engineering practices. 

Any administratice reguiations 
which incorporate building code 
amendments by reference shall 
become effective upon the expiration 
of sixty calendar days following the 
promulgation of the regulations, 
unless within that period of time the 
county commission adopts a resolu- 
tion or ordinance disapproving of 
such administrative regulations. 

Section 4. The county commission 

shall have the authority for and the 
responsibility of enforcing the provi- 
siona of this act. The county commis- 
sion having established an enforce- 
ment program for such code, is 
hereby further authorized and em- 
powered to prescribe and exact fees 
and charges based on 8 percent of 
the total value or cost of the project, 
to be paid for inspections and other 
administrative services. Such fees 
and charges collected pursuant to 
this act shall be paid into the county 
treasury. 

Section 5. Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this act or 
talling to comply with any of the pro- 
visions of this act after ten days writ- 
ten notice of an enforcement agency 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine of not more than 
five hundred dollars of thirty days in 
jail, or both, and a penalty of one hun- 
dred dollars per day during conti- 
nuance of the violation. 

Section 6. This act shall not be 
construed to impair or limit in any 
way the power of (he county commis- 
sion to enjoin or abate public 
nuisances within its jurisdiction. 

Section 7. Nothing In this act shall 
be construed as abrogating or other- 
wise affecting the power of any state 
department or agency to promulgate 
regulations, make inspections, or ap- 
prove plans in accordance with any 
other applicable provisions of law not 
in conflict with the provisions herein. 

Section 8, This act shall be liberally 
construed as Deing additional

1. One and two family dwellings 
and ov! buildings in connection 
therewith.

Nothing in hese minimum codes 
shall apply to any building or project 
authorized or licensed by the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission, of ine 
Federal Power Commission.

Vincent volunteer 
mans crisis hot-line

The telephone rings. She is instantly alert. 


Her voice is steady as she answers, ‘‘Crisis 


Center.”’ 

“I have a gun. I’m going to kill myself,’’ says 
the voice on the line. 

Muscles tense. ‘‘Be calm,’’ she tells herself. 
**Don’t scare him off.’’ 

Aloud she says, ‘‘That really scares me. Will 
you tell me why you want to kill yourself?” 

“‘What do you care?’’ His voice is slurred. 

“*I’m concerned. I don’t want you to die,’’ she

answers earnestly. ‘I want you to talk to me about 
it. Will you put the gun down while we talk?’’ 
**I don’t want to talk about it.’’ 


“*But I want to hear. What happened? Tell me 
about it.’’ 


*‘My wife left me. And she took my kids. She 
says she’s not coming back...’’ 

Slowly, carefully, volunteer telephone 
counselor Linda Cordisco -- a petite single mother 
from Vincent -- draws out the man’s story. He has 
never faced anything like this before. He is 
despondant. He’s desperate. He has been drink- 
ing. He has a gun. 

This is definitely a ‘high risk’ suicide call. Cor- 
disco takes it seriously. 

She keeps the man talking to help him reflect his 
feelings, and to help her determine what further 
action is needed. 

‘*Do you have someone who could come over 
and stay with you tonight?”’ she asks. ‘‘Someone 
you can talk to?’’ 

She needs to help him regain control of his emo- 
tions and his actions. When he does not answer, 
she persists, ‘‘Do you know someone to call who 
counsels with people?’’ 

No, But he names a friend who might come 
over. 

“‘Will you call me back and let me know 
whether he comes?”’ she asks. ‘‘Or let me call you 
back?”’ 

She presses for his name and telephone number. 
Then, scanning the Crisis Center’s referral file she 
Suggests a professional counselor for him to see 
the next day. 

He can not afford that, he says, and she senses 
his backing off. 

“I’m so concerned about you,”’’ she says quick- 
ly. ‘*1 want you to have all the help you need with 
this thing. How about calling the mental health 
center? You pay them only what you can afford.’’ 

He consents. He also promises to call his friend 
tonight. 

Later, between other calls, Cordisco will check 
back with the man to be sure someone is with him. 
Tomorrow, a counselor will call him again. 

Such calls are not run-of-the-mill at the Crisis 
Center, according to Cordisco, although they 
received 1,080 suicide threats last year -- almost

Muscles tense. ‘‘Be calm,’ she tells herself. 


| “Don’t scare him off.’’ 
Aloud she says, ‘‘That really scares me. Will 

you tell me why you want to kill yourself?” 

“‘What do you care?’’ His voice is slurred. 
“I’m concerned. I don’t want you to die,’’ she

answers earnestly. ‘‘I want you to talk to me about 
it. Will you put the gun down while we talk?”’ 
“I don’t want to talk about it.” 


“*But I want to hear. What happened? Tell me 
about it.’’ 


*“‘My wife left me. And she took my kids. She 
says she’s not coming back...’ 

Slowly, carefully, volunteer telephone 
counselor Linda Cordisco -- a petite single mother 
from Vincent -- draws out the man’s story. He has 
never faced anything like this before. He is 
despondant. He’s desperate. He has been drink- 
ing. He has a gun. 

This is definitely a ‘high risk’ suicide call. Cor- 
disco takes it seriously. 

She keeps the man talking to help him reflect his 
feelings, and to help her determine what further 
action is needed. 

“‘Do you have someone who could come over 
and stay with you tonight?’’ she asks. ‘‘Someone 
you can talk to?’’ 

She needs to help him regain control of his emo- 
tions and his actions. When he does not answer, 
she persists, ‘‘Do you know someone to call who 
counsels with people?”’ 

No. But he names a friend who might come 
over. 

*‘Will you call me back and let me know 
whether he comes?”’ she asks. ‘‘Or let me call you 
back?”’ 

She presses for his name and telephone number. 
Then, scanning the Crisis Center’s referral file she 
Suggests a professional counselor for him to see 
the next day. 

He can not afford that, he says, and she senses 
his backing off. 

“I’m so concerned about you,”’ she says quick- 
ly. ‘*I want you to have all the help you need with 
this thing. How about calling the mental health 
center? You pay them only what you can afford.’’ 

He consents. He also promises to call his friend 
tonight. 

Later, between other calls, Cordisco will check 
back with the man to be sure someone is with him. 
Tomorrow, a counselor will call him again. 

Such calls are not run-of-the-mill at the Crisis 
Center, according to Cordisco, although they 
received 1,080 suicide threats last year -- almost

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Alabaster inventor creates electronic tattletale

Watch out kids, any more talking when the 
teacher leaves the room, and an electronic noise 
detector -- a little black box named Buddy Buzzer 
-- will give you away. 

“*They can’t argue with an electronic device,”’ 
says Raymond Kirby, creator of the classroom 
noise detector. Kirby, a computer software 
designer from Alabaster, has patented the device 
and a company started manufacturing it about six 
months ago. 

Kirby works out of a comfortable office and 
workshop in his home. On a long table sits a com- 
puter with long lists of numbers rolling up the 
screen. Big boxes with squiggly lines on their 
screens and a profusion of wires take up the rest of 
the space on the table. 

Kirby demonstrated how Buddy Buzzer works. 

Setting the box on a table, he turned the elec- 
tronic watchdog on and started talking. 


‘*The box does nothing if I’m talking in a nor- 
mal voice, but if I start to talk too loud,’’ Kirby 
says, raising his voice -- BZZZ. Buddy Buzzer 
means business. 

So does the instruction booklet that comes with 
the box. 

“‘Do not make its use optional,’’ it states. ‘‘In 
discipline, a dictatorship is far better than a

democracy!’’ The booklet offers help to teachers 
by telling them how to punish noisy offenders. 

‘‘When the buzzer sounds, become the sym- 
pathetic friend of your students... you have no 
choice but to apply the rules (Buddy Buzzer is 
scientific in its decisions).”’ 

Gone are the days when a chosen pupil took 
names of shameless chatterboxes. That system was 
pretty corrupt: friends got off, enemies got nailed. 

Will space-age technology eliminate the 
classroom fink? What prevents kids from turning 
Buddy Buzzer off while the teacher is gone? 

**Well, it’s on the teacher’s desk,’’ the affable 
engineer says, perhaps underestimating the 
desperation of a talkative youngster. 

Kirby designed the box after a school teacher in 
Woodland offered to manufacture it. The box is 
similiar to sound detectors Kirby used to design 
and sell to firms for security. 

Buddy Buzzer is one of many inventions Kirby 
has created over the years. Most of his designs are 
in the field of data acquisition and computers, he 
says. He is getting ready to start up a company 
called Microengineers. 

Kirby says his 14-year-old daughter Kim thinks 
the box is a good idea. She is a strong believer in 
classroom discipline. 

“I think it is neat that my dad designed 
something like this,’ says Kim, a student at

Thompson Middle School. ‘‘I think it would help 
a little bit.’’ 

Because of Buddy Buzzer’s initial success, Kirby 
expanded the original concept, and has come up 
the Visual Audio Monitor (VAM) for policing 
larger areas. 

With its red, green and yellow lights, VAM 
looks just like a traffic signal. It is designed to be 
used in the lunchroom, explains Kirby. 

As long as the cafeteria is quiet, the light beams

a benign green signal. If the place gets a a bit 
noisy, the aroused sentry blinks a warning yellow. 
Finally, when the little rascals get too rowdy, a 
full-alert red flashes for the principal and other 
authorities to quell the disturbance. 
Kirby says the devices are selling well in Califor- 
nia (at $29.95), and sales reps are moving east. 
If so, students should get the illegal chatter out 
of their systems before it’s too late, because Bud- 
dy Buzzer will be listening for them.

Brazilian has impact on SCHS _ the Reporter

Summer vacation usually means time away 
from the books for most high school students. For 
Marco Paulino, however, it meant just changing 
classrooms, 

The 16-year-old Brazilian youth arrived in Col- 
umbiana in December to live with the LeRoy 
Blankenships for three months, and to attend 
Shelby County High School. 

Since the seasons are reversed in the southern 
hemisphere, summer holidays begin in December 
for Brazilian students. 

Paulino, who came to Columbiana as an ex- 
change student through the Open Door program, 
had his last day of classes there Friday. 

Although he has taken English since sixth 
grade, he said it took him almost a month to 
‘‘catch on’’ to everything he heard. 

One of the expressions that puzzled Paulino at 
first was ‘c’mere’ -- for ‘come here’. 

‘‘When someone called, he would just stand 
there looking blank,’’ laughed Paulino’s host, 
SCHS student Brandon Blankenship. 

However, the Brazilian youth had a good grasp 
of the language before he left, and Blankenship 
had learned a smattering of Portuguese. 


One of the differences in the languages, 
Blankenship explained, is that ‘‘It takes so many 
words in Portuguese to say so little!’’ 

Although Paulino claimed there are many 

' similarities between his country and the United 
States, he said he was amazed by the open spaces 
here. 

His hostess, Catherine Blankenship, said, ‘‘I’d 
often see..._ him standing at the back door -- just 
looking out over the fields.’’ 

Sao Paulo, the city where Paulino lives, has a 
population of 12 million, and there are 5,000 
students in the high school he attends there. 

“*He was surprised that I seemed to know iust 


about everybody here and in school,’’ Blanken- 
ship said. 

During his stay Paulino developed a taste for 
Mrs. Blankenship’s fried chicken. He said he’ll 
miss that when he gets home, along with all the 
friends he’s made and the things that go with liv- 
ing in a small town. 

But the contribution he made to the school 
won’t soon be forgotten, SCHS counselor Bobby 
Harris told the Reporter. 

‘*He expanded the horizons of students and 
faculty, too,’’ Harris reported. ‘‘He just became 
one of us.’’ 

The young Brazilian -- who will be a senior 
when he returns to school in his country -- said he 
plans to be a mechanical engineer. 

His studies at SCHS included his favorite sub- 
ject: physics. He also took trigonometry, 
mechanical drawing, English and an English class 
on the novel. 

In Brazil, students only go to school eight mon- 
ths, Paulino said, and classes are held six days a 
week from 7:30-12:30. 

During the winter months in his country, 
Paulino said the temperature rarely gets below 40 
degrees. He had never seen snow, so it was a new 
experience for him to observe the white flakes that 
fell while he was at the Birmingham Zoo one day. 

He also had a memborable experience on. 
another trip he took. On a visit to Montgomery, 
the young Brazilian had a chance to meet an talk 
with Governor George Wallace. 

‘*He seemed to know quite a bit about my coun- 
try,’’ Paulino reported. 

Although he’s a member of the Catholic 
church, he took advantage of his trip here to visit 
a number of churches of other denominations. 

‘He really became part of our family,’ 
Catherine.Blankenship remarked, shortly before 
Paulino’s departure. ‘‘I feel as though I have three 
sons now.”’

Continued from page X-1 
twice as many as the year before. 

The largest percentage of the 28,871 calls receiv- 
ed in 1983 concerned interpersonal relationships. 

She said a typical call might come from a 
woman stuck at home with three children under 
five years of age. She married young and has never 
worked outside the home. Her husband may be 
mistreating her, or he brings home no money. She 
feels she is in a hopeless situation. 

In such cases the telephone counselor acts as a 
sort of sounding board, said Cordisco, She lets the 
woman talk to help clarify how she feels and what 
she wants to do. 

The counselor might help with problem solving 
by asking the questions: 

What are your alternatives? What are the good 
points in this alternative? What are the obstacles? 

“*You let her know you care,’’ said Cordisco. 
**But you don’t lead her. The answer has to come 
from within her.”’ 

The Crisis Center gets calls on everything from 
loneliness, to need for food and shelter, to crime. 
It has special counselors to deal with victims of 
rape. ' 

Cordisco, who works as a teacher at a creative

She said persons interested in becoming a 
volunteer should call immediately to allow time 
for screening. She stressed that volunteers are 
especially needed in the rape response program.

Abernathy, Harris plead guilty 


A Shelby County physician and a former county 
sheriff have both pled guilty to heroin charges in 
federal court. 

Dr. Frank Abernathy, 50, of Maylene, entered a 
plea of guilty before United States District Judge 
James H. Hancock Friday in Birmingham. Aber- 
nathy pled guilty to one count of conspiracy and 
four counts of importing heroin from Thailand. 

His sentencing was delayed. 


Charles H. ‘Chuck’ Harris, 77, of Siluria, pled 
guilty to one count of conspiracy and two counts 
of importing heroin. Hancock placed Harris on 
five years probation, and fined him $7,500. 

In outlining evidence against Abernathy and 
Harris, Assistant US Attorney Doug Jones told the 
court that the case originated last November when 
four. letters addressed to Harris, Abernathy and 
two others, were intercepted by drug agents in 
Thailand. 

According to Jones, lab tests on the bagged con- 
tents of the letters revealed that each contained 
three grams of nearly pure heroin. 

The letters were forwarded on to the states 
where authorities observed Harris retrieving them 
fiom his post office box in Siluria, and from 


Abernathy’s post office box in Alabaster. 

Later, agents of the Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration discovered approximately 24 grams 
of heroin at Abernathy’s medical clinic in 
Maylene. 

One of the other intercepted letters went to 
Abernathy’s sister, Beulah Hill. Jones said she 
had received similar letters and turned them over 
to Abernathy, unopened. 

Charges against her were dismissed. 

The last. of the four intercepted letters went to 
an unnamed woman in Piedmont. Jones said that 
she later told authorities that Abernathy had paid 
her $50 for each unopened Thailand letter she 
turned over to him. 

Abernathy’s sentencing was continued until 
summer while he participates in a drug addiction 
treatment program in Georgia. The court ordered 
regular reports on his participation. 

According to reports, Abernathy, who was also 
on the staff at Shelby Medical Center, plans to 
reopen his private practice at a later date. 

US Attorney Frank W. Donaldson said Aber- 
nathy still faces a maximum sentence of 75 years 
in prison and a $125,000 fine.

- Tanner changes stand, 


introduces dog track bill 


by David F. Moore 
After years of false starts, Pelham’s dog racing 
bill has finally moved beyond the advertising 
stage. But its chances of getting much further are 
apparently not good, 

Flip-flopping on his previous stand, Rep. John 
Tanner introduced a bill late last Thursday that 
would allow Pelham residents to vote on the crea- 
tion of a pari— mutual racing commission. 

At the same time, Tanner introduced a bill that 
places a three-year moratorium on any new bet- 
ting facilities in the state. A similar bill is now tied 
up in a Senate committee. 

Tanner said four factors caused him to change 
his stand on the bill and introduce it: 


*The Birmingham horse racing bill was amend- 
ed Thursday afternoon to encompass all of Jeffer- 
son County. That move greatly increases the 
possibility of a track being built just outside the 
Shelby County line. 

**That was the catalyst that prompted me to act 
immediately,’’ Tanner told the Reporter A horse 
track on the county line would ‘‘give us all the 
problems associated with that industry, and not 
one red dime of revenue. Maybe the best defense is 
a good offense.”’ 

*Secondly, racing bills have now tied up three 
separate legislative sessions, causing several 
special sessions to be called, frustrating everyone 
in Montgomery, and wasting ‘‘millions in tax- 
payers’ money.’’ Tanner said it was time to settle 
the issue once and for all. 

*Along those same lines, he said he is personally 
frustrated with the issue. ‘‘Proponents and op- 
ponents are just about driving me crazy,’’ he said. 

*Finally, defeat of a proposed county tax for 


education last month prompted numerous county 
Officials to ask him to change his position on the 
bill, ‘‘You’ve got to look at that. We need the 
money,’” he said. 

According to Tanner, he had letters of support 
for the bill from three of the four county commis- 
sioners (excluding Jake Morris), Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow, Pelham Mayor Burk Dunaway and a 
majority of the Pelham city council, as well as 
Valley Elementary principal Norma Rogers, and 
UM President Jim Vickrey. 

If either moratorium bill passes before the 
Pelham bill -- or any of the racing bills -- it would 
effectively kill them, Tanner said. He placed the 
odds of Pelham’s bill not passing at all, at 70 to 
30. 

Rep. Sonny Moore called the odds ‘‘slim to 
none”’ of its passing, and gave a slight edge to the 
horse bill. 

“‘My position (on dog racing) is exactly the 
same as it was when you interviewed me before the 
election,’’ he told the Reporter. ‘‘I wasn’t going to 
introduce it, and I’m not going to vote on it.”’ 

Moore’s opposition alone would not be enough 
to stop the bill from going to the Senate. But 
Senator Frank Ellis said he seriously doubted that 
the bill would pass the House. 

“If it did,’’ Ellis said, ‘‘I’d have to evaluate my 
position at that time. But I don’t plan to introduce 
it in the Senate.” 

Ellis agreed that a horse track close to Shelby 
County would probably create problems without 
any compensation. He noted too that the Madison 
County dog bill passed the House by only one vote 
-- and that was without the opposition the Jeffer- 
son County delegation would undoubtly mount 
against the Pelham bill.

Columbiana pitches in with ballfields

With baseball and softball registration underway for boys and girls 
in Columbiana, the city council is trying to help with practice fields. 

The shortage of places to practice was brought to the council’s at- 
tention last month by Charles Jones, who works with the city’s Dixie 
Youth League. 

It was suggested that playing fields at the middle school might be 
developed for the boys to use. 

The city studied that idea at Thursday’s meeting. Councilwoman 
Jessie Jones brought plans for fields and other recreational areas at 
the school. 

The plans had been drawn when the city was seeking a recreation 
grant last year. The grant money -- which didn’t come in -- would have 
been used to develop the area around the middle school and another 
one adjacent to the city park. 

Jones thought the city might be able to afford the ballfield portion 
of the project. She figured that after some minor grading was done 
and top soil put on, the backstops and bleachers for two fields would 
cost $3,200. 

Money from the budget could possibly be diverted for that purpose 
Jones told the Reporter, with revenue sharing funds replacing what 
was taken from the budget. 

Mayor Buck Falkner said he would talk with CMS Principal Ouida 
Bentley and see if she approved the plans. 


Fire destroys office on US 31 


Three volunteer fire departments fought a 
blaze early Monday that destroyed an office 
building on US 31, about three miles south of 
Alabaster. 

Fire Chief Jim Mason of the Saginaw 
Volunteer Fire Department said his men could 
see the fire at RHP Construction Company 
miles away when they answered the alarm at 
12:55 a.m. 

“We got out on the highway and could see 
it,” Mason said. When his men arrived at the 
fire, Mason called Calera and Shelco 
firefighters for back-up. 

The company had offices in the front of the 
building, and used the back as a garage and 
storage area. A truck and a backhoe were 
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destroyed in the blaze. 

High winds hampered efforts by firefighters 
to bring the fire under control. The three com- 

ies fought the fire for more than four hours. 

There was no one injured fighting the fire 
and the building was unoccupied when the fire 
broke out, Mason said. : 

Mason believed the fire started in the storage 
area, where chemicals such as mineral spirits 
were kept. A neighbor reported an explosion 
that woke him up, which Mason said was pro- 
bably caused by tanks of compressed oxygen 
used for welding. 

The owners of RHP declined to talk about 
the fire later that morning when they were at 
the site. No damage estimate was available.

$3,970. 

©The council listened to a request for funds to help pay for new 
carpet at the Columbiana Library but made no commitment. The 
mayor said he thought finance chairman Lewis Walker should be pre- 
sent when a decision was made. 


Library Board Chairman Sue Phillips said the carpet was put down 
15 years ago when the library opened. New carpet, she said, would 
cost approximately $3,500 and the city was asked to contribute 
$1,750. 


Photographs were passed around showing how badly the carpet is 
worn. ‘‘We have no allotment for capital outlay in our budget,”’ 
Phillips noted, ‘‘and this is the first time we have ever asked for this 
type expenditure.”’ 

She reported that the Friends of the Library would probably not be 
able to raise more than $1,000, and money from overdue fines 
amounted to $75-$90 a month. 

There is $1,000 in a fund for emergencies, Phillips reported, but the 
board didn’t want to touch that, in case something unexpected hap- 
pened such as equipment breakdowns.

Section Eight gives the com- 
mission in the authority to extend 
code requirements if it desires to 
in the future. 

Murphy said it would be im- 
possible to hire enough inspectors 
to do a good job inspecting every 
house that was built. If there was 
a big problem with commercial 
buildings, then someone should 
let the legislature know about it, 
he said. 

“I’m afraid this is just another 
department that will cost the tax- 
payers money,”’ he said. ‘‘The 
county is always crying about not 
having enough revenue, and this 
department will not make 
money.’” 

Ames is not certain about who 
will sponsor the bill in the 
legislature, but he hopes to get it 
passed by the next fiscal year.

Spain plane crash ends county dreams 


for Air Force paratrooper trainer

Air Force Tech. Sgt. Larry Allen Rainey won’t be moving to Shelby 
Springs to retire where his parents live. He won’t be able to build the 
house on the old homestead where he wanted to settle with his wife, 
two children who already live there and go to school in Colum- 

a. 

Rainey was killed February 27 when a military plane crashed in the 
mountains of Spain. 

According to the scattered 
reports his family managed to 
gather -- most through wire ser- 
vice accounts -- it was foggy and 
snowing when the plane attemp- 
ted an emergency landing and 
crashed into the 7,000-foot Mon- 
cayo Mountains. 

The plane was on maneuvers 
with 18 crew members and 
members of a special combat 
control group, which carry them 
from the Bardenas Reales firing 
range to Zaragova. The plane 
~ reported missing at 8:22 p.m. 

ainey, 34, trained 
paratroopers around the world our, apolar a “ats 
for tactical work, and was a = 
member of the special combat group. : 

His mother, Lola Mae, and sister Amy Harris told the Reporter that 
they can only figure that Rainey never got the chance to jump from 
the plane. ‘‘His (para)chute stayed with him always,”’ his sister said. 

She received official notification of the accident at her home in 
Bessemer last Wednesday morning. In the year that her parents have 
lived on the unpaved part of County 42, they have been unable to get 
phone service, so Harris had to drive to Shelby Springs to break the 
bad news, 

“*T got my brothers together and the pastor and we came down to 
tell mother and father, and (Rainey’s) kids,’’ Harris said. ‘‘The Air 
Force followed a few minutes later with the official statement.’’ 
The news was not taken lightly. Making it even harder to take, Har- 
ris said, were all the unanswered questions: ‘‘Did the plane burn? 
How did they find it? What about Larry’s body?”’ 

His parents -- Jesse J. and Lola Mae -- , were born and raised in the 
Shelby Springs-Prospect area, and had inherited 40 acres which has 
been in the family since the 1920’s. 


Rainey was born after they moved to Bessemer, but visited the place 
in Shelby County along with his brothers and sisters as they grew up. 
At 19, he joined the service. 

More recently, while Rainey trained paratroopers, his wife, Barbara, 
stayed in Germany where he was generally based. His daughter, 
Tonya Lee, 14, and son, Larry Allen, Jr., 13, have been living with 
Rainey’s parents and attending Columbiana Middle School. 

“In five years he would have been out of the service,”” his mother 
said. ‘‘He was planning on coming down here, retiring, and building a 
house so everybody wouldn’t be juggled around so much.”’ 


Harris described her brother as a tall and slim man, with light 
brown hair and blue eyes, who ‘‘took life to the fullest,”’ 

“‘He was so easy going,”’ she said. ‘‘But we'd get onto him to be 
safe. He’d say, ‘When you gotta’ go, you gotta’ go. I could be killed 
in a car wreck going to Columbiana.’’ 

Rainey’s work was often dangerous, involving as it did jumping 
from airplanes. 

In one exercise, he did an extended freefall from a Boeing 737 
passenger jet. The temperature aloft was —18 F. 


Besides US troops, he also trained special groups from other coun- 
tries, and helped conduct international military exercises. His work 
took him from Antarctica to Africa, from the Mid-east to all parts of 
Europe. 

Despite the travels, he apparently thought a lot about his children, 
and about being ‘home’ in Shelby County. Rainey came ‘home’ over 
Christmas, and was looking foward to his family being together this 
summer in Germany. 

‘*Barbara and I are on pins and needles in anticipation of y’alls’ ar- 
rival,’’ Rainey wrote to his son on January 19. 

He went on to instruct him to mind the rabbits, what to do if the quail 
had babies, and to help Tonya clean the hamster cage weekly. ‘‘Be 
good and you and Tonya stay in your books,’’ he wrote. 

**T have done and seen a lot since coming into the military almost 15 
years ago,’’ he wrote them last October. ‘‘I have no regrets except that 
you were not with me to share it.’’ 

Rainey’s body was still in Spain on Monday, and final ar- 
rangements had not been completed. A service will be held in 
Hueytown, and he will be buried in his wife’s hometown of Austin, 
TX. 

Other survivors include: daughter Jennifer, 11, of Illinois; brothers 
Kenneth and Jesse Mac, both of Bessemer, and Johnny Richard, 
Guthrie, OK.

Birmingham along US 280, I-65, 1-459 
and US 31 were halted, the economic 
shockwaves would shake -- if not tum- 
ble -- any need for the water board 
itself. What kind of business would it 
do in a desert? 

It’s high time various Birmingham 
leaders woke up and realized how much 
they need what’s going on today in 
Shelby County. 

By the same token, it would help if 
similar type thinking in Shelby County 
changed, too. 

History is fine. Heritage and pride 
need not be forgotten. But anyone who 
doesn’t have the vision to see how im- 
portant a viable Birmingham is to the 
overall well-being of Shelby County in 
this day and age, needs glasses. 

In the future, we hope to see improv- 
ed thinking on both sides of the Cahaba 


‘River -- for everyone’s benefit.

Know the rules when you vote 


by Fred Guarino 

If you plan to vote in the 
Alabama Presidential Preference 
Primary, Tuesday, March 13, 
there are some things you need to 
know. 

According to Shelby County 
voting machine custodian Bill 
Tucker, you must first declare 
yourself as either a Democrat or 
Republican. That will allow poll 
workers to accept only votes for 
your party. 

Since Ronald Reagan has no 
Republican opposition, state law 
prevents his name from even ap- 
pearing on the ballot, so don’t 
worry when you don’t see it, In- 
stead, Republicans will find only 
the names of delegates pledged to 
President Reagan. 


Tucker points out that 
Republican voters can only vote 
for seven delegates from the 
Seventh Congressional District, 
and three state-at-large delegates. 

Democrats, on the other hand, 
have two options: they can vote 
for a presidential candidate 
without voting for individual

delegates, or they can vote for a 
presidential candidate and in- 
dividual delegates to represent 
him. Votes for delegates other 
than than those pledged to the 
candidate you selected, will not 
count. 

If you choose to vote only for a 
Democratic presidential can- 
didate, and don’t care who 
represents him at the convention 
in San Francisco, Tucker said 
that candidate will simply be 
assigned delegates. 


Again, votes can be cast for 
seven coOngressional district 
delegates, and three state-at-large 
delegates. 

If you do vote for a candidate 
and individual delegates, you 
must vote for four males and 
four females. You cannot vote 
for all men or all women on the 
Democratic ticket, because it 
might prevent the opposite sex 
from being represented. 

“If you vote for all males, 
don’t expect you'll get all of 
them,’’ Tucker says. He explains 
that the Democratic Party will 


assign male and female delegates 
evenly, based on who gets the 
largest number of votes. 

Tucker reports that all eight 
Democratic presidential can- 
didates will appear on Alabama’s 
March 13, primary. Those will in- 
clude candidates who have 
already dropped out, as well as a 
slot for ‘‘uncommitted.’’ 

In addition, an amendment 
will appear on the ballot to make 
Alabama’s state legislature con- 
sider general funds and education 
budgets before they take any 
other action. 

An amendment will also ap- 
pear to earmark revenues for 
road and bridge work in Ran- 
dolph County. That measure has 
the approval of citizens there, but 
still requires a state wide vote. 

The polls in Shelby County will 
be open on ‘Super Tuesday’ from 
7 a.m, until 7 p.m. 

For several of the candidates -- 
including John Glenn and Walter 
Mondale -- the outcome of the 
Alabama primaries and others 
being held that day, could make 
or break them.

The name of Charles ‘*Chuck’’ Harris in the 
news this week prompts memories of the time 
when he was elected sheriff of Shelby County. 

That election set off a long chain of events 
that profoundly influenced the direction of 
Shelby County politics. 

In 1958, Chuck Harris ran for sheriff against 
the incumbent, Hugh Sims Sr., and Claude 
Fore, 

It went into a runoff between Harris and 
Sims, and Harris, who worked for Siluria Mills 
and the town as a police officer, emerged the 
winner. 

In those days of early primaries and 
Democratic party dominance, the result was 
known by June of 1958, although the new term 
of office did not begin until January of 1959. 

But when Harris went into the sheriff's office 
to take over, he apparently decided there were 
aspects of the job he did not care for, and an- 
nounced his resignation almost immediately. 

This left the office open for Governor John 
Patterson to make an appointment. 

At the time, numerous people assumed there

Alabama voters will get their day in the sun 
next Tuesday when they go to the polls in the 
presidential preferential primary. 

National attention on Alabama will be con- 
siderable because it offers the best barometer of 
the relative strengths of the Democratic con- 
tenders.

Alabama where the program is so important. 

Baxley hawkishly has predicted Glenn will 
get 50% of the Alabama vote. This sharply con- 
flicts with a recent Birmingham News survey 
which places Mondale far out front. However, 
the newspaper poll was limited to those who 
professed to be Democrats, and a lot of the 
people who vote March 13 in the Democratic 
primary would not be classified as Democrats.

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Yellow Jackets reach 2A basketball’s top four

The road leading to a 2A state basketball championship came to an 
abrupt deadend for the Vincent Yellow Jackets last Friday in 
Tuscaloosa. 

After winning the championship for Area 7, and Region 4, and 
after defeating Holly Pond 71-63 in first round state playoff action, 
Vincent fell to R.C. Hatch, 84-67, in the semi-finals.

He was largely responsible for the Yellow Jackets’ first round vic- 
tory over Holly Pond and he scored the first ten points for his team in 
that game.

While Vincent fans may remember the Holly Pond game for a long 
time, last Friday’s semi-finals game was one they will soon want to 
forget. 

‘*Where did those guys come from?”’ was about all Crumpton could 
say after R.C. Hatch ended his team’s state title dreams.

AN ACT 

To authorize the Shelby County 
Commission to adopt, amend and 
provide for the enforcement of cer- 
tain building codes which shail apply 
in certain areas in sald county; to 
prescribe the manner of adopting 
such codes; to authorize the prescrip- 
tion and collection of certain fees 
necessary to effect the enforcement 
of such codes and to prescribe 
penalties for violation of such codes, 

BE iT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1, This act shall apply only 
in Shelby County, Alabama. 

Section 2. When used in this act 
the word “code,” unless the context 
clearly indicates a different meaning, 
shall mean: not less restrictive than 
the Southern Bullding Code, as of the 
date of this act, {and its companion 
codes on plumbing and gas, all as 
produced by the Southern Building 
Code Congress, and the National 
Electrical Code of the National Fire 
Protection Association). 

Section 3. The Shelby County 
Commission may by reference, 
adopt, amend, and provide for the en- 
forcement of the code. Such code, 
when adopted as herein authorized, 
shall apply te and govern in all unin- 
corporated areas of the county and 
also tn those parts of the county lying 
within the corporate limits of 
municipalities which have not 
adopted and are not enforcing 
municipal building codes. Such com- 
mission may also repeal any such 
code after having adopted it. 

The code shall not be adopted by 
such commission except after a 
public hearing on due notice thereot 
by publication in a newspaper 
published and of genera! circulation 
in such county. Such notice shall be 
published at least ten days before the 
hearing. The text of the code which it 

is proposed to adopt by relerence 
shail be made available for inspection 
at the county courthouse, Nothing 
herein shall be construed to require 
the setting out in full of the text of the 
proposed code in the notice of the 
hearing nor in the resolution or or- 
dinance; but such code or amend- 
ments thereof shall be properly iden- 
titled as to date and source in the 
notice and in the ordinance or resolu- 
tlon adopting It and a copy thereof 
shall be attached to such ordinance 
or resolution 


A copy thereo! shal! also be filed in 
the office of the clerk of the county 
commission and in at least one other 
county office where such copies will 
be available for public use, inspec- 
tion and examination. 

When Shelby County has adopted 
the code Dy reference pursuant 
hereto, the officer administering 
such code may adop! administrative 
regulations which incorporate by 
reference such subsequent changes 
and amendments of the code, proper- 
ly dentitied as to date and source, as 
may be adopted by the agency or 
association which promulgated the 
code, i! such officer finds that the 
changes and amendments contorm 
to nationally recognized standards or 
accepled engineering practices. 

Any administratice regulations 
which incorporate building code 
amendments by feterence shall 
become effective upon the expiration 
of sixty calendar days following the 
promulgation of the regulations, 
unless within that period of time the 
county commission adopts a resolu- 
tion of ordinance disapproving of 
such administrative regulations. 

Section 4. The county commission 
shail have the authority for and the 
responsibility of enforcing the provi- 
siona of this act. The county commis- 
sion having established an entorce- 

ment program for such code, is 
hereby further authorized and em- 
powered to prescribe and exact fees 
and charges based on a percent of 
the tota! value or cost of the project, 
to he paid for inspections and other 
administrative services, Such fees 
and charges collected pursuant to 
this act shall be paid into the county 
treasury. 
Section 5. Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this act or 
failing to comply with any of the pro- 
visions of this act after ten days writ- 
ten notice of an enforcement agency 
ehall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
punishabie by a fine of not more than 
five hundred dollars of thirty days in 
jail, oF Doth, and a penalty of one hun- 
dred dollars per day during conti- 


nuance of the violation. 

Section 6. This act shall not be 
construed to impair or limit in any 
way the power of the county commis- 
sion to enjoin or abate public 
nuisances within Its jurisdiction, 

Section 7, Nothing in this act shall 
be construed as abrogating or other- 
wise affecting the power of any state 
department or agency to promulgate 
regulations, make inspections, or ap- 
prove plans in accordance with any 
other applicable provisions of law not 
in conflict with the provisions herein. 

Section 8. This act shall be liberally 
construed as being additional 
authority for the Shelby County Com- 
mission to adopt ordinances relating 
to the establishment and enforce- 
ment of minimum standards for 
bulidings, dwellings, and the struc- 
tures of all types and descriptions us- 
ed for human habitation and oc- 
cupancy, The authority conferred by 
this act is cumulative to and in addi- 
tion to other existing legal authority. 

Section 9. Mobile Homes, as defin- 
ed in Section 24-5-2 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, are specifically ex- 
cluded trom the provisions of this 
act, 

Section 10. The foliowing excep- 
tions shall be excluded by the county 
commission from the provisions of 
these minimum codes: 

1. One and two family dwellings 
and out buildings in connection 
therewith. 

2. Farm bulldings or farm struc- 
tures. 

Nothing in these minimum codes 
shall apply to any building or project 
authorized or licensed by the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission, or the 
Federal Power Commission. The 
county commision may modify these 
minimum codes for application 
within its area of jurisdiction by adop- 
ting provisions more stringent than 
the codes set forth above, and also 
may amend and revise these codes by 
adopting more recent amendments or 
additions of the named codes. 

Section 11, The provisions of this 
act are severable. If any part of this 
act is declared invalid or unconstitu- 
tional, such declaration shali not at- 
tect the part which remains 

Section 12. This act shal! become 
effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Gover- 

nor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
law.

Lyn Stockham, president of the 
group. ‘‘To apply for federal 
grant money, we have to go 
through a legislative process.’’ 

The state legislature must pass 
a bill allowing special districts 
within a county to tax 
themselves, and then the districts 
may vote on it. But Clark said 
there might be an easier way. 

‘In committee now is a per- 
missive tax bill, which allows 
counties to tax for libraries,’’ 
said Clark. The passage of this 
bill would allow tax money col- 
lected by the county library 
system to be spread around, he 
said, including a facility for Beats 
12 and 13. 

“‘The county library board 
would be willing to do this,’’ 
Clark said. He estimated the cost 
of the library at about $500,000, 
but added that may be a bit 
‘idealistic.’ 

The group plans to start 
meeting monthly, Stockham said, 
noting that one advantage to hav- 
ing a library is having a facility 
where area civic groups can meet. 
The next meeting will be March 
29. 

The group’s last official 
meeting was held in May, 1983.

Called ‘the undisputed cham- 
pion of this state’s politically - 
minded women,’’ Dr. Farmer 
came to Alabama in 1927 to teach 
history at UM (then Alabama 
College). From 1949 until her 
retirement in 1956, she chaired 
the social sciences department 
there. 

Dr. Farmer spearheaded a 
crusade for reform in Alabama 
politics in the ’40s and ’50s, in- 
cluding work to abolish the poll 
tax that discriminated against 
women and other segments of the 
population, and by work to allow 
women to serve on jury duty. 

She also advocated prison 
reform and was instrumental in 
beginning the state merit system 
as well as the pardon and parole 
system. 

She was the first woman 
elected to the Montevallo City 
Council and served that body 
from 1938-45.

Pelham buys sewer plant 


A package sewerage system is expected to be in- 
stalled this week for Pelham Fire Station #2. The 
unit should be in operation sometime next week, 

Complaints about raw sewage from the station 
were first registered with the state some two years 
ago. 

Last month the Reporter observed discharge 
from the station’s toilets dumping straight into 
nearby Bishop Creek -- a direct violation of state 
environmental iaws. 

The discharge comes from a pipe about 50 yards 
downstream from the station. 

Paul Yeager, Jr., director of public works for 
Pelham, said waste from the station will now be 
treated by a miniature active sludge plant built 
next to the firehouse. 

“The plant is basically just like the one that 
handles sewage for the entire city, except that it is 
a lot smaller,’’ Yeager said. 

The plant will cost the city about $1,500, accor- 
ding to Yeager. Construction is expected to start 
by Thursday or Friday, and will be completed by 
early next week.

Mayor Burk Dunaway said the unit is being in- 
stalled by Trimm Construction Company. 

According to city officials, the building’s 
sewerage lines were initially supposed to hook into 
a private plant in Green Park South. However, 
while the firehouse was under construction, 
ownership of the mobile home park changed 
and the agreement fell through. 


County health authorities and city officials said 
the station was then tied into some sort of system 
that had been used by a city mobile home that the 
fire department used for a time on the Green Park 
entrance road. 

When that setup failed and caused backup pro- 
blems in the fire station, some sort of work was 
done on the site which officials said they thought 
solved the problem. 

According to former Pelham firefighter Bill 
Kline who worked out of station #2 at the time, 
two 55-gallon drums were apparently buried in the 
ground and used in connection with an un- 
derground gravel pit to solve the sewage problems.

Commission denies 
low equipment bidder 


by Fred Guarino 

For the second county commis- 
sion meeting in a row, highway 
department equipment bids 
became a source of controversy 
last Monday. 

Also, for the second time, Joe 
Money Machinery Co., Inc. 
found itself the odd man out as a 
result of apparently legal but con- 
troversial recommendations by 
county engineer Gary Ray. 

Two weeks ago Ray surprised 
equipment dealers with the way 
he handled bids on a hydraulic 
excavator. 

At that time, the county com- 
mission was expected to accept 
bids based on an outright pur- 
chase price, a 36-month lease 
purchase agreement or, a 
48-month lease purchase agree- 
ment. Joe Money had the low bid 
on the 36-month option while 
Dixie Equipment Company had 
the low bid for outright purchase. 

However, on Ray’s recommen- 
dation, the commission surprised 
bidders by going for a 36-month 
lease purchase option with an 
unusual twist. 

Instead of awarding the sale to 
Money based upon his low 
36-month option bid, commis- 
sioners took Dixie Equipment’s 
low outright purchase price and 
financed an option with the First 
National Bank of Columbiana. 

Last Monday, Joe Money was 
again the low bidder -- this time 
for a front-end loader. Again, 
Money’s bid was rejected. 

This time, however, the rejec- 
tion was based on specifications 
allegedly written ‘‘for’’ a Cater- 
pillar 963 unit that Money’s 
equipment would not fit. 

The only represented company 
which could offer that particular 
Caterpillar was Thompson Trac- 
tor Company. Other bids either 
fell below required specifications 
or exceeded the Caterpillar in size 
and cost. 

Adding to the frustration of 
Joe Money representative Bill 
Thomas was the fact that the 
county engineer never denied the 
point. 


Crossing guard bids farewell 


on I-65

Three men died early Monday 
morning when a truck carrying 
church pews slammed into a con- 
crete pillar on I-65 south of 
Calera. 


Deputy coroner Billy Rockco 
said the victims were identified as 
Clyde Penix, 26, of Ruston, La., 
Brad Allen Humphrey, 18, and 
Ricky J. Humphrey, 25. The 
Humphreys were brothers and 
both were from Lawrence, Tenn. 


The men installed church pews 
for a company owned by the 
Humphreys’ father, and were on 
their way to Florida, according to 
Rockco. 


Before hitting the concrete 
post, the, truck traveled several 
hundred yards on the shoulder of 
the road. Rockco said the driver 
may have fallen asleep. 

According to chief deputy 
James Jones, the 2 a.m. accident 
was one of the worst he’d ever 
seen. He said the men were killed 
instantly. 

Calera rescue workers, state 
troopers and other sheriff's 
deputies worked about three 
hours to clear up the wreckage.

But others paused to hug the crossing guard 
before hopping into their cars. 

It was the last day of directing traffic for Mona 
Bradshaw, who has been at her post in front of the 
school mornings and afternoons for the past 
eleven years, 

She felt some pangs of regret about giving up 
the job because, ‘‘the children have become very 
special to me,’’ Bradshaw said. 

Her reason for leaving was because of the retire- 
ment of her husband Bill from the State Troopers, 
and their plans to take frequent camping trips. 


“T’ve enjoyed this job,’’ Bradshaw said, 
“because it’s given me the opportunity to work 
with a fine, outstanding faculty, to meet new peo- 
ple and to have a close relationship with the 
children.”’ 

She began working at the school in 1973 at the 
request of former Calera Police Chief Gene Ham- 
by, now a deputy with the Shelby County Sheriff’s 
Department. 


Although Bradshaw plays down her former 
position, principal Philip Haynie apparently 
thought highly of the woman who kept his 
students safe. 

“You could always depend on her to be there on 
time,’” he said. ‘‘No matter if it was cold, or rainy, 
you always knew she’d be out there.”’ 

Showing their appreciation during a special 
assembly in her honor, the students and faculty 
presented Bradshaw with a portable radio/ televi- 
sion set to take camping with her. 


The Bradshaws have three children -- Rhonda 
Anderson, Dz. .i and Richard Bradshaw, and a 
granddaughtei, Dana. 


‘In writing specs, a lot has to 
be considered,’’ Ray told com- 
missioners. ‘‘Wherever you start, 
someone will be below or above. 
What I have tried to do in my 
mind is test units... and draw 
specifications in a range which 
proved satisfactory.’’ 

The specification that left Joe 
Money out of compliance but 
was met by the Caterpillar unit, 
was the requirement for 36,000 
pounds of break-out force. 
Break-out force is the pressure 
exerted by a front-end loader’s 
digging bucket when it is scoop- 
ing up a load. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port said he had mixed emotions 
about the specifications which 
Ray used. He also asked Thomas 
why his company did not bid on 
another unit which would meet or 
exceed the break-out force specs. 

Thomas said he tried to bid 
equipment which could do the 
job without exceeding specifica- 
tions and thereby pricing himself 
out of the competition.

According to school officials, a lack of funding prevents the 
Shelby County Board of Education from offering a full year’s 


If parents have a preference as to which semester they want 
their child to attend, they need to let the school know early in 


Preferences will be considered in the order they are received 


Registration will be held at every elementary school in the 
county April 2-30 during regular school hours. 

In order to be eligible for kindergarten during the 1984-85 
school year, children must be five years of age before October 2. 

Students must register in the school zone in which they live, 
and immunization forms and birth certificates should be 
presented at the time of registration. 


$71,563.54. According to

Montevallo balks 


on garbage contract

Although Centerpoint Garbage 
Service Inc. appeared as low bid- 
der on commercial garbage 
pickup service in Montevallo, the 
council has not awarded a con- 
tract yet. 

At Monday’s council meeting 
Mayor Ralph Sears said the 
reason for the delay was to give 
City Administrator Don Hughes 
time to make sure that all 
specifications had been met. 

The low bid was $2,977 per 
month for twice weekly pickup -- 
nearly $600 lower than BFI, the 
company which now services 
trash containers in the city. 

BFI bid $3,570, and Remove- 
All Waste Disposal Inc. submit- 
ted a bid of $3,400. 

The council’s decision to send 
out bids on the service was based 
on an announcement from BFI 
that their price was going up. 

After buying out Shelby 
Waste, the company had provid- 
ed the service for two years at 
$2,884 per month. 

Their bill for February, 
presented to the city ad- 
ministrator at Monday’s meeting, 
was $4,084. 

Hughes said he would deter- 
mine who would get the contract 
luesday and that company 


would have 30 days to start 
operating. 

The containers now being used 
by the businesses belong to BFI. 
There was some discussion of the 
public using the containers and 
Sears reported that people from 
other counties had been seen 
dumping garbage in them. 

There is now no law on the 
books to cover that situation 
when someone is caught, but the 
council decided to have one 
drawn up. 

Finance Chairman J.A. Brown 
noted that in garbage collections, 
the city is $5,000 in the hole to 
begin with. 

He said that the budget lists 
$30,000 in revenue from garbage, 
while costs amount to $35,000. 

The city had intended to either 
raise merchant fees or put a 
charge on leaf and limb pickup, 
but has done either. 

‘‘Thank goodness we passed 
the sales tax, it really got us out 
of a jam,’’ Brown declared.

Hospital tax aids community 


Letter to the Editor: 

In reference to a recent let- 
ter about hospital taxes, I would 
like not to defend, but to lend 
more facts to the issue. 

First, our county hospital, 
Shelby Medical Center (not 
Shelby Memorial) is not a 
privately owned facility. It is a 
public, non-profit county institu- 
tion. Supported through taxes is 
correct, but only about two per- 
cent of the total budget comes 
through taxes. These taxes 
guarantee the obligation of 
Shelby Countians to pay off the 
hospital’s bond indebtedness 
through the year 2009. 

Secondly, the money going 
back into Shelby County com- 


munities in the form of educa- 
tion, recreation, law enforcement 
and the generally good life style 
of Shelby County comes partially 
from the almost 700 employees at 
Shelby Medical. About 80 per- 
cent of the work force lives in the 
county. 

Finally, our hospital, which 
has grown from a 35-bed facility 
in 1959 to the 210-bed modern 
medical center it is today, has not 
forgotten the people in this coun- 
ty who cannot afford the costs of 
medical care. With federal cut- 
backs, unemployment and infla- 
tion, many people are forced to 
go without the proper medical at- 
tention they need. Shelby 
Medical Center realizes this, and 


renders medical care through 
trained professionals to the in- 
digent residents of this county, 
Without SMC’s indigent care, 
those who cannot afford hospital 
care would have to go to Jeffer- 
son County, and Shelby Coun- 
tians would have to pay the bill 
for its residents. 

Why continue the hospital tax? 
The answers are: (1) to continue 
to support one of the largest in- 
stitutions in the county; (2) to pay 
for bond obligations; (3) to help 
those who are truly indigent; (4) 
to generally support Shelby 
County.

School funds wasted on excess jobs 


Letter to the Editor: 

After reading about the ap- 
pointment of Evan Major to the 
position of interim principal at 
Shelby County High School and 
the fact that he will continue as 
Director of Instruction on the 
Central Staff, several questions 
and observations seem to be in 
order: 

First: How can one person, 
however great, manage two full- 
time positions effectively? 

Second: When the Central Of- 
fice position needs his attention, 
who will manage the high school? 

Third: When his principal’s 
position needs his attention, who 
will do the work in his Central 
Office position? 

Fourth: It has been said that 
others employed in the Central 
Office will do his work there. If 
these people have necessary 
fulltime positions, how can they 
leave their own work to do his? If 
they don’t have enough work to 
keep them busy, then why are 
they drawing their fabulous 
salaries? It just might be that Mr. 
Major didn’t have very much to 
do in the first place. 

Fifth: When he is away from 
the high school, who will super- 
vise the functioning of the 
school? If the person who served 


as assistant principal for the 
former principal does this for the 
interim principal, then this pro- 
ves that the assistant has the abili- 
ty to do the job, and should have 
been given the position, rather 
than removing someone from 
such a very important position in 
the Central Office. 

It doesn’t take a genuis to 
recognize the fact that no person 
employed for two full-time posi- 
tions can do both at the same 
time. If the interim principal has 
seven hours a day to serve as 
principal, either before or after 
he has finished his work at the 
Central Office, then this Super- 
visor of Instruction position must 
require only one hour of work 
each day. For five hours work per 
week, or twenty hours per 
month, approximately $38,000 a 
year seems to be a rather 
ridiculous salary to be paid for 
his position. 

Also, if other employees in 
similar positions at the Central 
Office have time to do his job, 
then perhaps there are un- 
necessary positions there. 

Maybe the school trustees are 
such chauvinists they don’t think 
a female should serve as prin- 
cipal. Whatever the reason for 
Mr. Major’s appointment, 
political, friendship, or other- 


wise; it has a bad smell. 

People were accused of not 
supporting education when they 
voted against the last tax. People 
are not opposed to education, but 
it may be that things like this are 
the reasons it wasn’t approved. 
People are tired of paying taxes 
that are used to pay exorbitant 
salaries for unnecessary workers, 
and furnish cars for them to carry 
their families to ballgames, etc. It 
is time the people wake up and 
find out what is going on in 
education. It is also time that 
qualified people who deserve 
positions be given them, that 
positions not needed are 
elminated, and that all workers, 
Central Office staff and teachers, 
be paid by the same salary 
schedule. Education should serve 
all the people equally and fairly, 
and not just the Central Office. 

The people should demand to 
know the number of people 
employed in the Central Office 
and the salaries of each, which 
are ridiculous. Then they might 
demand some changes and be 
willing to pay more taxes for the 
education of our children -- not 
for supervisor and coordinator 
salaries.

Iranian sworn in as citizen, 


falls in love with Montevallo 


by John Hood 

_ The first thing Esmail Ebrahimi did after becoming a US 
citizen two weeks ago, was register to vote. He was looking for- 
ward to his first election -- voting in the presidential primaries, 
and, this fall, for president. 

Ebrahimi was born and grew up in Iran, where his parents still 
live. He spent his childhood in the Persian Gulf town of Ahwaz, 
where his father is a retired executive for an oil company. 


Now Ebrahimi isa small-town American, living in Montevallo 
with his wife Pat and their two-year-old son Allen. He works as 


Seaman Timber Company as an engineer and shift manager. He 


says he will never leave Montevallo. 

“I first came to America in 1975, to Miami,’ recalls 
Ebrahimi. He spent four months in the Florida city learning to 
speak English. Then he moved to Montevallo to go to school. 

**T couldn’t speak that well when I got here, but I could talk 
some,”’ he says. He started his business courses and met a lot of 
new friends, 

While in school, he met Pat Gentry on campus and married 
her about five years ago. Pat grew up in Thorsby and works for 
the university as a switchboard operator. 


Ebrahimi, who is 33, says he didn’t plan to stay in the United 
States for good. He was planning to go back to Iran after he 
finished school. 

“I was going to go back, but I got married and got a job and 
decided | liked it here better,’’ says Ebrahimi. There is also a 
tragic reason for Ebrahimi’s decision to stay in Montevallo. 

‘I buried my brother here, so I will not leave this town, he 
says softly.’’ His brother, 17-year-old Reza, was a football 
player at Montevallo High School when he was killed in a hun- 
ting accident in 1982. The memory of his brother is constantly 
with him, Ebrahimi says. 

Ebrahimi says over 300 people came to Reza’s funeral to pay 


held in Iran, the Montevallo community felt they had lost a true 
citizen, he feels. 

There has never been a problem with people making fun of 
him because he was from Iran, says Ebrahimi. 

**This is a small town and everybody knows everybody,’’ he 
says. ‘‘I joke with everybody about Khomeini.’’ 

Ebrahimi, who was rated the best tennis player in Montevallo 
before his brother’s death, doesn’t play much any more. 


**T used to play tennis, but 
now I go to work, come 
home and maybe work 
around the house some,”’ he 
says. 


Ebrahimi says he will pro- 
bably vote for Reagan, but 
won't decide for sure until he 
talks it over with his wife. 

Ebrahimi is glad he is go- 
ing to be able to vote in the 
next election, but he is a bit 
puzzled why so many 
Americans do not take the 
time to vote. 


“Tl guess they don’t vote 
for the same reason some 
people ran to Canada instead 
of fighting,’ he said, referr- 
ing to the Vietnam war. 

‘“‘Nine years ago, I’d say 
that things were about the 
same here as in Iran. Now (in Iran) you can’t play games or go 
out, or watch TV, or spend money they way you want to. I’m

Liquor bill clarifies 


package licensing 


A state amendment being 
advertised for Shelby County is 
designed to clean up confusion 
concerning the issuing of package 
store liquor licenses outside 
municipalities. 

Sen. Frank ‘Butch’ Ellis told 
the Reporter that the State ABC 
Board has been strictly inter- 
preting a current law which 
specifies that package stores can- 
not be constructed within five 
miles of each other. 


He said that the law has been 
interpreted to mean that any 
business, including grocery 
stores, cannot sell wine less than 
five miles from another. 

Apparently, grocery stores 
were not thought to be ‘‘package 
stores’’ when the local law was 
enacted, 


When asked why the legislation 
was worded ambiguously in the 
first place, Ellis said, ‘‘There was 
just not enough time spent in 
drafting the bill,’’ He added that 
the bill was written before he was 
elected to office. 

Ellis described his bill as a 
housecleaning measure that 
would make the present law more 
specific. 

Ellis defined what his new bill 
refers to as ‘club ii’ businesses, as 
privately owned retail package li- 
quor outlets. The bill would not 
affect ‘‘clubs’’ as such, and 
would not affect any package 
stores located inside a municipali- 
ty. 

Outside the municipalities, 
there are not now any retail 
package stores now within five 
miles of each other, Ellis said.

Hospital tax aids community 


Letter to the Editor: 

In reference to a recent let- 
ter about hospital taxes, I would 
like not to defend, but to lend 
more facts to the issue. 

First, our county hospital, 
Shelby Medical Center (not 
Shelby Memorial) is not a 
privately owned facility. It is a 
public, non-profit county institu- 
tion, Supported through taxes is 
correct, but only about two per- 
cent of the total budget comes 
through taxes. These taxes 
guarantee the obligation of 
Shelby Countians to pay off the 
hospital’s bond indebtedness 
through the year 2009. 

Secondly, the money going 
back into Shelby County com- 


munities in the form of educa- 
tion, recreation, law enforcement 
and the generally good life style 
of Shelby County comes partially 
from the almost 700 employees at 
Shelby Medical. About 80 per- 
cent of the work force lives in the 
county, 

Finally, our hospital, which 
has grown from a 35-bed facility 
in 1959 to the 210-bed modern 
medical center it is today, has not 
forgotten the people in this coun- 
ty who cannot afford the costs of 
medical care, With federal cut- 
backs, unemployment and infla- 
tion, many people are forced to 
go without the proper medical at- 
tention they need. Shelby 
Medical Center realizes this, and 


renders medical care through 
trained professionals to the in- 
digent residents of this county. 
Without SMC’s indigent care, 
those who cannot afford hospital 
care would have to go to Jeffer- 
son County, and Shelby Coun- 
tians would have to pay the bill 
for its residents. 

Why continue the hospital tax? 
The answers are: (1) to continue 
to support one of the largest in- 
stitutions in the county; (2) to pay 
for bond obligations; (3) to help 
those who are truly indigent; (4) 
to generally support Shelby 
County.

School funds wasted on excess jobs 


Letter to the Editor: 

After reading about the ap- 
pointment of Evan Major to the 
position of interim principal at 
Shelby County High School and 
the fact that he will continue as 
Director of Instruction on the 
Central Staff, several questions 
and observations seem to be in 
order: 

First: How can one person, 
however great, manage two full- 
time positions effectively? 

Second: When the Central Of- 
fice position needs his attention, 
who will manage the high school? 

Third: When his principal’s 
position needs his attention, who 
will do the work in his Central 
Office position? 

Fourth: It has been said that 
others employed in the Central 
Office will do his work there. If 
these people have necessary 
fulltime positions, how can they 
leave their own work to do his? If 
they don’t have enough work to 
keep them busy, then why are 
they drawing their fabulous 
salaries? It just might be that Mr. 
Major didn’t have very much to 
do in the first place. 

Fifth: When he is away from 
the high school, who will super- 
vise the functioning of the 
school? If the person who served 


as assistant principal for the 
former principal does this for the 
interim principal, then this pro- 
ves that the assistant has the abili- 
ty to do the job, and should have 
been given the position, rather 
than removing someone from 
such a very important position in 
the Central Office. 

It doesn’t take a genuis to 
recognize the fact that no person 
employed for two full-time posi- 
tions can do both at the same 
time. If the interim principal has 
seven hours a day to serve as 
principal, either before or after 
he has finished his work at the 
Central Office, then this Super- 
visor of Instruction position must 
require only one hour of work 
each day. For five hours work per 
week, or twenty hours per 
month, approximately $38,000 a 
year seems to be a rather 
ridiculous salary to be paid for 
his position, 

Also, if other employees in 
similar positions at the Central 
Office have time to do his job, 
then perhaps there are un- 
necessary positions there. 

Maybe the school trustees are 
such chauvinists they don't think 
a female should serve as prin- 
cipal. Whatever the reason for 
Mr. Major’s appointment, 
political, friendship, or other- 


wise; it has a bad smell. 

People were accused of not 
supporting education when they 
voted against the last tax. People 
are not opposed to education, but 
it may be that things like this are 
the reasons it wasn’t approved. 
People are tired of paying taxes 
that are used to pay exorbitant 
salaries for unnecessary workers, 
and furnish cars for them to carry 
their families to ballgames, etc. It 
is time the people wake up and 
find out what is going on in 
education. It is also time that 
qualified people who deserve 
positions be given them, that 
positions not needed are 
elminated, and that all workers, 
Central Office staff and teachers, 
be paid by the same salary 
schedule. Education should serve 
all the people equally and fairly, 
and not just the Central Office. 

The people should demand to 
know the number of people 
employed in the Central Office 
and the salaries of each, which 
are ridiculous.

Should electrocutions carried out in the elec- 
tric chair at Holman Prison near Atmore be 
shown on television? 

A committee of the Alabama Legislature 
thinks not. A bill was pending before these 
lawmakers which related to who could witness 
electrocutions,and one of the provisions of the 
measure would have made it possible for the 
event to be televised. This provision was 
stricken from the bill. 

What impact would ‘death on TV in prime 
time’ have on the viewers? No one is sure. Some 
argue that it would serve as a powerful deter- 
rent, others insist it would result in an outcry to 
abolish capital punishment. Still others simply 
feel that it would be barbaric to make a public 
spectacle of an event of this nature.

Iranian sworn in as citizen, 


falls in love with Montevallo

_The first thing Esmail Ebrahimi did after becoming a US 
citizen two weeks ago, was register to vote. He was looking for- 
ward to his first election -- voting in the presidential primaries, 


and, this fall, for president. 


Ebrahimi was born and grew up in Iran, where his parents still 
live. He spent his childhood in the Persian Gulf town of Ahwaz, 
where his father is a retired executive for an oil company. 


Now Ebrahimi is a small-town American, living in Montevallo 
with his wife Pat and their two-year-old son Allen. He works as 
Seaman Timber Company as an engineer and shift manager. He 
says he will never leave Montevallo. 

“I first came to America in 1975, to Miami,’’ recalls 
Ebrahimi. He spent four months in the Florida city learning to 
speak English. Then he moved to Montevallo to go to school. 

“*T couldn’t speak that well when I got here, but I could talk 
some,’’ he says. He started his business courses and met a lot of 


new friends. 


While in school, he met Pat Gentry on campus and married 
her about five years ago. Pat grew up in Thorsby and works for 
the university as a switchboard operator. 


Ebrahimi, who is 33, says he didn’t plan to stay in the United 
States for good. He was planning to go back to Iran after he 


finished school. 


“*] was going to go back, but I got married and got a job and 
decided I liked it here better,’’ says Ebrahimi. There is also a 
tragic reason for Ebrahimi’s decision to stay in Montevallo. 

‘I buried my brother here, so I will not leave this town, he 
says softly.’* His brother, 17-year-old Reza, was a football 
player at Montevallo High School when he was killed in a hun- 
ting accident in 1982. The memory of his brother is constantly 


with him, Ebrahimi says.

Ebrahimi, who was rated the best tennis player in Montevallo 
before his brother’s death, doesn’t play much any more. 


**T used to play tennis, but 
now I go to work, come 
home and maybe work 
around the house some,”’ he 
says. 


Ebrahimi says he will pro- 
bably vote for Reagan, but 
won’t decide for sure until he 
talks it over with his wife. 

Ebrahimi is glad he is go- 
ing to be able to vote in the 
next election, but he is a bit 
puzzled why so many 
Americans do not take the 
time to vote. 


“I guess they don’t vote 
for the same reason some 
people ran to Canada instead 
of fighting,’’ he said, referr- 
ing to the Vietnam war. 

“‘Nine years ago, I’d say 
that things were about the 
same here as in Iran. Now (in Iran) you can’t play games or go 
out, or watch TV, or spend money they way you want to. I’m 
not saying it is perfect here, but I can do a lot here.”’

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Liquor bill clarifies 


package licensing 


A state amendment being 
advertised for Shelby County is 
designed to clean up confusion 
concerning the issuing of package 
store liquor licenses outside 
municipalities. 

Sen. Frank ‘Butch’ Ellis told 
the Reporter that the State ABC 
Board has been strictly inter- 
preting a current law which 
specifies that package stores can- 
not be constructed within five 
miles of each other. 


He said that the law has been 
interpreted to mean that any 
business, including grocery 
stores, cannot sell wine less than 
five miles from another. 

Apparently, grocery stores 
were not thought to be ‘‘package 
stores’’ when the local law was 
enacted. 


When asked why the legislation 
was worded ambiguously in the 
first place, Ellis said, ‘‘There was 
just not enough time spent in 
drafting the bill.’’ He added that 
the bill was written before he was 
elected to office. 

Ellis described his bill as a 
housecleaning measure that 
would make the present law more 
specific. 

Ellis defined what his new bill 
refers to as ‘club ii’ businesses, as 
privately owned retail package li- 
quor outlets. The bill would not 
affect ‘‘clubs’’ as such, and 
would not affect any package 
stores located inside a municipali- 
ty. 

Outside the municipalities, 
there are not now any retail 
package stores now within five 
miles of each other, Ellis said. 


Investigation continues

The Postal Inspection Service 
is still investigating the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the 
death of Maylene Postmaster 
Carolyn Terrell. 


Postmaster General! William F. 
Bolger told the Reporter in

Delinquent farm debts 


lower than expected 


Farmers across the nation con- 
tinue to struggle to meet debt 
obligations complicated by the 
third consecutive year of poor 
crop conditions. Delinquency rates 
for borrowers of the Federal 
Land Bank of New Orleans, 
however, remain relatively low 

-according to Warner Bruner, 
president of the bank. 

The Federal Land Bank holds 
almost half of the entire farm real 
estate debt in the states of 
Alabama, Mississippi and Loui- 
siana. 

Currently, the bank has more 
than 38,000 loans outstanding for 
a total of $3.02 billion. Of that 
number, delinquency rates rose 
from 2.5% at year end 1982, to 
3.6% on December 31, 1983. 

During the same period, 
foreclosures increased from 43 to 
117 although they represented 
only .3% of the number of loans 
outstanding and .64% of the en- 
tire loan volume. 

Bruner said the number of 
bankruptcies are also on the in- 
crease in the district, with some 
175 borrowers declaring 
bankruptcy by the end of 1983. 
However, he pointed out the 
figure is relatively low when com- 


pared to the total number of ' 


loans on the books. 

Farm officials acknowledged 
that commodity prices were 
stronger in 1983 than during the 
prior year, due in part to the 


government’s Payment In Kind — 


(PIK) program and reduced com- 
modity supply due to adverse 
weather conditions. However, 
they note that even though com-

to Brierfield Ironworks Park 


**We took historic raw material and made a 
park,’’ Dr. Mike Mahan said Friday, as he 
spoke to supporters of Brierfield Ironworks 
Park. 

The day marked another milestone in the 
development of the park located just southwest 
of Montevallo, when Kimberly-Clark Corpora- 
tion turned over the deed to the land to the park 
board. 

The presentation took place during a lun- 
cheon held on the University of Montevallo 
campus. 

As a token of appreciation for giving the 
park the 45 acres, park director Marty Everse 
presented replicas of the historic Brooke can- 
non to K-C executives. 

He reported that the original cannons used 
during the Civil War had been made from iron 
ore which came from the Brierfield Ironworks. 

Another piece of good news for the park was 
announced by Governor George Wallace’s legal 
advisor, Ken Wallis. 

He said the state would match the amount at 
which the land had been valued, with the 
money going toward capital improvements. 

The valuation is reported to be $86,000. 


In his remarks to the group, Mahan said that, 
“Kimberly-Clark has supported us in an 
unbelievable manner during these ten years.”’ 

Other words of appreciation were expressed 
by UM President Dr. Jim Vickrey, who called 
K-C’s civic mindedness in supporting the 
endeavor, ‘‘the finest form of corporate sup- 
port.’’ 

Mahan said that the park was being com- 
pleted despite ‘‘unsurmountable odds,”’ 
because of the cooperation demonstrated by 
government officials, private enterprise and 
local volunteers. ; 

In presenting the deed, K-C executive Marvin 
Gade noted, ‘“‘This is one of the few places 
the corporation has developed such a good feel- 
ing about what is going on,”’ 

The first Bluegrass festival was held at the 
park in 1958. It has also been the site of 
‘*Brighthope,”’ the state’s only outdoor drama, 
which was produced by the theatre department 
at the University of Montevallo. 

Other plays and musical events have also 
been held there as well as arts and crafts shows, 
Boy Scout and Girl Scout events, rifle shoots 
and reunions.

Provided, however, the 
provisions of this Act shall not apply 
to any application of any material 
whether from the air or ground, the 
primary purpose of which is to con- 
tro) mosquitos, eradicate fire ants or 
other insects considered to be harm- 
ful by the State Department of 
Agriculture. 

“Provided further that the provi- 
sions of this Act shall not apply to 
any spraying or dusting application of 
any material, whether from air or 
ground, to cropland or pasture land, 
which primary purpose was to im- 
prove or enhance the production of 
food, cotton or like crops, 

“Provided further that the provi- 
sions of this Act shall not apply to the 
application, whether from the air or 
ground, by a utility regulated by the 
Alabama Public Service Commission, 
or its agents, of any chemical 
substance registered with the United 
States Environmental Protection 
Agency, to any river, lake, or to any 
cleared or Cut-over utility easement 
or right-of-way, not exceeding 325 
feet in width, the primary purpose of

Residents of Chatham Court in Deer Springs 
are on their way to being annexed into Pelham. 

Residents of Pelham’s Indian Hills subdivi- 
sion will soon have a means to help deter 
speedsters on Indian Hill Road. 

Pelham residents who want to eat Jack’s 
Hamburgers will soon find it no longer 
necessary to drive to Alabaster. 

And... Pelham library board members will 
soon be able to make plans for moving their 
facility into the city’s new annex building. 

All these projects were announced or started 
at Pelham council meeting Monday night. 

Upon receipt of a petition, signed by 15 
residents of Chatham Court, Councilman R.E. 
‘Ray’ Hamilton moved that an annexation elec- 
tion be sought for that section of Deer Springs. 

Considering that all but one resident of 
Chatham Court signed the annexation request, 
Hamilton moved that police and fire protection 
be provided immediately. 

The motion passed unanimously and will 
provide Chatham residents those city services 
until their annexation fate is decided by vote. 

Hamilton said the annexation will end pro- 
blems now facing Pelham police and fire of- 
ficials such as trying to determine exactly what 
parts of that area are already in the city’s limits 
when calls for help come, 

Mayor Burk Dunaway said the next steps to 
be taken will be advertisement of the proposi- 
tion, introduction of a bill by the state 
legislature and a vote by Chatham residents.

The City of Helena has 
lowered DUI charges to speeding 
charges in a case against an 
Alabaster resident.

‘*When you are overweight, you either laugh a 
lot or cry a lot. So, I learned to laugh and make 
fun of myself,’’ recalled Deloris Foster of Colum- 
biana. 

But there came the time when she realized she 
had to do something about her problem because it 
was having adverse effects on her entire life. 

She found that obesity can cause a person to 
become mentally, physically and spiritually han- 
dicapped, she said. 

As a minister’s wife, she had enjoyed many op- 
portunities to meet people and make new friends. 
She had no qualms about standing before people 
to teach. She enjoyed sewing and wearing 
fashionable clothing. 

But after she grew from a size 10 dress to a size 
2412, she no longer cared to sew. She dreaded go- 
ing out where people could see her. She felt she 
was setting a poor example as a Christian because 
her body stated that she was out of control. 

**I couldn’t even cross my legs,’’ she recalled. 
**My kids had to tie my shoes for me.”’ 

Today, after losing 120 pounds, she can easily 
bend to tie her own shoes. And once again, she en- 
joys wearing pretty clothes, meeting people and 
doing public speaking. 

Foster said that in order to conquer her weight 
problem, she had to accept full responsibility for 
being overweight and take steps to do something 
about it. 

She also had to learn new behavior habits and 
change some attitudes about food. 

**America has become too obsessed with food,”’ 
she said, ‘‘Food is a sign of reward, hospitality 
and celebration, but we abuse it.’’ 

“We start off using it as a reward with 
children,’’ she continued. ‘‘We say ‘be good and 
I’ll give you candy.’ To show hospitality, we say 
‘Come over and I’ll bake a cake.’ Then we 
celebrate birthdays, anniversaries, etc. by baking 
another cake.”’ 

She recalled that once she tried to have the best- 
looking the best-tasting dish at every church and 
social dinner. She loved cooking big meals. She 
was intrigued by cookbooks. 

But, all that changed. 

She gave up cooking sweets, fried foods, other 
fats, and empty-calorie foods. She baked, broiled 
or roasted her food and greatly reduced portion

size. It was hard to do, she said, but gradually her 
taste buds changed. “*I can hardly believe | like

At first, she cooked separate meals for herself 
and her family. Gradually, she introduced her new 
method of cooking to the whole household. ‘‘If

Annexation, stop sign petitions

Residents of Chatham Court in Deer Springs 
are on their way to being annexed into Pelham. 

Residents of Pelham’s Indian Hills subdivi- 
sion will soon have a means to help deter 
speedsters on Indian Hill Road. 

Pelham residents who want to eat Jack’s 
Hamburgers will soon find it no longer 
necessary to drive to Alabaster. 

And... Pelham library board members will 
soon be able to make plans for moving their 
facility into the city’s new annex building. 

All these projects were announced or started 
at Pelham council meeting Monday night. 

Upon receipt of a petition, signed by 15 
residents of Chatham Court, Councilman R.E. 
‘Ray’ Hamilton moved that an annexation elec- 
tion be sought for that section of Deer Springs. 

Considering that all but one resident of 
Chatham Court signed the annexation request, 
Hamilton moved that police and fire protection 
be provided immediately. 

The motion passed unanimously and will 
provide Chatham residents those city services 
until their annexation fate is decided by vote. 

Hamilton said the annexation will end pro- 
blems now facing Pelham police and fire of- 
ficials such as trying to determine exactly what 
parts of that area are already in the city’s limits 
when calls for help come. 

Mayor Burk Dunaway said the next steps to 
be taken will be advertisement of the proposi- 
tion, introduction of a bill by the state 
legislature and a vote by Chatham residents.

The City of Helena has 
lowered DUI charges to speeding 
charges in a case against an 
Alabaster resident.

‘‘When you are overweight, you either laugh a 
lot or cry a lot.

As a minister’s wife, she had enjoyed many op- 
portunities to meet people and make new friends. 
She had no qualms about standing before people 
to teach. She enjoyed sewing and wearing 
fashionable clothing. 

But after she grew from a size 10 dress to a size 
2412, she no longer cared to sew. She dreaded go- 
ing Out where people could see her. She felt she 
was setting a poor example as a Christian because 
her body stated that she was out of control. 

**I couldn’t even cross my legs,’’ she recalled. 
‘**My kids had to tie my shoes for me.”’ 

Today, after losing 120 pounds, she can easily 
bend to tie her own shoes. And once again, she en- 
joys wearing pretty clothes, meeting people and 
doing public speaking. 

Foster said that in order to conquer her weight 
problem, she had to accept full responsibility for 
being overweight and take steps to do something 
about it. 

She also had to learn new behavior habits and 
change some attitudes about food. 

‘**America has become too obsessed with food,”’ 
she said. ‘‘Food is a sign of reward, hospitality 
and celebration, but we abuse it.’’ 

‘We start off using it as a reward with 
children,’’ she continued. ‘‘We say ‘be good and 
I’ll give you candy.’ To show hospitality, we say 
‘Come over and I’ll bake a cake.’ Then we 
celebrate birthdays, anniversaries, etc. by baking 
another cake.’’ 

She recalled that once she tried to have the best- 
looking the best-tasting dish at every church and 
social dinner. She loved cooking big meals. She 
was intrigued by cookbooks. 

But, all that changed. 

She gave up cooking sweets, fried foods, other 
fats, and empty-calorie foods. She baked, broiled 


size. It was hard to do, she said, but gradually her 
taste buds changed. ‘I can hardly believe | like 
broiled fish now,’’ she said, 

She added that now she can eat whatever she 
wants, even sweets, as long as she controls her 
portions.

This strategy hinges on the cost 
effectiveness of community men- 
tal health, where persons are 
treated in 24-hour treatment 
facilities at a cost of about one- 
third of the daily cost of 
hospitalization in a state institu- 
tion.

approves leash law for parks 


by Fred Guarino 
Helena may have a new bank branch in four months. The council 
approved a rezoning request Monday which would allow the bank 
project to proceed. 


The First National Bank of Columbiana was granted a request to 
rezone a lot for a branch office at the intersection of county highways 
$2, 17 and 91. The bank also was granted rezoning from residential to 
business for 10 acres just north of its lot. 

In a telephone interview with the Reporter, bank president Karl 
Harrison said, ‘‘Helena, in my opinion, has a future.’’ He added that 
he hoped to open the new branch in four months. 

‘*We’re ready to go just as soon as we can grind it (the lot) off,’’ he 
told the Reporter ‘‘The architect has the plans and we’re about ready 
to let bids.’’ 

The bank bought the 10 acres now zoned for business from Bill 
Strickland and Ruby Nell Lambert. Harrison said the purchase was 
speculative and that the bank was working with the previous owners to 
attract commercial firms to the area. 

The branch will be the bank’s fifth office, and will be located across 
from the Shelby Bank branch. 


The council also approved a leash law for city parks which becomes 
effective immediately. 

Councilman Bill Harris moved to approve the ordinance for city 
parks, provided that a citywide leash law be considered at a later date. 

Voting in favor of the action along with Harris were council 
members Ron Erwin and C.W. Fulgham. Absent council member 
James Kwater was represented by a written objection, which was in- 
cluded in the official minutes of the meeting, 

The leash law makes it a misdemeanor for anyone to allow a dog, 


not on a leash, to run in the city’s parks. 

It provides for the impoundment of dogs caught off leashes in the 
park, fines, and/or the imprisonment of violating dog owners in the 
city jail, and fees for the redeeming of dogs captured and taken to a 
pound, 

Dogs not claimed from the dog pound can be humanely destroyed. 

Fines for violation of the leash law cannot exceed $200 and jail 
sentences cannot exceed six months. 

Harris asked how law enforcement personnel would know if a dog 
was allowed to run in the park in defiance of the new law, or if it only 
wandered into a city park from a nearby home. He pointed out that 
Helena has no leash law for areas away from parks. 

Mayor Charles Penhale responded that the matter would have to be 
left up to police officials to determine. 

Pelhale pointed out that dogs not wearing tags can legally be picked 
up anywhere in Helena now, and that only six dog tags have been 
bought in the city this year. 

‘*If there are only six dogs in Helena, I’m the Lone Ranger,”’ Erwin 
said after the meeting. 

Phil Richey of the Shelby County YMCA failed to receive approval 
for use of Helena tennis courts for lessons in afternoon hours. 

However, Helena Dixie Youth president Mike Brady was granted 
the authority to schedule use of ballfields in Penhale Park with priori- 
ty going to local teams. On a motion by Harris, the city approved 
the scheduling authorization and agreed to continue its service of pick- 
ing up garbage and cleaning the restrooms at the ballfield. 

On another motion by Harris, Martin Lawley was granted permis- 
sion to allow truck sales of prouduce on his property. 

The Shelby County DAY program received a donation of $600 from 
the council after a motion by Erwin was approved. 


Calera revives zoning board

One family has been waiting 
two months to take their case to 
the zoning appeals board in 
Calera.

The problem has been that two 
members of the three-man board 
have resigned -- one for business 
reasons, the other because of an 
attorney general’s opinion. 

But the board is now ready for 
action again following the coun- 
cil’s confirmation Monday of 
three appointments. 

The men who have agreed to 
serve on the board are James 


Miles and Dan Loftin. Horace 
Bright was reappointed to 
another term. 

One new case the board will be 
asked to hear was brought up at 
the meeting by Sid Bird, who 
wants to put up an office and car 
lot between Brakeshoe Road and 
Warehouse Foods. 

The catch is that the office met 
the specifications of a trailer, 
which is not allowed in that loca- 
tion. 

Although there has been a 
period of calm on the issue of the 
city park, there was a flare up 
Monday when Mayor Carl

Blast from shotgun kills Alabaster man

An Alabaster mother called 
police Wednesday evening to 
report that two of her boys had 
been arguing and that one of 
them was shot. 


When police arrived at the 
Shields residence near the Waffle 
House on 11th Ave SE, they 
found 23-year-old Ronnie Shields 
dead from a gunshot wound to 
the chest. 


Alabaster investigator Sgt. 


Larry Rollan said that the vic- 
tim’s brother Alonzo, 26, was 
taken into custody following the 
shooting which occurred at 7:02 
p.m. 

No charge was made against 
him, however, and he was releas- 
ed Thursday morning on a $1,000 
material witness bond. 


Deputy District Attorney Bob 
Williams said that Shields will 
testify as a material witness 
before the May session of the 


Shelby County grand jury to 
determine whether the shooting 
was justifiable homicide. 

According to authorities, the 
way events leading up to the 
shooting were alleged to have oc- 
curred -- Ronnie went to his 
brother Alonzo’s trailer after 
arguing with his mother and got a 
butcher knife. 

When Alonzo tried to stop his 
brother from returning to their 
mother’s house, Ronnie attacked 
him twice with the knife. 


A young relative who witness- 
ed the shooting told the police 
that Alonzo fended off the first 
attack with the metal grill from a 
barbecue. When Ronnie came at 
him again, Alonzo allegedly 
discharged one shot from the 
12-gauge single shot shotgun he 
was carrying. 

The victim lived with his 
mother, Cecilia Shields, and his 
ailing father. Their house is only 
a short distance from the trailer 
where their son Alonzo lives.

Feds tie up interstate funds

A holdup in the release of federal highway 
funds to Alabama will not affect work under- 
way on US 280 near Harpersville. 

The remaining two-lane portion of 280 is be- 
ing widened to four lanes, and workers are now 
in the process of moving gas lines. When finish- 
ed in 1985, the project will complete the four- 
laning of US 280 through Shelby County, 

The delay in receiving $112 million in federal 
money won’t hold up the 280 project because it 
is being financed by state windfall taxes, accor- 
ding to Bernie Finneran, assistant division 
engineer with the state highway department. 

Revenue from state taxes on oil wells has 
financed the widening of the highway, he ex- 
plained. 


Completion of the $4.2 million project in 
Shelby County is still on schedule for April of 
1985, according to division engineer Jesse 
McGill. 

Dunn Construction Company is working on 
the highway north of Harpersville, and McGill 
said that the work could be done even earlier if 
there is a lot of good weather. 


Top priority now is to complete the bridge 
approaches to the new Coosa River bridge so 
that traffic can begin using it before 1985. 

The stretch of roadwork from Harpersville to 
Childersburg has been delayed about six mon- 
ths because the contractor, Harrington Con- 


struction defaulted, or filed for bankruptcy, 
said McGill. The highway department is now in 
the process of letting out another contract for 
the work. 

McGill admitted there had been complaints 
from contractors about slow payments from 
the state, but he said it was just a slow process. 
He said the holdup on federal funds had 
nothing to do with it. 

Alabama has been granted federal money 
from the Advanced Construction Interstate 
(ACI) Program, but the money is being 
withheld until Congress approves a completed 
cost estimate. 

Finneran said that other projects, such as the 
completion of I-20 near Leeds, could be af- 
fected if the delay lasted a long time. 

‘We have been able to get some discre- 
tionary funds to carry on with our programs,”’ 
he said. Discretionary funds are unused funds 
originally designated for other states. 

In a letter to Alabama Senators Howell 
Heflin and Jeremiah Denton, Gov. George 
Wallace urged Congressional action on ap- 
proval of the estimate. : 

The letter stated that the highway department 
must cover all costs of the projects until they 
become regularly financed. 

‘We (the highway department) now have a 
terrific cash flow problem which exceeds $12 
million and is increasing by $2 million per mon- 
th,’’the letter said.

‘Super Tuesday’ turned out to be something less 
than ‘super’ for much of Shelby County. 

Unofficially, 6,323 voters -- 19.27% of the 
county’s 32,799 registered voters -- went to the 
polls to pull levers for Democratic nominees and 
delegates to Democratic and Republican conven- 
tions. 

The turnout was considered small by both par- 
ties, and the county voted ‘‘ wrong’’ to boot. 

County Democrats voted for Sen. John Glenn 
over Gary Hart, Jesse Jackson, and Walter Mon- 
dale, but their voting pattern followed neither that 
of the state -- which went for Mondale -- nor that 
of the 7th Congressional District from which the 
delegates were chosen. 

In the district, Jackson won three delegates and 
Mondale won two, according to a spokesperson 
from the State Democratic Headquarters. 

Jackson delegates are Lenora Alexander 
(Tuscaloosa), Marie Foster (Selma), William 
Branch (Eutaw), and alternate Carrie Johnson 
(Lisman). 

Mondale’s delegates are Sallie Cook (Holt), 
C.A. Fredd (Greensboro) and alternate Martha 
Ellen Johnson (Northport). 

L. Holt Cloud, who lives off Cahaba Valley 
Road, pulled the most district votes for a 
Republican in Shelby County, but fell short when 
tallies from all 14 counties were counted. District 
Republican delegates elected were Karl Elebash, 
Gordon Lawless and Pete Cavert. 

Two Shelby County Republicans running in the 
state at large category, drew only moderate sup- 
port locally. 


Probate Judge Tommy Snowden called the vote 
turnout light, and agreed that ‘Super Tuesday’ 
didn’t live up to its hype, at least in Shelby Coun- 
ty. 
**Everybody’s disappointed in the turnout,’’ 
agreed county Republican chairman David 
Bradley. ‘‘Even some of the hard core Reaganites 
didn’t vote because they didn’t personally know 
the delegates.’’ 

Of those that voted in Shelby County, 5,751 
pulled levers for the Democrats, and 572 ap- 
parently went Republican. The official number of 
Republicans was not available from either thepro- 
bate office or party officials. The number 572 was 
derived by dividing the total votes cast for district 
delegates, by three, which was the number to be 
selected.

to do away with county ‘voter islands’

A bill expected to pass the 
legislature this week would 
eliminate ‘voter islands’ in 
Brantleyville and North Shelby. 

The bill, introduced two weeks 
ago by Rep. John Tanner, does 
away with two isolated groups or 
islands of voters which are 
situated inside House District 40. 
Voters in those areas are present- 
ly required to vote for candidates 
in House District 41. 

The voter island located near 
County 17 in Brantleyville af- 
fects 169 people. A similar situa- 


tion exists in North Shelby, where 
149 residents live near the in- 
tersection of State 119 (Cahaba 
Valley Road) and County 29 
(Caldwell Mill Road). 


The islands were created by the 
Justice Department during the 
court ordered redistricting of the 
state’s legislative districts. 
However, the situation with the 
islands was not generally known 
until residents there tried to vote 
for candidates in House District 
40, but were told they actually 
lived in District 41. 


‘*The bill is designed to get rid 
of the errors in the redistricting,”’ 
Tanner said. ‘‘They (the islands) 
resulted in a lot of people not be- 
ing able to vote for whom they 
wanted, and caused a lot of 
general confusion.”’ 

Tanner is the representative for 
House District 40, and Sonny 
Moore, co-sponsor of the bill, is 
representative for district 41. 

The general bill has already 
been reported out of the House 
Judiciary Committee, and is ex- 
pected to come up for a vote this 


He expects the bill to pass both 
the House and Senate, and go on 
to the Justice Department for 
federal approval. 

If enacted, the bill would ac- 
tually improve the population 
ratios for the two districts, Tan- 
ner said. 

Coincidentally, the court 
ordered redistricting lines which 
created the problem islands were 
drawn up by a former Birm- 
ingham man also named John 
Tanner, who now works in 
Washington DC for the Justice

Pelham gets double 


dose of council action

Monday, for the first time ever, two completely 
separate Pelham City Councils sat in session at the 
same time. 

Students of Valley Elementary School’s fifth 
grade class waited for the right moment and then 
replaced the current city government with one of 
their own. 

The Valley youngsters let their adult counter- 
parts schedule public hearings for April 16 on the 
rezoning of certain Valleydale Road property 
from B-2 to B-3, and for an amendment to the ci- 
ty’s sign ordinance. 

The property, already zoned for light business, 
is located across the street from Dr. Michael 
Meon’s office. The B-3 business zoning is needed 
for a warehouse which a developer wants to build 
there. 

The new sign ordinance will allow the erection 
of larger signs with 150 feet of the interstate 
highway. 

Before being tossed out of control, the adult ci- 
ty government was also allowed to approve Mayor 
Dunaway’s signing of an agreement with the State 
of Alabama to improve the intersection of county 
52 and US 31. 

In return for an agreement to pay the light bill, 
the state will install better traffic lights at the in- 
tersection as well as new street lights. 

The adults were also allowed to hire attorney 
Brad Bishop as the city’s new municipal court 
judge for a period of two years.

on hold for Alabaster

The Alabaster City Council spent most of its 
short Tuesday night meeting discussing the city’s 
fire department. 

The council decided to hold off on accepting 
bids for a new station wagon for the fire chief un- 
til more revenue-sharing funds are received. 
Mayor H.A. ‘Doc’ Rubin said the federal money 
would be in sometime in April. 

Approval of hiring two new firemen was also 
tabled for the same reason as the station wagon 
bids. 

Fire Chief John Cochran asked the council to 
consider enacting an ordinance regulating 
automatic fire alarms. 

**We are having an awful lot of problems with 
false alarms,”’ he said, telling the council that his 
department had responded to five calls within 24 
hours to one business. 

Cochran said the majority of alarm systems 
work fine, but a few installations are constantly 
going off and costing the department money by 
going on unnecessary runs. 

He proposed an ordinance that would make 
businesses pay for false alarms if more than three 
occurred in one year. 

“Businesses would put pressure on the alarm 
companies to maintain the systems if they knew it 
was going to cost them money,’’ said Cochran. 

Although council members agreed the false 
alarms were a problem, they were not sure an or- 
dinance would be the right approach. 


Different ways of dealing with the problem were 
tossed around. Councilman Jack Reagin asked if is- 
suing citations might be better. He also said he 
would like to see some figures on just how many 
false calls there were. 

Cochran said that his men had gone on false 
calls to one place more than 15 times this year. 
Since many of the alarms occur at night, he said 
that some volunteers are taking the chance that a 
call is a false alarm and not coming in. 

Councilman Calvin McCune said he thought of 
the owners of the buildings had to come out to the 
site at every false alarm, more attention would be 
paid to keeping the systems operating properly. 

Rubin appointed a committee to study the pro- 
blem and asked them to report at the next council 
meeting. 

In other business: 

eTerry Johnson of CableVision Company, the 
cable company that serves the city, asked the 
council to approve a name-change for the com- 
pany. Johnson owns several cable companies 
throughout the country, and he said he wanted to 
consolidate them under one name. He said the 
new name will be Masada Communications. 

*Street Commissioner Willie Arrington read a 
letter from T.L. Hammons, Jr. praising the 
workers in his department. Hammons is the 
pastor of First United Methodist Church in 
Alabaster. Arrington couldn’t help beaming after 
reading the letter, saying it was rare for people to 
acknowledge what his department did. 


Power company wants to spray

Ellis said he had not yet had a 
chance to examine the amend- 
ment, but he saw nothing wrong 
with spraying approved 
chemicals as long as there was a 
“buffer zone’’ to protect private 
property.

Another school plan 


A Plan for Excellence. From the 
AEA convention in Huntsville, to local 
PTO meetings, state school superinten- 
dent Wayne Teague’s involved agenda 
for improving the quality of education 
has received a lot of attention lately. 

That’s good, but it’s certainly 
nothing new. Neither are some of the 
problems he’s trying to correct. Take 
for instance this front page piece writ- 
ten by county superintendent J.W. Let- 
son in the January 19, 1928 edition of 
the Shelby County Reporter: 

With an earnest desire to encourage 
every teacher to do efficient work, I 
shall restate a number of details that are 
essential to the highest success in every 
school or class room. 

Ist A daily schedule. Your schedule 
should not be a matter of memory, but 
should be written out in full either on 
the board or on paper where it is always 
at hand for ready reference. It should 
not only show the exact time to be given 
to each recitation but exactly the sub- 
ject or other work to be engaged in 
every period of the day for those not 
reciting. When such a schedule is made 
it must be followed faithfully or it is 
without value in improving the efficien- 
cy of your work. 

2nd Lesson plans and daily prepara- 
tion. I am afraid some of our teachers 
do not feel the necessity of preparing 

daily for their class room work. I am 
afraid that some of us own text-books 
that we attempt to teach and that we do 
no outside work of any kind that will 
increase Our ability or improve our 
teaching. Not much promotion is in 
store for the teacher who does not im- 
prove and there is no improvement for 
those who will not study. 

3rd _ I believe most heartily in School 
Athletics, but some of our teachers 


seem to be giving entirely too much 
time to this activity. Complaints from 
patrons indicate that practically every 
Friday afternoon is wasted in some of 
our schools. Unless principals and 
teachers will plan to save time and to 
make athletic contest a motive for bet- 
ter work and a means of developing 
character it is only a short time until 
such contests will die of their own 
weight. 

4th Transportation. Nothing is more: 
important to the enlarged Educational 
Program in Shelby County than prin- 
cipals and teachers... organize their 
program so that transported children 
are not on the school ground at any 
time during the day without the 
teacher’s supervision. 

5th Permit me again to call attention 
to the importance of mailing weekly 
reports at the close of every week. A 
report that comes to this office one or 
more weeks late is without value. 


6th Library books... Several hundred 
dollars worth of new books have been 
purchased and ought to reach the 
librarian at Montevallo within the next 
few days... Here’s hoping that the 
demands made up on this library will be 
more than we are at present prepared to 
meet. 


Class scheduling, lesson plans, pro- 
motions for meritorious teachers, too 
much time for sports -- the issues facing 
educators over a half-century ago don’t 
sound much different from issues to- 
day. It brings to mind the old saying: 
There’s nothing new under the sun. 

What would be new is if the latest 
‘plan for excellence’ generates true im- 
provements, not just more political 
rhetoric and higher taxes.

Schools need funds, not critics 


Letter to the Editor: 

We, who are interested in 
education, must act now. We 
cannot wait for other people to 
do their part, As was 
demonstrated in the (school tax) 
election, approximately 80% of 
us decided to do nothing, approx- 
imately 10% of us decided to 
hold back for various reasons, 
and approximately 10% of us 
decided to try to move forward. 

We cannot allow ourselves to 
continually complain about the 
actions of our leaders and then 
because of their actions ignore 
the children of Shelby County. 
Our children and their welfare 
must be the paramount issue - not 
the actions or inactions of others. 

What we can do for now is 
**give’’. The amount you give is 
not nearly as important as is the 
fact that you cared enough to 
give. 

At Montevallo Elementary 
School recently one child was so 
inappropriately dressed that one 
or more of the MES teachers ac- 
tually bought clothes for the 
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child, While this is certainly not a 
teacher’s responsibility, it is an 
example of the kind of sacrifice 
that most teachers are willing to 
make for their students - our 
children! Just as these teachers 
were able to give directly to a 
need, you may also give directly 
to a need - just ask your child’s 
principal where the money is 
needed most before you give. 

I would also like to make a few 
comments about recent letters in 
your paper. One letter said that 
schools should learn to operate 
within their budgets. It is difficult 
to argue with such a statement 
when the budget is adequate. But 
when the budget is totally inade- 
quate, this simply means that cuts 
have to be made in much needed 
programs. 

Another letter complained that 
one individual now holds two 
full-time positions. Instead of 
criticism, maybe a letter of 
thanks would be more in order. 
How many of us would be willing 
to give up our job for some 
‘interim period’ knowing that 


when we return to it we would 
have a desk full of work that all 
had to be done right away. 

In this case there was a vacancy 
that needed to be filled right 
away. It was in fact such an im- 
portant position that filling it 
created a temporary vacancy 
elsewhere. Allowing a person ‘‘to 
continue in his old position’’ is 
just insurance to him or her that 
once the interim period is over, 
he or she will still have a job. 

It seems to always be the case 
that if a decision is delayed, some 
will say ‘‘a stitch in time saves 
nine”’ or if a decision is prompt, 
someone will say ‘‘haste makes 
waste’’. I contend in either case 
that such a complaint can only in- 
hibit or possibly even prevent any 
progress from being made. 

Our own inaction is far more 
destructive than a mistake made 
by one of our leaders or a 
malformed criticism.

Super Tuesday is now but a memory, but 
hard feelings remain within the ranks of 
Alabama’s black political leaders. There is no 
doubt from detailed studies of the vote that the 
Rev, Jesse Jackson would almost certainly have 
carried Alabama had not almost half of the 
black voters been persuaded by the Alabama 
Democratic Conference (ADC) to support 
Walter Mondale. 

The most accurate estimate is that Mondale 
polled more than 40 percent of the black vote. 
Without these votes he could have been well 
down in the field, and in reverse, had these 
votes gone to Jackson he certainly would have 
led the pack. 

One black leader who feels the ADC rejec- 
tion of Jackson was disgraceful was State Sen. 
Hank Sanders of Selma. He has been sharply 
critical of the ADC and its top man, Joe Reed. 

Reed has not backed off an inch in his con- 
tention that the ADC was right in supporting 
Mondale. His argument was and remains that 
there is no way Jackson can win the nomina- 
tion, hence a vote for him would have been a 
wasted vote. He also chided Sanders for sug- 
gesting that all blacks should have voted for 
Jackson because he was black. ‘‘We condemn 
whites who vote for a candidate simply because 
he is white,’’ Reed said, ‘‘but now we are told 
we should do the very same thing.’’ 

What happened to John Glenn in Alabama? 
Those who were inclined to vote for him didn’t 
vote. Exit polls showed that Glenn ran power- 
fully among voters who identified themselves as

He has pretty much kept quiet since 
leaving office 14 months ago, but word is that 
he’s getting a little fidgety at some of the things 
going on in Montgomery, particularly the huge 
tax increases which have been proposed and the 
threat to ignore the budget isolation amend- 
ment. He may also involve himself in the fall 
presidential campaign, and not as a Democrat.

If a picture is worth a thousand 
words, a living display is even 
better. And that’s what the 
Echota tribe of Cherokee Indians 
is offering the public this 
weekend. 

The event is the tribe’s annual 
spring festival, observed by the 
Cherokees after the first full 
moon in March for the blessing 
of the seeds used in spring plan- 
ting. 

A number of Echotas from 
Shelby County will be par- 
ticipating in the event being held 
at Cook’s Springs just east of Bir- 
mingham this Saturday and Sun- 
day. 

The ceremonial blessing of the 
seeds will be done at noon both 
days. At 4 p.m. Saturday a ritual 
Indian wedding will be perform- 
ed. 


Echota Chief Joe Stewart from 
Alabaster is scheduled to conduct 
the ceremony which the public 
may witness. 

Indian dancers will perform at 
intervals both days and there will 
also be exhibitions of archery and 
blow gun shooting. 

‘*This is actually the first time 
the public has been invited to 
come and see the spring festival,’ 
Charlotte Stewart, the chief’s 
wife, told the Reporter. 


‘“‘What we’re trying to do,’’ 
she said, ‘‘is to take a step back in 
time so everyone can see how the 
Cherokee lived.”’ 

Tours will be given through a 
‘living’ teepee village with guides 
explaining about village life. 

Visitors will see the daily 


chores that took place, such as 


corn being ground, basket weav- 
ing, pottery making, beadwork, 
the making of arrowheads and 
other stone tools. 

Craft booths will be displaying 
and selling Indian-made items 


and various types of Indian 
breads. 
Stewart said that there is a 


tremendous interest in the public 
schools for a first hand account 
of Indian life. 

*“We have teams,’’ she related, 
‘which go to the schools during 
the year and talk on the subject.”’ 


According to Stewart, there are 
5,700 members of the Echota 
tribe in Alabama. 

The festival is being held at 


Cook’s Springs Baptist camp off 
I-20 East between the hours of

Another school plan 


A Plan for Excellence. From the 
AEA convention in Huntsville, to local 
PTO meetings, state school superinten- 
dent Wayne Teague’s involved agenda 
for improving the quality of education 
has received a lot of attention lately. 

That’s good, but it’s certainly 
nothing new. Neither are some of the 
problems he’s trying to correct. Take 
for instance this front page piece writ- 
ten by county superintendent J.W. Let- 
son in the January 19, 1928 edition of 
the Shelby County Reporter: 

With an earnest desire to encourage 
every teacher to do efficient work, I 
shall restate a number of details that are 
essential to the highest success in every 
school or class room. 

Ist A daily, schedule. Your schedule 
should not be a matter of memory, but 
should be written out in full either on 
the board or on paper where it is always 
at hand for ready reference. It should 
not only show the exact time to be given 
to each recitation but exactly the sub- 
ject or other work to be engaged in 
every period of the day for those not 
reciting. When such a schedule is made 
it must be followed faithfully or it is 
without value in improving the efficien- 
cy of your work. 

2nd Lesson plans and daily prepara- 
tion. I am afraid some of our teachers 
do not feel the necessity of preparing 
daily for their class room work. I am 
afraid that some of us own text-books 
that we attempt to teach and that we do 
no outside work of any kind that will 
increase our ability or improve our 
teaching. Not much promotion is in 
store for the teacher who does not im- 
prove and there is no improvement for 
those who will not study, 

3rd _ I believe most heartily in School 
Athletics, but some of our teachers 


seem to be giving entirely too much 
time to this activity. Complaints from 
patrons indicate that practically every 
Friday afternoon is wasted in some of 
our schools. Unless principals and 
teachers will plan to save time and to 
make athletic contest a motive for bet- 
ter work and a means of developing 
character it is only a short time until 
such contests will die of their own 
weight. 

4th Transportation. Nothing is more: 
important to the enlarged Educational 
Program in Shelby County than prin- 
cipals and teachers... organize their 
program so that transported children 
are not on the school ground at any 
time during the day without the 
teacher’s supervision. 

5th Permit me again to call attention 
to the importance of mailing weekly 
reports at the close of every week. A 
report that comes to this office one or 
more weeks late is without value. 

6th Library books... Several hundred 
dollars worth of new books have been 
purchased and ought to reach the 
librarian at Montevallo within the next 
few days... Here’s hoping that the 
demands made up on this library will be 
more than we are at present prepared to 
meet. 


Class scheduling, lesson plans, pro- 
motions for meritorious teachers, too 
much time for sports -- the issues facing 
educators over a half-century ago don’t 
sound much different from issues to- 
day. It brings to mind the old saying: 
There’s nothing new under the sun. 

What would be new is if the latest 
‘plan for excellence’ generates true im- 
provements, not just more political 
rhetoric and higher taxes.

Schools need funds, not critics 


Letter to the Editor: 

We, who are interested in 
education, must act now. We 
cannot wait for other people to 
do their part. As was 
demonstrated in the (school tax) 
election, approximately 80% of 
us decided to do nothing, approx- 
imately 10% of us decided to 
hold back for various reasons, 
and approximately 10% of us 
decided to try to move forward. 

We cannot allow ourselves to 
continually complain about the 
actions of our leaders and then 
because of their actions ignore 
the children of Shelby County. 
Our children and their welfare 
must be the paramount issue - not 
the actions or inactions of others, 

What we can do for now is 
‘*give’’, The amount you give is 
not nearly as important as is the 
fact that you cared enough to 
give. 

At Montevallo Elementary 
School recently one child was so 
inappropriately dressed that one 
or more of the MES teachers ac- 
tually bought clothes for the 
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child, While this is certainly not a 
teacher’s responsibility, it is an 
example of the kind of sacrifice 
that most teachers are willing to 
make for their students - our 
children! Just as these teachers 
were able to give directly to a 
need, you may also give directly 
to a need - just ask your child’s 
principal where the money is 
needed most before you give. 

I would also like to make a few 
comments about recent letters in 
your paper. One letter said that 
schools should learn to operate 
within their budgets. It is difficult 
to argue with such a statement 
when the budget is adequate. But 
when the budget is totally inade- 
quate, this simply means that cuts 
have to be made in much needed 
programs, 

Another letter complained that 
one individual now holds two 
full-time positions, Instead of 
criticism, maybe a letter of 
thanks would be more in order. 
How many of us would be willing 
to give up our job for some 
‘interim period’ knowing that 


when we return to it we would 
have a desk full of work that all 
had to be done right away. 

In this case there was a vacancy 
that needed to be filled right 
away. It was in fact such an im- 
portant position that filling it 
created a temporary vacancy 
elsewhere. Allowing a person ‘‘to 
continue in his old position’’ is 
just insurance to him or her that 
once the interim period is over, 
he or she will still have a job. 

It seems to always be the case 
that if a decision is delayed, some 
will say ‘‘a stitch in time saves 
nine’’ or if a decision is prompt, 
someone will say ‘‘haste makes 
waste’’. I contend in either case 
that such a complaint can only in- 
hibit or possibly even prevent any 
progress from being made. 

Our own inaction is far more 
destructive than a mistake made 
by one of our leaders or a 
malformed criticism.

Super Tuesday is now but a memory, but 
hard feelings remain within the ranks of 
Alabama’s black political leaders. There is no 
doubt from detailed studies of the vote that the 
Rey. Jesse Jackson would almost certainly have 
carried Alabama had not almost half of the 
black voters been persuaded by the Alabama 
Democratic Conference (ADC) to support 
Walter Mondale. 

The most accurate estimate is that Mondale 
polled more than 40 percent of the black vote. 
Without these votes he could have been well 
down in the field, and in reverse, had these 
votes gone to Jackson he certainly would have 
led the pack. 

One black leader who feels the ADC rejec- 
tion of Jackson was disgraceful was State Sen. 
Hank Sanders of Selma. He has been sharply 
critical of the ADC and its top man, Joe Reed. 

Reed has not backed off an inch in his con- 
tention that the ADC was right in supporting 
Mondale. His argument was and remains that 
there is no way Jackson can win the nomina- 
tion, hence a vote for him would have been a 
wasted vote. He also chided Sanders for sug- 
gesting that all blacks should have voted for 
Jackson because he was black. ‘‘We condemn 
whites who vote for a candidate simply because 
he is white,’’ Reed said, ‘‘but now we are told 
we should do the very same thing.” 

What happened to John Glenn in Alabama? 
Those who were inclined to vote for him didn’t 
vote. Exit polls showed that Glenn ran power- 
fully among voters who identified themselves as

Cherokees celebrate spring 


If a picture is worth a thousand 
words, a living display is even 
better. And that’s what the 
Echota tribe of Cherokee Indians 
is offering the public this 
weekend. 

The event is the tribe’s annual 
spring festival, observed by the 
Cherokees after the first full 
moon in March for the blessing 
of the seeds used in spring plan- 
ting. 

A number of Echotas from 
Shelby County will be par- 
ticipating in the event being held 
at Cook’s Springs just east of Bir- 
mingham this Saturday and Sun- 
day. 

The ceremonial blessing of the 
seeds will be done at noon both 
days. At 4 p.m. Saturday a ritual 
Indian wedding will be perform- 
ed.

Echota Chief Joe Stewart from 
Alabaster is scheduled to conduct 
the ceremony which the public 
may witness. 

Indian dancers will perform at 
intervals both days and there will 
also be exhibitions of archery and 
blow gun shooting. 

**This is actually the first time 
the public has been invited to 
come and see the spring festival,”’ 
Charlotte Stewart, the chief’s 
wife, told the Reporter. 


“‘What we’re trying to do,”’ 
she said, ‘‘is to take a step back in 
time so everyone can see how the 
Cherokee lived.”’ 

Tours will be given through a 
‘living’ teepee village with guides 
explaining about village life. 

Visitors will see the daily 
chores that took place, such as 


corn being ground, basket weav- 
ing, pottery making, beadwork, 
the making of arrowheads and 
other stone tools. 

Craft booths will be displaying 
and selling Indian-made items 
and various types of Indian 
breads. 

Stewart said that there is a 
tremendous interest in the public 
schools for a first hand account 
of Indian life. 

**We have teams,”’ she related, 
“which go to the schools during 
the year and talk on the subject.’’ 


According to Stewart, there are 
5,700 members of the Echota 
tribe in Alabama. 

The festival is being held at 
Cook’s Springs Baptist camp off 
I-20 East between the hours of 
9-5 each day.

Westover club hooked on crappie 


If you can trust a fellow with the name T.V. 
Mann, Westover Crappie Club member Harold 
Rich can, ‘‘catch a fish out of a mud hole.’’ 

And, if you can trust anybody with a reputation 
like that, March and April are the best months of 
the year for crappie fishing. 

Seriously, Rich should know about such 
things... because when it comes to crappie, 
members of his club are about as serious as you 
can get. 

The 30-member and still growing group meets 
the second Tuesday of each month at Mt. Tabor 
Church. Since it organized last June, the club has 
held seven fishing tournaments and has caught 
over 279 pounds of crappie. 

As of last week -- when the group met at Union 
United Methodist Church -- 675 fish had been 
caught in tournaments. That’s an average of 25 
crappie per member. 

Adding to his reputation, counting both tourna- 
ment action and private trips, Rich has caught 
over 1,250 fish alone. 

A Shelby County brick mason, Rich caught 65 
crappie on a recent March afternoon. The follow- 
ing day he and fellow club member Lamar Sherrell 
caught 73 more. 

All of this led club member Wendell Shaw to 
say that asking Rich anything about fishing was a 
mistake. ‘‘You’re asking the wrong man! 
Fishing’s good for him all the time,”’ he said. 

J.C. Burgess added that Rich always takes first 
place in tournaments and, ‘‘Whoever is fishing 
with him always comes in second.”’ 

One would think that club members would get 
wise and follow Rich wherever he goes. 

‘They do,’’ said Burgess. ‘‘But if he throws his 
line and doesn’t catch a fish on his first or second 
throw, he moves on. He’s all over the lake.’’ 

Rich has won won five of the club’s seven tour- 
naments. The two he didn’t win, he didn’t enter... 

With serious sportsmen like Rich in the club, 
tournament director Gary Walton has had to learn

the hard way about how dedicated members are to 
the sport of fishing. 

Snow forced Walton to cancel a tournament at 
Logan Martin’s Coosa Island Marina, Saturday, 
March 10. Snow or no snow, club members said 
Walton was about the only one of their number 
who didn’t go fishing anyway. 

Walton also learned another lesson about how 
competitive the club members are. 

‘*What would y’all think if the first or second 
place winners in one tournament could not par- 
ticipate in the next?’’ Walton asked at the 
meeting, trying to give someone other than Richa 
shot at winning. 

‘*Noooo0o0, noooo, noooo,’’ responded club 
members in unison. The said competing against 
Rich gives them something to shoot at, and they 
want the satisfaction of beating him fair and 
square -- if that’s possible. 

“If I didn’t ever win anything, I’d be just as 
happy,’’ said Mann. 

“If I win today and can’t compete next week, I 
wouldn’t go fishing,’’ added Bill Walton. 

Still, Gary Walton’s question might have been 
justified. In the last fishing tournament held at 
Lay Lake, 19 people in ten boats only caught 46 
pounds of fish... 

Harold Rich caught 19 pounds of those fish and 
his partner, none other than Gary Walton, caught 
nine pounds of crappie. That meant Rich’s boat 
accounted for half the fish caught in the event. 

While the Westover Crappie Club continues to 
grow -- Terry Smith, Wade Elliott, Jr., J.D. and 
Eric Biggers all joined last Tuesday -- there is 
another side to this group. 

Dues are $15 per year and tournament registra- 
tions are $5 per person. Yet with dues collected 
from 26 paid members as of this month, and 
registration fees being collected on a total of eight 
tournaments scheduled this year, no prizes are 
awarded except for trophies and small gift cer- 

tificates. 
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What happens to the money? 

According to Mann, the club is dedicated to 
helping the needy at Christmas. He said last year’s 
efforts were turned toward a Columbiana family. 

Mann said the club not only provided toys and 
all the fixings for Chrsitmas dinner, but it also 
gave the family two electric heaters, had their elec- 
trical power hooked up, and gave them a full tank 
of butane gas. 

With crappie season now in full swing, 
Westover fishermen can be found Saturday, 
March 24, between the hours of 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. 
at Logan Martin Lake’s Coosa Island Marina. 

Saturday, April 14, from 10 a.m, until 4 p.m., 
the group will hold a tournament at Weiss Lake. 
Future trips are planned through the summer for 
Lake Mitchell, Logan Martin, and Lay Lake. 

According to Rich he will be found using jigs to 
bring in the big crappie. ‘‘Most everybody here 
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uses jigs,’’ he said. 

He called Columbiana fishermen ‘‘minnow 
drowners.”’ 

Gary Walton added that ‘‘Crappie should now 
be picking up, if not knocking into the boats,”’ 
and Burgess said to look in the stick-ups.

Shelby County Health Officer or his 
authorized representative. 

Be It Enacted by the Legisiature of 
Alabama: 

Section 1, Following the effective 
date of this act it shall be unlawful for 
any utility company, board, commis- 
sion, corporation, or Individual, 
whether publicly or privately owned, 
regulated by the Public Service Com- 
mission (exciusive of utilities in com- 
munications) to provide such utilities 
or services to any dwelling or any 
commercial structure intended tor 
food service of exceeding 1,000 
square feet in size unless or until an 
approved sanitation certificate has 
been issued by the Shelby County 
Health Officer of his duty authorized 
representative However, thia does 
not prohibit the provision of tem- 
porary service for the purpose of con- 
Struction of a dwelling nor shall it in- 
Clude outbuildings such as barns, 
farm buildings, boathouses, 
workshops, storage buildings, shed, 
etc., where persons do not reside.

Loose truck rams 


North Shelby homes

It wasn’t a case of wreckless 
driving as much it was a case of 
no one driving. 

A driverless moving van rolled 
backwards down a street in a 
North Shelby neighborhood last 
Thursday, tearing a wall off one 
house and knocking another 
house off its foundation. 

Ann Branch said she was sit- 
ting on her front porch last Tues- 
day morning when a moving van 
pulled up the steep hill on Indian 
Valley Rd. She said she saw two 
men get out of the truck and one 
of them went in the house next 
door to talk to the people who 
were moving in. 

Suddenly, the parking brake 
apparently failed on the truck, 
and it began rolling backwards. 

“It sounded like a freight 
train,’ Branch said. ‘‘It tore 


down my mailbox and kept go- 
ing.”’ 

The truck was airborne when it 
crunched into the side of the 
house owned by Melissa McCall, 
of 4917 Indian Valley Rd. She 
was moving back to the house 
after staying in Daytona Beach 
for a while. 

McCall said she and some 
friends were sitting in her living 
room talking to one of the drivers 
when the other ran in and yelled, 
“It’s rolling.’’ 

Witnesses said the truck was 
traveling fast enough to become 
airborne as it bounced over some 
railroad ties by McCall’s 
driveway and crashed in to the 
side of her garage. 

As the wreckers pulled the van 
out of the house below hers, Mc-

Regressive Far

If you ever wanted to grow your own vegetable garden but 
shied away because of the green thumb jitters, take heart. This 
is your big chance. 

A wise person learns from his or her mistakes. But if you’re 
really sharp, you learn from the mistakes of others, With that in 
mind, consider my blunders at your service. 

I’ve taken the plunge and started preparations to plant a 
vegetable garden this spring.

Furthermore, I encourage knowledgable readers across Shelby 
County to mail in their tips on growing five-pound ’maters and 
twenty-foot corn. I’ll be using some of these tips myself, and 
passing them on so we can all have gardens that would make the 
cover of ‘Progressive Farmer’ blush. 

I know, I know. You don’t have time to mess with a garden. 
You don’t have 1,000 acres in your backyard. You don’t have an 
International Harvester the size of an M-1 tank. Furthermore, 
you’re a city-slicker with a capital ‘C’. 

Excuses, excuses! 

Listen. A year ago I lived in downtown Birmingham. If I can 
plant a garden, you can too. Who knows, we might all be blessed 
with the Cornucopia Blues (my freezer runneth over) before this 
is over. 

The worst that can happen is that we’ll have to invent wild 
stories for nosey neighbors as to why we have that ugly barren 
spot in our yard. (Sample: ‘‘Yep. That’s where the flying saucer 
landed. Dang spot hasn’t grown the first weed ever since...’’) 

As for needing a tractor, forget it. "Ever see a picture of a 
Pilgrim on tractor? You don’t need 1,000 acres, either. A patch 
of ground the size of an office desktop can keep your family in 
fresh tomatoes all summer. 

As for having time, it could be you don’t have time not to 
garden. This project will not only give you a little needed 
sweating, but 20 or 30 minutes in the morning or afternoon with 
your hands in the ground, should be good therapy for the 
pressure that comes with your job. Besides, it’s a good excuse 
for not jogging. 

We can do it.

A fast moving brush fire off

Carden said she thinks the fire 
started by someone burning 
trash. 

‘*People don’t realize how 
quickly this can get out of hand,”’ 
she said. Carden said the factors 
of dry brush and wind made the 
fire particularly dangerous.

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Alabaster girl sews up prize NEIGHBORHOOD

La Donna Minter of Alabaster still has the first dress she ever made. 
It is one of the few pieces of clothing she has made that she hasn’t 
worn or sold to someone. 

**] got the hem all crooked -- it’s longer in the front than in the 
back,”’ laughs the 15-year-old sophomore at Thompson High School. 
Minter kept trying, though, and now she sews clothes for her family 
ana friends. 

Minter shyly twists her shoulder- length red hair around her fingers 
as she talks about her desire to become a fashion designer. She has 
already started working on her dream by winning awards and making 
extra money designing and sewing clothes for people who have heard 
of her. 


‘*I started sewing in the sixth grade,’’ recalls Minter. ‘‘My grand- 
mother taught me how to sew in a straight line.’’ She mastered that 
easily enough, and took sewing classes in junior high. 

Minter said she didn’t learn too much about making clothes in the 
7th and 8th grades. 

‘*All they showed us how to do was elastic,’’ she says. ‘‘They just 
figured that’s all we could do.”’ 

Then Minter, whose family had just moved from Oregon, enrolled 
in Joyce Lucas’ sewing class at Thompson High. Minter lets go of her 
hair and becomes animated as she talks about the last two years. 


‘‘Mrs, Lucas taught me how to do buttons, waistbands, zippers and 
all kinds of things,’’ she says. As Minter’s abilities grew, so did her 
confidence. 

This year, Minter was the only person to represent Shelby County at 
the Governor’s Career Conference on Career Education in Mon- 
tgomery. She placed fourth overall for her exhibit on fashion design. 

Minter wrote a paper explaining what fashion design was, designed 
a pair of pants, and made sketches and patterns of them. 


Fashion design is Minter’s first choice for a career, with fashion 
merchandising for a store coming a close second. She would have to 
travel to New York and California to see styles and ‘‘buy for the stores 
what customers want.”’ 

Minter is already looking around for the right college to go to. She 
wants to find one that offers a good fashion design program and the 
possibility of scholarships. Winning an award from the United States 
Achievement Academy this year for scholarship and character will 
help a lot, she says. 


Minter likes math the best among her other subjects -- she is already 
a year ahead of her class -- and for hobbies, she likes ‘‘craft type of 
things,”’ like macrame and counter cross-stitch. She is also in a drama 
group at her church, the Alabaster First Assembly of God. 

Talking about her sewing, Minter takes the attitude of a musician or 
painter. Practice makes perfect, she says. Although she is required to 
make only six articles of clothing for her class all year, she has already 
turned out 36. 

‘*T make a lot of my mom’s clothes and mine,’’ she says. About the 
only thing she doesn’t make a lot of is jeans, because the thickness of 
denim breaks needles easily on her new sewing machine at home. 


Minter likes clothes that don’t go out of style quickly. She visited 
California and she didn’t care for the styles out there. 

‘*Everybody dresses real wierd, real punk out there,’’ she says. ‘‘ 
think it is a fad and all of a sudden it will be gone.”’ 

Minter’s next big project is a contest she is entering given by ‘17’ 
magazine. She is going to make an outfit made of a specified material 
and compete with other entries nation-wide. If she wins the competi- 
tion this summer, her design will be turned into a pattern and sold. 


She is not too sure about the travel aspect of merchandising, 
though. Minter says she would like to stay in one place for awhile, 
because her family has already moved around a good bit. She says she 
has learned to make friends easily enough, but she doesn’t like chang- 
ing schools so often. 

**T went to three different schools when I was in the seventh grade.”’ 
Now, she says, her family will probably stay here until she graduates. 
Her stepfather, Robert Minter, works at Brown Molding Company in 
Montevallo, and Marsha, her mother, is a teacher at Kingsley Chris- 
tian School.

The North Shelby County Fire 
District has mailed some 300 
foreclosure notices to households 
which have not paid fire dues. 

Foreclosing property is not a 
pleasant task, but one that is re- 
quired by the law, according to 
Rod Huntress, president of the 
board governing the fire district. 

This year, around 300 
homeowners are receiving the 
notices because they did not pay 
last year’s annual $110 fire fee. 
Huntress said the fees are due on 
October ist, but people are not 
charged a late fee until after the 
last business day of the year. 

District fire chief Winston 
Boutwell said that in most cases, 
delinquent fee payers usually set- 
tle up when the notice of 
foreclosure reaches them. But the 
fire district has sold property 
before, although Boutwell said 
that no one has ever been evicted 
from their homes. 

Some people do not like paying 
the fees and foreclosure becomes 
an emotional issue, according to 
Huntress. 

‘It’s an inflammatory subject, 
because you are talking about 
people’s homes,’’ he said. But 
when the district was set up in 
1978, the law required the pay- 
ment of the fee. 

Because the fire district serves 
an area that is unincorporated, a 
direct fee is the only way a public 
service like fighting fires can be 
funded. In cities and towns, tax 
revenue generates the money for 
fire stations and other public ser- 
vices. 

Huntress noted that part of 
Riverchase used to be in the 
district, but now is annexed to 
Hoover. Therefore, homeowners 
no longer pay a fee, but pay for 
fire protection through city taxes. 

Last year, the district received

rating from the ISO, an organiza- 
tion that evaluates fire protec- 
tion. North Shelby’s fire rating 
improved from a Class 7 to Class 
6, said Huntress, and the fire 
dues were raised by $10. 

While the improved rating rais- 
ed the fee, Huntress said it also 
decreased the cost of fire in- 
surance. He said that in most 
cases, homeowners would save 
money instead of paying more 
out. 

The district is beginning con- 
struction on a second fire station 
on Hwy 119. Boutwell said he ex- 
pects the district’s rating will 
again be upgraded, but another 
rise in the fee would not come im- 
mediately after the completion of 
the station.

Bar a nasty drought, plague, herds of insects, stampede of 
elephants or other pets, laziness, nuclear war or some other 
pestiness, we’ll all be eating high off the corn stalk this summer. 
All we have to do is work our buns off and follow instructions 
step by step. Ready? 

eStep one -- Repeat after me: ‘‘I will grow a garden this year, 
and enjoy myself and the earth while doing it.”” Now you’ve 
committed yourself (sucker). 

®Step two -- Step out the back (or front) door of your house, 
and find a plot of ground that gets plenty of sun, preferably all 
day long. 

Expert hint: ‘‘The biggest mistake most people make is plan- 
ting too much and losing interest,’’ says county extension agent 
John Jones. ‘‘Keep your garden small enough so that you can 
work it in 30 minutes or so a day.’’ 

Take heed. Remember, you aren’t trying to feed China. And 
you can forget about the lower 40 if you plan to garden with a 
shovel and hoe. Jones says 50x100 feet is average for garden, but 
if you don’t have a tiller, you may want to go smaller. No point 
in biting off more than you can hoe. 

Expert hint: ‘‘The shorter the distance between garden and 
kitchen, the better the vegetables will taste,’’ Jones says. Also, 
be sure your garden is close to water. In case you’ve never notic- 
ed, it gets hot in summer. 

eStep three -- You need a soil sample from your garden site to 
send off immediately to Auburn (no comment) for analysis. For 
$3 plus $1.55 in postage, the experts will tell you what kind of 
fertilizer and other things your dirt needs for optimum fertility. 


The extension office at the courthouse in Columbiana has soil 
kits, as well as a variety of pamplets all about gardening. If you 
have any gardening questions, any of the folks there will be glad 
to answer them. (669-6763)

Property tax errors

raise revenue questions

There is a big difference of opinion on how 
much ad valorem tax revenue Shelby County will 
gain or lose this year. 


A ‘pink slip’ report -- ‘letters of correction’ 
which lists errors in tax assessments -- shows the 
county, schools and the hospital will lose a total of 
$104,278.73. The report, written by Tax Collector 
Annette D. Skinner and read at Monday’s com- 
mission meeting, draws from 502 pink slips which 
have been issued. 

Skinner said that Tax Assessor Bobbie Reynolds 
told commissioners there would not be over a 
dozen. Reynolds denied she said that, but commis- 
sioners had earlier this year voiced surprise at the 
number of errors in tax assessments. 

After learning of Skinner’s report to the com- 
mission, Reynolds gave the Reporter a completely 
different story. 

She said that the letters of correction amount to 
a gain for the county, schools and the hospital of 
$42,593.91 over the amount of revenue an- 
ticipated. 

But Skinner said that losses from pink slips 
alone break down as follows: county $33,264.65; 
schools, $53,272.40; and the hospital, $17,741.68. 

**Really this shouldn’t happen,’’ Skinner told 
the Reporter. ‘‘All of these (pink slips) are admit- 
ted mistakes.’’ 

‘*‘When she (Reynolds) tells the commissioners 
how much money they can expect, they set the 
budget on that figure,’’ Skinner said. ‘‘But when 
these pink slips come in, it means the county will 
not get as much money as anticipated.”’ 

Skinner indicated that the Tax Assessor’s office 
has had six years to correct the need for pink slips, 
which go back to the reappraisal of state property. 

“*It makes the work here double,’’ Skinner said. 
**We have to handle these by hand, type up a new 
bill, remail it, and hand figure it on a calculator. 
Then there’s another report required on each to 
settle with the state.”” 

She said all the manual work is necessary 
because the information placed by the tax 
assessor in the county computer is wrong. 

Skinner said some errors were made when pro- 
perty was incorrectly listed as being in a 
municipality or was double assessed. Others oc- 

curred when homestead exemptions were not ap- 
plied or property was classed improperly. 

Some errors simply resulted from miscalcula- 


tions, she said. 

Reynolds said that she never told county com- 
missioners that there would not be many pink slips 
this year. 

She produced a letter dated February 1983 
which explained in detail to County Commissioner 
John Ames why changes are made after a tax 
abstract is submitted. 

Reynolds insisted that she told the county that 
as long as property laws are written as they are, 
there will be pink slips. 

She referred to the ‘Lid Bill’ which put 
Alabama property into certain classifications, 
some taxed at 10 percent and some at 20 percent. 

‘When someone buys a piece of property they 
are supposed to assess that property with the use 
the property is put to,’’ Reynolds said. “‘If they 
don’t tell us, we put it in at 20 percent. If we put it 
at ten percent instead of 20, they wouldn’t tell.’’ 

Reynolds said the county commission was given 
the negative report on tax revenues as a ‘‘political 
gimmick because this is my election year and they 
want to make me look bad. Besides, it must have 
taken a long time to type up that report; it was so 
nice and neat. Whoever made that report must 
have more people than they need... and they need 
to get rid of some of them.’’ 

“Tl just finished up my 1982 audit and came out 
perfect,’’ Reynolds said. ‘‘They didn’t charge me 
a penny.”’ 

She also stressed that she only has to answer to 
the people of Shelby County and the state. 

‘When you buy a house, we don’t know if you 
are going to live in it or rent it, and that makes a 
difference,’’ she said. 

“Some errors result from a current use tax 
status that has to be applied for, and a lot of times 
I will disallow that unless they can come in and br- 
ing me evidence. Then I have to reverse my deci- 
sion.”’ 

Reynolds stated firmly, ‘‘Most changes are 
from class to class. They are not errors but ad- 
justments. The auditor clarified that with me and 
the collector.’’ 

Reynolds said that she did not submit her own 
pink slip report to county commissioners last 
Monday because she didn’t know anyone else was 
going to make one. 

The tax assessor said the county could eliminate 
some budget woes in the future by making 
allowances for unavoidable tax errors.

North Shelby suit continues

The 15-20 Meadowbrook residents who sat in 
Shelby County Circuit court last week and Mon- 
day, heard about cul-de-sac’s from A-Z. 

The case being tried before Judge Robert Arm- 
strong involves the cul-de-sac -- or turnaround -- 
on Colonial Park Drive where Jim and Nancy Mc- 
Clendon live. 

They do not want the street extended to connect 
their subdivision with Broken Bow subdivision. 
To try and keep that from happening, they filed a 
civil suit against the Shelby County Planning 
Commission which approved the extension. 

Meadowbrook, developed by Daniel Interna- 
tional in 1976, is located in North Shelby County 
off Valleydale Road. Scotch Development opened 
Broken Bow, the adjoining subdivision off 
Cahaba Valley Road two years later. 

When the case opened Thursday, it was an- 
ticipated that it would last no longer than two 
days. However, following testimony on Monday, 
the case was scheduled to resume Wednesday. 

As the case unfolded, attorneys asked for 
definitions of cul-de-sacs and dead end streets and 
how they are indicated on platt maps. 

Trying to prove the McClendons were misled 
when they bought their property, attorney 
Douglas Corretti said the cul-de-sac shown on the 
record map does not indicate an extension. That 
would be done with a broken line, he insisted. 

Another point Corretti tried: to make, was the 
amending of the record map after it was filed in 
the probate office. He said it would take the con- 
sent of all property and mortgage holders to enact 
the change. 

But planning commission director Paul Owens 


stressed that the final map had not been amended. 

Corretti also attempted to cast a shadow on 
planning commissions transactions in regard to a 
conflict of interests of member Roy Martin. 

Although the planning commission approved 
the future extension of Colonial Park Road four 
years ago, the McClendons said they thought they 
would be living on a cul-de-sac when they bought 
the property in 1982. 

The record map was misleading, Corretti said, 
because the way the cul-de-sac was drawn in- 
dicated it was permanent. 

Owens explained that the open ended circle is 
the way future extension is indicated, and former 
planning commission director Paul Yeager, Jr., 
testified engineers used different methods of in- 
dicating future street extensions. 

It was brought out in the proceedings that 
Owens had informed Mrs. McClendon of the 
commission’s plans to extend the road before she 
built her home. 

Although the couple petitioned the commission 
in February 1983 to keep the street from being ex- 
tended, their request was denied. 

When they subsequently appealed the decision, 
Martin, who was acting chairman at the time, said 
no vote was taken since the commission’s decision 
te extend the street had already been made. 

Corretti brought out the fact that Martin, a 
builder, owns lots in Broken Bow subdivision. 
Because of that, the builder had a vested interest 
in the connecting street being opened, Corretti in- 
dicated. 

Martin said he did not vote on any matter con- 
cerning Broken Bow after he purchased the lots in 
the summer of 1983.

. County schools 
hurt by lack of funds

Local support is an important element in improving the quali- 
ty of education in Shelby County and in Alabama. 

Speaking Friday to a group of Columbiana Middle School 
parents who meet monthly, Superintendent of Education Ellie 
Glasscox noted that the state is the lowest in pupil-teacher ex- 
penditures. 

He also expressed concern about the failure of the schools in 
Shelby County to keep up with the rapidly increasing student 
population. 

Glasscox referred to the area along US 280 as the ‘hot spot’ in 
the county. The problem will be compounded, he said, with all 
the building now in progress and the other construction that is 
planned. 

However, Shelby County taxpayers recently turned down the 
proposal of an additional three mill property tax which was aim- 
ed at helping the school system pay for capital improvements, 
such as additional schools and classrooms. 

Mentioning the Homewood and Mt. Brook school systems, 
Glasscox reported they get the same allocation from the state as 
Shelby County. 

He pointed out, however, that those two systems have an ad- 
vantage in the amount of local support they receive from taxes. 
That allows them to expand their curriculum to include several 
foreign languages and advanced math courses. 

Even with the increase in population, Glasscox said that the 
taxes from new homes will not adequately fund the educational 
system. 


In Homewood, he said, business foots the tax bill which 
benefits education. 
Another factor the superintendent mentioned that sometimes 


hampers educational improvement, is the tenure law for 
teachers. 

‘It can be a burden in having competent teachers,’’ he said. 

Touching on the scores made by students on ACT and SAT 
tests, the superintendent said they have come down some in re- 
cent years. 

He explained that even students who do not plan on entering 
college have been encouraged to take the tests in recent years. 
So, he said, the broad spectrum of students represented in the 
testing have brought down the scores. 

In the CAT exams however, the superintendent reported 
‘tremendous gains.’ He said county students scored at or above 
national averages last year in every area except 10th grade spell- 
ing. 

Referring to the plan of excellence proposed by state school 
superintendent Wayne Teague, Glasscox said the push in the 
state is being centered around the basics in education. 

Although he admitted it will create some problems with school 
bus schedules, the superintendent said the plan calls for 360 
minutes of instruction each school day. 

Some schools now have to dismiss early because buses pick up 
students from elementary, middle and high school. 


Another change in the school program will be in the area of 
athletics. Granting that athletics and the band program serve a 
useful purpose, he stressed they are secondary to academics. 

He said that athletic events will be limited to one night a week 
and he asked for the cooperation of those involved with Little 
League activities to limit night games. 

In order to make the new plans work, Glasscox said there

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County musician, 24 Karat may strike gold

They’re not John, Paul, George, and Ringo, and they may never get 
as far as the Beatles. But a newly won national recording contract has 
at least flung open the door to rock and roll success for the five 
members of the band 24 Karat. 

While the accomplishment has stirred considerable attention from 
Birmingham to Los Angeles, keyboardist Yance Hall -- a former 
Shelby County High School student who grew up in the Kingdom 
Community -- said the work is just now beginning for 24 Karat. 

The work's just begun,” Hall said Monday, during a Reporter in- 
terview. His shagged hair flopped about as he talked. He was obvious-

They were going to 
do some studio work in Homewood and needed a keyboard player...”’ 

The studio session included cutting a rough demonstration tape of 
‘Stay With Me’ which, now refined, is receiving local airplay. 

Lewis came up with the group’s name because ‘‘that’s the purest 
form of gold you can get. We base the band around that and try to be 
a class act,’’ Hall said. 

“*We have very little sex and drugs in our music -- but a lot of rock 
and roll. It’s fun to listen to. The 10 to 18 year olds love it.” 

‘*We were trying to be a cut above the other bands,’”’ he continued.

Inspection bill could up county revenue

A bill allowing Shelby County 
to set up a building inspection 
department may be a good idea, 
according to the chief building in- 
spector for the city of Hoover. 

Building, inspector Gerald 
Smith said that because much of 
the county is unincorporated, 
county inspectors would be able 
to enforce codes in areas not in- 
side city limits. 

Smith, who is president of the 
North Central Alabama Southern 
Building Code Congress, said the 
best way to handle the depart- 
ment in Shelby County -- if the 


law ever passed -- would be to 
have a number of inspectors scat- 
tered around the county. 

“*T think it would be more effi- 
cient to have a number of small 
one-man offices than for the en- 
tire department to be in one cen- 
tral location,’ he said. 

He said that two or three in- 
spectors could handle the fast- 
growing north Shelby area, and 
two more for the rest of the coun- 
ty. 


The county commission has 
been advertising a building in- 
spector bill in the Reporter for 
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the last month in preparation for 
its introduction to the state 
legislature. 

Critics of the proposal say a 
new county department would 
cost too much. But according to 
Smith, a building inspection 
department can easily pay for 
itself. 

Building inspections are not 
considered revenue generators, 
but building permits are big 
money makers for the city of 
Hoover, said Smith. 

Last year, all permits issued for 
residential and commercial con- 


struction brought in a whopping 
$29,000,000 (this includes the 
massive Galleria being built in 
Riverchase near the Shelby Coun- 
ty line). 

The permits cost $3.50 per 
$1,000 on residential construc- 
tion and $5 per $1,000 at com- 
mercial sites. Smith said the 
revenue dwarfs that of many 
other city departments, especially 
since his has very few workers in 
it. 

The Hoover building inspec- 
tion department is budgeted less 
than $100,000 a year, he said.

County schools 
hurt by lack of funds

Local support is an important element in improving the quali- 
ty of education in Shelby County and in Alabama. 

Speaking Friday to a group of Columbiana Middle School 
parents who meet monthly, Superintendent of Education Ellie 
Glasscox noted that the state is the lowest in pupil-teacher ex- 
penditures. 

He also expressed concern about the failure of the schools in 
Shelby County to keep up with the rapidly increasing student 
population. 

Glasscox referred to the area along US 280 as the ‘hot spot’ in 
the county. The problem will be compounded, he said, with all 
the building now in progress and the other construction that is 
planned. 

However, Shelby County taxpayers recently turned down the 
proposal of an additional three mill property tax which was aim- 
ed at helping the school system pay for capital improvements, 
such as additional schools and classrooms. 

Mentioning the Homewood and Mt. Brook school systems, 
Glasscox reported they get the same allocation from the state as 
Shelby County. 

He pointed out, however, that those two systems have an ad- 
vantage in the amount of local support they receive from taxes. 
That allows them to expand their curriculum to include several 
foreign languages and advanced math courses. 

Even with the increase in population, Glasscox said that the 
taxes from new homes will not adequately fund the educational 
system. 


In Homewood, he said, business foots the tax bill which 
benefits education. 
Another factor the superintendent mentioned that sometimes 


hampers educational improvement, is the tenure law for 
teachers. 

‘It can be a burden in having competent teachers,’’ he said. 

Touching on the scores made by students on ACT and SAT 
tests, the superintendent said they have come down some in re- 
cent years. 

He explained that even students who do not plan on entering 
college have been encouraged to take the tests in recent years. 
So, he said, the broad spectrum of students represented in the 
testing have brought down the scores. 

In the CAT exams however, the superintendent reported 
‘tremendous gains.’ He said county students scored at or above 
national averages last year in every area except 10th grade spell- 
ing. 

Referring to the plan of excellence proposed by state school 
superintendent Wayne Teague, Glasscox said the push in the 
state is being centered around the basics in education. 

Although he admitted it will create some problems with school 
bus schedules, the superintendent said the plan calls for 360 
minutes of instruction each school day. 

Some schools now have to dismiss early because buses pick up 
students from elementary, middle and high school. 


Another change in the school program will be in the area of 
athletics. Granting that athletics and the band program serve a 
useful purpose, he stressed they are secondary to academics. 

He said that athletic events will be limited to one night a week 
and he asked for the cooperation of those involved with Little 
League activities to limit night games. 

In order to make the new plans work, Glasscox said there 
needs to be cooperation between the home and school,

Tax errors trigger new hassle 


A long-simmering kettle in the cour- 
thouse threatened to boil over Monday 
with new revelations about the tax situa- 
tion. 

The County Commission had asked 
for, and received, a summary from Tax 
Collector Annette Skinner, showing how 
much money the county wili not collect 
from the tax revenue it expected from the 
1983 tax year. 

Mrs. Skinner added up the 502 ‘letters 
of correction’ turned in to her office by 
Tax Assessor Bobbie Reynolds, and 
reported the county’s general fund would 
be short by $33,265. The schools would be 
short by $53,272, and the hospital by 
$17,742, for a total of $104,278. 

In addition, the municipalities of the 
county will be short by $25,619, and the 
state by $28,829, for a grand total of 
$158,728.05. 

But in a letter to County Commissioner 
John Ames, Mrs, Reynolds said the cor- 
rections have netted the county an addi- 
tional $42,593 this year. 

Mrs. Skinner pointed out on the other 
hand, that the corrections Mrs. Reynolds 
refers to in the letter are in a different 
category. They are corrections on 
‘supplements and escapes’ or back taxes 
that were not assessed correctly over the 
past five year period. 

There are about 100 of them, and Mrs. 
Skinner has no abstract on them and will 
not have one until her office settles with 
the state in June. They are not part of 
Mrs. Skinner’s report on the 502 correc- 
tion slips that add up to the loss. 

The 502 slips mean that almost 1.5 per- 
cent of the 35,591 parcels of property in 


Shelby County had some change made in 
their assessment after the closing date. A 
spokesman in the State Department of 
Revenue in Montgomery told the 
Reporter, ‘‘That seems like a pretty large 
number of errors.’’ 

However, the conflicting reports are 
symptoms of the larger problem. 

The commission needs an estimate of 
tax income every year in order to figure 
the county’s budget by October 1. 
Estimates given by Mrs. Reynolds have 
often turned out to be wrong -- by a wide 
margin -- on the optimistic side. This has 
forced the commission to re-work the 
budget and delay decisions on salaries and 
other expenses until far into the fiscal 
year. 

In her defense, since Mrs. Reynolds 
came into office she has had to contend 
with county-wide reappraisals of proper- 
ty, followed by the lid bill, and other 
legislation that kept property taxes in a 
state of change. The commission realized 
her task was difficult. 

But the county hired a team of ap- 
praisers -- trained at county expense -- to 
keep up with changing property values, 
and installed a computer system to make 
it more efficient. 

So, now, after several years, the com- 
mission believes Mrs. Reynolds should be 
able to give them more accurate figures 
than in the past. 

She, however, claims she is answerable 
only to the state auditors and the people 
of the county, and is moved to point out 
the only authority the commission has in 
connection with her office is to properly 
fund it.

Not that the current legislative session needs 
any more controversies, but a measure has been 
introduced and already sailed out of committee 
which could create a tempest. It’s called the 
Motor Fuel Marketing Act, which sounds 
harmless enough, but it would have a painful 
impact on the price of gasoline in Alabama. 

Independent wholesale and retail gasoline 
dealers are pushing the measure, claiming they 
are the victims of unfair competition from 
gasoline stations owned by the major oil com- 
panies. The bill would prohibit the oil com- 
panies from operating service stations in 
Alabama. There are some 200 such outlets in 
the state that would be closed if the measure 
becomes law. 

The measure also would require a minimum 
mark-up of nine cents a gallon on gasoline. It 
would end forever the marketing practices of 
some stations of using gasoline as a ‘loss leader’ 
to attract customers. It would for all practical 
purposes put out of business the high volume, 
low profit, self-service gasoline stations.

Tax errors trigger new hassle 


A long-simmering kettle in the cour- 
thouse threatened to boil over Monday 
with new revelations about the tax situa- 
tion. 

The County Commission had asked 
for, and received, a summary from Tax 
Collector Annette Skinner, showing how 
much money the county wili not collect 
from the tax revenue it expected from the 
1983 tax year. 

Mrs. Skinner added up the 502 ‘letters 
of correction’ turned in to her office by 
Tax Assessor Bobbie Reynolds, and 
reported the county’s general fund would 
be short by $33,265. The schools would be 
short by $53,272, and the hospital by 
$17,742, for a total of $104,278. 

In addition, the municipalities of the 
county will be short by $25,619, and the 
state by $28,829, for a grand total of 
$158,728.05. 

But in a letter to County Commissioner 
John Ames, Mrs, Reynolds said the cor- 
rections have netted the county an addi- 
tional $42,593 this year. 

Mrs. Skinner pointed out on the other 
hand, that the corrections Mrs. Reynolds 
refers to in the letter are in a different 
category. They are corrections on 
‘supplements and escapes’ or back taxes 
that were not assessed correctly over the 
past five year period, 

There are about 100 of them, and Mrs. 
Skinner has no abstract on them and will 
not have one until her office settles with 
the state in June. They are not part of 
Mrs. Skinner’s report on the 502 correc- 
tion slips that add up to the loss. 

The 502 slips mean that almost 1.5 per- 
cent of the 35,591 parcels of property in 


Shelby County had some change made in 
their assessment after the closing date. A’ 
spokesman in the State Department of 
Revenue in Montgomery told the 
Reporter, ‘‘That seems like a pretty large 
number of errors.”’ 

However, the conflicting reports are 
symptoms of the larger problem. 

The commission needs an estimate of 
tax income every year in order to figure 
the county’s budget by October 1. 
Estimates given by Mrs. Reynolds have 
often turned out to be wrong -- by a wide 
margin -- on the optimistic side. This has 
forced the commission to re-work the 
budget and delay decisions on salaries and 
other expenses until far into the fiscal 
year. 

In her defense, since Mrs. Reynolds 
came into office she has had to contend 
with county-wide reappraisals of proper- 
ty, followed by the lid bill, and other 
legislation that kept property taxes in a 
state of change. The commission realized 
her task was difficult. 

But the county hired a team of ap- 
praisers -- trained at county expense -- to 
keep up with changing property values, 
and installed a computer system to make 
it more efficient. 

So, now, after several years, the com- 
mission believes Mrs. Reynolds should be 
able to give them more accurate figures 
than in the past. 

She, however, claims she is answerable 
only to the state auditors and the people 
of the county, and is moved to point out 
the only authority the commission has in 
connection with her office is to properly 
fund it.

With the signing of two Pelham High School 
basketball stars last Thursday, the University of 
Montevallo’s male basketball program may finally 
boast some Shelby Countians on the team. 

Three years ago, the Falcons added the first 


Shelby Countian to their squad -- in recent 
memory -- by signing Pelham standout Jeff 
Adams, 


Last Thursday morning, UM coach Bill Elder 
broke the dry spell by awarding basketball 
scholarships to two more Pelham Panthers. 

Kyle Hutchison, a 6’7’’, 190-pound center, and 
Eddie Reeves, a 6’11"’, 160-pound point guard, 
will join Adams for the Falcons’ next season of 
play. 

Hutchison averaged 14 points per game last 
season while teammate Reeves averaged 12 points.

‘*We are very pleased,’’ UM assistant coach 
ferry Sellers said of signing Hutchison and 
Reeves. ‘‘We are very high on both of them.”

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Denver Brasher: born to stay

You might think a person with a name like Denver Virginia 
would be prone to wander. But Denver Virginia Brasher -- 
known as Den to family and friends -- has never felt that desire. 

The 67-year-old Chelsea man still lives in the area where he 
was born and he plans to keep on living there. Why? Because it’s 
home and that’s where he likes to be. 

**Yes, he’s a real homebody,’’ laughed his wife Jean. 

Asked about his unusual name, Brasher said his mother came 
up with the ‘Denver’ part, but he doesn’t know why or from 
where. 

He thinks that his father was probably responsible for 
‘Virginia’ since he worked in that state several years. 

Brasher said he was born on Bear Creek Road (County 43), 
and he said his mother was born there too. 

Although he retired from the construction business two years 
ago, he still works at it part time. 

**He really enjoys what he does,’’ his wife said, ‘‘but when he 
comes home, he wants to forget about it.”’ 

Brasher’s father was a carpenter before him, and one of his 
prized possessions is the 12-point Henry Diston hand saw his 
father used. 

“T think some day I’ll get it gold plated and hang it on the 
wall,”’ Brasher said. 

One of the Brashers main interests around their home is a col- 
lection of animals. They have ducks, geese, guinea hens and a 
rooster. 

Before he met an untimely death, one of the ducks considered 
himself a member of the family. Brasher told about raising the 
feathered creature under a wicker chair inside the home. 

**When he finally ventured outside, he would scratch at the 
back door to be let in again,’’ Brasher recalled. 

Although he doesn’t claim to be an animal lover, Brasher 
seems to have a way with animals -- even wild animals. 

In the winter, the couple were given three baby squirrel which 
they kept in a cage in the kitchen. When the weather got'warmer, 
the squirrels were released and the Brashers expected them to 
take off. 

But the squirrels had other ideas -- like Brasher they’re not 
prone to wander. 

Now, whenever he or his wife are outside, one or more of the 
squirrels climb up on their shoulder and wait to be given a treat. 

If Brasher isn’t quick enough in handing over one of the 
peanuts he carries, the squirrels help themselves to a treat from 
his shirt pocket. 
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A man of few words, Brasher takes pleasure in reading what 
others have to say. For him, a great way to spend the evening, is 
to settle down with the newspaper until he’s read and digested

If you have cold feet over planting a garden this spring, you’re 
not alone. Last week I was hit by a bumper crop of second 
thoughts. 

“You sure you want to plant a garden?” I asked myself. 
‘‘No,”’ I answered, mulling over the six to seven month commit- 
ment to daily immitations of Santa Claus (ho, ho, ho, of 
course...). 

Basically, the Regressive Farmer is a laid back type of fellow, 
given to spells of downright laziness. Plant a garden? Are you 
serious? They haven’t even invented the ice cream sandwich 
plant yet. 

The way I felt last week, I would have thrown in the trowell, 
except that I had already stuck my word processor in my big 
mouth and started this column. Dilemma. 

What I needed -- you just might need it, too -- was m-o-t-i-V- 
A-t-i-o-n, and it came just in time. I sat down to eat one night 
last week, and there it was -- a plate full of mouth watering 
motivation, 

Diane, my wife, cooked veggies that night, and staring back at 
me from my plate were squash, field peas, potatoes, greens, say- 
ing ‘‘Plant me! Plant me! Plant me!’’ (One of them also said 
‘*Rat me!’’) 

‘Just think how good this tastes coming fresh from the 
garden,’’ Diane said, innocently, I believe. 

The gastric wheels of motivation were churning. Vision of 
plump, ripe tomatoes, fresh corn and baby limas prompaded 
across my mind. Maybe planting a garden will be fun after all, I 
thought, heading to the stove for seconds. 

Food has to be one of the top three motivators of all time... 

Non-expert tip: Think food, not work! 

With that in mind, I began pouring over the list of veggies the 
Alabama Cooperative Extension Service suggests for Alabama 
spring plantings. I call it my *menu’. (See Page X-5) 

Non-expert tip: If it tastes good, plant it! 

As noted last week in the ‘Regressive Farmer,’ the first thing 
you need to do before planting your garden is to sample the soil. 
(Caution to novice: this does not mean eating four or five spoon- 
fuls of dirt!) 

For details on obtaining free soil sample kits, see last week’s 
‘Regressive Farmer’ or call the extension office at 669-6763. 

Taking a soil sample is easy. 

Expert tip: County extension agent John Jones says to turn 
over a shovel of dirt and scrape the sample from the side of the 
hole with a tablespoon. Do this in about 20 places, mix it 
together and mail it off to Auburn -- without the spoon. 

To make sure you don’t get lost while taking the sample, 
follow this map: 
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Non-expert tip: Don’t use your favorite spoon in sampling

However, work that morning went in- 
to its weekly tailspin of deadlines, and the sample set for a day 
or two on my desk at the Reporter. 

Expert tip: ‘‘That soil sample is going to do you a lot of good 
sitting on your desk,’’ ribbed assistant county agent Anthony 
Jones as he gave me a ride to the post office the other week. 
**Yep, Dave, a lot of good...’’ 

That made sense, so I mailed the sample. I expect to have it 
back in time to report on soil fertility (can you say soil fertility?) 
next week. 

In the meantime, I suggest that all you would-be gardeners in 
Shelby County get off your duffers. This is your big chance. All 
you have to is follow the instructions in the ‘Regressive Farmer’ 
and we may all end up featured in ‘Garden Beautiful’ magazine. 
If you need any more motivation, think about pigging out fresh 
veggies -- or go talk to watermellon. 

One more non-expert tip: Never try to make strawberry jam 
with a tractor and plow.

Adopt one of Al Capone’s burro brothers

Ever heard of Al Capone? ' 

For most people, that name would bring to mind a notorious 
gangster. 

However there is another Al Capone -- a four footed burro that 
lives in Brownsboro, Texas. 

This Al is 32 years old and he’s one of the animals that have been 
rescued by an organization called the Fund for Animals. 

The Black Beauty Ranch, which the fund operates, now has 700 
burros that can be adopted. 

Jayne Ford, one of the staff members at the 580-acre Texas ranch, 
was in Birmingham and Shelby County last week to let the public 
know about the adoption program. 

The only cost is a $50 adoption fee plus the signing of a contract 
promising proper and humane treatment. 

A health certificate goes along with the adopted animal as well as a 
veterinary guideline for future reference. 

Ford explained to the Reporter that the burros were airlifted out of 
the Grand Canyon. 

The reason for their removal, she explained, was because they were 
eating rare vegetation and state authorities planned to kill them. 

Admitting that the undertaking cost a lot of money, Ford said it was 
the group’s feeling the burro deserved consideration and even respect. 
She pointed out that the small, sturdy animal had helped our ancestors 
in settling this country. 

Burros in other places have faced the same fate as those in the 
Grand Canyon, Ford said. She reported Naval Reserve personnel 
shooting burros on government property at Lake, Calif. because they 
were in the way. 

Although the burros are wild animals, Ford said their temperments 
are gentle -- with Al Capone the possible exception. 

With handling, she said they can usually be tamed in a matter of 
weeks and trained for riding or pulling a cart. 

___Anyone wanting to adopt a burro should have at least an acre of 
land with water and salt blocks available and a daily ration of hay.
